I  bave  the  honor  to  Bubmit  herewith  my  Annual 
Beport  of  the  Eeceipts  and  Expenditures  for  the  year 
which  closed  with  the  month  of  April  last,— -being  the 
financial  year  185G-57,  as  required  by  the  15th  section 
of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance.

The  Amount  received  on  account  of  the  Couidy  this 
year,  it  will  be  noticed,  is  much  smaller  than  usuaL 
This  is  in  consequence  of  the  non-receipt  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  the  usual  County  Balances,  amounting  to 
about  $78,000,  which  have  not  yet  been  paid,  as  the 
State  Auditor  has  doubts  about  his  authority  to  allow 
the  same,  since  the  last  modification  of  the  law  estab- 
lishing the  Superior  Court  for  the  City  of  Boston. 


CiTT  Debt.  — All  the  City  Debt  and  Water  Debt 
which  became  due  this  year,  has  been  paid  off,  in  ad- 
dition to  $35,000,  due  some  years  hence,  the  payment 
of  which  has  been  anticipated.  The  payments  thus 
made  amount  to  $232,684  98.  New  loans  have,  how- 
ever, been  negotiated,  to  the  amount  of  $431,900,  and 
other  loans  authorized,  under  which  payments  have 
been  made,  so  that  there  has  been  no  diminution,  but 
an  actual  increase  of  the  funded  city  debt,  to  the  amount 
of  $199,215  02,  of  which  $143,000  has  been  expended 
for  extending  Friend  street.  This  annual  increase  of 
debt,  however  undesirable  it  may  be,  appears,  for  the 
present,  at  least,  to  be  inevitable.  So  long  as  individ- 
ual enterprise  continues  to  expand  the  business  accom- 
modations of  the  city,  so  long  must  the  corporation 
contribute  its  part  to  the  general  improvement,  by  wid- 
ening and  extending  its  streets  and  avenues,  for  the 
accommodation  and  conveniences  required  by  the  in- 
creased business  and  population  thus  induced  by  indi- 
vidual enterprise. 

Pdblio  Lands.  —  The  sales  this  year  of  the  Public 
Lands  have  been  434,206  feet,  producing  $147,381  43.

The  syatein  now  in  operation,  of  requiring  purchasers 
to  build  on  tiie  lands  within  a  reasonable  time  after  their 
purchase,  haa  been  found  to  operate  very  favorably  to 
the  city's  interest,  as  an  increase  of  taxable  property  is 
found  to  follow  almost  immediately  the  sales  of  lands. 
The  increase  in  the  valuation  of  the  real  estate  in  Ward 
XI,  "where  the  city  lands  are  mostly  located,  haa  been 
from  $6,536,000,  Id  1853,  to  |10,256,000,  in  1857. 

The  contract  for  filling  up  the  Sodth  Bat  is  in  course 
of  completion,  and  necessarily  continues  to  draw  heavily 
on  the  Treasury.    The  payments  on  this  account  during 
the    financial  year  have   amounted  to  over  $98,000. 
■  The  -work  is  now  progressing,  it  is  believed,  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  under  the    charge  of  a  vigilant 
fecial  eormrntiee,  who  have  the  whole  control  of  the  bus- 
iaess.    Another  year  of  like  progress  will  probably  find 
the  work  well  nigh  its  termination.    The  result  of  this 
undertaking  will  be   an  addition  of  over  two  and  a 
quarter  million  feet  of  land,  with  six  valuable  wharf  and 
dock  privileges^  to  the  present  quantity  of  saleable  ter- 
ritory belonging  to  the  city. 


LtBKART  BuiLDrao.  —  This  new  edifice  is  approaching 
its  completion,  and  the  Trustees,  who  have  had  the  sole 
care  and  management  of  the  work  from  the  commence- 
ment, state,  in  their  last  report  to  the  City  Council,  that 
the  architect  expects  to  have'  everything  in  sufficient 
forwardness  to  allow  of  the  surrender  of  the  building  to 
the  city,  so  that  it  may  be  formally  dedicated  to  its  in- 
tended use  on  the  17th  of  September  next 
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Schools  and  School  Hodsis.  —  Our  Schools  continue 
in  their  usual  satisfactory  condition.  The  three  new 
Grammar  School  Houses  in  progreas  last  year  hare 
been  completed ;  and  they  are  considered  model  School  . 
Houses,  being  large,  well-arranged,  and  every  way  well 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  instruction.  'Jhe  whole  ex- 
penditure for  Bchoola  and  school  houses  during  the  year 
has  been  $349,867  64,  against  $441,139  08  last  year. 
The  ordinary  current  expenditures  of  carrying  on  the 
schools  for  the  year,  have  been  $297,768  28,  againsfc 
$291,406  28,  last  year,  and  $285,320  91,  the  previous 
year.  Such  is  the  increasing  demand  Sot  school  accom- 
modations, particularly  in  the  southern  section  of  the  ■ 
city  and  South  Boston,  that  two  more  Grammar  School 
Houses  are  even  now  called  for,  and  more  accommodar 
tions  for  Primary  Schools  are  already  necessary. 

"Water  Work8. — TBe  state  of  these  works  and  the 
revenue  therefrom  continues  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
aa  appears  by  the  last  Report  of  the  Water  Board  to 
the  City  Council,  copious  extracts  from  which  are  pub- 
lished in  the  Appendix  of  this  Report,  for  the  informar 
tion  of  the  citizens  at  large. 

The  statement  in  detail  of  the  City  Debt,  City  Prop- 
erty, and  all  other  statements  required  by  the  ordinance 
from  this  Department,  will  be  found  in  their  proper 
placea

The  above  amount  of  $81,645  44,  resulting  from  the 
actual  busmess  of  the  year,  belongs  to  the  Sinking 
Fund,  or  CommiUee  on  the  Seduetion  of  the  City  DeU,  and 
'  is  placed  at  their  disposal  by  the  ninth  and  tenth  aeo- 
tiong  of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance,  R  0.  page  163. 

This  Ordinance  requires  that  any  excess  of  Income 
over  the  original  estimated  Income,  or  any  excess  of 
Appropriations,  (ori^nal  or  by  additions,)  over  the 
mdwal  payments,  should  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  and  be 
applied  towards  the  extinction  of  the  Debt,  cmd  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever. 

By  the  same  Ordinance  it  is  provided  that  no  money 
can  be  drawn  for  by  the  Auditor,  or  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  unless  the  some  has  been  {u^viously  appro- 
priated by  a  Special  Vote  of  the  City  Coimcil ;  hence 
the  necessity  of  applying  to  the  Council  for  additional 
meanE^  if  from  any  cause  an  Original  ^)propriaiion  ialls 
short  The  additional  means  thus  asked  for  can  only 
be  fbmished  by  an  attthorized  transfer  from  some  exist- 
ing appropriation  which  can  spare  it,  or  by  a  spedfic 
ban. 

Thus,  in  the  present  year,  the  appropriation  for  the 
Water  Works  was  $337,000,  and  the  estimated  Income 
was  $287,000 ;  but  before  the  close  of  the  year  it  was 
foreseen  that  the  actual  Expenditures  would  exceed 
the  appropriation,  and  although   the   actual  Income 
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'would  (as  was  equally  foreseen)  exceed  the  estimated 
Income  by  a  8iun  much  larger  than  that  required  to 
meet  the  expected  deficiency,  yet  it  was  necessary  to 
go  to  the  Coyncil  and  obtain  the  addition  required, 
because  the  excess  of  Income  in  this  case  or  in  any 
fomilar  case  could  not,  under  the  Ordinance,  be  used, 
but  it  must  remain  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
"  Omm^ee  on  the  Sedudion  of  the  (My  Debt"  and  be 
appropriated  to  that  purpose  only. 

In  this  manner  the  City  Council  lettun  a  knowledge 
and  control  of  all  the  expenditures,  as  none  can  be 
made  unless  an  appropriation  for  the-  same  is  expressly 
authorized  by  them.

page  162,)  the  Uayor,  the  Freaident  of  the  Common  Coancil, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Finance  on  the 
part  of  the  Common  Council,  are  constituted  Thb  CoHinTTBB 
ON  THE  KEDDonim  OP  THB  Cttt  Debt,  vhOBe  daty  it  is  to 
cause  all  money  passed  to  their  credit  in  the  Books  of  the 
Auditor  of  AccODDts,  to  he  applied  to  the  pordiase  or  payment 
of  the  Capital  of  the  Debt  of  the  City,  in  the  mumer  they 
may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expedient ;  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Auditor  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  to  conform 
to  all  orders  in  vriting,  in  this  respect,  vhich  shall  be  made 
and  signed  by  all  the  members  of  said  Committee. 

The  JSinth  Section  of  said  Ordinance  requires  that  "  all  bal- 
ances of  money  remaining  in  the  Treasnry  at  the  end  of  any 
financial  year ;  all  receipts  in  money  on  account  of  the  sale 
of  real  estate  of  any  description,  dot  belonging,  or  vhich 
may  hereafter  belong  to  the  City ;  all  receipts  on  account  of 
the  principal  sum  of  any  bond  or  note  now  ovned,  or  -which 
may  hereafter  be  owned  by  the  City ;  and  also  of  the  Annnal 
City  Tax,  in  every  future  year,  a  stun  that  shall  not  be  less 
than  three  per  centnm  of  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the 
City  Debt,  (and  never  less  than  Fifty  Thopsahd  Dollabs  in 
each  year)  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  or  tiie  par- 
chaee  of  the  Capital  of  the  City  Debt."  , 

The  Tenth  Section  of  the  said  Ordinance  makev  it  the 
du^  of  the  Auditor,  annually  to  pass  to  the  credit  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  all  receipts 
in  money,  the  proceeds  of  either  of  the  sources  before  men- 
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tioned,  oad  the  said  amount  ont  of  the  Anntud  Tax;  aod  pro- 
Tides  that  ike  snius  so  passed  to  the  credit  of  said  Committee 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Cit^,  for  the  pay-

HOUSES  OF  INDUSTRY,  REFOEMATION,  &c. 


These  Houses  are  nov  (Jane,  1857)  under  the  government 
of  a  Board  of  seven  Directors,  who  were  chosen  in  June, 
1856,  by  eoncorrent  ballot  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Ci^ 
Cooncil,  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  of  Jaouary 
then  euBuing,  or  until  others  were  chosen  in  tiieir  etead. 

This  Board  has  the  exclusive  management  of  all  the  af^rs 
of  these  Institutions,  prudential  aad  finaocial ;  the  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  same  being  annually  appropriated  by  the 
City  OouDcil.  The  ordinary  Expenditures,  including  Repairs 
and  Improvements  on  the  Buildings  and  Grounds,  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Directors,  and  paid  monthly,  through  the 
Aoditor's  office ;  but  all  extra  Repairs,  New  Buildings,  &c., 
most  be  ^cially  authorized,  and  the  cost  be  provided  for  by 
the  City  Qovemment 

The  Income  from  the  Institutions  is  required  to  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  is  not  at  the  disposal  of  the  Di- 
rectors ;  80  that  the  Expenditures  are  confined  to  the  acUial 
Appropriatiotu  made  for  the  same  by  the  City  Council.

The  Board  meet  every  Thursday.  Oa  the  first  Thursday  of 
each  month  the  meeting  is  held  at  Deer  Island ;  the  third 
Tbnrsday  at  the  Honse  of  Reformation,  at  Sooth  Boston,  sod 
the  other  meetings  are  held  at  their  Office  in  City  Hall. 

The  Board  is  required  to  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the 
City  Council  of  the  number  of  i>ersona  resident  in  the  House 
during  the  year,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  em- 
ployed ;  also  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out 
on  account  of  the  Houses. 

There  have  been  no  Directors  chosen  this  year,  aa  a  nev 
system  of  government  was  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  last 
Legislature,  dated  28th  March,  1857,  and  a  new  Ordioance 
is  now  in  preparation  to  carry  out  the  same.  The  object  con- 
templated is  a  consolidation  under  one  management,  of  all  the 
City  Institutions  at  South  Boston  and  Deer  Island.  The 
plan  is  to  have  the  City  Council  choose,  by  concurrent  vote, 
•'  twelve  suitable  persons,  resident  citizens  of  the  said  City, 
who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Houses  of 
Industry  and  Reformation,  and  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  within 
said  City,  and  the  Honse  of  Correction  for  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk. The  said  Board  shall  be  styled,  '■  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  Public  ^titutions,"  and  shall  have  all  the  aathority 
and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  now  conferred 
and  imposed  by  virtue  of  existing  statutes,  respectively,  upon 
the  Directors  of  said  Houses  of  Industry  and  Reformaition, 
and  the  Overseers  of  said  Honse  of  Correction,  together  with 
such  other  powers  and  duties  in  connection  with  said  Lunatic 
Hospital,  and  the  management  of  the  business  thereof,  as  the 
said  City  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  and  in  conformity  to 
the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  provide. 

The  fourth  section  of  ihe  law  provides  that  "  said  City 
Council  shall  [woceed,  after  tlie  acceptance  of  this  act,  to 
elect  by  ballot,  nine  citizens  at  large,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  and  hold  their '  office  for  three  years,  three  for 
two  years,  and  tliree  for  one  year ;  and  these  persons  together 
with  oue  member  &om  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  two  mem- 
bers from  the  CommoD  Council  of  said  City,  to  be  elected  for 
one  year  by  the  said  City  Council,  shall  constitute  the  first 
Board  of  Directors  under  this  act;  and  thereafter,  annually, 
the  said  City  Council  shall  elect,  in  the  manner  aforesaid, 
three  citizens  of  said  City  at  large,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
in  said  Board  of  Directors  for  ttree  years,  and  one  member 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  two  members  of  the  Common 
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Oooncil  of  Baid  Oi^,  irtio  sbaU  liold  their  office  in  said  Board 
of  DiTMtors  for  one  fear.  Sach  of  the  said  Directors  bo 
elected  under  tiiiB  act  Bhall,  in  addition  to  his  said  term,  hold 
his  office  antil  another  is  elected  in  his  Btead ;  and  the  said 
City  Goonoil  shall  have  power  to  remove  members  from  saiA 
Board  of  Directors  for  cause  shown,  and  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occnr  in  the  same." 

The  following  abstract  fi-om  the  Report  of  the  {H-esent 
Board  of  Directors,  made  to  the  City  Conncil  on  the  24th 
April  last,  ia  submitted  for  the  information  of  the  citizens : 

■«  An  nnnsnal  feature  in  these  Reports  ia  the  fact  of  three 
deaths  among  the  inmates  the  past  year,  while  during  tiie  pre- 
rioQS  ten  years,  the  whole  number  of  deaths  has  been  but.^iir, 
tiie  health  of  the  boys  having  been  bo  uniformly  good.  The 
cases  now  reported  were  of  recent  occurrence,  and  were  the 
result  of  severe  pulmonary  attacks  upon  sabjects  of  feeble 
constitution.  The  coarse  of  instruction,  at  both  the  Boylston 
School  and  Honse  of  Reformation,  has  been  pursued  with  uni- 
form snccesB,  under  the  direction  of  the  tried  and  proven 
teachers  of  several  years  experience.  The  boyB  are  likewifle 
exercised  in  vocal  music,  by  a  competent  teacher,  and 
employed,  a  portion  of  their  time,  at  shoe-making,  wherein 
they  find  a  pleasing  recreation,  acquire  habits  of  regular  appli- 
cation, tf^ther  with  the  means  of  future  self-support.  Regu- 
lar chapel  services  are  held,  nnder  the  leading  of  the  Chap- 
lain, (who,  likewise,  officiates  at  Deer  laland,)  and  Sabbath 
School  exercises  are  regularly  conducted,  nnder  tiie  guidance  of 
the  devoted  band  of  teachers,  to  whom  we  would  renew  the 
expression  of  thankfulness,  on  oar  part,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
lads  who  are  the  direct  objects  of  their  chai^." 

"  In  view  of  the  greatly  increased  price  <^  most  of  the 
articles  of  consumption,  and  a  comparison  of  the  lai^er  aver- 
age number  of  inmates,  at  all  the  Institntions,  it  ia  a  subject 
of  satisfaction  to  the  Directors  to  have  been  able  to  bring  the 
labors  of  the  year  to  a  close,  at  a  cost,  in  money,  so  little,  if 
at  all,  exceeding  that  of  the  preoedii^  one,  and  tiae  without 
denying  to  the  objects  of  their  chai^  anything  proper  to  their 
comfort  and  well-being.  In  this  they  Cael  under  obligation  to 
acknowledge  the  judicious  co.operation  of  the  respeotiTe  heads 
of  tbe  Institntions,  in  a  sound  economy,  tempered  by  the  en- 
loi^d  benevolence  by  which  they  are  diaracterized. 

"  The  necessity  for  more  ample  and  snitable  accommodation 
at  Deer  Island,  presented  in  our  last  year's  Report,  still  ex- 
ista  in  full  strei^fth ;  and  the  prominence  given  to  this  subject 
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in  the  Mayor's  annoal  address,  at  the  commenoement  of  the 
year,  vith  tiie  EiomeThat  sharp  criticisina  throngh  the  preaa, 
on  the  existing  coodition  of  things,  gives  na  a  hope  that  some 
eSeotive  steps  frill  ere  long  be  taken  in  a  direction  leadii^  to 
results  more  in  harmony  irith  the  repntation  of  onr  Oity.

The  Boston  Water  Works  are  aie.Daged  b;  an  ladependeut 
Board,  kDOWQ  as  the  Cochituate  Wateb  Boabd.  They  are 
to  be  chosen  annually  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branchei 
of  the  City  Council,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  or  within 
sixty  days  thereof.  The  Ordinance  requires  that  the  Board 
shall  consist  of  one  Alderman,  one  member  of  the  Common 
Coancil,  and  five  citizens  at  large.  They  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  nnlcss  re- 
moved by  the  City  Council.  They  may  be  reelected  annnally, 
but  no  member  can  serve  more  than  five  years  consecntively. 
They  have  the  whole  mana;;emest  of  the  Water  Works,  ex- 
cept the  fixing  the  Water  Rates.  They  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  services.  They  are  required  to  make  a  Re- 
port to  the  City  Council  in  the  month  of  January,  in  each 
year,  containing  "  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  the 
Water  Works,  and  of  the  lands  and  other  property  connected 
therewith,  with  an  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
.  tures,  together  with  any  information  or  suggestions  which 
they  may  deem  important;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
transmit  to  the  City  Council  the  Report  of  the  City  Engineer 
and  the  Water  Registrar." 

The  Report  of  the  Engineer,  above  referred  to,  ia  required 
to  contain  a  statement  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Works, 
with  an  account  in  detail  of  all  the  expenditures  of  his  de- 
partment relating  to  the  same,  and  such  other  matters  aa  be, 
or  the  Board,  may  deem  expedient  The  Water  Registrar  is 
required  to  give,  in  bis  annual  Report  to  the  Water  Board,  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  water  takers;  the  number  of 
cases  where  the  water  has  been  cut  off;  the  number  and 
amount  of  abatements ;  the  ezpenditnree  of  bis  department, 
and  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  Water  Board  may  deem 
expedient. 

The  bills  and  accounts  against  the  Water  Works,  after  be- 
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ing  approved  and  allowed  by  the  Water  Board,  are  sent  to 
the  Auditor's  Office  for  settlement,  and  thoy  are  audited,  al- 
lowed, and  paid  in  the  same  way  as  other  bills  against  the 
City. 

The  Water  Rates  are  established  by  the  City  Council, 
and  can  only  be  changed  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Boards.

This  abstract  will  furnish  some  account  of 
the  City's  property  in  the  Works,  and  will  also  give  to  the, 
citizens  some  information  on  the  state  of  the  Works  which 
they  can  obtain  in  no  other  way,  as  the  Reports  of  the  Water 
Board  to  the  City  Council  have  but  a  limited  circulation. 

The  'Report  dated  15th  January  last,  states  that  all  the 
Works  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  that  during  the 
entire  year  of  1856,  the  water  in  the  Lake  has  been  qnite  as 
pme  as  at  any  time  since  its  introduction  into  the  City. 
There  has,  also,  been  an  abundant  supply  of  water  in  it 
throughout  the  year. 

There  has  been  no  complaint  made  during  the  last  year,  of 
the  quality  of  the  water. 

On  the  28th  of  January,  holes  were  cat  through  the  ice  in 
different  parts  of  the  Lake,  and  water  waa  drawn  from  a  depth 
of  sixty  feet,  and  from  various  lesser  depths.  There  was  no 
perceptible  difiereuco  to  the  taste,  in  the  water,  but  it  all  ap- 
peared pure  and  sweet. 
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SALE   OF   USELESS  PROPEBTT. 

Ever  since  the  Water  Board  was  originally  organized, 
there  has  been  entertained  a  desire  to  dispose  of  all  the 
property  owned  by  the  City  and  connected  with  the  Water 
Works,  but  not  needed  for  the  purposes  of  use  or  security  in 
regard  to  them.  A  large  amount  of  land  lying  near  the 
Lake  and  its  ontlet,  and  also  distributed  along  the  line  of  the 
conduit,  having  served  all  the  purposes  for  which  their  several 
portions  were  purchased,  has  been  generally  unproductive, 
while  the  taxes' upon  them  and  their  fencing  have  been,  of 
course,  a  burden  without  any  equivalent.  And  so  of  the  mill 
privileges  owned  by  the  City,  below  the  ontlet ;  they  have 
produced  little,  if  anything,  to  the  City,  above  tiie  Taxes  and 
Repairs. 

Former  Boards  having  failed  to  carry  their  often  expressed 
intentions  into  effect,  tlie  present  Board  took  the  matter  seri- 
ously in  hand.  They  had  surveys  made  of  the  different  par- 
cels tliat  could  be  disposed  of  without  detriment  to  the  Works, 
(always  reserving  ample  means  and  rights  for  the  use  of  the 
City);  and  dnring  the  season,  at  private  sale,  and  at  two  dif- 
ferent public  sales,  they  disposed  of  lots  embracing  146  acres, 
at  prices  varying  f^om  $19  to  $550  per  acre — making  a  total 
amount  of  $13,632  12.  The  result  of  this  effort  was  highly 
satisfactory  to  the  Board.  There  still  remains  a  considerable 
amouat  nnsoid,  embracing  the  upper  mill  privilege,  which 
should  and  probably  will  engage  the  early  attention  of  the 
.next  Board. 

In  addition  to  land  sold  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Lake 
or  Works,  there  has  been  sold  wood  to  the  amount  of  near 
$500,  mostly  growing  on  the  five  rods  belonging  to  the  City, 
bordering  upon  the  water. 

Besides  these  pai-cels  of  land  near  the  Lake  tmd  line  of 
Aqueduct,  the  Board  have  disposed  of  Boon  Pond  and  Rtutt'i 
Horn  Meadow,  in  the  town  of  Stow.  These  were  purchased 
with  the  view  of  forming  a  compensating  reservoir,  auxiliary 
to  the  Marlborough  reservoir.  But  nothing  has  ever  been 
done  with  them.  They  embraced  about  130  acres,  nearly  or 
quite  half  covered  with  water.  The  City's  property  consisted 
mainly  in  rights  of  fiowage,  there  being  besides  these  only 
a  narrow  margin  of  woodl^d  that  could  be. regarded  as  of 
much  value. 
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JAMAICA  POSD   and   AQCEDUCT. 

The^e  irere  pnrcbaeed  of  iht  Boston  Aqueduct  Company,  . 
in  1851.  The  reaaone  for  thia  purchase  were :  1st,  To  be  rid 
of  rival  Water  Works.  2nd,  To  quiet  claims  already  incuired 
by  in)ury  to  their  pipes,  in  laying  down  our  pipes,  and  3rd, 
To  aoaol  the  priTiiege  which  that  corporation  possessed,  of 
brealdug  up  and  injaring  the  streets  whenever  and  wherever 
they  saw  fit  The  Board  feel  no  hesitancy  in  expressinji;  the 
belief  that  on  all  these  acconntH  the  purcl^se,  at  the  price  of 
$45,000,  was  a  very  favorable  one  to  the  City ;  and  that  a 
much  lai^r  benefit  than  the  interest  of  that  sum  has  annually 
accrued  to  the  City  from  the  purchase. 

Of  late  years  there  has  been  growing  up  in  the  Itozbnry 
part  of  the  Tremont  road  a  somewhat  dense  population, 
which  has  applied  for  the  use  of  the  water;  and  the  City  of 
Boston  has  supplied  it,  without,  however,  attempting  to  exer- 
cise any  r%ht  of  openmg  streets,  or  laying  service  pipes,  ex- 
cept along  the  line  of  the  main  pipe.  This  service,  however, 
yielded  a  gradually  increasii^  income,  which  in  the  last  year 
amounted  to  $2,624  64, — being  near  the  interest  of  the  cost 
of  the  purchase. 

It  was  always  felt  that  these  works  were  a  kind  of  excres- 
cence upon  the  City  system,  being  disconnected  entirely  with 
it.  The  condition  of  the  Works,  their  state  of  repair  and 
prospective  durability  have  not  been  very  well  understood; 
while  there  has  been  reason  to  snppose  that  in  certain  places, 
at  least,  the  pipes  had  become  quite  tender. 

Besides  these  reasons  for  effectii^  a  sale,  it  was  felt 
that  there  might  some  odium  attach,  or  at  least  some  ill 
fecliug  arise,  from  the  circumstance  of  one  City  supplying 
the  inhabitants  of  another  with  water,  and  taxing  them 
therefor  at  its  own  discretion,  without  their  having  a  voice  or 
remedy  in  the  matter.  There  can  be  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  Legislature  wonld  grant  the  City  anch  privileges,  on 
an  original  application;  and,  therefore,  it  was  deemed  to  be 
good  policy  to  exercise  them  as  short  a  time  as  practicable, 
while  in  possession  for  other  purposes. 

The  Board,  therefore,  voted  to  advertise  for  proposals  to 
purchase  these  Works ;  and  as  a  consequence,  proposals  were 
made,  which  resulted  in  a  sale  to  George  H.  Williams,  Esq., 
of  Roxbury,  for  the  sum  of  132,000 — $5,000  cash,  (which  has 
been  paid ;)  the  balance  in  nine  annual  payments,  of  $3,000 
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each,  interest  annually,  secured  by  mortgage  of  the  Worka. 
Of  courae  the  Bale  is  conditioned  that  no  water  shall  be 
supplied  in  the  City  of  Boston  from  these  Works. 

Besides  these  sales,  the  Board  have  during  this  year  lea-Kd 
the  HopkintoQ  Reservoir,  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  at  a  rental 
of  $1,250  per  annum.  There  are  two  old  factories  attaehed 
to  the  privilege ;  but  they  are  regarded  by  neither  party  as 
of  any  value, — the  water  being  intended  for  use  as  a  reservoir, 
to  be  drawn  off  in  dry  times,  for  the  benefit  of  mill  owners  be* 
low,  who  become  joint  lessees  of  the  same.  Should  the  Board 
have  opportunity  and  inclination  to  sell,  it  has  the  power  to 
annul  the  lease  at  any  time,  by  relinquishing  a  year's  rent. 
Though  the  amount  received  in  the  way  of  rent  is  small,  con- 
sidering the  co?t  of  this  reservoir,  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  all 
gain ;  for  the  City  has  hitherto  derived  no  benefit  whatever 
from  it. 

Id  regard  to  leasing  the  Marlboroi^h  Reservoir  for  like 
purposes,  a  negotiation  is  now  going  on.  Bilt  what  success 
may  attend  it,  cannot  now  be  foretold.  All  the  property 
owned  by  the  City  in  Marlborough  and  its  vicinity  is  now  but  a 
bill  of  expense;  and  should  the  efforts  of  the  Board  fail  to 
lease  the  reservoir  for  some  reasooable  amount,  the  question 
whether  it  will  not  be  good  policy  to  sell  off  the  whole  at  the 
most  it  will  bring,  will  present  Itself  onder  circnmstances 
highly  iavoring  an  affirmative  answer. 

WASTE  OP  WATEB. 
The  unnecessary  vxute  of  waier  is  a  topic  which  has  been 
pressed  upon  public  notice  by  this  Board,  every  year  since 
its  organization,  with  what  effect  will  shortly  be  seen.  To 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  regard  the  people  of  Boston  as 
an  orderly  and  brotherly  community,  it  cannot  but  seem 
strange  that  a  habit  prevails,  which  not  only  involves  an  en- 
ormous and  useless  teaste  <^  water,  but  also  involves  the  de- 
privation of  this  necessary  of  life  to  quite  a  large  number  of 
citizens,  who  have  (in  this  respect  at  least)  the  mt^orlune  to 
dwell  in  costly  houses,  in  the  elevated  portions  of  the  City, 
This  Board  laa  done  its  duty,  and  spared  no  effort  to  check 
this  evil.  It  is  extremely  desirable  that  a  wholesome  publio 
sentiment  should  be  created  on  this  subject,  that  would  make 
water-takers  ashamed  of  these  wasteful  practices.  The  con- 
sciousnoes  of  unnecessarily  wasting  water  would  then  suffuse 
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the  cheek  with  ft  blush  scarcely  less  deep  thao  accusation 
of  misdcmeauor  or  crime.  But,  in  spite  of  all  that  has  been 
done,  aod  all  that  has  been  said,  the  eril  Beems  to  increase. 
For  it  vill  be  seen,  by  icfereuoe  to  the  Engineer's  Report, 
-  that  Uie  average  daily  oonsumption  in  1856,  has  been  12,- 
046,600  galloDB,  while  in  1855,  it  was  10,346,300,  —  i.  e.,  aa 
increase  in  consumption  of  nearly  20  per  cent.  The  number 
of  water-takers  is  now  20,806,  and,  at  end  of  1655,  it  was 
19,998,  —  i.  e.,  an  increase  of  little  more  than  4  per  cent 
Thus,  in  1655,  (taking  the  namber  of  inhabitants  at  163,000,) 
the  daily  average  consumption  for  each  individual  was  near 
63^  gallons;  while  in  1856,  (taking  the  population  at  168,- 
000,)  the  daily  average  consumption  for  each  individual  has 
been  nearly  72  gallons.  Nov  all  thii  increase  can  be  nothing 
but  theer  iDotU ;  (for  among  the  new  water-takers  there  are 
few  great  consumers;  and,  of  course,  the  viatte  qf  1856  was 
equal  to  8^  gallom  (or  12^  per  cent.)  per  day,  for  each  in- 
dividual,  more  than  it  vxu  in  1855, 

In  this  respect  let  1855  be  compared  with  1854  In 
1855  the  daily  average  consumption  was,  as  before  stated, 
63}  gallons  for  each  individual.  In  1854  the  daily  average 
couHomption  was  9,902,000;  eqnal  (calling  the  number  of 
inhabitants  156,000)  to  near  63  gallons  to  each  individual. 
So  that  in  that  year  the  increase  of  cDnsumption  was  bnt  a 
trifle  more  than  what  was  indicated  by  the  increase  of  pop- 
ulation. 

The  subject  might  be  further  illustrated  by  ^comparing 
other  years  embraced  in  the  table.  No  doubt  different  ra- 
tios of  waste  would  be  found  to  characterize  the  consutnp- 
tioD  of  different  years.  But  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  no 
year  will  the  waste  be  found  to  bear  a  less  ratio  to  the 
consumption,  than  in  the  year  preceding  it;  while,  as  has 
been  seen,  it  has  increased  during  the  last  year  12}  per 
cent 

The  City  ^LONDON  it  regarded  at  being  exceedingly  icell 
mpplied  with  water.  The  ten  Water  Companiet  lupplted  re- 
cently 81,025,822  gallom  to  328,561  houies.  Taking  the  in- 
dicidvtdt  in  each  house  at  tix,  and  the  tupply  it  Forty -OSE 
Gallons  only  to  each  individual  using  the  water.  But  if  tlte 
amtumplion  be  averaged  upon  tfie  Khole  population,  ( lay  2,400,- 
000  )  the  individual  consumption  it  little  lest  than  Thirty -Theeb 
Gallons  to  ea/:h  person. 

The  greatly  increased  consumption  of  the  past  season  has 
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put  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  Board  to  allow  any  consid' 
erable  playing  of  the  fountains,  except  occasionally  on  pnblic 
daya,  thus  depriving  the  citizens  of  one  of  their  most 
Taloed  pleasures.  The  continued  draft  upon  the  pipes  and 
conseqnent  tendency  to  redaction  of  the  irater  in  the  reser- 
Toirs,  has  rendered  the  utmost  watchfolness  and  care  neces- 
sary, on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent,  to  turn  On  and  off 
the  water  at  varioos  points,  so  as  to  keep  the  water  in  all 
the  rcacrvoirs  at  a  height  suitable  for  the  convenient  supply 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  also  for  an  indispensable  resoorce 
in  case  of  fire.  After  effecting  these  objects  properly,  there 
has  been  little  aurplna  that  could  be  let  on  to  the  public 
fountains. 

The  importance  of  keeping  a  svpply  in  the  reservoirs,  m  case 
of  fire,  it  is  feared,  is  not  generally  fully  appreciated.  At  the 
recentjire  in  East  Boston,  (which  hat  occurred  since  the  date 
of  this  Report,  J  more  than  10,000  barrels  of  water  were  drav>a 
from  the  reservoir,  over  and  above  ichat  was  dravnt  from  the 
pipes  constantly  conveying  water  outside  the  reservoir.  Had  the 
reservoir  been  empty,  it  icould  seem  as  if  the  damage  must  have 
been  greatly  increased. 

LOCATION   or   WAT£St  PIPES. 

A  great  deal  of  the  waste  undoubtedly  results  from  the  im- 
proper and  imperfect  manner  in  which  the  distributing  pipes 
are  put  into  and  carried  through  the  houses.  And  it  has  occurred 
to  the  Board  to  suggest  to  the  City  Government,  if  it  has  the 
power,  the  propriety  and  ntility  of  exercising  more  control 
than  it  has  hitherto  done  over  the  inserting  and  arranging 
the  water  fixtures  within  and  upon  the  premises  of  the  water- 
takers.  The  pipe  should  enter  the  house  at  a  place  sccnre 
from  frost,  and  should  bo  continued  in  the  most  secure  places 
the  premises  afford,  and  if  the  premises  do  not  offer  places 
reasonably  secure,  they  should  be  made  so  by  artificial  means. 
No  pipe  should  be  carried  in  a  horizontal  direction,  but  at 
an  angle  of  less  or  greater  elevation,  so  that,  by  means  of  a 
cock  in  the  cellar,  all  the  upper  pipes  could  be  emptied  as  a 
precaution  against  fro.'^t.  Again,  it  is  believed  that  persons 
are  often  more  nice  than  wise  in  putting  their  pipes  behind 
the  plastering  and  next  to  a  thin,  exposed  wall,  where  the  risk 
•  of  freezing  is  very  great.  If  they  would  carry  their  pipes 
within  the  plastering,  through  rear  halls  and  kitchens,  where 
they  would  partake  of  the  general  warmth  of  the  house,  the 
liability  to  fro'at  would  be  greatly  diminished,  if  not  entirely 
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obviated;  wbile  paint  or  whitewash  might  be  made  to  dia- 
gTiiae  them  bo  that  they  wonld  attract  little  or  no  notice.  If 
arranged  in  this  manner  they  wonld  be  always  accessible 
when  repairing  should  be  necessary.    ***** 

Unless  these  snggestions.  or  others  haTing  the  same  object, 
can  be  wrought  out  into  practical  resnlts  that  shall  effect  a 
substantial  diminution  in  the  individual  consumption  of  water 
in  future,  as  the  population  increases,  the  Board  is  forced  to 
admit  that  the  necessity  for  obtaining  additional  supply  is  no 
longer  to  be  disregarded.  If  the  lesson  which  experience  baa 
for  years  been  teaching  and  impressing  upon  us  is  to  be  ac- 
cepted as  the  future  rule,  it  ia  no  longer  to  be  winked  oat 
of  sight,  that  the  enormous  and  constantly  increasing  yearly 
consumption  is  rapidly  bringing  the  City  to  a  period  when 
the  present  source  and  mode  of  supply  will  no  longer  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  population. 

But  when  this  additional  tuvply  is  talked  of,  the  question 
of  the  ability  of  the  conduit  to  bring  it  to  Brookline,  is  imme- 
diately suggested.  The  conduit  was  intended  originally  to 
coQvey  water  as  a  channel,  filled  half  or  two-thirds  full.  But 
the  exigencies  of  the  city  have  been  such  that  much  of  the 
time  it  has  been  running  full,  and  a  part  of  the  time  the  water 
baa  been  pressed  through  it  under  a  head  IJ  and  even  more 
feet, —  thus  putting  it  to  the  use  of  a.  pipe,  instead  of  simply 
a  channel.  This  ia  putting  the  works  to  a  very  undesirable 
strain,  and  one  which,  of  course,  they  were  never  intended  to 
be  BDbjected  to.  And  should  a  breach  occur,  not  only  might 
much  damage  result,  but  the  water  takers  might  be  subjected 
to  much  suffering  and  trouble  for  the  want  of  water,  before 
tbe  breach  could  be  repaired.  It  is  known  how  much  pres- 
sure the  conduit  has  sustained  without  giving  way,  but  it  is 
not  known  how  mnch  it  can  sustain  without  a  breach. 

ANNEXATION   OF  OTHER   TOWNS,   &a. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  sense  of  the  citizens  has  * 
been  taken  in  regard  to  the  annexation  of  Ckeliea  to  the  city. 
Tbe  result  was  a  decisive  majority  against  such  annexation. 
So  far  as  the  distribution  of  Cochituate  water  is  concerned, 
that  decision  must  be  regarded  as  eminently  wise.  As  in  all 
applications  for  annexation  to  .the  city,  a  leading  reason  for 
the  measure  will  always  be  a  participation  in  the  use  of  Co- 
chitnate  water ;  so  it  must  continue  to  be  tbe  part  of  wisdom 
on  tbe  part  of  the  citizens  to  reject  such  applications,  so  long 
as  tbe  proposed  extension  will  endanger  the  sufficiency  of  their 
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OTD  Bnppl;'.  Certainly  the  benefits  ariamg  to  the  city  IVom 
any  annexation  of  foreign  territory,  ought  to  be  very  obvioHB 
and  to  be  rery  great,  before  the  citizens  Tonld  be  justified  in 
sharing  vith  others  that  supply  which  has  cost  them  so  much, 
and  which  experience  admonishes  them  may  soon  be  too 
scanty  for  themselves. 

By  great  watchfulness  and  care  in  the  management  of  the 
Btop-cocks,  a  sufficient  supply  for  ordinary  demand  has  been 
kept  in  the  various  city  reservoirs  during  the  year.  But  dnr- 
ing  the  very  severe  weather  of  December  18th,  and  a  few 
days  following,  the  reservoir  on  Beacon  Hill  wa»  entirely  tx- 
haiitted;  and  many  takers  residingvpon  the  highparU  of  the  city 
were  entirely  deitittUe  ^' water.  During  twenty-four  hours,  the 
enormous  sum  of  17,894,000  gallons  was  used  and  wasted; 
and  if  such  consumption  should  continue  for  any  number  of 
days,  much  suffering  would  inevitably  result. 

EXTENSION   OF  THE  WOBES. 

The  extension  of  the  works  has  been  continned  through  the 
season,  on  the  principle  which  former  Boards  adopted,  of  lay- 
ing pipes  wherever  the  income  would  cover  flie  interest  npon 
the  cost. 

The  whole  amount  received  for  water  rents  daring  the  year, 
has  been  $282,661  84,  i.  e.  $2,651  84  more  than  was  estimated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  estimate  for  1857,  is 
$295,000. 

The  number  of  water  takers  is  now  20,806 ;  being  an  in- 
crease of  808  over  1855.

From  obserrationa  and  miaroirements  it  voutd  aeem  that 
there  can  be  no  doabt  that  Lake  Oochitaate  could  be  made 
to  fornish  an  average  daily  supply  of  16,000,000  gallons,  or 
even  a  greater  amount,  by  etoring  all  its  waters,  one  year 
with  another.  The  precise  amount  of'  expcoae  necessary  to 
accomplish  this,  can  only  be  determined  by  aurveys  to  be  made 
hereafter.  The  amount  of  anpply  which  may  be  added  to  it, 
by  taking  other  ponda  and  streama,  ia  alao  a  matter  for  deter- 
mination hereafter.

Daring  the  year  fifteen  new  hydrants  were  estAbliabed  in 
the  City  proper,  eight  in  South  Boston,  six  in  Eaat  Boston,  also 
one  in  Roxbury.  Altogether  there  have  been  established,  up

Fifty-five  hydrants  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by 
new  or  repaired  ones.  One  hnndred  and  twenty-seven  de- 
cayed hydrant  boxes  were  taken  out  and  replaced  by  others 
made  of  Burnetized  lumber,  and  the  same  material  was  used 
to  cover  thirty  hydrants  that  have  beea  established  this  year. 

The  hydrants  are  all  in  good  condition,  and  have  been 
packed  with  salt  hay,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  keep  them 
in  a  working  condition  through  the  cold  weather.

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PAVpJG,  GRADING,  AND  REPAIRS  OP  STREETS. 


This  Department  is  under  the  excluaive  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  who  are"  Suneyori  of  Htghtcayt,  They 
delegate  their  povers,  for  the  time  being,  to  a  Committee  of 
three  from  their  own  Board.  This  Committee,  with  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Streets,  attend  to  the  usual  buBiness  of  the 
Department.  The  Ordinary  Repair*  of  the  Streets  are  made 
by  the  Superintendent  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee, 
but  new  Paving,  and  ezteneive  Repairs,  require  a  vote  of  the 
vhole  Board. 

The  Superintendent  if  Streets  is  chosen  annually,  by  con- 
cnrrent  vote  of  the  City  Council.  His  duty  is  to  see  that  the 
Streets  and  Sidewalks  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  free  from 
obstrnctiops  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  In  his  last  Annual 
Report  to  the  City  Council,  dated  in  January,  1857,  Alfred  T. 
Turner,  Esq.,  the  present  Superintendent,  makes  the  follow- 
ing remarks  and  suggestions  respecting  the  materials  used  for 
,Pavii^  the  Streets.  As  these  remarks  liare  a  general  bear- 
ing, and  contain  much  informatioA  interesting  to  the  citizens 
at  large,  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  give  tiiem  a  more  ex- 
tended circalation  by  inserting  them  in  this  Report. 

ntOH    PATINO. 

The  Terry  Iron  Blocks,  which  were  laid  down  in  Washing- 
ton street,  between  Court  end  School  streets,  {See  Report 
No.  44,  page  223,)  have  not  worn  so  satisfactorily  as  could 
have  been  desired,  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  keep  down,  and 
bind  with  the  gravel,  and  make  a  solid  surface,  as  those 
which  were  laid  in  Court  street.,  There  is  more  or  less  vi- 
bration, or  shaking  of  the  blocks,  which  is  accounted  for,  I 
think,  by  their  lightness  and  shallowness.  The  Washington 
street  block  is  much  lighter  to  the  square  yard  than  the  Court 
street  block,  and  was  laid  down  at  a  cost  of  $4  per  yard 
cheaper  than  that  of  the  Court  street  block.  Experience, 
even  only  thus  far,  has  conclusively  shown  that  if  Iron  Pave- 
ment is  to  be  used  in  onr  streets,  the  Court  street  block  is 
as  light  aa  article  as  sboald  be  laid  down  to  make  a  suita\ile 
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pavement,  and  that  it  will  be  the  cheapest  in  the  eod.  The 
Iron  Blocks  were  laid  down  in  Court  street,  in'  Jolf,  1853, 
and  since  that  time  only  one  of  them  has  become  broken,  and 
that  not  so  badly  as  to  be  replaced.  Of  the  Washington 
street  blocks,  which  were  laid  down  in  the  fall  of  18S5,  sev- 
eral became  so  badly  broken  that  they  had  to  be  replaced. 
The  Court  street  block  measures  on  the  surface  12  inches,  la 
6J  inches  deep,  and  weighs  86  lbs.  The  Washington  street 
block  measures  14  inches  on  the  surface,  is  4J  inches  deep, 
and  weighs  31  lbs.  The  Iron  Blocks  on  Court  street  form  a 
substaniial  and  comifact  pavement,  perfectly  easy  and  secure 
to  travel  over.  The  price  of  the  Court  street  block  was  |10, 
and  the  Washington  street  block  $6,  per  square  yard. 

MICHOIfON'S  WOOD   PATEUEETT. 

Of  this  pavement  only  725  2-3  yards  have  been  laid  down 
the  past  year,  and  that  in  Chauncy  street,  between  Bedford 
and  Summer  streets,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  abutters 
thereon,  who  asked  for  Wooden  Favetaent,  on  the  ground  that 
they  should  hare  as  quiet  a  thoroughfare  for  travel  as  could 
be  obtained,  on  account  of  Bedford  aud  Chauncy  places  being 
opened  into  a  highway,  by  the  sole  action  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment. This  pavement  in  Chauncy  street  was  laid  down  in  a 
different  manner  from  that  on  Washington  street.  The  wood 
used  was  chesnut,  but  not  of  the  best  quality.  Mr.  Nicholson 
is  now  in  favor  of  using  hard  wood,  instead  of  soft,  as  hereto- 
fore. He  is  of  the  opinion  that  hard  wood, laid  with  his  pre- 
paration, will  wear  as  long  as  round  stones.  The  paving  of 
Chauncy  street  was  not  completed  last  Fall,  in  consequence  of 
the  building  going  on  at  the  comer  of  Summer  and  Chauncy 
streets.  It  will  be  completed  the  coming  Spring.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Paving,  of  last  year,  were  adverse  to  the  paving  of 
any  more  streets  with  wood  for  the  present,  and  only  consent- 
ed to  favor  the  paving  of  Chauncy  street  with  that  material 
on  account  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case  imder 
which  it  was  opened  as  a  public  highway.  One  great  objec- 
tion to  the  wooden  pavement,  on  such  a  street  as  Washington 
street  is,  that  during  a  rain  storm,  and  after  a  slight  f^  of 
snow,  it  is  very  slippery  for  horses  to  travel  over. 

BOUND   BTONB  PATElfBNT. 

This  kind  of  paving  I  believe  to  be  the  best,  cheapest,  and 
most  durable  for  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston.     Our 
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streets  are  so  much  brokei)  into,  for  sever,  water  and  gas 
porposeB,  that  with  no  pavement  can  they  be  repaired  vith 
BO  mnch  cheapneBS  and  rapidity  as  vith  roand  stone.  A.  modi 
smaller  size  of  round  stones  is  now  used  than  iraa  nsed  sev- 
eral years  ago.  An  order  has  beea  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  anthoriziug  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  pave 
the  sonth  side  of  State  street,  from  Washii^ton  street  to  Dev- 
onshire  street,  vith  round  flat  stones  similar  to  those  which 
now  form  the  pavement  on  the  northerly  entrance  to  State 
street.  The  portion  of  the  street  in  question  is  now  paved 
with  granite  blocks,  which  are  very  bad  for  heavily  loaded 
teams  to  draw  over.  Nearly  enongh  stones  for  this  object 
are  now  on  hand,  and  the  order  will  undoubtedly  be  executed 
early  Hhe  la-esent  year. 

WATBBISa  BTBBETB. 

In  previous  reports  the  watering  of  the  streets  with  salt 
WATBB  instead  of  Jresh,  has  been  urged;  and  I  am  bappy  to 
irecord  that  during  the  past  summer  our  streets  have  been 
watered  with  salt  instead  of  fresh  water,  as  for  many  years 
previous,  much  to  the  advant^o  of  pedestrians  and  the  bene- 
fit of  paved  streets.  The  watering  of  the  streets  with  salt 
water  having  resulted  so  beneficially,  it  will  nndoubtedly  be 
continued.

The  following  ia  onr  System  of  Taxation,  which  is  regulat- 
•  ed   by  the  Statute  Law  on  the  Bobject;  tee  Revised  Statutes, 
Chap.  7,  and  Ordinance,  March  18,  1857. 


3.  —  In  the  month  of  February  or  March,  annually, 
the  City  Council,  by  concurrent  vote,  choose  thirteen  AseesBora 
from  the  cilizena  at  large ;  four  of  these  are  regular  salaried 
officers,  and  are  employed  the  year  round,  and  arc  called  Prin- 
cipal Aisessort ;  the  otier  nine  are  styled  Per  Diem  Asaessors, 
and  are  paid  four  dollars  per  day  each,  while  going  through 
the  wards,  taking  a  list  of  the  rateable  Polls,  and  eetiiuating 
the  value  of  real  and  personal  estate ;  and  three  dollars  per 
day  for  their  services  while  engaged  in  other  duties  of  their 
office.  There  are  also  chosen  in  the  same  way,  in  the  mouth 
of  February  or  March,  twenty-four  Assistant  Assessors,  being 
two  citizens  resident  in  each  of  the  twelve  wards  into  which 
the  City  is  divided.  This  body,  being  duly  organized  by  the 
choice  of  a  Chairman  and  Secretary,  are  recognized  as  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  and  have  the  whole  care  and  control  of 
asseasing  the  amount  of  taxes  which  the  City  Council  may  or- 
der to  be  assessed  for  the  purposes  of  the  ensuing  year.  In 
making  choice  of  the  assessors,  care  is  taken  that  men  ac- 
qoainted  with  the  various  trades  and  business  interests  of  the 
City  are  selected  to  compose  the  Board. 

Tax  Paters. — Every  male  resident  citizen  of  the  age  of 
20  and  upwards  is  liable  to  a  Poll  (or  Head)  Tax  not  ex- 
ceeding $1  50,  whether  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  not. 
Masters,  Parents,  or  Guardians,  are  liable  for  the  Poll  Tax  of 
their  minor  children,  wards,  or  apprentices. 

Real  Estate. — This  is  all  valued  by  the  Ward  Assessors, 
aa  soon  after  the  Ist  day  of  May  in  each  year  as  possible. 
For  this  purpose  each  estate  is  visited  by  one  of  the  Perma- 
nenl  or  Per  ^(cm  Assessors,  and  by  the  two  asaiatanta,  who  are 
residents  of  the  particular  ward  in  which  the  estate  is  located. 

The  Estates  are  valued  for  taxation  at  their  fair  market 
value,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  supposing  them  to  be  sold  under 
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ordinary  circaniBtances  for  cash.  The  persoa  in  pottesaton  of 
auj  real  estate  is  considered  to  be  the  ovner,  and  the  tax  is 
assessed  on  Uie  whole  value  of  the  estate,  regardless  of  any 
mortgages  or  liens  which  may  exist  upon  it 

Febsonal  Estate  consists  of  all  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise, (wherever  it  may  be,)  money,  furniture,  and  plate  in  use 
exceeding  in  value  one  thousand  dollars ;  ships  and  vessels 
whether  at  home  or  abroad;  mortg^es  and  moneys  at  interest 
more  than  interest  is  paid  on ;  all  debts  due  to  the  party  more 
than  what  is  owed  by  him ;  Stocks  of  all  kinds  (except  United  • 
States  Stock)  whether  within  or  without  the  State ;  horses, 
cattle,  carriages,  &c.,  &c. 

Income  from  profession,  trade,  or  salary  exceeding  in  value 
$600  00  per  annum. 

Taxes  are  assessed  on  the  combined  value  of  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  on  the  following  basis.  If  the  person  owns  real 
estate  to  the  estimated  valne  of  |5,000  00,  and  personal 
estate  valued  at  $3,000  00,  and  his  salary,  or  other  income 
from  trade  or  profession  is  valued  at  |1,500  00,  he  is  taxed 
as  follows : —

at  its  full  value,  say $5,000  00 

Personal  Estate,  same,  -         -         .      ■  -         .  3,000  00

Which  is  due  and  payable  at  the  Treasury  office  iu  thirty 
days  after  the  date  of  the  tax  bill,  which  is  generally  1st 
October  in  each  year. 

The  Dooming,  or  valuation  of  Personal  Estates  and  Income, 
to  the  amount  of  $5,000  00  and  upwards,  is  done  by  the 
whole  Board  of  Assessors,  and  they  arrive  at  the  result  in  the 
best  way  they  can.  Amounts  less  than  $5,000  00,  are  fixed 
by  the  Ward  AMtuort,  same  as  the  value  of  Real  Estate  is 
fixed. 
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The  rates  of  Taxation  depend  upon  the  amonnt  of  moaey 
to  be  raised,  and  the  aggregate  valuation  of  all  the  Real  and 
Personal  Estates  and  locome.  Thus  if  the  whole  property  of 
the  City  is  valued  at  $204,500,000  00,  and  the  Tax  required 
is  $2,045,010  Oe,  the  rate  would  be  $10  00  per  thousand 
dollars — less  the  amount  raised>by  Polls,  viz :  — 

Supposing  the  number  of  Polk  to  be  30,000,  the  tax  on  them,

The  tax  on  $204,500,000,  at  $9.78,  would  be  2,000,010  00 
Thus  producing  the  sum  required,  viz :  $2,045,010  00 

RsstDENTS  in  the  City  are  taxed  as  on  the  Ist  of  May,  for 
their  Real  and  Personal  Estate  and  Income. 

Non-Rbsidehts  are  taxed  for  their  Real  Estate  located  'm 
the  City,  and  for  the  stocks  of  goods  in  their  possession,  if  they 
have  any,  in  the  City.  The  rest  of  their  PerBonal  Property 
and  Income  is  taxable  in  the  town  where  they  may  have  their 
residence  at  the  time  of  the  assessment,  viz :  on  the  first  of 
May. 

CoBPOnATB  Stocks.  —  The  State  Assessment  Law  requires 
that  all  Corporations  shall  make  an  annual  return  to  the  As- 
sessors of  each  of  the  various  cities  and  towns  in  which  their 
stockholders  reside,  stating  the  number  of  shares  of  stock 
which  each  of  such  citizens  owns  in  their  respective  Corpora- 
tions. The  Assessors  in  each  city  and  town  in  the  State  are 
thus  made  acquainted  with  this  important  item  of  taxation. 
These  Stocks  are  assessed  on  their  fair  market  value  on  the 
lat  of  May,  and  not  on  their  juzr  value. 

Valdation.  —7  Whpre  there  is  any  dissatisfaction  with  the 
valuation  of  the  personal  property  by  the  Assessors,  the  party 
seeking  an  abatement  is  required  to  make  a  Schedule,  in  detail 
and  under  oath,  of  all  his  Personal  Property.  This  statement, 
sworn  to  by  the  party,  is  conclusive  on  the  Assessors  as  to  the 
items,  but  not  as  to  the  value  of  the  Personal  Estate. 

An  over  valuation  of  Real  Estate  may  be  corrected  by  the 
Ward  Assessors.  An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  can  always  be  had  by 
parties  who  consider  tiieraaclves  overtaxed. 

It  is  optional  with  the  Assessors  to  assess  the  Real  Estate 
Tax  to  the  occupant  or  to  the  owner;  but  they  always  avoid 
assessing  the  occupant  when  it  can  be  done.

By  the  fifteenth  Sectioa  of  the  Ordinance  on  Finance,  the 
Auditor  of  Accounts  is  required  to  lay  before  the  City 
Council,  in  the  month  of  February,  annually,  an  Estimate 
of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  then  eneuing  financial  year,  under  the 
respective  heads  of  Appropriation  j  together  irith  an  Esti- 
mate of  the  Ways  and  Means  of  paying  the  same.

Thia  will  be  $151,200  short  of  the  expected  amount. 

If  such  means  of  safe  investment  could  be  found  that  the 
annnal  increase  should  be  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  the 
amount  at  the  end  of  the  hundred  years  would  be  $525,400, 
or  only  $56,600  short  of  the  expected  amount 

Finally,  if  at  the  preaent  moment  some  public  spirited  and

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  Treasury  Department, 
to  whom  vaa  referred  the  stateroent  of  accounts  of  the  Cit^ 
and  Connty  Treasurer,  for  the  financial  year  ending  April  30,  • 
1857,  having  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

They  have  examined  the  Treamirer's  Accounts,  comparing 
the  several  items  with  the.  entries  in  the  books  at  the  office, 
and  find  the  same  correctly  vouched,  and  accnrately  stated. 

The  smomit  of  Bonds  and  Notes  on  hand,  on  the  30th  AprO 
last,  was  Five  hundred  and  forty  thotaand  leten  kvndred  and 
tmnly-ltBo  ^  ddlan  ($540,722.98) 

The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  same  date  was  Ninety 
eight  thoumnd  jive  hundred  and  thirty-eight  -ffy  dollart  ($98^ 
638.70). 

The  Committee  deem  it  also  proper  to  state  the  following 
facts': 

When  the  bill  establishing  the  Superior  Court  passed  the 
State  Legislature,  it  was  assumed  that  all  the  costs  in  criminal 
cases  before  the  Municipal  and  Police  Courts  were  to  be  im- 
posed upon  the  City ;  but  our  efficient  Treasurer,  on  a  close 
examination  of  the  bill,  thought  otherwise,  and  was  confirmed 
in  bis  opinion  by  the  City  Solicitor.  He  therefore  made  a  de- 
mand, to  July  1,  1856,  on  the  State  Auditor,  for  the  propor- 
tiou  which  the  state  allows  in  similar  cases  to  the  several  coun- 
ties, amounting,  incladiog  commissions,  to  F&rty-one  thoutand 
eight  hundred  and  teventy-tun  ji^  ddlart  ((41,872.06.)  This 
amount  the  State  Auditor  did  not  feel  authorized  to  allow. 
There  being  no  legal  remedy  gainst  the  State,  and  this  amomit 
remaining  unpaid,  when  the  State  tax  became  due,  December 
1,  1856,  the  amount  was  deducted  from  the  tax  and  withheld 
by  the  Treasurer,  as  appears  in  his  account,  thereby  obliging 
the  State  to  seek  redress,  and  test  the  question  legally.  This 
the  State  has  not  yet  done. 
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la  Jacoary  last,  aaother  demand  was  made  by  the  Treasurer 
for  the  criminal  costs  accrui.-il  in  the  previous  six  months, 
amoonting  to  Thirty-three  thtnaand  eight  hundred  and  two  -^ 
doUart,  (133,802.40,)  which  still  remains  nupaid. 

These  amoiints,  being  ia  the  aggregate  Serrnly-Jive  ihou- 
land  tix  hundred  and  teventy-faur -ffj^  dollari,  (|'I5,674.4£)  be- 
long to  the  County,  and  not  having  been  received,  the  balance 
to  the  debit  of  the  County  Account  appeare  rery  large. 

On  the  iBt  of  July,  1851,  there  will  be  due  from  the  State 
an  amount  probably  equal  to  the  last  of  the  above,  for  costs 
accrued  danng  the  present  six  months  of  tiiis  year.

The  Joint  Committee  on  Ordinances,  Tho  Tore  directed  by 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  of  the  6th  of  June  to  report  an 
ordioance  for  &e  gorernment  of  the  "  Board  of  Directors  for 
Public  Institationa,"  have  g^ren  to  the  Bnbjcct  the  considera- 
tion it  demands,  and  snbmit  the  foIloTing  Report,  accompanied 
vith  an  ordinance ; 

By  the  act  irbich  authorizes  the  appointment  of  a  "  Board 
of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions,"  it  is  provided,  in  the 
third  section,  that  "  the  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  pass 
such  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  vith  said  act,  or  repi^nant 
to  other  lavs  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  to  the  duties  and  an- 
thority  of  said  Board  of  Directors,  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent and  necessary." 

The  purpose  of  combining  the  government  of  the  several 
institutions  in  one  Board,  was  not  merely  to  simplify  the 
matter  and  give  nnity  to  their  administration,  bnt  also  to  give 
permanence  to  the  measures  and  policy  which  are  or  shall  be 
from  time  to  time  adopted  for  the  government  thereof.  But 
to  iDsmre  this  result  it  seems  to  be  necessary  to  confer  powers 
or  rather  not  to  withhold  or  trammel  the  powers  which,  by 
the  statntes,  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon  the 
persons  who  may  exercise  the  control  and  government  of  in- 
stitations  such  as  the  Honses  of  Industry  and  Reformation, 
Lunatic  Hospital,  and  House  of  Correction,  yet  at  the  same 
-  time  to   make  the  Board  responsible  to  the  City  Council, 
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to  the  eDd  that,  althoi^b  they  shall  be,  in  a  certain  and  qoalified 
sense,  an  independent  Board,  yet  that  they  shall  alvays  be 
within  reach  of  the  City  Oonncil  in  case  of  gross  maladminiB- 
tration. 

Yoor  Committee  do  not  flatter  themselres  that  they  have 
reported  a  perfect  ordinance  to  accomplish  even  the  purposes 
which  they  hare  designed  to  accomplish,  or  that  the  design 
has  included  all,  or  excluded  all,  that  onght  to  have  been  in- 
clnded  or  ezclnded ;  but  they  submit  the  result  of  their  de- 
liberations to  the  fovorable  consideration  of  the  Oity  Council, 
irilh  a  hope  that  it  Till  be  charitably  received  and  considered 
aa  the  united  result  of  the  best  judgment  of  the  members  of 
the  Committee,  aided  by  the  eminent  services  of  our  able  Oity 
Solicitor,  vho  has  put  into  a  legal  shape  t^e  suggestions  of 
the  Committee,  tc^ther  with  such  others  as  his  lai^  lepa- 
lative  experience  has  si^gested.

Bs  it  ordmned,  by  the  Ald^mun  and  Conmon  GouncU  of  %ht  City 
of  Boitoa,  in  City  CoaneU  atienJ^ed,  ai/olloua: — 

Sectioit  1.  When  this  ordinance  eball  take  effect,  the  City 
ConncO  shall  proceed  to  elect,  io  the  manner  provided  bj  lav, 
twelve  Boitable  persoos,  resident  citizens  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, to  be  "  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Pablic  Instita- 
tiooa ;"  of  whom  nine  shall  be  citizens  at  lai^e,  one  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  two  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Common  Council.  The  persons  so  elected  at 
large,  shall  be  divided  by  the  City  Council  into  three  olossea, 
and  each  class  shall  consist  of  three  persons ;  and  the  persons 
composing  the  first  class  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year;  those  composing  the  second  class  for  the  term 
of  two  years ;  and  those  composing  the  third  class,  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven.

Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions,  three  citizens  at 
lai^,  to  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  and  one  member  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  two  members  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, to  hold  tbeir  office  for  one  year,  from  the  first  Monday  of 
Jannary,  in  the  year  of  tbeir  election.  Each  of  said  Directors 
shall,  in  addition  to  bis  said  term,  bold  his  office  nntil  another 
is  elected  in  his  stead ;  but  each  of  said  Directors  ehall  at  all 
times  bo  subject  to  removal  from  office  by  the  City  Council 
for  cause.

Sect.  2.  Immediately  after  the  first  election  provided  for 
in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  the  persons  elected  shall 
organize  themselves  by  the  choice  of  one  of  tbeir  own  number 
for  president,  and  they  shall  appoint  a  clerk ;  and  a  m^ority 
shall  constitue  a  quorum  for  business.  And  upon  snch  organ- 
ization, the  said  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Directors  of  the  Houses  of  Industry  and  Reformation,  and  the 
Visitors  of  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the 
Overseers  of  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  County  of  Suf- 
folk, all  books,  papers,  property  and  things  pertaining  to  the 
said  several  institutioDB ;  and  the  offices  of  Directors  of  the 
Houses  of  Industry  and  Reformation,  Visitora  of  the  Lunatic 
Hospital,  and  Overseers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  as  noir 
constitnted,  shall  be  abolished,  and  the  persons  now  holding 
the  same  be  discharged  from  their  respective  trusts.

oaocea,  npou  the  Directors  of  the  Houaee  of  Industry  and  Re- 
formation, the  Visitora  of  the  Lnnatic  Hospital,  and  the  Orer- 
aeers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  which  may  be  conferred 
and  imposed  upon  the  said  Board  by  thia  ordinance,  and  by  all 
future  lava  and  ordinances.

sistants, subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil. No  rule  or  regnlation  made  by  the  said  Board  shall  take 
effect,  until  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council, 
nor  shall  it  remain  in  force  after  it  shall  have  been  disapproved 
by  the  City  Council ;  and  until  rules  and  r^ulations  shall  have 
been  made  and  approved  as  herein  provided,  those  now  in  use 
at  tbe  said  aeveral  institutions,  shall  remain  in  force. 

Ssct.  5.  The  said  Board  may  make  all  Deceaaary  repairs 
and  alteratiooa  in  the  several  buildings  under  their  chaise,  and 
improvements  in  the  lands  and  grooncla  connected  with  said 
buildings,  provided  the  expenses  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  appropriated  Uierefor  by  the  City  Council ;  but  they 
sball  not  make  any  change  in  tbe  occupancy  of  said  bnildings, 
nor  incnr  any  expense  for  the  erection  or  repair  of  structares 
or  bnildings,  or  for  the  improvement  or  ornament  of  the 
groonds,  by  which  they  shall  exceed  the  appropriations  therefor, 
without  first  obtainit^  tbe  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Board  shall  elect  anDually,  in  the  month 
of  February,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  may  occur,  some  suit- 
able physician  as  Superintendent  of  tbe  Lunatic  Hospital,  who 
shall  constantly  reside  at  tlie  same,  and  they  shall  prescribe 
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hJB  duties,  tic  shall  be  rcmorable  at  their  pleasure,  and  ehall 
receive  such  compeusation  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  determine.  The  eaid  Superintendent  shall  also  per- 
form the  duticfi  of  physician  to  such  other  institutions  under 
the  charge  of  tlie  said  Board  as  they  shall  require.  And  the 
said  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Board, 
shall  have  the  control  of  all  departments  of  the  hospital  and 
of  all  subordinate  officers,  attendants  and  domestics,  and  of 
the  patients,  and  the  charge  of  the  grounds,  buildings  and  ap- 
purtenances of  the  said  Hospital. 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  procure  supplies, 
materials,  labor  or  services  for  the  said  institutions,  all  due 
care  shall  be  used  to  procure  them  at  the  lowest  market  prices ; 
and  in  all  cases,  when  the  supplies  or  materials  to  be  obtained 
shall  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  said 
Board  shall  advertise  in  the  newspapers  employed  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  publish  its  advertisementa,  for  sealed  proposals 
for  the  furnishing  of  such  supplies  or  materials,  describing 
particularly  the  quality  and  quantity ^to  be  procured,  the  times 
and  places  of  delivery,  and  all  other  necessary  information  in 
regard  to  the  same ;  and  such  advertisement  shall  also  give 
notice  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  proposals 
will  be  opened,  and  the  same  shall  be  opened  publicly  at  the 
time  and  place  so  appointed;  and  the  contracts  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  such  supplies  or  materials  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder  therefor,  provided  he  will  furnish  satisfactory 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  it  on  his  part  But  no 
member  of  said  Board  shall  have  any  pecuniary  interest  in  any 
such  contracts,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  person- 
ally or  in  trust  for  any  other  person  or  persons. 

Sect.  8.  Annnally,  in  the  month  of  January,  the  said  Board 
shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  estimate,  in  detail,  of  iha 
expenses  of  maintaining  and  conducting  the  several  institutions 
under  their  charge,  for  the  year  next  ensuing,  dividing  such 
estimates  into  appropriate  departments ;  and  the  said  Board

Bball  expend  no  greater  sum,  in  any  one  of  such  departmenta, 
than  shall  be  appropriated  therefor  by  the  Gitj  Council,  nnless 
BDch  expenditure  shall  be  first  authorized  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  Board  shall  make  a  report  quarterly  to 
the  City  Council,  of  their  expenditures  for  each  of  the  said  in-

Ettabluhing  ike  Salaries  (f  the  Officers  of  the  City  of  BotUm, 
and  the  County  of  Svffaikjfor  the  year  1857-58. 

Ordered,  By  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  ConunOD  CouDcil 
of  &e  City  of  Boston,  in  City  Couacil  assembled,  as  follows : 

The  salaries  of  the  several  Oityand  County  Officers,  for  the 
year  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,  shall  be  as  herein  mentioned,  to  be 
paid  quarter-yearly,  nnless  herein  otherwise  ordered. 

Srotion  1.  The  salary  of  ^e  Mayor  shall  be  as  fixed  by 
the  Convention  of  the  City  Council,  on  the  18th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1856,  vis:  at  the  rate  of  Four  Thenuand  DcHlart  per 
annum,  commencing  with  the  first  Monday  of  January  last 

Sect.  2.  Tbe^  salary  of  the  City  Treamrer  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  Three  Thotuand  Ddlars  per  annum,  for  performing  the 
duties  of  City  and  Oounty  Treasurer  and  Collector;  and  there 
slialt  be  allowed  him  the  sum  of  Six  Thcnaand  Five  Hundred 
Dollart  per  annum,  to  be  paid  his  clerks ;  and  he  shall  account 
for  alt  fees,  moneys  and  commiasiona  which  he  shall  receive  in 
said  capacity. 

Sbct.  3.  The  salary  of  the  City  Engineer  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  Twenty-aght  Hundred  Dollars  per  annum.  The  salary 
of  the  Auiitant  Engineer  shall  be  at  tiie  rate  of  Twelve  Hun- 
dred Dollars  per  annum. 
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Sect.  4.  The  salary  of  the  City  Solicilor  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  per  annnm ;  and  he  shall  be 
allowed,  for  clerk  hire  and  his  office  expenees,  the  sum  of  Four 
Hundred  Dollars  per  aDnum. 

Sbot.  5.  The  salary  of  the  Auditor  <^  Accounts  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  Ttoenty-Jivt  Hundred  Dollart  per  ajmnm;  and  he 
shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Dol- 
lars per  annnm,  to  be  paid  to  two  peTmaneiit  clerks;  and  he 
shall  account  for  all  sums  of  money  received  by  him  in  said 
capacity. 

Sect.  6.  The  salary  of  the  City  Cleric  shall,  be  at  the  rate 
of  Twent'ii-tkree  Hundred  Dollars  per  annnm ;  and  he  shall  be 
allowed  the  farther  snm  of  Twenty-six  Hundred  Dollars,  to  be 
paid  to  his  assistant  clerks,  (one  of  whom  shall  be  reqnired  to 
prepare  the  annnal  voting  list,)  and  he  shall  acconnt  for  all 
fees,  for  recording  mortgages  of  personal  property,  and  for 
all  other  snms  of  money  received  in  his  official  capacity. 

Sect.  7.  The  salary  of  the  Clerk  tf  the  Common  Council 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars  per  aninan. 

Sect.  h.  There  shall  he  paid  to  a  Clerk,  who  shall  act  as 
Secretary  to  any  Joint  Standing  or  Special  Committees  of  the 
City  Oonncil,  when  reqoested  to  do  so,  and  perform  snch  cler- 
ical dnties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Uayor  or  Alder- 
men, at  the  rate  of  Seven  Huadrsd  Dollars  per  anamn.

A.  D.,  1854,  and  recorded  in  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds,  Lib.

squares,  streets  and  other  pnblic  areas,  said  Commissioners 
not  to  require  for  streets  and  other  public  uses  more  thao  one 
third  part  of  the  land  or  flats  of  the  parties  thereto  respect- 
ively; also,  for  the  location  and  construction  of  sluices,  col- 
Terts,  bridges  and  other  public  improvementB,  to  be  made  on* 
der  the  resolTes  referred  to  in  said  Indentures,  and  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  said  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay,  or  their 
succeBsors.  For  a  more  full  understanding  of  which  provi- 
sions, reference  is  hereby  had  to  said  Indentures.

Fonr,  on  the  said  plan  of  the  Back  Bay  lands,  accompanying 
said  Commissioners'  Third  Annnal  Beport,  (-which  street  is  to  • 
be  extended  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  Tremont  Street,)  to  the 
first  street  south  of  the  Mill  Dam,  thence  through  said  last 
mentioned  street  to  a  point  opposite  to  the  most  easterly  dis- 
chat^ing  sluice  of  the  BeceiTii^  Basin,  thence  to  said  sluice 
way,  and  openii^  into  Charles  Birer  tiiroi^h  the  same.  Also, 
another  main  common  sewer,  from  Camden  Street  to  the  afore- 
said main  sewer.  The  location  of  which  main  sewers,  so  &tT 
as  the  same  is  determined,  is  indicated  on  a  copy  of  said  plan 
of  tiie  State  Commissioners,  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  at 
the  end  of  Lib.  709,  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made  for  the 
purpose  of  indicatii^  said  sewers,  and  the  location  of  a  street 
ei^ty  feet  wide  hereinalter  referred  to,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. Said  sewers  to  be  not  less  than  three  feet  in  diameter, 
at  Tremont  and  Camden  Streets,  and  not  less  than  nine  feet 
at  said  sluice.  Said  sewers  to  be  built  of  such  materials  and 
at  soch  grades  as  may  be  hereafter  agreed  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  said  City  of  Boston,  and  the  State  Comoussiott- 
era  on  the  Back  Bay,  or  whoever  may  represent  them ;  and 
to  be  constructed  as  fast  as  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  nuisances  being  created 
by  the  drains  which  may  open  into  the  Basin ;  said  two  main 
sewers  to  be  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  parties  hereto, 
and  to  be  built  as  hereinafter  provided. 

And  whereas,  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  antiioritieB  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  lay  and  maintain  other  sewers  through  some 
or  all  the  streets  and  passage  ways  laid  out  or  to  be  laid  oul^ 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,  by  the  Commissioners 
on  the  Back  Bay ;  and  whereas,  it  is  herein  provided  that  said 
Ci^  may  ase  such  streets  or  pass^e  ways  for  the  pnrpose  of 
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snch  drains,  and  assess  a  jast  and  equitable  portion  of  the  ex- 
peDse  thereof  upon  the  lots  in  said  Back  Bay  which  shall  be 
benefitted  thereby,  according  to  the  rules  established  for  the 
City  sewers  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  relating  thereto 
at  the  time  sach  drains  shall  be  bnilt,  the  amount  of  snch  assess- 
ments  to  bo  paid  by  the  owners  of  sach  lots  when  the  same 
shall  be  filled  up  as  aforesaid  and  require  drains,  and  in  do 
case  before ;  said  sewers  to  be  built  in  the  passage  ways  in 
the  rear  of  the  lots  in  preference  to  Uie  streets,  when  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  City  shall  think  it  expedient  to  do 
so,  in  conformity  with  the  system  of  sewerage  which  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay.  Said  sew- 
ers which  may  be  so  built  by  the  City  through  any  of  said 
streets  or  passage  ways,  and  assessed  upon  the  lots  bene- 
fitted thereby,  shall  supersede  and  be  in  lien  of  the  sewers 
which  are  mentioned  in  the  Indentnres  between  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  said  Water  Power  Company,  for  the  same  ter- 
ritory ;  bnt  not  for  any  other  sewers  that  said  Commissioners 
may  deem  necessaryfor  draining  any  other  portion  of  the  land 
in  the  Back  Bay,  as  provided  by  said  Indentures.  It  being  un- 
derstood  that  said  Water  Power  Company,  and  said  Common, 
wealth,  and  their  respective  assigns,  shall  in  no  case  be  as- 
sessed or  required  to  share  the  expense  of  more  than  one  set 
of  sewers  or  drains,  for  the  drainage  of  the  same  territory. 

And  the  sewers  herein  provided  for  are  to  be  substituted, 
and  in  lien  of  the  rights  of  building  and  maintaining  drains  in 
said  Basin  under  the  Indenture  between  Edward  Tuckerman 
and  others  uid  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
Boston  and  Roxbury  Mill  Corporation  of  the  other  part,  dated 
December  26Ui,  A.  D.,  1826,  recorded  with  Suffolk  County 
Deeds,  Lib.  315,  Fol.  278;  and  the  Indenture  between  said 
City  and  said  Mill  Corporation,  dated  February  Ist,  A.  D. 
1827,  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.  315,  Fol.  264;  and 
of  any  other  rights  which  the  City  may  have  to  lay  and  main- 
tain drains  in  said  Basin,  by  virtue  of  any  agreement  or  con- 
tract heretofore  made. 
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And  whereas,  a  portion  of  tbe  land  in  said  Basin,  nov  of 
the  Commonwe^th,  formerly  belonging  to  the  Boston  Wa- 
ter Power  Company,  was  restricted  by  eaid  Indentores  of 
December  26th,  1826,  and  February  Ist,  1827,  and  the  right 
of  digging  mud  and  earth  Arom  the  vacant  flats  in  a  part 
of  said  Baain  was  granted  to  said  City  of  Boston  under  the 
restrictions  contained  therein;  and  it  ia  agreed  that  said  re- 
strictions shall  now  be  abolished,  and  a  portion  of  the  land 
80  restricted,  be  couTeyed  by  the  Commonwealth  to  said  City, 
and  that  said  City  shall  release  to  the  Commonwealth  said  re- 
strictions on  the  residue  of  said  land,  and  also  all  rights  that 
it  may  have  to  dig  and  convey  away  mud  or  earth  from  the 
lands  and  flats  in  said  Basin. 

And  whereas,  it  is  agreed  that  the  Gommoavealth  and  said 
City  shall  lay  ont  and  build  a  street  eighty  feet  wide,  from 
Beacon  street  to  Boylston  street,  as  indicated  on  the  plan 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  taking  a  strip  of  land  forty  feet  wide 
from  the  land  to  be  released  to  the  Cily,  and  a  strip  forf^  feet 
wide  from  the  remaining  land  of  the  Commonwealth;  said 
street  to  be  filled  up,  one  half  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
other  half  by  the  City,  as  high  as  the  level  of  the  Mill  Dam, 
and  as  moch  higher  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  City, 
and  the  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay,  or  their  successors, 
may  deem  expedient ;  and  the  residue  of  said  restricted  land 
to  be  filled  up  to  the  level  specified  in  said  Indenture  dated 
July  11th,  A.  D.,  1856. 

And  whereas,  it  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that  said  City  at  its  own  expense  may  enter  the  sewers 
and  drains  which  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  within 
that  part  of  said  City  lying  northerly  and  westerly  of  the 
westerly  side  of  Washington  Street,  from  Roxbory  line  to 
Common  Street,  and  westerly  of  Common  and  Tremont  streets 
to  Park  street,  and  westerly  and  southerly  of  Park  and  Bea- 
con streets,  into  the  above  mentioned  common  or  main  sewers. 

And  ^rhereas,  it  is  agreed,  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto, 
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th&t  said  Gi^  of  Boston  may  extend  to  said  mam  sever  a 
drain,  either  from  Boylston  street  or  from  Providence  street, 
through  the  lands  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  or  the  said 
Water  Pover  Company,  situated  in  the  City  of  Boxbnry,  said 
drain  to  be  built  either  in  the  avenue  numbered  Two,  on  the 
Commissioners'  plan,  or  in  the  passage  way  in  the  rear  of  the 
lots  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  avenae,  and  a  juat  and  equita- 
ble portion  of  the  expense  of  such  drain  to  be  assessed  upon  the 
lots  using  ihe  same,  and  tbe  assessments  to  be  collected  in 
the  manner  heretofore  provided  for  drains  within  the  City  of 
Boston. 

And  whereas,  by  said  Indenture  dated  September  26th,  A.  D., 
1854,  it  was  covenanted  and  agreed  by  said  Conunonwealth  to 
and  wiUi  said  Water  Power  Company,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, tJiat  upon  the  completion  of  certain  portions  of  avenues 
numbered  One  and  Two,  as  therein  described,  within  the  time 
that  may,  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay,  be  prescrib- 
ed, and  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Commissioners  or  their  suc- 
cessors, the  said  Commonwealth  will  release  and  convey  to 
said  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  all  the  right,  title 
and  interest  now  owned  by  said  Commonwealth  in  and  to  the 
parcel  of  land  and  flats,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  widUi, 
and  about  tiiree  hundred  and  forty  feet  in  length,  which  lies 
sonth  of  and  ai^oining  to  avenue  numbered  Two,  and  east  of 
and  a^joinii^  avenue  numbered  One,  subject  to  the  conditions 
therein  expressed. 

And  whereas,  by  said  ^reement  dated  tbe  eleventh  day  of 
July,  A.  D.,  1856,  the  time  for  building  and  completing  said 
ports  of  said  avenues  numbered  One  and  Two  have  been  ex- 
tended beyond  the  time  prescribed  by  said  Commissioners  for 
tbe  completion  of  the  same.  And  whereas,  it  is  agreed  that 
tbe  Commonwealth  shall  convey  to  said  Water  Power  Com- 
pany the  parcel  of  lands  and  flats  above  described,  when  the 
said  portions  of  said  avenues  shall  be  completed,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  said  Indenture  dated  July  11th,  A.  D.,  1856,

said  Indenture  of  September  26th,  1864. 

Article  I. — Now  be  it  known,  that  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  acting  by  its  Committee  as  aforesaid,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  premises,  and  of  the  grants,  releases,  cove- 
nants and  agreements  herein  contained  and  set  forth,  doth 
hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  City  of  Boston, 
and  said  Water  Power  Company,  and  their  respective  assigns, 
that  said  Commonwealth  or  its  assigns  shall  and  will  build 
within  a  time  and  of  materials  to  be  determined  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  all  that  part  of  the  first  described  main  sewer  ex- 
tending from  said  Mill  Dam  to  a  point  on  said  street  first  east 
from  avenue  IV,  twelve  hundred  feet  southeasterly  from  the 
dividing  line  between  the  land  of  said  Commonwealth  and  the 
land  of  said  Water  Power  Company,  and  maintain  or  cause 
to  be  maintained  that  part  thereof  situated  within  the  present 
limits  of  the  City  of  Roxbury,  nntil  the  same  shall  be  iocladed 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  City  of  Boston.  And  said  Com- 
monwealth hereby  covenants  and  ^rees,  for  itself  and  its  as- 
signs, to  and  with  the  said  City  of  Boston,  that  it  and  they  will 
build  the  portion  of  said  main  sewer  which  said  Common- 
wealth has  herein  covenanted  to  build,  before  it  or  they  shall 
make  use  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  premises  in  such  way  or 
manner  as  shall  deprive  the  said  City  of  Boston  of  the  use  of 
any  of  said  City's  drains  or  rights  of  drainage,  as  they  now 
exist. 

Abt.  n. — And  for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  the  said 
Commonwealth  dotJi  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  the  said 
Boston  Water  Power  Company,  and  its  assigns,  free  of  all 
charge,  the  right  to  enter  into  said  main  sewer,  to  be  built  as 
aforesaid  by  said  Commonwealth,  the  common  sewer  which  is 
to  be  built  by  said  Company,  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  contin- 
uation of  said  main  sewer;  also,  all  other  sewers  and  drains 
which  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay, 
to  be  built  by  said  Company  under  the  provisions  of  the  Inden- 
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tore  heretofore  referred  to.  Also,  the  right  to  permit  drains 
to  enter  eaid  sever,  to  be  bnUt  by  said  Company,  to  drain  that 
part  of  the  City  of  Boxbnry  sitnated  between  Washington 
Street  and  the  Providence  Rail  Road,  and  eaeterly  of  Water 
Street,  (but  no  other  part  of  said  Oityof  Rosbary,)  nponsnch 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  Company  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. Provided,  faoTrever,  that  no  eewer  or  drain  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  enter  into  or  use  said  main  sewer,  to  drain  any 
lands  southerly  of  Camden  Street,  ontil  the  water  f^om  the 
brook  that  enters  said  territory  in  Eoibnry,  shall  be  carried 
ioto  Stony  Brook  on  the  Sonth  Bay,  or  otherwise  diverted  so 
that  it  shall  not  enter  said  sewer ;  uid  provided,  also,  that  the 
flow  of  the  tide  water  shall  be  so  fiir  excluded  from  said  ter- 
ritory  southerly  of  Camden  Street,  as  will  prevent  it  from  en- 
tering into  said  main  sewer. 

Art.  m. — ^Por  the  considerations  aforesaid  the  said  Com- 
monwealth hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  and  with  said  Wa- 
ter Power  Company,  that  upon  the  completion  by  the  said 
Water  Power  Company  of  the  said  portions  of  said  avenues 
numbered  One  and  Two,  as  provided  in  said  Indenture  of  Jnly 
11th,  A.  D.,  1856,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gommissioo- 
ers  on  the  Back  Bay,  or  their  successors,  the  said  Common- 
wealth will  release  and  convey  to  said  Corporation,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  now 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  in  and  to  the  parcel  of  land 
described  in  the  fifth  article  of  said  Indenture  of  September 
26th,  A,  D.,  1854. 

Abt.  it. — And  for  the  considerations  aforesaid  the  said 
Commonwealth  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  and  with  said 
City  of  Boston,  that  the  City  anthorities  shall  have  the  right  to 
lay  and  maintain  sewers  in  all  the  streets  and  passage  ways, 
which  have  been  or  shall  be  laid  out  over  the  land  of  said 
Commonwealth  in  the  Back  Bay  about  to  be  filled  up,  so  far  as 
the  same  at  the  time  being  shall  be  wiUiin  the  limits  of  said 
City,  and  may  assess  the  expense  of  the  same  upon  the  lots 
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benefitted  thereby,  acoordii^  to  the  mles  established  for  the 
City  severs,  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonvealth  relating 
thereto,  at  the  time  such  sewers  shall  be  bmlt;  the  unonnt  of 
audi  assessment  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such  lots,  vhen 
the  same  shall  be  filled  np.  as  aforesaid  and  require  drains, 
uid  in  no  case  before.  Provided,  however,  that  said  land  of 
the  Commonwealth  shall  in  no  cose  be  assessed  for  the  ex- 
pense of  more  than  one  set  of  sewers  and  drains,  for  the  dnun- 
age  thereof.  Said  sewers  to  be  bnilt  in  the  passage  ways  ia 
jffeference  to  the  streets,  as  herein  before  set  forth.  And  said 
Commonwealth  further  grants  to  said  City  of  Boston  the  ri^t 
to  enter  into  stud  main  sewOTS  to  be  bnilt  by  the  Common- 
wealth,  all  the  sewers  and  drains  whidi  may  be  bsOt  by  said 
City  for  the  drainage  of  the  land  in  the  said  Basin,  and  the 
land  contignons  thereto,  bnt  within  the  limits  of  said  Wash- 
ington, Common,  Tremont,  Park  and  Beacon  Streets,  as  herein 
before  set  forth ;  also,  the  right  to  build  the  sewer  from  Prov- 
idence or  Boylston  Street  tbroi^h  the  territory  of  the  Com- 
monwealth lying  within  the  City  of  Boxbnry,  upon  the  terms 
and  conditjons  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  to  enter  the  sune 
into  said  main  sewer. 

Abt.  y. — And  for  the  considerations  aforesud,  the  said 
Commonwealth  doth  hereby  grant,  remise,  release  and  convey 
to  the  said  City  of  Boston,  the  piece  of  land  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  bounded  as  follows,  viz :  beginning  on  the  sontherly 
side  of  the  lUill  Dam  or  Beacon.  Street,  at  a  point  six  hundred 
and  thirty-sis  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly  side  of  avenoe 
nnmbered  One,  in  the  Back  Bay,  as  now  established  by  sud 
Commissioners'  plan;  thence  ronning  southerly  by  a  line 
parallel  with  said  avenue  "One,"  thirteen  hundred  and  five 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  Boylston  street,  or  avenue  nnmbered  Two 
on  said  plan ;  thence  by  the  northerly  line  of  said  avenue  num- 
bered Two,  to  land  belonging  to  said  City  of  Boston ;  thence 
bounded  easterly  by  land  belonging  to  said  City,  called  the 
"Public  Garden,"  to  Beacon  Street ;  thence  bounded  northerly 
by  said  Beacon  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
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To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  City  of  Boston, 
its  successors  and  ass^ns  forever,  &ee  from  all  restrictions  or 
conditions,  excepting  as  herein  provided. 

Abt.  TI.  —  And  for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  the  said 
Commonwealth  farther  covenants  and  ^rees  to  and  with  said 
City  of  Boston,  that  it  will  appropriate  for  the  street  e^hty 
feet  vide  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  strip  of  land  forty  feet 
wide  adjoining  and  westerly  of  the  westerly  line  of  the  fore* 
going  granted  premises,  in  connection  with  a  similar  strip  of 
land  to  be  appropriated  by  the  City  on  the  easterly  side  of 
said  line,  which  two  pieces  are  to  remain  open  for  a  public 
street  or  highway  forever ;  and  said  Commonwealth  covenants 
and  agrees  to  fill  up  and  build  its  half  of  said  street,  as  herein- 
before set  forth. 

Art.  VII. — And  the  said  Boston  Water  Power  Company,  in 
consideration  of  the  grants,  covenants  and  agreements  in  this 
Indenture  contained  and  set  forth,  doth  hereby  covenant  aiid 
agree,  to  and  with  said  Commonwealth  and  said  City  of  Boston, 
that  said  Company  or  its  assigns  shall  and  will  build  or  cause 
to  be  built,  within  the  time  and  in  the  manuer  to  be  determined 
as  hereinbefore  recited,  all  that  common  sewer  hereinbefore 
described,  extending  from  Camden  Street  to  said  main  sewer, 
in  Boch  street  through  the  land  of  said  Company,  as  the  said 
Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay  may  locate  the  same.  And 
said  Company  hereby  covenants  and  agrees,  for  itself  and  its 
assigns,  to  and  with  the  said  City  of  Boston,  that  it  and  they 
will  build  the  portion  of  said  main  sewer  which  said  Company 
has  herein  covenanted  to  build,  before  it  or  they  shall  make 
use  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  premises  in  such  way  or  manner  as 
shall  deprive  the  said  City  of  Boston  of  the  nse  of  any  of  said 
City's  drains  or  r^hts  of  drainage,  as  they  now  exist. 

AfiT.  Till. — And  for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  the  Bud 
Water  Power  Company  doth  hereby  grant  and  convey  to  said 
City  of  Boston  the  right  to  lay  any  sewers  the  City  authori- 
ties may  deem  necessary,  other  than  those  which  may  be  pre- 
scribed  by  said  Commissioners  on  the  Back  Bay,  through  any 
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of  tho  streets  or  pasBage  ways,  (the  latter  to  be  preferred,)  in 
the  limits  of  said  Company's  land,  and  eater  the  same  into 
said  main  sewer  extending  from  Camden  Street,  as  afore- 
said; and  farther  the  right  to  assess  the  expense  thereof 
npon  the  land  of  said  Company  or  its  assigns  benefitted  thereby, 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  set  forth.  Provided,  however,  that 
snch  assessment  shall  not  be  collected  by  said  City  nntil  such 
land  is  actually  filled  np  as  aforesaid  and  requires  soch  sew- 
ers ;  and  provided,  also,  that  said  Oompaoy  and  its  assigns 
shall  in  no  case  be  called  upon  to  share  the  expense  of  build- 
ing more  than  one  set  of  severs  and  drains  within  or  for  any 
portion  of  said  Company's  territory.  Said  sewers  of  said 
City  to  be  only  for  the  drainage  of  the  portion  of  said  City 
hereinbefore  described,  and  lyii^  within  said  Washington, 
Common,  Tremont,  Park  and  Beacon  Streets. 

Aat.  IX. — ^And  io  consideration  of  the  grants,  releases, 
covenants  and  agreements  in  this  Indenture  contained,  the 
said  City  of  Boston  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  and  with 
the  Commonwealth  and  said  Water  Power  Company,  that  the 
said  City  of  Boston,  or  its  assigns,  shall  and  vrill,  at  its  or  their 
own  sole  expense,  and  without  any  assessment  or  claim  npon 
other  persons  or  corporations,  bmld  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  recited,  all  that  part  of  the  first  described 
main  sewer  which  extends  southerly  throng  said  street,  the 
first  easterly  of  avenue  onmbered  "Four,"  from  said  point, 
twelve  hundred  feet  southeasterly  from  the  division  line  be- 
tween the  land  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  land  of  said 
Water  Power  Company,  to  Tremont  street,  and  that  said  City 
will  lay  out  and  extend  said  street,  of  the  width  of  sixty  feet, 
from  the  land  of  said  Water  Power  Company  to  said  Tremont 
Street,  as  a  public  street  or  highvray,  and  keep  the  same  open 
forever. 

Abt.  X. — And  for  the  considerations  aforesaid,  the  said  City 
of  Boston  doth  hereby  grant  to  the  said  Water  Power  Com- 
pany and  its  asaigns,  the  right  to  enter  Uieir  sewers  and  drains, 
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free  from  all  chai^  for  so  doing,  into  said  portion  of  said  main 
sever  to  be  boilt  b;  said  Oity,  including  any  drainage  of  tiie 
portion  of  the  City  of  Boxbnry  contemplated  to  be  carried 
through  aaid  main  aewer  extending  &om  Camden  Street^  bnt 
vithin  the  limits  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  set  forth. 
And  the  aaid  City  of  Boston  further  coTenuits  and  agrees 
thai  the  said  Commonwealth  and  tibe  said  Water  Power  Com- 
pany, and  their  reepective  assigns,  may  enter  severs  and  drains 
into  all  other  severs  which  may  be  built  by  aaid  City  vittua 
said  Basin,  upon  the  payment  by  them  respectirely  of  their 
proportional  part  of  the  expense  of  building  the  same,  to  be 
aaseased  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times  hereinbefore  set  forth. 
And  said  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  and  vith  said 
Commonwealth  and  said  Water  Power  Company  and  their  re- 
spective assigns,  that  the  authoritiea  of  said  City  ahsll  not  col- 
lect such  assessments  untU  the  land  through  which  the  severs 
are  bailt  is  actually  filled  up  and  requires  draioa,  as  hereinbe- 
fore recited.

The  m^ority  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  on  the  part  of 
the  Common  Comicil,  to  vhom  waa  referred  the  Resolve  and 
Order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  dated  Angnst  3d,  1867, 
-which  provides  for  the  extension  of  Devonshire  street  by 
taking  land  from  Beqjamm  Bnssey  and  others,  so  as  to  con- 
nect immediately  mth  Olos  Place,  have  considered  said  subject, 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  proposition  is  to  extend  Devonshire  street  and  thus  to 
give  to  the  public  an  additional  avenue  of  forty-e^ht  feet  in 
width  between  sectioas  in  which  at  the  present  time  a  flour- 
ishing business  is  carried  on,  and  in  which  preparations  are 
being  made,  and  in  coutemplation  of  being  made,  so  as  to 
increase  immensely  the  facilities  of  doing  a  heavy  business, 
and  thus  incidentally  to  create  property  which  will  pay  large 
taxes. 

Your  Committee  have  endeavored  to  take  an  enlarged  view 
of  the  matter,  and  they  think  they  have  not  acted  hastQy  in 
coming  to  their  conclnsions. 

The  qoestion  of  opening  a  new  street  or  avenue  from  State 
street  to  Summer  street,  has  been  before  the  pnblie  a  snfBcient 
length  of  time  to  attract  its  due  attention  and  scrutiny.  It 
was  alluded  to  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress. A  petition  for  the  same,  numerously  signed  by  men 
deeply  interested  in  all  public  improvements  and  expenditures, 
was  presented  early  in  the  year,  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
referred  to  their  Committee  on  Laying  out  aod  Widening 
Streets. 
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The  petitioners  came  and  vere  heard  before  that  Committee. 
And,  at  that  time,  vbich  was  early  in  the  preBOat  year,  both 
the  expense  and  location  were  considered  by  that  Committee. 

A  remonstrance,  signed  by  the  proprietors  of  Winthrop 
place,  solemnly  protesting  against  the  proposed  laying  ont  of 
a  Btreet  through  said  place,  was  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  referred  to  their  Committee  on  Streets,  a  copy 
of  which  remonstrance  is  aa  follows :  — 

To  THE  Honorable  Matob  and  the  Boabd  of  Aldebuen  of 
THE  City  op  Bobton. 

The  nndera^ed,  proprietors  and  owners  of  estatea  sitnate 
and  bounding  on  "  Winthrop  Place,"  in  said  Boston,  having 
been  informed  of  an  application  made  to  your  Honorable 
Board  to  lay  out  a  public  street  or  highway  through  Winthrop 
place  to  State  street,  beg  leave  respectfully  though  earnestly 
to  TemonstraU  against  the  granting  of  such  application. 

And  your  remonstrants  show  that  the  lots  on  Winthrop 
place  were  originally  projected,  designed,  and  laid  ont  for 
private  residences,  with  the  view  that  the  buildings  afterwards 
to  be  erected  thereon  should  be  dwdiing-hyiues,  and  not  stores 
or  tearehovtet  i  and  that  the  same  were  conveyed  and  are  now 
held  under  certain  restrictions  and  liraitationa  shown  of  record, 
vhich  require  said  buildings  erected  on  said  lotB  to  be  occu- 
pied as  and  for  dwelling-houses;  and  that  your  remonstrants 
became  and  were  purchasers  and  occupiers  of  their  said 
dwelling-houBes,  with  a  view  to  their  privacy,  and  their  quiet 
and  retired,  though  central  position. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  remonstrants  most  respect- 
fully submit,  that,  in  case  said  Winthrop  place  should  be  taken 
and  opened  (without  their  assent)  for  public  use,  aa  a  high* 
way  or  thoroughfare  as  proposed,  the  city  would  become  liable 
for  all  the  damages,  not  only  direct  but  incidenkd,  arising 
under  this  peculiar  state  of  things,  and  of  their  respective 
titles.  Your  remonstrants,  therefore,  believing  that  the  value 
of  their  estates  will  be  most  seriously  depreciated  and  im> 
paired  by  the  opening  of  the  street  as  proposed,  hereby  enter 
their  respectful  though  earnest  remonstrance  and  protest 
f^inst  the  laying  out  of  the  street  aa  proposed,  as  being 
injuriouB  to  their  respective  estates,  and  for  which  no  damages 
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hereafter  avarded  them  can  be  a  compensation;  and,  more- 
over, as  imposing  a  heavy  burthen  on  ihe  city  treaeurj,  without 
any  corresponding  benefit,  inasmuch  if  opened  into  a  street, 
it  would  not  relieve  the  supposed  burthen  of  travel  in  the 
adjoining  streets. 

And,  lastly,  your  remonstrants  respectfully  deny  that  euoh 
"  public  necoaaity  or  convenience  "  actually  exists  as  wonld 
legally  Tarrant  the  laying  oat  the  street  as  proposed,  at  so 
great  a  sacrifice  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  your  remon- 
strants, at  so  great  a  cost  on  the  city  treasury,  and  to  the 
very  great  injury,  annoyance,  and  disturbance  *f  "  The  Pro- 
prietorB  of  Winthrop  Place."

The  remonstrants  appeared  before  the  same  Committee, 
and,  with  a  prominent  legal  adviser,  were  fully  heard. 

They  did  not  deny  that  the  openii^  of  the  street  was 
essential;  but,  as  they  owned  their  estates  nnder  certain  re- 
Btrictious,  by  conditional  deeds,  they  insisted,  for  that  reason 
among  others,  that,  if  the  city  should  persist  in  taking  Winthrop 
place,  while  Otis  place  aforded  a  much  more  eligible  location, 
they  should  estimate  their  loss  and  dam^e  not  less  than 
$250,000,  in  round  numbers. 

Of  the  foregoing  facte  your  Committee  have  been  cognizant, 
inasmuch  as  by  invitation  they  were  present  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Committee  on  Streets  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  whenever  any  question  involving  an  expenditure 
exceeding  $5,000  was  to  be  made  on  a  street. 
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Flans,  exhibiting  all  that  section  of  land  tltroagb  which  it 
had  been  proposed  to  locate  the  street,  ■were  prepared  with 
care  by  the  City  Engineer,  estimates  of  the  expense  were 
made  up,  and  the  number  of  square  feet  which  it  would  be- 
come necessary  to  take  if  the  street  should  be  laid  out  over 
any  one  of  the  routes  proposed. 

Your  Committee  are  aware  it  was  not  nntil  after  repeated 
examinations,  and  much  deliberation,  that  the  Committee  on 
Streets  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Alderman,  decided  upon 
the  identical  route  mentioned  in  the  above  named  Resolve. 

Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  the  measure  has  been  maturdy 
considered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  although  that  fact 
has  not  controlled  this  Committee,  yet  before  deciding  to 
reject  the  ReBolve,  they  did  feel  called  upon  to  respect  the 
care  and  labor  of  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  find  out  the  beat 
location. 

Having  given  a  sketch  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  ques- 
tion of  laying  out  the  street  proposed  by  the  Resolve, .  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  would  submit  their  views  briefly 
upon  the  matter.  And  they  would  premise  that  they  came  to 
the  consideration  of  the  subject-matter  of  this  Report  without 
the  slightest  preference  for  any  particular  location. 

The  question,  in  their  judgment,  which  tbey  are  instructed 
to  consider,  is  solely  this :  shall  the  Couucil  concur  or  non- 
concnr  in  the  action  of  the  Board  on  the  Resolve. 

That  there  should  be  an  avenue  as  straight  and  continuona 
as  it  is  possible  to  make  it  from  State  street  through  Kingston 
and  Albany  streets  towards  Roxbury,  provided  the  expense 
shall  not  outweigh  its  necessity,  in  order  to  accommodate  and 
meet  the  exigencies  of  the  public  —  that  now  is  the  time  to 
lay  ont  such  an  avenue — that  the  route  fixed  by  the  Resolve  is 
precisely  such  an  one  as  will  not  only  promote  the  interests 
of  all  the  city,  but  is  absolutely  required  by  the  safety  and 
convenience  of  its  inhabitants — this  Committee  are  fully  con- 
vinced- 
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Another  fhorot^hfare  is  necessary.  And  the  one  nnder 
coneideration  can  be  as  economically  mado  as  any  other. 

But  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  looatioh  of  the 
proposed  street,  it  13  essential  to  look  beyond  the  terminns  on 
Otis  place,  and  to  the  future  growth  of  busiaess  ia  that  sec- 
tion of  the  City.  For  if  this  street  now  proposed  shall  be 
laid  pat,  it  will  add  greatly  to  the  enterprise  contemplated  on 
Franklin  and  Summer  streets,  and  will  become  itself  one  of 
the  principal  streets ;  and  when  Summer  street  shall  become 
a  business  street,  it  will  naturally  affect  the  streets  further 
Sonth.  And  the  phrase  "  down  town  "  will  be  applied  by  the 
Southern  section  of  the  City  to  Summer  street  and  vicinity, 
as  it  is  now  used  in  reference  to  State  street  and  vioiiiity. 

Albany  street,  judging  from  its  location,  width,  and  length, 
is  peculiarly  adapted  for  business  purposes,  and  it  may  yet  be 
the  grand  thoroughfare  from  Roxbury  as  a  part  and  parcel  of 
Boston,  to  Water  street  and  vicinity  —  at  all  events  it  would 
relieve  the  streets  in  that  direction  if  this  extensioh  shall  be 
connected  with  it.  It  is  fifty  feet  wide,  and,  unlike  onr  streets 
generally,  is  qnite  long  and  straight.  Then  Kingston  street, 
although  not  as  wide,  will  undoubtedly  be  selected  by  the 
heavy  bnsiness  travel,  as  the  most  direct  and  continnons  way 
to  Summer  street  from  Albany  street  and  its  branches. 

It  has  the  advantage  of  being  very  nearly  straight  to  Sum- 
mer street;  then,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  the  buildings 
vhich  prevent  the  further  extension  of  the  proposed  sCteet 
forty-eight  feet  wide,  fi-om  Summer  street  on  through  to  Albany 
street,  without  any  acute  angles,  and  in  nearly  a  straight  line, 
■will  be  required  to  be  taken  down  on  account  of  the  improve- 
ment which  the  extension  proposed  in  the  Resolve  will  give. 

The  enlightened  self-interest  of  the  owners  of  the  buildings 
on  Kingston  street  will  canse  them  to  favor  the  widening  of 
Kingston  street  That  street  may  be  made  forty-eight  or  fifty 
feet  vide  by  paying  for  the  land  to  be  taken.^ 

Thus  in  width  it  will  correspond  with  Albany  street.    And 
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Otia  place  laid  out  forty-eight  feet  vide,  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  extension,  will  present  a  street  onaurpassed  in 
point  of  uniformity  and  convenience  by  any  street  in  the  (dty. 

The  iaorease  of  taxable  property  will  pay  the  whole  ex- 
pense in  the  course  of  a  few  years. 

There  are  already  short  streets  or  lanes  existing,  so  Hiat 
an  individual  might,  unless  he  should  be  bewildered  by  turning 
Ireqaently,  go  from  Water  street  to  Albany  street.  But  your 
Committee  would  not  recommend  that  any  more  be  laid  out. 

They  have  seen  plans  of  different  routes,  one  of  which  pro- 
poses that  the  extension  be  located  so  as  to  form  a  curve,  and 
meet  Winthrop  place  and  Otis  place.  That  project  would 
require  a  street  sixty  feot  wide,  (so  as  to  meet  those  "  places,") 
trora  Franklin  street;  and  its  length  would  be  about  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  feet,  and  then  branch  off  into  two 
streets. 

The  combined  travel  from  the  vicinity  of  Albany  street 
through  Otis  place,  and  the  travel  from  the  vicinity  of  Lincoln 
street  through  Wiothrop  place,  concentrated  at  the  junction 
of  these  two  places  made  into  streets,  would  of  course  render 
that  part  of  the  street  between  those  two  "places"  and 
fhranklin  street  much  crowded ;  and  then,  of  course,  the  travel 
&om  Federal  street  and  vicinity,  from  Washington  street  and 
from  Devonshire  street,  would  meet  the  travel  from  Albany 
and  Kingston  streets,  combined  with  the  travel  from  Lincoln 
street  and  South  street,  through  Winthrop  place.  The  result 
would  be  that  there  would  be  a  jam  in  this  neck,  although  it 
should  be  sixty  feet  wide ;  and  it  would  not  have  that  uni- 
formity which  it  ought  to  have  to  be  convenient;  and  would 
show  the  impracticability,  if  not  folly,  of  defeating  this  meas- 
ure in  the  hope  of  procuring  the  majority  of  the  city  govern- 
ment to  adopt  the  last-named  project 

Again  there  is  the  Winthrop  Place  route.  The  Committee 
do  not  think  that  the  extension  should  be  through  Winthrop 
place.     The  ailment  in  favor  of  that  route  only  goes  to 
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demonstrate  the  Decessity  for  tho  laying  oat  of  another  street, 
and  wonid  not  show  that  this  route  throi^^h  Otis  place  is 
NOT  A  FUBLio  KECEssiTT.  If  a  Street  ou^t  to  be  laid  out 
throi^  Winthrop  place,  that  is  no  reason  yrhy  the  improve- 
ment which  the  extension  embraces  should  be  forgotten  or 
discarded.  And,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  exten- 
sion, when  completed,  will  not  obstruct,  in  the  slightest  man- 
ner, the  constraction  of  another  street  through  the  latter  place. 

And  in  order  to  accommodate  the  travel  which  would  pass 
tiirough  Winthrop  place  to  the  several  Railroad  depots,  the 
Committee  would  si^gest  that,  do  doubt,  the  future  course  of 
the  government  would  be  to  extend  Winthrop  place,  should 
other  matters  be  equal,  in  nearly  a  straight  line  to  a  junction 
with  the  present  proposed  street,  at  Franklin  street,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  plan  as  shown  by  the  City  Engineer,  known  as  the 
Winthrop  Place  route,  No.  2. 

If  we  make  a  crooked  street  it  will  be  as  expensive,  and 
the  benefit  in  the  rise  of  property  which  we  shoald  have 
on  a  straight  street,  will  not  be  gained.  No  donbt  every  per- 
son conversant  with,  and  those  who  may  in  future  desire  to 
select,  a  business  location,  would  certainly  not  select  it  upon  a 
curve  of  a  street,  as  such  a  location  to  a  business  man  would 
be  very  onpro Stable. 

The  greatest  growth  will,  no  doubt,  be  in  the  southerly 
and  80oth*westerly  portion  of  the  city. 

No  doubt,  that  at  some  future  day,  we  shall  see  the  railroad 
depots  in  the  vicinity  of  the  United  States  Hotel,  removed  to 
the  more  westerly  part  of  the  city. 

If  the  FBOFOSED  EXTENSION  is  defeated  now,  it  must  take 
place  at  some  future  day,  and  that  not  far  off,  and  the  delay 
will  increase  the  cost  of  the  laying  out  of  snch  a  street. 

Althoi^h  the  question  involved  in  the  Resolve  is  whether 

the  EXTENSION  therein  provided  for  is  required  by  the  public 

convenience,  aud  although  they  are  satisfied  npon  that  point, 

still  they  deem  it  proper  enough  to  annex  to  their  report  a

prejudices,  looking  steadily  so  as  to  accomplish  the  great 
eat  good  and  convenience  to  the  greatest  number,  and  know- 
ing no  interest  bot  the  permanent  interest  and  prosperity  of 
the  whole  city,  yoor  Committee  feel  that  if  they  were  to  neg- 
lect, or  should  fail  to  urge  and  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  great  measure  contained  in  this  Besolve,  they  would  be 
false  to  their  ovn  deliberate  jndgmenta,  and  false  to  the 
great  interests  of  the  city  aa  it  is  at  present  constitnted,  and 
that  they  TOuld  receive  the  justly-merited  indignation  and 
Bconi  of  the  next  generation. 

In  coDclusioa,  the  undersigned,  members  of  your  Committee, 
consider  the  route  fixed  upon  by  the  Resolve  aa  the  best,  be- 
cause it  will  give  a  street  possessiog  uniformity,  continuity, 
length  and  breadth ;  capable  of  uniting  the  heart  of  our  city 
vith  the  thriving  city  of  Bozbury,  by  a  IcHig  and  broad  street 
already  existing;  because  it  will  accommodate  the  travel  from 
Summer  street  to  Devonshire  street  and  vicinity,  as  well  aa 
any  other  ^  because  it  will  tend  greatly  to  increase  the  busi- 
ness on  the  streets  beyond  Summer  street,  and  will  meet  the 
future  wants  of  that  basinese  better  than  either  of  the  other 
routes,  containing,  as  they  do,  several  angles,  and  because  the 
great  iN-ospective  advantages  of  such  a  route  should  not  be 
lost  in  attempting  to  acc(Hiunodate  one  or  two  depots,  whii^ 
may  be  removed  to  uiother  place  in  less  thaa  ten  years. 

And  they  accordingly  recommend  that  the  Common  Council 
concur  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  paa«ng  the  reaolve 
extending  Devtntinre  street  to  Ota  Place.

In  compliEiiice  witb  the  vote  of  the  Board,  adopted  at  its 
meeting  of  June  22d,  the  Committee  on  Salaries  have  consid- 
ered the  snbject  of  the  Salaries  of  the  Teachers  of  the  Fnblic 
SchoolSj  and  wonld  respectfiill; 

REPORT. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  yoor  Committee  to  give  fo  this 
matter  that  candid,  fair,  and  careful  consideration  which  the 
very  general  interest  it  has  aw^akened  in  this  Board  appears 
to  demand.  It  has  been  our  desire  to  reconcile,  as  far  as 
possible,  a  proper  generosity  with  a  just  frugality,  and  to 
adopt  that  liberality  which  is  tme  economy,  and  yet  that 
economy  which  alone  is  reasonable  liberality. 

In  considering  the  general  subject  of  salaries,  there  are 
two  extremes  which  present  themselves ;  the  one  being  the 
lowest  sum  at  which  suitable  teachers  can  possibly  be  pro- 
cared  ;  and  the  other,  an  extravagant  and  inconsidcrato 
expenditure,  which  neither  necessity  nor  reason  can  justify. 
The  one  has  its  origin  in  a  pennrious,  short-sighted  desire  to 
economize  the  public  expenditures ;  the  other,  in  a  reckless 
disregard  of  them,  which  cannot  be  too  strongly  condeniDed. 
There  is  between  these  two  a  happy  medium,  at  which  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  in  our  Fablic  Schools  may  be  placed 
based  upon  economy  without  parsimony,  and  upon  liberality 
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without  prodigality.  This  medium  point  we  have  endeavored,  in 
preparing  the  salary  bill  appended  to  this  Report,  to  keep 
constantly  in  view;  and  whatever  primary  differences  of 
opinion  the  Committee  may  have  entertained,  they  have  been 
harmonized  in  the  general  result.  Recognizing,  also,  the 
principle,  that  experience  and  successful  service  shonld  be 
considered  in  establishing  salaries,  we  have  placed  consider- 
able margin  between  the  inexperienced  teacher,  whose  suc- 
cess is  problematical,  and  ono  whose  continued  service  has  not 
only  given  experience,  but  also  assurance  of  success.  We 
have  also  considered  it  just  that  the  vacations  of  our  teachers 
should  be  in  some  measure  regarded ;  not  that  they  afford  to 
the  teachers  any  opportunity  to  increase  their  income,  but,  as 
the  desirableness  of  a.  situation  is  always  estimated  by  the 
time  for  recreation  and  rest  which  it  affords,  this  should  be 
one  of  the  considerations  in  establishing  salaries.  No  person 
would  have  a  moment's  question  which  of  two  places  to  accept, 
one  with  a  salary  of  $2,200,  requiring  ten  hours  a  day  for 
three  hundred  days  in  the  year,  and  the  other  at  $2,000  a  year, 
requirii^  two  hundred  days'  service,  of  seven  or  eight  hours 
each.  The  salaries  of  the  Masters  of  the  Latin,  English  High, 
and  Girls'  High  and  Normal  Schools,  we  have  reported  the 
same  as  established  since  March,  for  the  reasons  which  the 
majority  of  your  Committee  have  given  to  the  Board  in  their 
report  especially  devoted  to  those  salaries.  The  minority, 
thot^  still  entertaining  different  views,  have  acquiesced  in 
the  general  bill  which  we  shall  report.  In  the  salaries  of  the 
Masters  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  of  the  sub-Masters  and 
Ushers  of  the  various  Schools,  we  have  made  some  changes, 
based  upon  our  views  of  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of 
their  positions,  as  well  as  upon  the  general  principles  we  have 
already  advanced.  We  also  propose  a  judicious  decrease  of 
some  of  these  salaries,  which,  we  believe  it  is  generally  admit- 
ted, owe  their  present  unreasonable  amount  more  to  the  force 
of  circumstances,  than  to  the  deliberate  intention  of  the  Board. 
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The  salaries  of  the  female  teachers  we  hare,  after  much  de- 
liberation, concluded  to  report  the  same  as  they  wore  previous 
to  the  first  of  March  last,  with  this  ezceptioo :  that  the  Assist- 
ants ia  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  the  Primary  Teachers,  shall, 
at  the  commencemeDt  of  the  second  year,  enter  upon  $350,  in 
the  place  of  two  years'  service  being  required  at  tSOO,  as 
before.  We  have  not  concluded  to  report  this  rate  of  aalarfes 
without  careful  reflection ;  and,  though  some  of  the  female 
teachers,  their  friends  or  connections,  may  Tiew  this  subject 
in  a  widely  di&erent  manner  from  what  we  do,  we  cannot 
consistently  report  otherwise.  Your  Committee  feel  it  to  be 
the  first  duty  of  this  Board,  as  public  servants,  to  make  the 
funds  raised  for  the  eapport  of  public  instruction  accomplish 
as  much  as  is  possible;  not  by  crowding  down  the  salaries  of 
teachers  to  the  lowest  possible  point,  (for  this  would  defeat  its 
own  end,)  but  by  allowing  to  teachers  a  fair,  liberal  salary, 
which  will  be  a  just  remuneration  to  a  good  teacher  (or  the  ser- 
vice rendered.  Then  comes  the  question,  what  is  a  fair  and 
liberal  salary  7  This  can  alone  be  determined  by  comparison, 
and  by  inquiring  what  remuneration  female  labor,  when  placed 
in  the  most  advantageous  position,  commands.  Females  in 
other  employments,  by  working  all  the  year,  receive  an  income 
of  from  $200  to  (250  a  year;  the  latter  being  considered 
unosually  large,  and  being  obtained  only  by  those  of  more  than 
ordinary  capability,  and  by  working  early  and  late ;  while  our 
new  and  inexperienced  teachers  receive  $300,  and  our  experi- 
enced teachers  $400,  with  vacations  amounting  to  over  one- 
third  of  the  year.  This  diflerence,  of  from  33J  to  37J  per 
cent.,  we  consider  sufficient  to  overbalance  any  difference  of 
education  or  social  requirements  which  may  exist,  and  to  free 
the  Board  from  even  the  imputation  of  paying  its  female 
teachers  a  salary  inadequate  for  their  support.  We  think 
that  it  is  by  no  means  an  exaggeration  for  us  to  say,  that, 
taken  as  a  class,  there  is  not  in  any  city  in  the  world  an  c<)ual 
number  of  females,  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions,  who 
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are  more  liberally  paid  for  tbe  service  rendered  tlian  are  the 
female  teachers  in  onr  Sostou  Schools.  We  do  not,  from 
this,  ai^e  in  favor  of  any  decrease  of  these  salaries ;  bat  we 
do  say,  that  these  salaries,  previous  to  March,  were  liberal 
and  fair,  and  that  a  just  remuneration  of  these  teachers  did 
not  demand  the  increase,  nor  did  they  even  ask  or  expect 
it;  for  they  sent  no  petitions,  complaining  that  their  salaries 
were  inadequate,  and,  so  far  as  the  experience  of  your  Com- 
mittee extends,  a  state  of  general  satisfaction  existed. 

Upon  these  principles  and  these  cousiderations  ve  have  based 
the  bill  appended  to  this  Keport ;  and,  though  our  opinions 
may  not,  in  all  respects,  be  endorsed  by  the  Board,  we  shall 
at  least  have  the  satisfaction  of  fomishit^  a  plan  of  salaries 
based  upon,  as  we  believe,  just  and  correct  principles,  which 
the  wisdom  of  the  Board  may  perfect,  if  the  bill  does  not  fully 
meet  its  views. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
rate  of  salaries.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  to  yrhom  was 
referred  the  sabject  of  the  eztensioa  of  Devonahire  Street, 
from  Fra'nklin  Street  to  Otia  Place,.beg  leave  to  report:  That 
they  hare  given  the  subject  the  careM  consideration  its  im- 
portance demands,  and  have  been  unable  to  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  public  convenience  requires  the  extension  of 
Devonshire  Street,  from  Franklin  Street  to  Otis  Place,  as 
set  forth  in  the  order  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
sent  to  the  Common  Council  for  their  concurrence.  It  is  well 
understood  that  the  largest  proportion  of  the  travel  to  be 
accommodated  by  the  extension  of  Devonshire  Street  eouth- 
ward  is  to  and  from  South  Boston,  the  Wharves  on  Sea  Street, 
the  Fre^ht  Depots  of  the  Worcester,  Western,  and  Old  Colony 
Bail  Roads,  and  the  inward  passenger  trains  upon  the  two 
former  Roads ;  and  as  Lincoln  Street  is  already  of  sufficient 
width  for  all  the  travel  to  and  &om  the  points  referred  to,  it 
will  be  seen  at  once  by  the  Council,  that  the  opening  of 
Winthrop  Place  through  to  Devonshire  Street,  will  far  better 
accommodate  the  public,  than  the  proposed  extension  of  Otis 
Place  to  Devonshire  Street. 

On  the  other  hand,  In  our  jndgment,  it  would  be  desirable 
to  connect  Devonshire  Street  with  Kingston  and  Albany 
Streets  to  the  outward  passenger  stations  of  the  Worcester 
and  Western  Bail  Boads,  thot^h  not  as  recommended  by  the 
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order  before  the  OoimciL  Should  the  extension  to  Otifl 
Place  be  adopted  singly  at  this  time,  it  would  cause  an  imme- 
diate a,nd  lat^e  outlay  in  the  -widening  of  Kingston  Street 
through  to  Albany  Street;  while  if  Winthrop  Place  alone,  or 
both  Otis  and  Winthrop  Places,  were  connected  with  Devon- 
shire Street,  the  necessity  would  not  be  so  urgent,  and  would 
save  the  City  a  lai^  amount,  as  the  owners  of  estates  on 
that  Street  would  doubtless  be  desirous  of  an  early  widening, 
and  would  offer  the  City  inducements  in  case  they  would  take 
early  action. 

The  undersigned  are  therefore  led  irresistibly  to  the  con- 
clnaion,  that  if  Devonshire  Street  is  now  extended  through  to 
Otis  Place,  the  opening  of  Winthrop  Place  must  speedily  fol- 
low, involving  an  unnecessarily  large  expenditure ;  and  being 
fully  convinced  that  Winthrop  and  Otis  Places  should  both  be 
connected  with  Devonshire  Street  extended,  at  me  and  ike 
tame  timet  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Common  Council  non-concur  in  the  order  from  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  extending  Devonshire  Street  to  Otis  Place.

To  His  Hohoe,  thb  Matoe. 

Ht  Dkab  Sib, — Let  me  call  your  attentioa  to  the  undue 
intellectual  taeks  required  of  our  childreD  out  of  school,  in 
the  public  syatem. 

The  late  Primary  School  Board  hare  for  yeara  been  impor- 
toned  in  vain  upon  this  point;  and  the  Grammar  School  Com- 
mittee of  last  year  reported  that  no  complaints  of  this  tenor 
vere  made  by  the  parents. 

I  know,  from  observing  my  own  children,  and  still  more  so 
from  obeerring  the  large  nnmbere  embraced  in  my  ministry, 
that  the  complaints  are  general,  real,  and  serious.  An  hour 
of  study  at  home  might  do  no  harm ;  but  while  even  that  is 
permitted  by  yonr  Boles,  the  teachers  contrive  to  magnify  it 
three  or  four  times.  And  in  spite  of  your  late  new  rule  for 
the  girls,  their  tasks  out  of  school  are  beginning  to  thicken 
{^in. 

The  doctrine  of  total  abstinence  would  seem  to  be  the  only 
safe  one.  Let  us  try,  awhile,  no  lessons  whatever  at  home. 
I  should  like,  for  a  year  or  two  at  least,  to  enjoy  the  company 
of  my  children  at  home.  We  have  errands  and  amenities  and 
accomplishmeDts,  that  wc  value  as  highly  for  our  offspring  as 
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all  these  book  legsona.  Then  we  want  our  children  to  have 
more  air  and  exercise,  and  to  get  leisure  for  their  reading, 
mnsic,  drawing,  &c.  Besides,  is  it  not  wicked  to  oblige  chil- 
dren to  work  over  their  every-day  lessons  on  Sunday  ?  Christ- 
ians now-a-days  walk  so  little  together,  that  you  have  not 
heard  from  them  on  this  point  in  thunder  tones.  As  one  of 
the  least  of  them,  let  me  say  that  hundreds  of  our  most 
promising  Sunday  School  pupils  are  kept  from  their  classes 
and  their  lessons  and  their  churches,  by  the  present  require- 
ments of  the  public  schools. 

And  then  ^ain,  to  return  to  the  first  general  complaint,  I 
have  been  lately  and  frequently  most  painfully  impressed  with 
the  numbers  of  enfeebled  and  diseased  children — made  so  by 
the  unnatural  forcing  processes  of  our  Common  Schools.  One 
of  your  own  Board,  as  a  physician,  has  attended  upon  three 
death-beds,  in  consequence  of  this.  And  though  death  or  in- 
sanity is  not  always  the  result,  hundreds  might  adduce  from 
their  professional  experience  the  fullest  testimony  in  corrob- 
oration or  illustration. 

The  diseases,  derangements,  and  disorders  of  body  and  of 
brain  are  increasing  with  fearful  rapidity  among  our  children, 
and  cannot  be  arrested  without  a  decided  change.  Work  the 
pupils  as  hard  as  you  can  for  five  or  six  hours  in  school,  but 
there  let  the  labor  stop.  We  want  the  rest  of  their  waking 
hours  for  health  and  happiness,  or  manners  and  morals. 

The  question  is  also  a  pertinent  one,  Cannot  much  more 
attention  be  given  in  school  as  well  as  out  of  school,  to  the 
physical  condition,  comfort,  and  enjoyment  of  the  pupils,  and 
still  more  to  the  proper  and  full  and  constant  culture  of  their 
sentiments  and  affections  7  By  over-tasking  their  heads  and 
under-tasking  their  licarts,  we  are  digging  deeper  than  the 
graves  of  our  children.

A.  majority  of  the  Committee  to  whom  vas  referred  the  letter 
of  B«T.  C.  F.  Barnard,  to  this  Board,  with  instructions  to  inquire 
if  any  and  if  any  what  further  action  is  necessary  on  the  part 
of  the  Board,  to  promote  and  preserve  the  health  of  the  chil- 
dren in  the  public  schools,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  considered  the  subject  referred  to  in  Mr. 
Barnard's  letter,  and  believe  it  to  be  one  claiming  the  atten- 
tion of  the  School  Committee — one  upon  which  many  of  the 
parents  and  guardians  of  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  city  have  much  feeling,  and  that  somethii^  more  ought  to 
be  done  by  this  Board  to  promote  and  preserve  the  health  of 
these  pupils. 

Your  Cftmmittee  believe  the  feeling  to  bo  very  general  in 
this  community,  that  too  mnch  and  too  many  studies  are  required 
of  the  pupils,  and  that  an  unnecessary  and  injurious  stimulus  is 
too  often  applied  to  induce  them  to  accomplish  more  intellec- 
tual labor  than  is  consistent  with  proper  attention  to  their 
physical  exercise  and  a  due  regard  to  their  health'. 

Nor  is  this  feeling  or  complaint  confined  to  those  who  can 
be  considered  unacquainted  with  the  physical  and  intellectual 
capacity  and  wants  of  children.  It  has  been  often  made,  and 
sustained  among  us,  not  by  clei^ymen  and  tender  parents  only, 
but  also  by  emineDt  physicians. 

As  long  ago  as  June  30, 1 853,  Dr.  Henry  G-.  Clarke  then  and 
DOW  the  City  Physician,  addressed  the  School  Committee  in 
the  following  language : 
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"  Gentlemen  of  the  Schoo]  Committee,  permit  me,  in  rela* 
tion  to  an  evil  which  I  believe  to  exist,  especially  in  the  GriW*' 
Schools  under  your  care,  to  ask  for  it  that  attention  from  your 
Board  which  is  only  necessary  to  insure  the  application  of  an 
appropriate  remedy. 

"X  allude  to  the  injuriously  excessive  amount  of  'out-of- 
school  study,'  which  either  the  expectations  of  the  Committee) 
the  orer  stimulant  etFects  of  the  present  systems  of  rank  and 
rewards,  or  some  other  causes,  do  not  fail  to  exact  from 
many  of  the  pupils." 

Tour  Committee  learn  from  the  same  medical  gentleman,  that 
bis  riews  upon  this  subject  are  similar  now  to  what  they  were 
when  he  wrote  as  above,  he  still  believing  that  the  amount  of 
labor  required  of  the  pupils  in  these  schools  has  not  since 
been  essentially  diminished  by  any  act  of  this  Board.  In 
other  words,  that  lessons  are  still  assigned,  even  to  the  girls, 
which  require  of  them  no  small  amount  of  study  out  of  school. 
Dr.  J.  T.  C.  Smith,  the  late  President  of  this  Board,  as  a 
medical  man,  has  also  borne  his  testimony  against  excessive 
study  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

In  Bev.  Ur.  Barnard's  letter,  referred  to  yonr  Committee, 
is  the  following  strong  language :  "  I  know,  from  observing  my 
own  children,  and  still  more  so  from  observing  the  large  num- 
bers embraced  in  my  ministry,  that  the  complaints  (those  of 
too  great  an  amount  of  study)  are  general,  real  and  serious." 
Your  Committee  fully  concur  in  the  opinion  of  these  medical 
gentlemen,  and  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Barnard,  and  believe  it  iocnm 
bent  upon  this  Board,  as  the  legal  gaardians  of  the  children, 
so  far  as  their  connection  with  the  Public  Schools  is  concern- 
ed, to  adopt  some  plan  which  shall  effectually  prevent  the  evil 
complained  of,  and  which  shall  give  assorance  to  parents  that 
the  physical  and  intellectual  health  of  the  children  shall,  from 
the  cause  of  excessive  stndy,  be  no  longer  endangered. 

In  reference  to  the  present  system,  referred  to  by  the  City 
Physician,  "  of  rank  and  rewards,"  your  Committee  believe 
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diat  there  ia  jnst  grontid  for  complaint,  especially  in  reference 
to  the  stimnlua  applied  in  the  vaj  of  ikedcds,  and  that  this  also 
has  an  nnfavorable  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  children. 
Wonld  it  not  be  infinitely  better  that  the  whole  system  of 
distribnting  medals,  as  nov  practiced,  should  be  abandoned  ? 
Yonr  Committee  believe  this  question  should  be  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  and  for  the  following  reasons : 

1st.  The  stimnlua  of  securing  a  prize,  by  excelling  others, 
operates  the  most  powerfully  upon  precortoK*  children — a  class 
which  always  require  holding  back  rather  than  ui^ing  for- 
ward. It  ia  among  this  claas  of  pupils  (when  their  health 
does  not  become  too  far  destroyed,  or  they  do  not  die  before 
the  time  when  the  prizes  are  awarded)  that  the  medals  are 
distributed.  It  is  among  thia  class  of  children  that  chorea, 
nerrons  headaches,  epilepsy,  and  numerous  diseases  of  mind 
and  body,  are  generally  fonnd,  which  arise  from  over-action  of 
the  brain,  and  induce  general  debility  and  prostration.  For 
this  cause  many  of  these  children  are  weak  and  sickly,  and 
many  sleep  "  the  sleep  of  death."  It  is  believed  that  every 
physician  of  this  city,  who  has  any  considerable  amount  of 
practice,  has  had  a  number  of  these  cases,  where  the  disease 
was  induced  solely  by  over-tasking  the  intellect. 

2d.  We  object  to  thia  distribution  of  medals,  as  now  prac- 
ticed, because  it  recognizes  and  acts  upon  a  principle  which 
flows  neither  from  God  nor  nature ;  to  wit,  that  the  capacity, 
or  mind  and  body  of  all  children,  ia  equal.  Thia  principle, 
as  it  is  carried  into  operation  in  onr  public  schools,  teaks  all 
alike,  then  holds  out  the  tempting  bait,  and  says,  the  one  who 
can  iotellectually  outstrip  his  companion  is  "  the  best  fellow," 
and  shall  have  the  prize.  This  resembles  the  giant's  bedstead, 
fitting  only  the  few,  and  stretching  or  catUng  off  the  many. 
Every  man  who  has  been  at  all  conversant  with  children,  and 
especially  with  teaching,  knows  very  well  that  some  can  team, 
in  the  same  time,  twice  as  much  as  others.  Who,  unless  void 
of  discretion,  would  think  of  assigning  the  same  task  to  these 
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Tery  different  capacities  ?  And  yet  thia  is  precisely  the  course 
pursued  in  these  schools.  No  allowance  is  made  for  the 
natiTe  quickness  or  geniua  of  one  pupil  over  another.  Each 
must  bear  his  own  burden.  Bnt  thia  is  not  all,  though  this, 
of  itself,  ia  sufficiently  disheartening  to  any  one  who  is  hard 
to  learn.  What  ia  still  a  more  objectionable  feature  is,  no 
allowimce  can  be  made,  upon  such  a  system,  for  physical 
indi^osition,  or  for  those  of  slender  constitution.  There  are 
many  of  this  class,  possessed  of  the  finest  intellects,  the  br^ht- 
est  talents,  and  the  most  sensitive  feelings;  bnt  they  are 
corporeally  unable  to  apply  themselves.  "  The  spirit  is  will- 
ing, but  the  Heah  is  weak."  It  is  not  only  unwise,  but 
nnjust  and  cruel,  to  place  such  where  they  must  necessarily 
compete  with  those  whose  constitutiona  are  tenfold  stronger 
th&n  their  own.  It  is  reproaching  the  God  of  nature,  who 
alone  has  "  made  them  to  differ."  It  is  placing  the  feebler 
in  a  position  where  they  must  inevitably  fail  of  success,  and 
that,  where  their  native  senBitivenesa  {always  too  great)  will 
bo  angmented  an  hundred  fold,  by  their  failure.  To  place 
the  stimulus  of  medala  before  such  children  is  wrong;  the 
effect  is  "  evil  and  only  evil,  and  that  continually." 

3d.  This  distribution  of  medals,  aa  now  practised,  is  an 
injury  to  the  successful  candidate.  It  stimulates  bis  pride- 
excites  those  very  feelings  and  passions  which  every  wise  and 
prudent  parent  or  teacher  who  desires  to  cultivate  the  heart, 
finds  it  the  most  difficult  to  suppress.  Aa  loi^  as  hnmao 
nature  is  human,  it  will  avail  but  little  for  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  or  the  committee  man,  aa  he  puts  the  bine  ribbon 
around  the  child's  neck,  to  say,  as  has  often  been  said,  (and 
which  seems  to  spring  from  a  consciousness  of  wrong  doing,) 
"  This  is  a  distribution  of  merit ;  and  now  you  must  not  be 
proud  of  it,  nor  think  more  of  yourself  than  you  ought  to  think, 
or  less  of  the  unsuccessful  pupils  than  you  do  of  yourselC" 
The  intellect  of  the  child,  which  has  been  stimulated  in  a 
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■wrong  way  for  monthB,  perhaps  yeare,  quickly  reaaons  as  fol- 
lows :  «  For  what  have  my  parents,  and  teachers,  and  friends 
been  stimnlatmg  me  so  long,  by  constantly  urging  upon  me 
the  importance  of  gaining  a  medal  ?  For  what  have  I  labored 
all  this  time,  depriving  myself  of  amusements,  of  exercise, 
and  of  all  the  innocent  sports  which  are  the  delight  of  chil- 
dren, and  which  promote  health  7  Sorely  it  cannot  be,  after 
all,  to  think  that  I  am  no  more  deserving  than  others  who 
have  not  received  such  reward  t  This  exhortation  condemns 
me,  and  reproaches  my  teachers,  parents,  and  the  committee." 

The  result  is,  the  child  is  made  prouder,  vainer,  more  intol- 
erant of  cantion  and  rebuke,  and  instead  of  cherishing  senti- 
ments of  kindness  towards  his  classmates,  the  nnsuccessfhl 
candidates,  he  despises  them;  and,  to  believe  otherwise,  in 
the  present  state  of  human  nature,  is  like  cherishing  the  vain 
chimera  of  the  non-resistant  in  self-defence.  It  has  a  more 
pernicious  effect  apon  the  heart,  than  all  the  good  the  intellect 
ever  gained  from  ench  stimolus. 

4th.  It  ia  productive'  of  evil  to  the  vntuccet^vl  candidatea. 
They  have  hearts,  consciences,  which  must  feel  —  what  is  often 
but  too  true  —  that  these  rewards  have  been  bestowed  out  of 
faeorititm.  Many  of  them  have  labored  as  zealously,  and,  by 
the  confessions  of  the  teachers  and  the  awarding  committee, 
are  almost  aa  much  entitled  to  a  medal,  as  those  on  whom 
they  have  been  bestowed.  This  idea  was  well  illustrated  a 
few  years  since,  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  girls,  who  declined 
the  prize  because  she  felt  conscious  it  did  not  belong  to  her. 
One  of  the  daily  papers  characterized  this  deed  as  worthy  of 
the  angelic  nature.  What  a  pity  that  such  natures  should  be 
so  strongly  tempted  to  fall!  and  alas,  that  the  temptation 
shoold  come  from  this  Board — their  moral  guardians  I  Would 
that  all  the  children  to  whom  medals  are  distributed,  upon  the 
present  principle,  were  mKh  angels.  It  wonld  put  an  end  to 
this  direfal  practice,  and  teach  the  parents,  instructors,  and 
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thia  Board  a  lesson  which  vonld  elevate  Aem  &I1  od  hnndred 
fold  above  their  present  standard  of  the  Christian  monds, 
and  the  higher  and  better  feelings  of  the  heart. 

It  is  devontly  to  be  hoped  that  this  Board  -will  never  again 
be  the  occasion  of  nndnly  spurring  and  expanding  the  intellect 
at  the  expense  of  the  bodily  health,  and  that  reciprocity  of 
kindness  and  good  feeling  among  the  children,  which  is  the 
perfection  of  beanty  and  wisdom,  and  prodnctive  of  the  great- 
est earthly  happiness. 

5.  The  present  system  of  awarding  medals  injures  the  good 
influence  of  the  teacher  upon  the  pnpils,  and  greatly  perplexes 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  It  places  him  often  in  very 
trying  circumstances,  and  where  he  is  obliged  to  aek  for  more 
medals,  to  satisfy  his  own  conscience,  and  to  reconcile  the 
feelings  of  the  pupils  and  the  parents.  This  perplexity  is 
often  BO  great  that  he  is  constrained  to  wish  that  the  medals 
were  wholly  dispeoBed  with. 

6.  It  also  injures  the  parents ;  and  if  any  one  doubts  it,  let 
him  go  a  day  or  two  after  the  examination  of  the  schools,  and 
distribution  of  the  medals,  and  visit  them.  If  he  does  not 
find  ten  dissatisfied,  murmuring  and  complaining,  to  one  satis- 
fied and  pleased,  we  are  much  mistaken. 

7.  Another  reason  why  the  present  management  of  the 
schools  ia  injurious  to  the  health  of  the'pupils  is,  it  allows 
them  little  or  no  opportunity  for  relaxation  and  exercise,  at 
the  recess.  It  was  once  thought  that  the  recess  was  a  time 
for  sport,  exercise  and  amusement  This  was  ae  it  should  be. 
After  an  hour  and  a  half  of  study,  children  need  relaxation, 
to  start  up  and  throw  themselves  about.  It  is  their  nature  to 
do  so.  Now,  if  instead  of  walking  down  stairs,  face  to  back, 
with  hands  folded,  and  standing  in  a  similar  position  in  the 
yard,  like  criminals  in  the  "House  of  Correction,"  they  could 
unbend  themselves,  and  have  ton  minutes  for  exercise,  it  would 
be  a  very  great  improvement  upon  the  present  plan.  And  if 
there  be  no  room  for  such  exercise  in  the  yards  attached  to  the 
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Bchool-hooBeB,  itfroidd  be  very  adTanta^one  to  them  to  take  a 
Talk  ID  the  streeta.  Ereiy  echool-houBe  should  have  a  yard 
coonected  with  it  aii£Scientlj  large  for  the  physical  recreation 
and  exercise  of  the  pupils. 

Your  Committee  feel  very  gratefiil  to  two  of  the  daily  papers 
of  this  city,  for  the  article  below :  to  the  editor  of  one,  for  writ- 
ing, and  of  the  other,  for  endorsing  it,  in  furtherance  of  our 
object,  though  it  was  published  since  our  Keport  was  written. 

"  School  Medalb. — There  are  hundreds  of  thoughtful  per- 
eoDs  who  will  agree  with  the  writer  of  the  following  article, 
and  thank  him  therefor." 

"  We  were  present  at  the  School  Festival  in  Faneail  Hall  on 
Tuesday  last.  We  will  whisper  a  confession  into  the  ear  of 
the  public  that  we  have  doubts  and  misgivings  —  growing  with 
our  growth  and  streDgthening  with  our  strength  —  as  to  the 
whole  system  of  medals,  Franklin  and  City ;  and  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  selecting  a  few  boys  and  girls  oat  of  a  school  for 
these  conspicuous  decorations,  and  leaving  the  rest  unnoticed. 

"  We  doubt  whether  the  intellectual  advantages,  especially  in 
the  case  of  girls,  are  not  counterbalanced  by  injurious  moral 
influences ;  and  even  in  an  intellectual  point  of  view,  we  ques- 
tion whether  the  effect  be  not  to  stimulate  the  quick  and  bright, 
who  need  it  not,  and  to  depress  the  slow  and  timid,  who  need 
enconragement.  Bat  for  a  Boston  editor  or  a  Boston  man  to 
hint  any  doubts  upon  the  subject  of  the  Franklin  medals,  is  like 
speaking  disrespectfully  of  the  equator,  or  suggesting  an  in- 
qniry  whether  the  sun  and  moon  are  not  beginning  to  break 
op  a  little,  and  to  show  a  failure  in  their  faculties ;  and  we 
therefore  say  what  we  have  said  timidly  and  deprecatingly. 
(Boiton  Courier.  J 

The  orders  appended  are  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  and  other  considerations  it  is  re- 
commended to  the  Board  to  adopt  tho  accompanying  Orders, 
and  that  the  Rnles  and  Regulations  be  so  amended  as  to 
accord  with  them.

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HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION. 

To    THE    HONOKABLE    THE    M1.TOB    A5D    AlDESKEN    OF    THE 

Crrr  op  BoaTON. 
The  lospectors  of  Prisons  visited  the  Honse  of  Correction 
on  the  firat  d&j  of  July  laat,  and  iuBpected  the  prison,  with  all 
its  cells,  workshops,  hospitfil,  kitchen,  bakery,  and  all  parts  of 
the  boilding  and  grounds,  examined  the  food  and  clothing  of 
the  prisoners,  to  ascertaic  whether  the  provisions  of  the  lav 
had  been  observed.  They  asked  each  prisoner,  separately,  if 
be  had  any  cause  of  complaint,  and  put  such  questions  as 
seemed  necessary  to  the  Master  and  officers.  Only  two  com' 
plaints  were  made,  and  these  seemed  on  iovestigation  to  be 
gronndless.  Other  prisoners  seemed  satisfied  with  their  treat- 
ment The  Inspectors  have  received  from  the  Master  the 
return  required  by  law. 

HEALTH  ADD   CLEANLINESS. 

The  provisions  of  law  respecting  beds,  bedding,  drying 
clothes,  washing,  shirting,  shaving,  clothing,  and  water  for 
drinking,  eeem  to  hare  been  obeyed.  The  prisoners  have 
been  free  from  any  contagions  disease,  since  the  last  inspec- 
tion, and  have  generally  been  in  good  health.  The  average 
number  of  days'  labor  lost  daily  by  sickness  was  seven  and  a 
half.  Hales,  four ;  Females,  three  and  a  half.  The  cases  of 
sickness  existing  on  the  day  of  inspection  were — cough,  one ; 
lung  fever,  two;  syphilis,  one;  consumption,  one;  tumor,  one; 
effects  of  intemperance,  one ;  insanity,  two.

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BOSTON  LUNATIC  HOSPITAL. 


The  Inspectors  of  Prisons  examined  ihe  Boston  Lnnatio 
Hospital,  on  the  SOtli  da^  of  Jnne  last  past.  They  saw  every 
one  of  the  nnfortnnate  inmates,  and  pnt  questions  to  the  rery 
tev  who  vere  competent  to  answer,  and  obtained  necessary 
information  from  those  who  had  charge  of  them. 

The  wards  were  clean  and  in  good  order,  as  were  most  of 
the  dormitories  and  patients,  wherever  it  was  possible.  Many 
of  the  patients  were  in  tiie  yards,  and  some  were  employed. 
The  patients  seem  to  be  comfortable  and  well  taken  care  of, 
and  the  institntion  generally  seems  to  be  as  well  regulated 
and  in  as  good  a  state  as  it  has  been  since  it  has  contained 
80  large  a  number  of  patients.  They  were  informed  that 
fewer  patients  need  restraint  than  formerly,  and  less  restraint 
was  necessary  -where  it  could  not  be  wholly  dispensed  with. 
Their  own  observation,  as  far  as  opportonity  extended,  seemed 
to  confirm  this. 

There  axe  so  many  incurable  oases  in  the  Hospital  that  the 
changes  which  take  place  between  inspections  are  less  than  in 
any  other  institntion. 

The  Lispectors  beg  leave  to  refer  to  their  report  of  Jane, 
1849,  for  reasons  why  a  change  should  be  made  in  the  mode 
of  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Inspectors  have  received  no  retom  from  the  Saperin< 
tendent,  who  has  been  prevented,  as  he  informs  them,  by  sick- 
ness from  performing  that  daty.  The  tables  of  admissions 
and  discharges,  diseases  sad  deaths,  duration  of  insanity,  and 
the  improremeat  or  oon-improvement  in  cases  of  difierent 
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dnratioD,  constitute  ao  important  a  part  of  a  report  apon  an 
Insane  Hospital,  that  the  Inspectors  irere  nnirilling  to  make  a 
report  without  them.  They  have  delayed  their  report  that 
they  might  obtain  them,  bnt  they  do  not  feel  justified  in  keep- 
ing back  the  reports  on  all  the  institatioos  for  a  loiter  time. 


HOUSES  OP  BEPOBMATION,  4o. 


The  bispeotors  visited  the  House  for  the  Employment  and 
Reformation  of  JnTOnile  Offenders,  on  the  second  day  of  Jaly, 
and  made  the  nsnal  inspection  of  the  buildings  and  groimds, 
and  examined  each  of  the  inmates  as  to  uiy  cause  of  complaint 
which  he  might  have.  They  also  made  all  necessary  inquiries 
of  the  persons  having  charge  of  them. 

HEALTH   AND   CLRUTLTNESB, 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  generally  good.  There 
have  been  two  cases  of  fever,  from  which  the  patients  recov- 
ered after  a  few  days.  There  have  been  three  deaths,  all  in 
the  month  of  March.  James  Hennessy  and  James  Silk,  of 
pneumooia;  and  Patrick  Murphy,  of  epilepsy.  Every  means 
appeared  to  have  been  used  for  their  recovery.  The  beds  and 
bedding  were  in  good  order ;  but  there  was  not  sufficient  room 
nor  sufficient  means  of  ventilation  in  the  sleeping  apartments. 
The  boys  wash  three  times  a  day,  and  bathe  once  a  week  in  a 
bath,  or  in  the  sea,  according  to  the  season ;  have  clean  shirts 
and  towels  once  a  week  and  other  clothes  washed  as  often  as 
is  necessary.  The  building  is  whitewashed  as  often  as  ia 
necessary  for  such  a  building,  but  not  as  often  as  the  law  re- 
quires  in  places  of  confinement.  There  is  a  vadt  in  the  yard. 
The  building  and  grounds  were  clean  and  in  good  order. 
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The  discipline  is  the  Bame  as  heretofore.  The  pnnishments 
are  black  marks  and  depriration  of  plaj  for  slight  offences, 
loBB  of  grade  for  more  serions  offences,  and  as  R  last  re- 
sort, Bolitar;  oonfinement  and  corporal  punishment.  More  is 
thonght  to  be  effected  by  persnasion  and  admonition  than  by 
pnniahment.  Two  complaints  only  were  made,  and  those  not 
of  a  serious  nature,  vhich  irere  investigated,  and  require  no 
further  attentiou  than  they  vill  receire  from  the  teacher,  irho 
was  not  a  party.

Fifty-nine  boys  hare  been  received  into  the  school,  and  fifty- 
eight  dischai^ed  since  the  last  inspection.  Nearly  all  admit- 
ted vere  bnt  little  advanced  is  common  school  education; 
some  of  them  not  knowing  the  alphabet,  vhile  those  sent  out 
had  made  considerable  progress,  and  some  of  them  had  com- 
pleted a  good  school  education.  Many  of  those  admitted  had 
been  troants,  having  habits  unfavorable  to  attention  and  ad- 
verse to  restraint  and  study.  Such  a  considerable  change 
Tould  operate  uniavorably  on  the  school  Notrithstanding 
this,  the  results  of  the  examination  vere  fiirorable,  and  we  do 
not  knoT  that  the  school  has  ever  appeared  better.  The 
reading  was  good,  more  intelligent  than  could  be  expected, 
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and  the  examination  in  grammar  deserved  particnlar  praise. 
The  nnmbers  instrncted  in  each  branch  vere  ae  follovs,  m : — 

Mental  Arithmetic, 100

Grammar, 30 

Writing, 125 

The  instrnctor  mentions,  in  bis  retam,  that  during  the  last 
six  months  the  interest  of  the  pupils  in  their  studies  has  per> 
ceptibly  increased.  Books  from  the  library  are  distributed 
among  them  once  a  week,  and  read  apparently  vith  pleasure 
and  advantage.  The  accommodations  of  the  house  are  wholly 
insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the  institution.  Abont  sixty  of 
the  truants  have  been  placed  in  the  Boylston  School.  The 
Lispectors  know  of  no  law  which  anthorizes  this.  Questions 
may  arise  whether  this  is  not  an  escape  suffered  by  the  keep- 
ers, and  whether  the  boys  can  be  lawfully  controlled  there. 
If  the  Master  of  the  House  of  Correction  should  transfer  to 
the  jail  a  prisoner  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  in  that  house, 
would  not  tbat  be  an  escape  suffered  by  him  ?  and  what  right 
would  the  Jailor  have  to  keep  and  control  him  ?  This  may 
lead  to  serious  difficulty.  The  Inspectors  renew  the  recom- 
mendation repeatedly  made  before,  that  the  whole  bnilding  be 
appropriated  to  the  Honee  of  Reformation.  Bibles  are  fur- 
nished to  each  boy,  and  parte  thereof  are  committed  to  mem- 
ory. The  Sunday  School  is  held  from  nine  until  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  sad  has  been  taught  heretofore  by  gentlemen 
from  various  churches.  There  are  religious  services  at  half- 
past  one.     The  Chaplain  is  the  Rev.  Stephen  LoreU. 

SHPLOTICENT. 

The  boys  were  employed  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore, 
until  June,  when  die  contract  for  their  labor  expired.    The 
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depressed  coodition  of  the  shoe  business  prevented  an  imme- 
diate renewal ;  bat  it  is  hoped  that  employment  in  this  branch 
will  soon  be  renewed.

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HOUSE  OP  INDUSTRY. 


The  Inspectors  Tiaited  tiie  House  of  Industry  on  the  eight- 
eenth day  of  July,  and  examined  all  the  priaonera  committed 
to  the  HoQse,  as  to  their  treatment,  and  any  cause  of  com- 
plaint Thich  might  exist.  Not  a  single  complaint  was  made, 
and  they  generally  expressed  their  satis&ction  ae  to  their 
treatment  in  all  respects. 

The  Inspectors  feel  compelled  to  state  that  the  lodgii^ 
rooms  of  the  inmates  are  wholly  unfit  to  be  osed  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  winter,  from  the  impossibility  of  maintaining  a 
proper  temperature,  and  from  the  danger  iia,t  these  buildings 
may  be  blown  down  by  the  storms  of  that  season. 

HEALTH  AND  CLEANUSSBS. 

The  apartments  and  every  part  of  the  buildings  and  grounds 
were  neat  and  in  good  order.  The  health  of  the  prieoners 
was  quite  as  good  as  could  be  expected  from  persons  of  their 
habits  of  life.  The  Hospital  was  as  well  arranged  as  the 
buildings  would  permit,-— well  conducted  and  good  care  taken 
of  the  sick.  The  men  and  women  bathe  in  the  sea  frequently, 
when  the  weather  is  favorable.  Necessary  attention  seemed 
to  have  been  given  to  personal  cleanliness.  The  greater  part 
of  the  prisoners  came  there  in  bad  health  and  condition,  and 
many  with  ruined  constitutions.  The  situation  is  &vorabIe  to 
health,  and  some  improvement  is  generally  made,  and  some- 
timea  recoveries  obtained; 
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Edward  Joncg,  Jan.  29tli,  Inflammation  of  brain, 
Ro^^anna  Carroll,  March  30th,  CoDaumption, 
Mary  Ann  Jewell,  May  20th,  Consumption, 
William  Armstrong,  May  6th,  Consumption, 
Tatiick  McLatighlin,  March  30th,  Tvphus  fever. 
Missing — John  Bowler,  June  23d,  P.  M.,  supposed 
to  have  been  drowned. 

EMPLOYMENT  AND  lUPROTEMENT. 
The  men  are  mostly  employed  ont  doors.  The  eoiplojmentB 
of  bolh  men  and  women  are  more  varioua  than  in  the  House  of 
Correciion,  and  are  such  as  are  incident  to  the  situation,  and 
which  can  be  carried  on  in  alms  houses.  The  returu  to  the 
Inspectors  docs  not  specify  the  numbers  employed  in  eaflh 
kind  of  work.  The  Rev.  Stephen  Lovell  is  the  Chaplain,  and 
religiiius  services  are  performed  on  Sundays;  but  most  of  the 
prisoners  are  Roman  Catholics,  and  are  not  likely  to  give 
much  attention  to  Protestant  religious  services.  The  experi- 
ei)cc  of  the  Inspectors  has  not  shewn  them  that  any  great  im- 
provement in  the  character  or  condition  of  the  prisoners  iB 
effected  by  commitments.  There  are  strong  reasons  against 
the  union  of  an  Alms  House  and  a  Prison  in  the  same  estab- 
lishment. Honest  and  decent  poverty  ought  not  to  bo  appa- 
rently confounded  with  vice  and  shame,  but  should  have  a  sep- 
arate retreat.  The  punishment  of  guilt  produces  less  effect  if 
executed  in  such  an  establishment.  There  is  apparently  little 
shame  felt  at  such  a  punishment.  It  seems  that  with  a  large 
building  on  the  Island,  containing  cells  like  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, the  separate  establishment  might  be  oi^nized. 


The  former  remarks  apply  also  to  discipline.  The  disci- 
pline of  prisoners  ought  to  be  different  from  that  of  paupers. 
Paupers  are  to  be  maintained  and  employed ;  prisoners  are  to 
be  ponisbed,  and  bo  for  as  is  possible,  reformed.

The  requisitions  of  tbe  law  concerning  all  places  of  im- 
prisonment, are  to  be  foand  m  Chap.  143  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  bat  manj  of  them  cannot  be  complied  wl&  in  an  In- 
stitution organized  like  the  Honse  of  Indastry. 

Hero  are  three  Institutions  of  different  kinds  for  different 
purposes  Qoited  together  and  managed  in  the  same  waj  —  an 
Alms  House,  a  House  of  Correction,  and  a  Jail.  Tbe,  pur- 
pose of  the  first  is  charity  to- poverty  and  misfortune;  the 
purpose  of  the  second  is  the  punishment  of  crime ;  the  purpose 
of  the  third  is  detention  to  compel  the  payment  of  a  fine.  All 
the  three  classes  of  inmates  are  mixed  together,  so  that  they 
cannot  be  distinguished  by  observation  one  from  the  other; 
and  cases  requiring  different  methods  of  treatment  are  treated 
alike.  The  lav  requires  classification  among  the  inmates  of 
a  prison  instituted  for  a  single  purpose ;  but  here  are  three 
institutions  for  different  purposes  nnited,  and  no  classification. 
The  Inspectors  hope  that  -when  the  General  Board  of  Direct- 
ors for  all  the  institutions  shall  be  organized,  some  method 
will  be  found  to  remedy  this  evil.

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The  Inspectors  of  PrisonB  visited  the  Commonvealth's  Jail 
for  the  Coimty  of  Suffolk  on  the  eighth'  day  of  July.  Tbey 
inspected  every  part  of  the  buildings  and  yards,  and  examined 
every  prisoner  separately  to  ascertain  Aether  any  cause  of 
complaint  existed  in  the  prison.  They  put  such  questions  as 
seemed  necessary  to  the  Underteeper  and  Tornkeys,  which 
Tere  answered,  and  they  have  received  &om  the  Underkeeper 
the  return  required  by  law.  Bequests  were  made  which  were 
communicated  to  ibe  proper  officers.  Sixteen  persons  made 
the  same  complaint,  which  is  considered  under  the  proper 
head,  and  expressed  themselves  satisfied  in  all  other  respects. 
The  others  were  satisfied  with  their  treatment  in  all  respects. 

HEALTH  AND   CLEAln.IN£B8. 

The  prison  was  neat,  clean,  and  in  good  order,  and  grounds 
cultivated  with  trees  and  flowers  were  well  arranged,  very 
pleasant,  and  well  kept.  The  provisions  of  law  respecting 
buckets,  covers,  vaults,  whitewashing,  drying  clothes,  beds, 
bedding,  clothing,  clean  linen,  shaving  and  washing,  appeared 
to  have  been  complied  with.  Dr.  H.  G.  Clark  is  the  attend- 
ii^  Physician  for  the  County ;  Dr.  Townsend  for  the  United 
States.  There  have  been  few  cases  of  disease,  and  those 
generally  contracted  before  commitment.  Sixteen  complaints 
were  made  of  insufficient  food,  which  were  investigated.  It 
appeared  that  in  some  cases  the  insufficiency  was  occasioned 
by  waste  of  food  by  the  complaiuants.    Some  of  the  com- 
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plainta  were  made  by  prisoners  just  committed,  and  appetites 
acquired  bj  exercise  and  open  air  require'  an  allowance  whicli 
Tonid  be  unfavorable  to  the  bealtlt  of  prisoners  in  confine- 
ment. The  Inspectors  do  not  recommend  any  change  in  the 
general  rations.  tTnder  like  circnmstances,  in  their  report, 
January,  1850,  they  recommended  that  a  few  rations  should 
be  provided  to  increase  the  allowance  to  some  of  those  Just 
committed,  where  it  is  needed.  Their  recommendation  was 
then  complied  with,  and  they  recommend  that  the  same 
arrangement  be  renewed.

The  Inspectors  of  Prisons  visited  Riunsford  Island  on  the 
eighteenlh  day  of  Jnly,  being  the  same  day  on  which  they 
visited  the  House  of  Indostry. 

The  persons  sentenced  to  this  place  are  of  the  same  de- 
scription as  those  sentenced  to  the  Honae  of  Indastry,  and  the 
law  has  provided  for  them  commitment  to  this  Island  for  a 
temporary  period,  althongh  some  of  the  provisions  of  law  re- 
specting places  of  imprisonment  cannot  be  executed  here. 

The  Inspectors  examined  all  the  buildings  and  gronnds,  and 
fonnd  them  clean  and  in  good  order.  They  questioned  the 
prisoners  separately,  and  heard  no  complaint  of  any  kind. 
They  were  generally  healthy  and  comfortable,  and  well  satis- 
fied with  their  treatment.  The  women  were  employed  in  sew- 
ing  and  washing,  and  the  men  in  working  on  the  grounds  and

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  (Mnmon  Council  of 
the  City  of  Botton,  in  City  Counal  aetemUed:  — 

Skct.  1.  The  fire  department  ahall  consist  of  a  chief  eojpneer,  nine 
other  engineere,  and  of  as  manj  eD^e-men,  hydraDt-meD  and  hook  and 
ladder  men,  to  be  divided  into  companies,  as  the  number  of  engines  and 
the  number  and  quantity  of  other  fire  apparatus,  belonging  to  the  City, 
shall  firom  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  chosen  aDDnally,  by  the  city  council,  in  the 
months  of  January  or  Febmary,  a  chief  engineer  and  nine  other  engi- 
neers, irho  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen 
in  their  places  ;  provided,  however,  that  no  assistant  engineer  shall  bold 
over  in  case  five  of  the  now  hoard  are  elected  ;  and  in  all  cases  of  hold- 
ing over,  preference  shall  he  given  to  seniority  of  age. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  council  may,  by  a  concurrent  voto,  at  any  time, 
remove  from  office  the  chief  engineer,  or  any  of  the  other  engineers ; 
and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  raey  at  any  time  discharge  any  or  all  of  the 
officers  or  members  of  cither  of  said  companies. 

Sect.  4. .  Each  engineer  shall,  upon  his  appointment,  receive  a  writ- 
ten or  printed  certificate  or  warrant,  in  the  words  following,  vis  :  "  ftie 
certifies  that  A.  B.  is  appointed  an  engineer,  (or  chief  engineer)  of  the 
fire  department  of  the  dty  of  Boston,  and  is  entitled  to  all  the  immoni- 
ties  belonging  to  said  office. 

Given  under  my  hand  this  day  of  A.  D.  18 

Mayor. 
City  Clerk." 

And  the  respective  rank  of  the  en^eers  shall  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  aldermen. 
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Sect.  6.  The  engioeera  so  ohosen  aboil  meet  nnd  organize  them- 
selves  into  a  board  of  engineers,  a  majority  of  whom  Bhallform  a  quornm, 
and  of  which,  in  the  ab§enoe  of  tbe  chief  engineer,  tbe  senior  engineer 
present  shall  be  the  preeiding  officer  ;  and  tbey  may  appoint  such  secretary 
or  other  officers,  and  make  BUoh  rales  and  regalationB  for  thei;  own  gov- 
emment,  as  they  may  see  fit,  and  snch  secretary  eholl  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  the  «ilj  connoil  may  deem  expedient.  They  Bhall  be  respon- 
dble  for  the  discipline,  good  order,  and  proper  mndnob  of  the  whole 
department,  bot'  officers  and  men,  and  for  the  care  of  all  houses,  engines, 
hose  carriages,  and  other  farnitnre  and  apparatus  thereto  belonging. 
They  shall  have  the  saperinteDdence  and  control  of  all  the  engine  and 
other  houses  used  ^r  the  purposes  of  the  fire  department,  and  of  all  fur- 
niture and  apparatus  thereto  belonging,  »nd  of  the  engines  and  all  other 
Sie  apparatus  belonging  to  the  city,  and  over  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  several  companies  attached  to  the  fire  department,  and  over  all 
persons  present  at  fires  ;  and-  they  may  make  snob  rules  and  regulations 
for  tho  better  government,  discipline  and  good  order  of  the  department, 
and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  think 
expedient,  the  same  not  being  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, or  to  any  ordinance  of  the  dty,  and  being  subject  to  the  approba- 
ijon  of  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  asastant  engineers  shall  report 
their  absences  from  firoe  to  the  chief  engineer,  with  the  renaons  therefor, 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same,  and  make  a  report  thereof,  stating 
all  the  facts  to  the  city  council  every  year  prior  to  the  election  of  engi- 
neers. In  the  absence  of  the  chief  engineer  the  cleik  shall  make  stud 
record  and  report. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  engineers,  whenever  a  fire  shall 
break  out  in  the  city,  immediately  to  repair  to  the  place  of  such  fire, 
and  to  carry  with  them  a  snitable  staff  or  badge  of  their  office ;  to  take 
proper  measures  that  the  several  en^es  and  other  apparatus  be  arranged 
in  the  most  advantageous  utnations,  and  duly  worked  for  tho  efiectnal 
extinguishment  of  the  fire ;  to  require  and  compel  assistance  from  all 
persons  as  well  members  of  the  fire  department  as  others,  in  extinguish- 
ing the  fire,  removing  furniture,  goods,  or  other  merchandise,  from  any 
bnilding  on  fire,  or  in  danger  thereof,  and  to  appoint  guards  to  secure 
the  same  :  and  also  in  pnlling  down  ordemolishmg  any  house  or  building 
if  occasion  require,  and  further  to  suppress  all  tomolte  and  disorders. 
It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  cause  order  to  be  preserved  in  going  to. 
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working  st,  or  letorniog  from  fires,  and  at  all  othei  times  when  eoni|» 
nies  attached  to  the  depaitmeat  are  on  duty. 

Sect.  7.  WbeneTei  any  fiie  occurs  in  eitJieT  of  the  adjoining  towna, 
it  Bhall  be  the  duty  of  only  saoh  and  so  many  of  sadd  eDg^eers  to  lepaii 
to  such  towns,  as  shall  have  been  , previously  designated  for  sooh  puipoae 
by  tbe  board  of  en^eers. 

SxcT.  8.  The  i^ief  en^eer  shall  ban  the  sole  command  at  fires, 
OTer  all  the  other  en^aers,  all  members  of  Uie  fire  department^  and  all 
other  persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires,  and  shall  direct  all  ftofot 
meaanres  ibr  (he  .  extingoishment  of  fires,  proteotdon  of  property,  preser- 
TaUoQ  of  order,  and  observanDe  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulati<uiB 
respecting  fires  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  aud  chief  engineer  to  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  of  the  engines  and  all  other  fire  apparatus,  and  of 
the  engine  and  other  honsea  belonging  to  the  city  and  used  for  the  pni>- 
poses  of  the  fire  department,  and  of  the  oomponies  attached  to  the  sud 
department,  as  often  as  oironmstanooB  may  -render  it  expedient,  or  when- 
ever directed  so  to  do  by  Uie  board  of  alderman,  or  by  the  committee  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  on  the  fire  department,  and  annually  to  report  the 
game  to  tbe  sud  board,  and  oftener  if  thereunto  requested ;  also,  to  cause 
a  full  description  of  the  same,  together  witb  the  names  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  fire  department,  to  be  published  annually  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  direct ;  and  whenever  the  engines  or 
other  fire  apparatus,  engine  or  other  houses  used  by  the  fire  depaduent, 
require  alterations,  additions,  or  repairs,  the  chief  eo^oeer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  of  tike  committee  on  the  fire  de- 
partment shall  cause  tlie  same  to  be  made  ;  and  it  shall  be  moreover  the 
duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  receive  and  transmit  to  the  board  of  alde^ 
men  all  returns  of  officers,  members  and  fire  apparatus,  made  by  the 
respective  companies  as  hereinafter  pnseribed,  and  all  other  communica- 
tions relating  to  the  afifairs  of  the  fire  department ;  to  keep  fair  and  exact 
rolls  of  the  respective  oompaniui,  speciiying  the  time  of  admisaon  and 
discharge,  and  tlie  age  of  each  membet' ;  to  report  in  writing  to  the  oi^ 
clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same,  ouce  in  each  year,  or  oflenn 
if  directed  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  all  accidents  by  fire  whicb 
may  happen  within  the  city,  with  the  causes  thereof  as  well  as  can  be 
asoertained,  and  the  number  aud  description  of  ^e  buildings  destroyed  et 
iigured,  together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  or  occupants. 

Skot.  &    In  caee  of  the  absence  of  the  chief  wgineer,  the  ea^nter 
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next  in  nnk  who  any  be  pnaent  shall  szeonte  the  daties  of  his  offioe, 
witb  fall  powers. 

Sbot.  10.  As  man;  engine,  hydrant,  and  hook  and  ladder  oomp&- 
Biee  shall  fiom  (dine  to  time  be  fonned  by  the  board  of  alderman  aa  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  and  each  of  said  ocanpaqies  shall  eonnat  of  ae 
many  men  as  shall  be  appointed  by  tbe  m&yoi  with  the  advioe  and  ooo- 
sent  of  the  boud  of  aldermen. 

Skct.  11.  No  person  nndar  twenty-one  yean  of  age  shall  be  em- 
ployed as  a  member  of  the  fiie  department ;  nor  shall  any  pnson  be  so 
employed  who  is  not  a  oitiEen  of  die  United  States  and  a  legal  Toter  in 
the  «ty  of  Boston. 

Sxoi.  12.  The  term  of  service  for  the  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment shall  commenoe  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  and  shall  oontinoe 
fbr  periods  of  hz  mosths  each.  And  eveiy  oSoer  or  member  who  shall 
not  serra  the  whole  of  said  period  of  mz  months  except  in  cases  ot  uck- 
nesB,  death,  or  removal  figm  the  city,  or  who  shall  be  lemoved  therefrnn 
fbr  eanse,  shall  forfeit  any  and  all  compensation  Aat  would  otheririse 
have  been  doe  to  him  at  &o  time  when  sooh  aerrioe  oeased  or  soofa  r» 
monl  took  pUoe. 

Sbot.  IS.  Erery  oompany  shall  hare  a  foreman,  an  andstuit  foreman, 
and  ol^,  who  shall  be  nominated  annually  in  the  montb  of  Janoary, 
by  the  membeiB  of  the  several  companies,  and  a  return  of  the  same 
made  to  the  boud  of  enj^eera ;  and  in  case  of  lejeodon  by  them,  tbeir 
names  ahall  be  returned  to  the  oompany,  who  shall  select  another  person 
fbr  approval ;  but  if  approved  by  tiia  boaid  of  engineers,  thwi  names 
riiall  be  sent  to  the  board  of  aldermen  for  a^roval  or  reijeotion,  and  i& 
case  of  rejection,  another  person  shall  be  nonunated  aa  aforesaid  befbre 
the  next  f«gnlar  meeting  ef  the  board  of  aldermen ;  and  these  offioers, 
when  appwved,  shall  receive  oertifioates  of  appointment,  cogned  by  the 
mayor,  and  shall  hold  their  places  until  removed,  or  others  are  appointed 
in  their  stead. 

SaoT.  14.  Whenever  any  person  shall  have  leoeiTed  his  oertifioato  of 
t^tpmntnieDt  to  any  office  under  this  oidiuanoe,  he  shall  ^lereby  be  im- 
mediatdy  invested  with  all  the  at^crity  oonfoiied,  and  sobject  to  all  the 
duties  knpoaed  by  the  laws,  the  uty  ordinanoea,  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  fire  depaitment,  until  discharged  there&om,  either  by  death 
or  res^ation,  or  by  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  the  board  of 
ITS,  as  hereinafter  provided  fbr ;  and  the  vacancy  ooeaaioned  by 
10 
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he  diseliugQ  shtU  lie  filled  bb  toon  aa  ma;  be,  in  tlw  maimer  her^ 
prescribed. 

Bxci.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foiemen  to  see  tbst  tbe  seTenl 
en^aea  and  apparatus  oommitted  to  their  care,  and  tbe  aeveial  buildings 
in  vhiab  tbe  same  are  deposited,  and  all  things  in  or  bdon^g  to  tbe 
same  are  kept  neat,  olesn,  and  in  order  for  immediate  use ;  it  eball  also 
be  tbeir  duty  to  preserre  order  and  digcipliee  at  all  times  in  theii  raspeo- 
tive  eompanies,  and  require  and  eoioroe  a  striot  oomplianoe  with  tbe  ci^ 
otdinanees,  the  roles  and  regulations  of  the  department,  and  (be  orders 
of  tbe  engineers.  They  shall  also  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  by  tbe  cleiks 
oi  their  respeotire  companies,  fair  and  exact  rolls,  spenfying  the  time  of 
admission,  discharge  and  age  of  each  member,  and  aooonnts  of  all  dty 
property  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  several  members,  and  of  all  ab- 
sences and  tardiDess  among  the  same,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pui^ 
pose  by  the  city,  which  rolls  or  record  books  are  always  to  be  subject  to 
the  Older  of  the  board  of  engineers  and  tbe  board  of  aldeimtfi.  Thej 
shall  also  make  or  cause  to  be  made  to  the  chief  engineer,  true  and  acoa- 
rate  retoruB  of  all  the  members,  ynih  their  ages,  and  tbe  apparatus  en- 
trusted to  their  care,  whenever  called  upon  so  to  do. 

SzOT.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ^e  officers  and  members  of  the 
several  engine,  hydrant,  and  book  and  ladder  companies,  whenever  a  fit* 
shall  break  out  in  tbe  city,  to  repair  fortbwilb  to  thmr  respective  enpne^ 
hose,  book  and  ladder  oarriagee,  and  other  apparatna,  and  to  convey 
them  in  as  orderly  a  manner  as  may  be,  according  to  tbe  directions  of  tba 
board  of  engineers,  and  exert  themselTes  in  the  most  orderly  manntt 
(kmble,  in  working  and  managing  the  said  engines,  boee,  hooks  and  lad- 
ders, and  other  apparatos ;  and  in  perfonoing  any  dn^  Ibat  they  may  be 
called  upon  to  do,  by  any  engineer ;  and  upon  pemtission  of  tbe  chief  or 
otber  engineer,  shall  in  an  oideriy  and  quiet  manner  letom  sud  en^nw, 
hose,  hook  and  ladder  caniages,  and .  other  appaiatas,  to  their  respectiva 
places  of  deposit.  Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  all  tbe  e 
■nob  direction  and  permisnon  may  be  given  by  their  respective  f 

Sun.  17.  Any  officer  or  other  member  may  be  removed  or  diminsd 
from  the  flie  department  by  a  vote  (tf  the  ohief  engineer  and  two-thirdt 
of  the  awstant  engineers,  and  said  vote  shall  be  final  unless  in  tbe  caai 
of  officers,  tbe  same  shall  be  reversed  by  tbe  board  of  aldermen  witbin 
fburteen  days  aftmr  it  shall  have  passed. 

Siof.  18.    In  all  oases  of  nmoval  frtm  o&o*  by  tbe  en^neen,  tbe 
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lume  of  tbe  puly  temoved,  with  a  Btatement  of  the  tobb 

shall  be  entered  on  their  records,  and  a  copy  of  the  eame  shall  bo  trans- 

iDitt«d  to  the  board  at  aldermen,  before  their  next  regular  meeting. 

Sun.  19.  No  officer,  who  may  hare  been  dismissed  or  removed  from 
die  fire  department,  shaU  be  reinstated  thereb,  mtlees  by  a  vote  of  the 
chief  engineeT  and  two-thirds  of  the  asnstant  engineers,  and,  in  eneh  ease, 
Bud  vote  shall  not  lake  efiect  nntil  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen ;  , 
and  it  Bhall  not  pass  the  board  of  aldennon  nnlese  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
baud  vote  therefi)r. 

Sect.  20.  Every  company  ehall  have  two  or  more  snction-boMmen, 
and  three  or  mwe  leading-hosemen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  foreman  of 
anoh  company,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  engineers,  ind 
they  sh&U  hold  their  pUoes  f(»  six  months,  nnless  eooncr  removed  by  the 
said  board.  For  the  pnipoao  of  disoha^  and  removal,  saotion  and 
leading  hosemen  shall  be  legaided  as  members  and  not  as  officers. 

Sect.  21.  Eveiy  oompany  shall  have  a  steward,  who  shall  be  nom- 
inated by  a  vote  of  the  eompany  to  the  board  of  engineers,  and  if  ap- 
proved by  them,  shall  hold  bis  office  until  removed,  dther  by  resignation 
or  by  the  board  of  engineers,  for  caoses  specified.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  keep  dean  ^e  honae,  Uio  engine,  hose,  or  other  apparatus  which  may 
belong  to  the  oompany,  to  dear  the  mow  in  winter  from  the  sidewalk 
connected  with  the  house,  and  generally  to  see  that  the  engine  and  appa- 
ratus are  ready  for  immediate  we. 

SzcT.  22.  The  engineers  and  members  of  the  several  compames 
regnlarly  appmnted  daiH  wear  snob  oaps,  badges,  or  insignia,  as  the 
board  of  aldnmen  shall  &om  time  to  time  direct,  to  be  famished  at  the 
expense  of  tiie  ci^,  and  no  other  person  or  persons  shall  be  penaitted  to 
wear  the  same,  except  under  sooh  reetrictions  and  regnlations  as  the 
board  of  aldennen  may  directs 

6iCT.  28.  No  niufbrm,  nnless  snob  cape,  badges,  and  insignia  as  are 
presraibed  from  time  to  time  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  allowed 
to  be  worn  npon  any  oocasioiu,  as  firemen,  by  either  officers  or  men 
helon^g  to  the  departmenL 

SiOT.  24.  No  company  shall  have  power  to  appoint  or  discharge  any 
officer  or  member. 

Sect.  25.  No  company  shall  leave  the  city,  in  case  of  fire  in  the 
neighboring  towns,  except  by  the  express  order  of  the  chi^f  engineer,  or 
one  of  the  assistant  engineers ;  and  no  oompany  shall  leave  the  city  <m  an 
excursion  for  more  than  twen^^bnr  hours,  unless  by  the  permismon  of 
the  board  of  aldermen.     And,  ansnally,  in  the  month  of  July,  August, 
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or  SeptambM-,  the  Beren!  ooropaaiefl  shall  asBembk  witb  ibcai  Kppantns 
for  iuspeotion  and  teriew,  by  the  ei^  oonnoO,  at  eaoh  time  and  place 
vithia  tbe  citf  of  Boeton,  as  the  board  of  en^eere  shall  ^poiiit. 

SioT.  26.  The  sereial  ocoiopanies  shall  be  pnmded  with  rooms,  nn- 
legs  now  snfGciently  aoeommodated,  for  meotiiigs  for  the  tmuaotioa  ot 
Booh  bnaneeB  as  ma;  properly  come  before  them  in  die  disidurge  of  their 
^  di^s  as  firemen. 

Seci.  27.  No  aMMua&iDS  or  organiied  eodetieB  or  olnbe  of  fironen, 
as  imoh,  aball  be  allowed,  exoept  by  the  express  peimisoon  of  &b  dty 
coimul. 

SioT.  28.  No  cxHDpany  shall  be  allowed  to  impoee  finu  npon  its 
memben ;  bat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  derk  of  eaoh  oompany  to  enter 
in  the  roll  book  provided  by  the  city,  all  absence  and  tardiness  of  each 
c&OBT  and  member  of  sud  oompany ;  and  t«  make  a  sumthly  retom  of 
the  same  to  the  board  of  en^eeie.  And  fbr  eTeiy  absence  or  taidinen, 
except  in  case  of  noknese,  there  shall  be  deducted  fixm  the  pay  <^  snch 
officer  or  member  the  snm  of  tweo^^Te  cents,  which  amount  so  dedoctq^ 
shall  be^taid  orer  at  the  Mkd  of  eacb  qiiarter  to  the  tressnror  of  the  com- 
pany to  which  BQoh  member  shall  bebng,  to  meet  the  incidental  expenses 
of  the  ctnupany.  And  if  any  officer  or  member  shall  have  been  abeent 
or  tardy  at  more  than  on»4hird  at  the  fires,  or  alarms  of  fires,  if  more 
than  five,  except  in  case  (tf  sickness,  during  the  month,  moh  absence  oi 
tardiness  shall  be  considered  good  oanse  for  his  discharge  from  tiie 
department. 

Sxoi.  29.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  who  shall 
vilfally  negleot  or  te&iso  to  perform  his  doty,  or  shall  be  gnilty  of  dis- 
orderly ocmdnet  or  disobedience  to  his  snperiors  in  office,  shall  for  snoh 
oSbnoe  be  dismissed  &om  the  department,  and  any  officer  or  member  who 
shall  offend  against  any  ordinance  of  the  d^  relating  to  llie  fiie  depart- 
meat,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  liability  of  dismission,  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  doUaze,  fiir  eaoh  ofienoe. 

SiOT.  30.  Every  member  and  every  officer  of  the  fire  department 
shall  fflgn  the  following  statement,  to  be  deponted  with  the  board  of 
en^eeiB.  "  I,  A.  B.,  hanng  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Boeton 
Fire  Department,  hereby  signify  my  agreement  to  abide  by  all  the  ordi* 
nanoes  of  the  dty  connoil,  and  the  rotes  and  regolationB  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  and  the  board  of  engineers  relating  thereto."  And  any 
officer  or  member  who  shall  negleot  or  refnse  to  mgs  the  same,  shall  not 
be  entilled  to  any  compensation  whatsoever. 
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SxOT.  81.  It  shall  be  the  Satf  of  the  oUef  engineer,  or  other  engt- 
oeen,  to  nport  to  the  board  of  aldermen  the  neme  of  eveij  perBOu,  not  a 
member  of  either  of  said  oompaniefs  who  shall,  contrary  to  lav,  lefnw  or 
neglect  to  obey  any  orders  of  aoy  engineer,  given  at  any  fire. 

Slot.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  snob  of  the  constables  or  police 
officers  of  the  city  as  may  be  selected  by  the  eng^eers  tot  that  service, 
to  repur  with  their  staves,  or  snch  other  badges  of  office  as  the  board  of 
aldermen  shflll  direct,  on  the  aUrm  of  fire,  immediately  to  the  place 
where  the  fire  msj  be,  and  there  to  nse  their  best  skill  and  power,  under 
the  diraotion  of  die  engineers,  for  the  preaervatioQ  of  (he  public  peace, 
and  the  jsevention  of  tiieA  and  destmotion  of  proper^,  and  the  removal 
ot  all  Bospeoted  persons ;  lot  which  eerrice  the  constables  or  police  ofi- 
eers  shall  receive  each  compensation  as  shall  be  in  each  case  erdeied  by 
the  board  of  aldermen. 

BxoT.  83.  Inunediately  on  the  alarm  of  fire,  during  the  night,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recfieotive  policemen  to  give  notice  thereof  within 
their  respective  distriots,  by  sprioging  their ratdee,  oiying  "fire,"  or 
ring^  a  bell,  and  mentioning  the  street  or  direction  where  it  may  be ; 
and  if  any  policonan  diall  neglect  bo  to  do,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  two 
dollars,  and  if  it  shall  happen  that  a  chimney  only  shall  be  on  fire,  either 
1^  day  or  ni^t,  the  bell  shall  not  be  rung,  but  only  when  a  building  is 
proclaimed  to  be  on  fire. 

SiCT.  34.  Whenever  it  shall  be  adjudged  at  any  fire,  by  any  three  or 
mora  of  the  en^eers,'  of  whom  the  chief  engineer,  if  present,  shall  be 
one,  to  be  neoeasaiy,  in  brder  to  prevent  the  further  qveading  of  the  fire, 
to  pull  down  or  otherwise  demolish  ai^  building,  the  same  may  be  done 
by  t^eir  joint  order. 

SaoT.  35.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  and  other  engineeiB  to 
mqnire  for  and  ezamiue  into  all  shops  and  other  places  where  shavings  or 
other  each  oombnstible  matenals  may  be  collected  and  depoeited,  and  at 
all  times  to  be  vi^lant  in  taUng  oare  (^  the  removal  of  the  same,  when- 
ever, in  the  opinion  of  any  two  of  thmn,  the  sune  may  be  dangerous  to 
the  seean^  of  the  tatj  from  fires,  and  to  direct  die  tenant  or  oocnpant  <^ 
said  shops  or  other  plaees  to  remove  the  same ;  and,  in  case  of  such  ten- 
ant's or  occupant's  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  at  the  expense  of  sncb  tenant  or  oconpeut,  who  shall,  in  addition, 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fif^  dollars  for  such  geglect  or  refo- 
aal ;  and  any  person  who  shall  obstmet  the  eogineers  oi  any  of  them  in 
carrying  out  the  provinons  of  this  section,  shall  alao  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
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not  ezoeeding  fifty  dolluB.  It  shall  tiao  be  the  dut^  of  sud  engineen  to 
take  oogDifUoe  of ,  and  to  came  proseoation  to  be  instituted  inBUcaseBct 
infrMtion  of  the  laws  relative  to  the  ereotioD  of  vooden  buldings,  or  ot 
say  other  laws  oi  OTdinanoes  for  the  pierention  of  fire  within  the  linuta 
of  the  dty. 

SxcT.  86.  The  power  of  making  and  establiihing  roles  and  lagola- 
taona  for  the  tiaBaportation  and  keeping  of  gunpowder  within  Ae  raty  at 
Boston,  and  of  granting  licenses  fi]r  the  keeping  and  sale  thereof  in  the 
mty,  according  to  the  proviaions  of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  farther  lega- 
lating  the  atorage,  safe  keeping,  and  transportation  of  gnnpowder  in  the 
city  of  Boston,"  and  of  any  other  act  or  acts  on  the  same  sabjeot,  aball 
be  exercised  and  perfomied  by  the  chief  and  other  engineers,  and  the 
power  and  duty  of  seisng  any  gunpowder  kept  or  being  within  the  laty 
or  harbor  thereof,  contrary  to  the  provifflons  of  the  said  act  or  acta,  shall 
be  ezeroeed  and  performed  by  the  stud  eugmeen  or  any  of  them ;  and 
in  any  case  of  any  s^zore  being  made  by  any  engineer  other  than  the 
<duef,  he  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  chief  eogineer,  who  shall  caiue 
said  gunpowder  to  be  libelled  and  prosecuted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
the  Bud  acts ;  and  oU  the  other  powers  and  dalaes  granted  and  enjoined 
in  and  by  the  said  act  or  acts,  shall  be  performed  by  the  aaid  chief  or 
one  of  the  other  engineers. 

Seoi.  37.  All  moneys  received  for  fines,  forfoitnres  and  pensUee 
aiimng  nnder  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  legn- 
latiag  the  storage  and  transportation  o£  gunpowder,  the  erection  of  boild- 
ingB  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  preventitHi  and  extingniahment 
of  fire,  unless  by  such  laws  otherwise  speoially  provided,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  city,  to  be  applied  in  such  way  as  is  provided  in 
the  acts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  S8.  Every  person  who  shall  have  served  aoocHding  to  law  in 
the  fire  department  for  seven  sucoeanve  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  racmve 
a  certificate  thereof,  ugned  by  the  Hayor  of  said  <a.ty ;  and  all  perBOOs 
who  shall  receive  sud  certificate  as  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  tbe 
badge  of  the  department,  and  to  do  duty  therein,  when  deored  bo  to  do 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  under  such  organization  and  management  as 
they  may  determine. 

Skoi.  8d.  There  shall  be  pud  annually  to  each  member  of  die  de- 
partment Boch^nm  as  the  aty  council  may,  &om  time  to  time,  deter- 
mine ;  and  in  case  of  tbe  temporary  absence  of  any  member  from  the 
oity,  or  inabtli^  to  perform  his  dutMB,  in  conaeqoenoe  of  sicknMs,  he 
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■ball  proTide  a  mlistitDte,  wltose  name  be  HhaQ  Ntarn  to  d»  fbi^naD  of 
the  ooDipaDy  for  a^^Tsl,  fiiiliDg  in  whioli  Iw  hIibII  be  snbjeot  to  all  do- 
doctions  nluoh  may  aoorae  for  hie  abeenoe. 

Sbot.  40.  Tbe  membeTs  of  the  Beveral  companies  ehall  not  aasemble 
in  the  bouses  entnisted  to  their  care,  sxoept  at  herein  pmeribed,  and 
for  taking  the  engine  or  other  appanitns  on  an  alann  of  fire,  and  of  re- 
taining the  same  to  tbe  honse,  and  taking  tbe  necessaiy  care  of  said  appfr- 
Tatns  after  lie  return. 

SxOT.  41.  In  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed a  joint  committee  of  the  city  oonnoil,  to  be  oalled  the  Committee 
on  Fire  Alarms,  to  conaiHt  of  two  aldermen  and  three  members  of  tbe 
oommon  oonncil. 

SaOT.  42.  The  smd  committee  aball  have  the  care  and  management 
of  tbe  rooms,  apparatus,  and  machinery  oonoeoted  with  the  system  of 
telegraphic  Sre  alarms,  and  shall  also  bare  the  power  to  appoint,  npon 
the  nomination  of  the  saperintendent  of  fire  alums,  saitable  persons  to 
assist  in  tbe  management  of  said  system  of  fire  alarms,  and  to  establish 
the  compensation  of  the  same,  unless  the  same  shall  be  specially  provided 
by  tbe  dty  council ;  and  tbe  smd  committee  aball  have  power  to  deter- 
mme  tbe  persons  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  keys  of  the  signal  \xaep  con- 
nected with  said  system  of  fire  alarms,  and,  generally,  shall  bare  charge 
of  eud  appaiatas,  and  control  over  the  management  of  the  same,  subject 
to  ai^  special  order  of  the  city  connril. 

Skot.  48.  There  shall  be  annually  aj^mted  by  tbe  city  connoQ,  in 
tbe  month  of  April  or  May,  a  snitablo  person  to  be  superintendent  of  fire 
danns,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  system  of  telagraphlo  fire  alarms, 
under  tbe  direction  of  the  committee  on  fire  alarms,  and  see  that  the  same 
is  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  working  condition,  and  he  considered  res- 
ponsible for  the  same.  The  said  superintendent  shall  hold  bis  ofGuje  until 
a  suooessor  is  elected,  shall  be  at  all  times  removable  by  tbe  dty  oonnoil, 
and  shall  reoeive  sndb  compensation  as  tbe  eiij  council  shall  determine. 

9iCT.  44.  Alarms  of  fire  shall  be  given  by  means  of  the  system  of 
tolegrapbio  fire  alarms,  in  accordance  with  the  roles  and  directions  estab- 
lished by  the  joint  special  committee  on  fire  alarms,  in  the  year  18&3,  and 
amended  May  12, 1855,  which  are  hereby  declared  te  be  the  rules  for 
giving  alums  of  fir«  within  tbe  city  of  Boston. 
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SiOT.  45.  The  jcnnt  oommittee  on  fire  tianoB  flhsQ  hxn  pomor  fen 
time  to  time  to  alter  or  change  said  mlea  and  directions,  and  the  ame 
eballbe  binding  upon  all  persons  aflersdd  rules  and  direo&ns,  as  altered, 
shall  have  Iweu  placed  on  file  in  the  offioe  o!  the  engineers  of  the  fin 
department  and  with  the  dty  clerk.  And  the  same  shall  then  be  pnl^ 
lished  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinances  of  the  city  are  published ;  hot 
the  city  conn^  shall  at  all  times  hare  pavra  to  alter,  amend,  or  annol 
the  same. 

Sbot.  46.  Immediately  npon  an  alarm  or  discovery  of  fire,  it  diall 
be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  tlie  police  depaTtment  to  communicate  thi 
fact  te  the  oentitd  station  by  means  of  the  mgnal  boxes  in  the  disbiot  in 
which  the  fire  may  be,  in  aocordanoe  irith  said  rules  and  direotionb  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  policemen  in  the  night  time,  upon  an  alarm  cf 
fiio  being  given  or  sounded  upon  the  bells  connected  wil^  the  fire  alarm 
apparatus,  to  g^ve '  fiirther  notice  thereof  within  their  respective  districts 
by  springing  their  rattles,  oiying  "  fin,"  and  mmtioning  the  number  of 
the  district  in  which  the  fire  exists.  And  if  any  polweman  shall  n^leet 
ao  to  do,  he  shall  fbrfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  two  dtdlais  tor  every  (Abnoe. 

SxGi.  47.  No  person  shall  open  any  of  the  ngnal  boxes  oonneeted 
with  the  telegraphio  fire  alarma  tot  the  pnrpose  of  giving  a  &lse  alarm,  ot 
iuterfue  in  any  way  irith  sud  boxes,  by  breaking  catling,  injuring,  or 
de&dng  the  same,  or  turn  the  cranks  therein,  ezeept  in  case  of  fire,  iv 
tamper  oi  meddle  with  said  boxes  or  any  part  theieof. 

SicT.  48.  Any  person  who  shall  be  gnilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the 
provifflons  of  this  ordiiiance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  thin 
two  dollars  nor  moie  than  fifty  dtdlars  for  each  oSenoe.

ATTACHSD  TO  THE  BOSTON  FIRE  DEPABTMENT, 


Asr.  1.  AD  the  eompaniea  at  the  departmeiit  shall  be  farnishect  witli 
ft  copy  of  the  fire  OTdinanoe,  and  the  roles  and  regulalioiw,  which  ^udl 
be  fiamed  tnd  placed  in  Uieii  nspeotive  Iioasee ;  and  it  shall  be  the  dntj 
«r  the  officeis  and  members  of  the  department  to  conform  to  all  the 
leqnisitionB  and  perform  all  the  daties  therein  required. 

Axi.  2.  The  hose,  hydrant,  and  hoctk  and  ladder  companies  are  not 
sQoired  to  leare  the  city  tindei  any  oonsideTation  whatOTer,  nnlees  per- 
nutted  hj  the  board. 

Aat.  8.  If  any  engine  or  fire  apparatos  be  so  damaged  that  immedi- 
ate repurs  are  neoesaary,  it  may  be  taken  forthwith  to  a  suitable  person 
to  be  repured ;  but  no  repairs  shall  he  made  until  information  of  sncli 
damage  and  place  is  given  to  tbe  chief  engineer,  that  he  may  order  or 
saperintend  soch  repairs.  Provided  that,  in  ease  such  information  can* 
not  be  readily  given  to  the  chief  engineer,  it  may  be  given  to  the  asms^ 
ant  engineer  living  in  tbe  ward  in  which  the  engine  or  apparatus  is  lo- 
cated, nho  will  report  to  the  chief  engineer  as  soon  as  may  be.  AH  Inlls 
for  mA  done,  of  any  kind,  are  to  be  presented  for  approbation  immedi- 
ately after  the  work  is  completed  and  delivered. 

Aks.  4.  The  ntmoet  order,  nlenoe  and  deoomm  will  be  preserved  in 
gmg  to,  working  i^  and  letoming  from  a  fire,  and  the  nse  of  rattles, 
liMni,  and  i^  tmnoonssary  wAm,  and  the  BnnAing  of  pipea  and  cigua 
11 
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are  strioUy  prohilnted ;  od  no  ocoaioQ  will  the  ei>gii>«  and  other  app^ 
nttus  be  conveyed  on  the  sidewalk  without  the  special  pennission  of  an 
eng^eer,  nor  will  any  company  be  permitted  to  ran  their  engines  or  oiiia 
carriage  in  returning  from  a  fire  or  alarm,  or  by  each  other. 

Aet.  5.  The  foreman  or  commanding  officer  of  each  company  will 
remain  by  his  company  or  apparatus,  of  which  he  has  charge,  to  pre- 
serve order  and  direct  their  operfttiona,  and  all  members  of  the  aeveial 
oompaniea,  except  when  otherwise  engaged  on  special  duty,  will  remain 
at  or  about  the  apparatus  to  which  thej  are  attached. 

Aai.  6.  Members  of  each  company  are  to  have  the  control  of  tbe 
apparatus  committed  to  their  care,  which  is  not  te  he  handled,  nsed,  or 
in  any  way  meddled  with  by  the  members  of  other  oompanias,  onlesa  by 
permissian  of  the  officers  of  the  oompany  having  charge  of  sud  appaia* 
tus,  or  special  order  of  an  engineer. 

Abt.  7.  It  is  required  of  the  members  of  tbe  department  to  avmd 
setting  open  the  doors  or  windows  of  a  building  where  fire  may  be,  until 
a  supply  of  wat«r  can  be  procured ;  and  wben  water  is  obtained,  to  ^ply 
it  jndicioufily  and  directly  to  the  part  on  fire,  and  carefully  aroid  dam- 
aging fomitnre  or  goods  hy  water. 

Abt.  8.  On  arriyal  at  a  fire,  the  first  engine  or  hydrant  oompany 
will  immediately  proceed  to  the  nearest  reserroii  or  hydrant  from  which 
a  supply  of  water  oan  be  obtained. 

All  endues  in  the  line,  except  the  one  playing  on  the  fire,  will  hare 
the  whole  of  their  hoae  extended,  which  shall  always  connst  of  note* 
than  two  hundred  and  fii^  feet;  and  base  from  the  hydrant  companies, 
which  shall  not  consist  of  I^  than  five  hundred  feet  on  each  carriage, 
will  not  be  called  for  until  their  own  is  all  in  use. 

Engine  companies  wilt  not  call  on  each  otiier  for  hose,  bat  upon  any 
engineer,  who  will  order  the  necessary  quantity  from  a  hydrant  or  engine 
company. 

Art.  9.  The  hook  and  ladder  companies  will  take  possesnon  when 
practicable  within  lines,  and  as  near  the  fire  as,  under  all  oircumBtanoes, 
may  be  Iband  convenient. 

Tbe  commanding  officer  of  these  oompanieB  will,  immediately  on  tbeic 
arrival,  report  themselves  to  aoy  engineer. 

Abt.  10.  No  company  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  water  from  the  res- 
ervoirs, or  to  uso  the  hydrants,  except  in  case  of  fire. 

Abt.  11.    To  prevent  serious  trouble  and  iaconvenienoe  to  the  da- 
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putment  by  waHcing  their  engines  and  sppkratos  tbreut  of  eaoh  otbw, 
in  retaining  from  fires  and  okmiB,  it  is  ordered,  that  tbe  members  of 
the  deportment  have  the  apparatna  nnder  their  eha^  conveyed  in  & 
direct  line  on  the  right  of  the  street,  while  returning  from  a  fire  or 
alarm. 

Akt.  12.  Fixie — All  members  c£  the  several  companies  neglecting 
to  attend  to  a  fire  or  an  alarm,  shall  be  aabject  to  a  fine  of  twenty4ve 
cents,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  retnm  of  the  same  to  the  engineers' 
office  on  the  first  day  of  every  month.

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R  EPORT 

OP  THE    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    THE 
FOREGOING  PETITION. 


The  Joint  Special  Committee,  to  ■whom  vas  referred  the 
petition  of  Joseph  H.  Adams,  Lyon  Yose,  and  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  others,  citizens  of  Boston,  asking  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  "  to  free  the  ferries  between  Boston  and  East  Bos- 
ton, or  render  snch  aid  to  the  ferries  as  will  canae  a  deduc- 
tion in  &.e  present  rates  of  toll,"  having  heard  the  petitioners 
at  several  meetings  and  having  maturely  considered  the  sub- 
ject in  its  various  aspects,  submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen,  aa  a  distinct  branch  of  the  City 
Qovermnent,  have  no  legal  power  to  make  tree  ferries,  or  to 
reduce  the  legal  rates  of  existii^  toll  on  the  chartered  ferries 
connecting  the  second  ward  with  the  city  proper,  if  such  re- 
duction shall  diminish  the  earnings  of  said  ferries  so  much  as 
to  prevent  a  yearly  dividend  therenpoD  of  eight  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  of  capital  "  actually  invested  ;"*  hence  the  con- 
sideration of  the  petition  waa  submitted  to  a  Joint  Committee 
of  the  City  Council,  it  having  been  admitted  that  neither  of 
the  ferry  companies  are,  at  present,  earning  more  than  eight 
per  cent,  per  aanum  beyond  their  le^tim&te  expenses,  from 
their  legally  established  tolls.  . 

It  is  a  aignificant  fact,  in  this  case,  that  neither  of  the  cor- 
porations ask  for  aid  from  the  city,  so  far  as  any  vote  or  other 

*  CiMitaT  Eut  Benton  Ferrj  Compuj,  snd  FwplB'i  Faiiy  Comp«iu7,  \ila  taoh 
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docatnent  presented  to  the  Committee  shows ;  bnt  the  petition- 
ers come  from  the  citizens  of  all  or  neorly^  all  the  varda  in 
the  city,  embracing  a  very  lai^  portion  of  the  business  and 
commercial  men  of  Boston.  The  large  number  as  well  as  the 
respectability  of  the  petitioners,  has  influenced  the  Committee 
in  giving  them  a  patient  hearing  and  makii^  a  foil  and  &ithfnl 
Report. 

In  order  to  present  to  the  City  Council  all  the  views  of  the 
petitioners,  upon  i^hich  they  rest  their  claim  upon  the  city  for 
their  interposition,  it  maybe  well  to  glance  at  the'history  of 
ferry  communications  with  Noddle's  Island,  now  Ward  Two. 

This  Island  was  purchased  in  1833,  by  an  association  of  gen- 
tlemen, who  afterwards  were  incorporated  as  the  East  Boston 
Company.  The  object  of  this  Company  waB  to  lay  out  the 
island  into  wharf  and  building  lots  &r  sale,  with  suitable 
streets.  This  Company  (composed  of  shrewd,  sagacioos  men) 
saw  at  once  the  necessity  of  some  convenient  and  speedy 
mode  of  communication  with  the  city,  in  order  to  make  their 
lands  available  as  well  as  valuable.  These  gentlemen  were 
not  long  in  determining  to  establish  a  ferry  between  the  city 
and  Noddle's  Island,  then  (1833)  containing  very  few  inhab- 
itants or  dwelling  houses. 

In  1835  the  East  Boston  Company  advanced  some  $85,000 
in  cash,  and  made  a  grant  of  land  containing  562,000  square 
feet,  for  building  boats,  slips,  drops,  and  for  ferry  landings, 
and  for  support  of  the  ferry.  This  property  was  transferred 
to  an  association  of  persons  for  the  sum  of  166,000,  who  ob- 
tained from  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  a  license  to  run  a  ferry 
under  the  then  provisions  of  law,  now  the  twenty-sixth  chapter 
oC  the  Revised  Statutes.  Under  this  authority  their  boats 
were  run  till  1852.  From  1835  to  1842  it  appears  from  die 
statements  of  the  Company  that  the  East  Boston  Company  ad- 
vanced large  sums  of  money  to  sustain  the  ferry,  but  it  never- 
theless proved  an  insolvent  concern. 

At  the  latter  period,  1 842,  the  Eastern  Railroad  Co.  having 
located  their  road  at  East  Boston,  (Noddle's  Island  having 
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then  assumed  that  eignificant  name)  and  being  obliged  by  their 
charter  to  convey  their  passengers  to  Boston  by  ferry,  the  two 
companiee,  the  Eastern  Rail  Road  and  East  Boston  Company, 
became  sole  proprietors  of  the  old  ferry,  and  rmi  the  same  on 
their  acconnt  till  1852.  At  this  period  East  Boston  had 
groirn  in  population  to  aboat  thirteen  thousand,  and  her  busi- 
ness, in  ship  building,  machinery  and  mechanic  arts,  had  im- 
mensely increased  in  proportion  to  any  other  portions  of  the 
city  or  its  vicinity.  To  all  those  accumulated  resources  so 
necessary  to  the  support  of  a  ferry,  ia  to  be  added  the  transit 
of  freight  to  and  from  the  Eastern  Rail  Road,  to^^ether  with 
an  increasing  intercourse  between  the  second  ward  and  the 
city  proper.  At  this  period  the  ferry  was  more  than  silpport- 
ing  itself;  and,  so  far  as  the  Committee  are  advised,  there  was 
no  excuse  for  neglecting  to  furnish  the  necessary  boats  and 
other  means  for  the  conveyance  of  all  the  passengers  and 
freight  required,  to  and  from  the  city  proper,  without  nnnneces- 
sary  delay,  if  the  conductors  of  the  ferry  had  the  means  of 
doing  so.  Yet  at  certain  hoars  of  the  day  there  was  great 
delay  of  teams  and  men  waiting  their  turns  for  the  retorn 
boats,  subjecting  them  to  a  loss  of  time  which  they  could  not 
well  afford  to  bear  with  their  limited  income.  It  was  gen- 
erally conceded  that  the  ferry  accommodations  were  not  such 
as  the  public  had  a  right  to  require,  nor  such  as  the  income 
of  the  ferry  could  afford. 

In  connection  with  the  assumed  bcU,  that  the  ferry  was 
owned  and  conduQted  by  two  strong  corporations,  primarily 
as  a  necessary  appendage  to  each,  in  order  to  enhance  the 
value  of  their  corporate  property  and  to  increase  their  divi- 
dends— that  whether  the  ferry  made  or  lost  money  of  itself  iu 
running,  the  value  of  the  lai^r  interests  of  these  two  corpora- 
tions depended  upon  the  existence  of  tlieir  ferry,  to  a  very 
great  extent,  another  fact  was  not  lost  sight  of  by  those  then 
living  in  the  second  ward,  which  caused  many  to  feel  ajealousy 
of  their  own  rights  and  privileges,  and  to  cultivate  suspicions 
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of  wrong  des^ns  on  the  port  of  these  corporations,  feelings 
which  only  needed  a  little  fanning  and  encouragement  from 
the  more  active  operators,  to  culminate  in  hostility  to  the 
managers  of  the  ferry — that  in  all  the  deeds  of  conveyance 
from  the  East  Boston  Company,  of  tlieir  front  or  water  lots, 
was  inserted  the  clause  "thai  no  ferry  should  ever  be  eatahluhed 
or  run  from  the  premises." 

Such  is  an  outline  of  the  history  of  the  old  Noddle's  Island 
Perry,  from  1833  to  1852.  And  such  was  the  state  of  things 
in  1852,  and  such  the  circumstances  under  which  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  second  ward  determined  to  ap- 
peal  to  the  legislature  for  authority  to  establish  a  ferry  to  the* 
city  proper.  Their  application  was  entertained,  and  a  charter 
obtained  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  East  Boston 
Perry  Company,"  approved  May  18,  1852.  This  act  contain- 
ed a  provision,  in  the  eighdi  section,  that  "  said  Company  shall 
not  have  power  to  take  any  property  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
present  ferry  now  held  and  used  by  them  for  maintaining  a 
ferry  &om  Boston  to  East  Boston,  without  the  consent  of  said 
proprietors."  Of  the  six  names  mentioned  as  corporators  in 
the  said  act,  three  were  taken  from  the  opposition  to  a  new 
ferry — one  being  tsonnected  with  the  East  Boston  Company,  one 
with  the  Eastern  Rail  Road  Company,  and  one  with  the  Grand 
Junction  Rail  Road  and  Wharf  Company.  These  three  per* 
SODS  therefore  had  the  power  to  stay  all  proceedings  towards 
an  organization  of  a  new  company ;  and  the  other  three  had 
likewise  the  power  to  prevent  the  charter  from  falling  into 
the  hands  of  the  proprietors  of  the  old  ferry,  then  owned  by 
the  Railroad  and  East  Boston  Companies  j  yet  the  sequel 
ehows  that  the  Company  was  organized  by  consent  of  a  majori- 
ty of  the  corporators,  the  old  ferry  property  was  taken  under 
the  charter,  and  that  Perry  has  to  this  time  been  known  as  the 
East  Boston  Ferry,  running  their  boats  and  transacting  their 
business  under  the  charter  before  named. 

The  cautious  manner  in  which  the  property  of  the  old  ferry 
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was  guarded  in  the  eighth  seetion,  gainst  its  being  taken  for 
pnblic  naes  against  their  consent,  together  ■with  the  insertion 
in  the  first  section  of  an  eqnal  number  of  petitioners  and  op- 
ponents as  corporators,  vonld  seem  to  warrant  the  belief 
that  a  portion  of  the  petitioners,  at  least,  were  seeking  not  so 
much  a  new  ferrj^,  or  a  measure  that  might  be  used  as  a  strong 
persuasive  to  the  old  ferry  to  furnish  ample  and  convenient 
ferry  accommodations,  as  to  clothe  the  old  Ferry  'with  charter- 
ed rights  and  privileges,  and  thus  strengthen  them  in  the 
exercise  of  their  ferry  moaopoly,  which  they  claimed  by  virtue 
of  the  restrictions  in  the  deeds  of  water  lots  from  the  East 
Boston  Company. 

It  was  not  disguised  on  the  part  of  a  portion  of  the  peti- 
tioners that  their  object  in  asking  a  charter  was,  to  compel  the 
old  feny  proprietors  to  furnish  additional  and  ample  ferry 
accommodations,  instead  of  building  a  new  ferry. 

All  these  things  had  a  tendency  to  increase  the  difficulty 
and  to  prevent  any  amicable  arrai^ments  between  the  people 
and  the  old,  now  East  Boston  Ferry. 

In  1853  the  first  petitioners,  in  large  ntuubers,  sent  a  me- 
morial to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  asking  them  to  "  compel 
the  Directors  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry  Company  to  provide 
additional  accommodations  for  the  bene&t  of  the  public," 
onder  the  authority  granted  to  said  Board  by  the  second  sec- 
tioQ  of  the  charter  of  said  Company,  which  provision  is  in 
tiiese  words :  "  Said  Company  shall  he  bound  to  furnish  all 
such  accommodations  for  the  transportation  of  persons,  horses, 
cattle,  carriages,  wagons,  goods  and  merchandize,  as  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  time  being  shall 
f^om  time  to  time  consider  that  the  public  convenience  re-

This  memorial,  after  a  hearing  of  the  parties,  Feb.  2, 1853, 
was  sabmitted  to  the  City  Solicitor,  together  with  the  following 
legal  question :  "  Whether  the  present  charter  of  the  East 
Boston  Ferry  Company  gives  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  the 
power  to  compel  the  said  Company  to  fmrnish  farther  accom- 
modations to  the  pnbUc,  by  proriding  a  new  ferry."  This  qnes- 
tioQ  was  not  embraced  in  Ihe  prayer  of  Uie  petitioners,  nor 
do  the  city  records  furnish  evidence  of  any  farther  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  nor  of  any  opinion  on 
the  question  proponnded.  The  petitioners  finally  withdrew 
this  memorial,  asked  and  obtained  a  new  charter  &om  the 
G-eneral  Conrt,  being  "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  People's 
Ferry  Company,"  approved  May  25,  1853.  Since  1853  the 
two  Perry  Companies  have  been  rasning  their  boats  ander 
their  respective  charters  to  the  present  time. 

It  now  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  examine  the 
present  condition  of  the  two  corporations,  in  order  to  deter- 
mine the  mode  of  relieving  the  petitioners  by  the  City,  should  the 
OityCoancil  determine  to  entertain  their  petition  in  a  &vora- 
ble  light.  The  following  abstracts  from  the  annual  returns  of 
each  Company,  on  tiie  first  day  of  January,  each  year,  will  en- 
able the  government  to  form  an  opinion  with  considerable  ac- 
curacy, of  the  income,  expenses,  profits,  losses  -and  'ralae  of 
the  franchise  of  each  corporation.

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  vacations  of  the  boats  and 
land  in  the  two  preceding  tables  are  the  estimates  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  ascertain  a  proximate  value  of  the  corporate  prop- 
erty, in  case  the  City  should  entertain  the  proposition  of  a 
traaafer,  as  provided  in  the  respective  chartera.  In  addition 
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to  the  property  held  by  the  East  Boston  Ferry  Company  in 
fee,  that  corporation  holds  4,700  feet  of  upland  or  solid  fill- 
ing, and  31,090  feet  of  dock  or  land  nnder  Trater  so  long  as 
the  same  shall  be  used  for  ferry  purposes.  But  on  the  Boston 
side  of  the  harbor,  the  Company  hire  all  the  land  they  occupy 
at  a  yearly  rent  of  $10,000  00. 

The  preceding  statements  will  enable  the  City  Council  to 
form  an  opinion  approximating  to  accuracy,  of  the  present  con- 
dition, of  these  corporations,  and  of  their  effect,  as  now  con- 
ducted, upon  the  business  of  the  citizens  of  the  second  ward, 
as  well  as  their  ability  to  afford  sufficient  ferry  accommoda- 
tions for  the  people. 

Yonr  Committee  will  now  proceed  to  consider  the  various 
modes  of  relief  to  the  petitioners,  which  hare  been  suggested 
to  them  during  the  examination.  At  an  early  period  of  these 
inquiries,  the  Committee  propounded  a  series  of  questions  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  bearing  upon  the  case,  which,  with  the 
answers  of  that  officer,  are  appended  to  this  Report,  marked 
A  and  B,  which  will  be  presently  considered. 

It  would  seem  at  first  view  that  the  complete  answer  of  the 
City  to  the  petitioners  would  be  a  simple  assertioa  of  the  fiict 
that  these  ferries  are  private  corporations — creatures  of  the 
legislature,  brought  into  existence  for  private  ends ;  a^d  if 
they  prove  a  bad  speculation  to  the  owners,  it  is  no  fault  of  the 
City ;  and  the  remedy  for  all  the  evils  resulting  to  the  citizens 
must  be  sought  elsewhere.  But  a  more  careful  consideration 
will  show  that  this  is  too  limited  a  view  of  the  subject — one 
that  cannot  bear  the  test  of  municipal  duty,  precedent  or  pub- 
lic polity. 

It  is  the  duty  of  towns  to  provide  and  maintain  highways 
and  by-wajs  for  the  convenience  of  their  citizens.  It  is  the 
duty  of  county  commissioners  to  lay  out  and  cause  to  be  open- 
ed such  highways  as  the  public  necessity  and  convenience  re- 
quire.   These  duties  are  obligatory  upon  the  city  equally  as 
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upon  toffDH.  If  both  femes  to  the  second  ward  were  to  fail 
in  their  enterprise,  and  vithdraw  their  boats,  (a  oontingency 
■which  may  ariae,)  all  commnnicatiOD  by  land  with  the  City 
Hall  would  be  cnt  off  to  sixteen  thousand  citizens,  except 
by  retreating  through  two  other  cities  and  one  other  county. 
Under  Buch  a  state  of  things,  wonld  not  such  a  case  of  neces- 
sity and  convenience  arise  as  to  demand  the  action  of  the 
City  in  providing  some  adequate  means  of  commanication  ? 
Should  this  be  considered  an  incorrect  view  of  the  case,  how 
can  the  City  equalize  taxes  ?  It  surely  would  not  be  just  or 
equal  taxation  to  compel  the  property  of  the  second  ward  to 
contribute  to  the  making  of  a  new  street  from  State  street  to 
Roxbnry,  partly  over  tide  water,  or  to  build  a  bridge  or 
avenue  over  tide  water,  from  Summer  street  to  Loring's  ship 
yard  in  South  Boston,  while  all  communication  with  the  city 
at  the  public  cluu^e  is  denied  to  the  citizens  of  that  ward. 
It  would  be  as  absurd  as  to  deny  Cochituate  water  to  the 
citizens  of  East  Boston,  and  tax  their  property  to  enable  the 
City  to  carry  it  to  the  citizens  of  oUier  wards. 

The  petitioners  claim  the  aid  of  the  City,  with  some  plausi- 
bility, on  the  ground  of  precedents,  or  equal  justice  in  parallel  , 
cases.  The  second  and  twelfth  wards  are  each  isolated  from 
the  city  proper  by  navigable  water,  and  contain  about  an 
equal  nnmber  of  inhabitants  each.  South  Boston  has  three 
free  bridges  connecting  her  with  the  city  proper,  the  ori^nal 
cost  of  which  to  the  city  is  $63,500  00

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With  DO  intention  of  drawing  invidious  distinctions,  but  for 
the  sole  pnrpose  ot  placing  the  interests  represented  hj  the 
petitioners  in  their  true  position  before  the  Oity  Conncil,  the 
parallel  Till  be  extended,  and  that  ezteosioa  may  bear  a 
favorable  comparison  between  these  wards  and  the  citj  proper. 

Wards  two  and  twelve  are  comparatively  new  sectiooe  of 
the  city  —  snbnrban  wards.  The  rapid  increase  of  popnlation 
and  taxable  property  in  these  localities  require  a  much  greater 
pro  rata  public  expenditure  for  streets  and  other  public  im- 
provements than  the  older  parts  of  the  city.  This  must  nat- 
nrally  continue  for  some  tune  to  come.  Sach  of  these  wards 
contains  large  territories  of  unoccupied  high  land,  which  can 
scarcely  be  surpassed,  in  beauty  of  location  and  extensive 
views,  for  residences  in  the  surrounding  country.  The  City  can 
yet  afford  to  be  liberal  in  her  expenditures  in  these  localitiea, 
and  still  fall  far  short  of  her  appropriations,  based  upon  a 
comparative  increase  of  taxable  property,  in  another  beautiful 
section  of  the  city,  the  eleventh  ward. 

An  examination  of  the  following  tables  will  show  results 
worthy  the  attention  of  those  who  entertain  the  vague  idea 
that  East  and  South  Boston  are  unprofitable  appendages  to 
the  city;  sometimes  expressing  a  wish  that  tbey  might  be 
erected  into  separate  municipalities.  Taking  the  six  years  of 
the  greatest  expenditures,  from  1851  to  1856  inclusive,  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  while  the  taxable  valuation  of  ward  two  was, 
in  1851,  $4,632,600 

In  1856  it  was,  6,995,500 

That  the  average  yearly  expenditure  for  streets  for  same 
period  was  $36,580,  being  about  the  sum  expended  in  1851. 
The  same  holds  good  in  South  Boston ;  while  her  valuation 
has  nearly  doubled,  her  expenditures  for  streets,  of  every  kind, 
have  not  increased.

The  Committee  have  enlarged  somewhat  upon  this  view  of 

the  case,  because  some  of  the  petitioners  seem  to  attach  much 

importance  to  it,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  full  benefit  of  all 

the  ailment  that  can  be  deduced  from  the  facts  presented. 

Some  of  the  tables  may  be  useful  for  future  reference,  having 

been  taken  from  authentic  documents. 

It  now  remains  for  the  Committee  to  inquire  what  the  City 

can  do   for  the  petitioners.     But  before  entering  upon  that

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inquii-y,  it  may  be  well  to  state  what  they  cannot  do.  It  is 
clear  that  we  cannot  appropriate  money  from  the  treasury,  to 
pay  any  portion  of  the  expenses  of  these  corporations,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  the  city  officers  may  hare  occcasion  to  use  the 
ferries  and  pay  the  legal  tolls.*  Neither  can  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  having  the  power  of  connty  commissioners,  lay  out 
a  street  oTer  the  avenues  of  these  ferries,  nnleas  in  their 
judgment  the  public  convenience  requires  it ;  and  then  only  to 
the  water's  edge.  This  mode  of  relief  is  not  a  measure  that 
this  Committee  or  the  City  Council  have  any  jurisdiction  over. 
Bnt  it  may  not  be  improper  to  look  at  the  probable  effect  of 
such  a  procedure  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  By 
referring  again  to  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  it  appears 
evident  that  the  present  rate  of  tolls  exacted  by  these  corpo- 
rations is  illegal,  inasmuch  as  they  have  never  been  confirmed 
or  determined  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  If  this  be  a  cor- 
rect construction  of  the  charters,  then  the  patrons  of  these 
ferries,  and  the  petitioners,  have  it  in  their  own  power  to  re- 
lieve themselves  to  the  extent  of  these  illegal  tolls.  The 
increased  rates,  as  admitted  before  the  Committee,  avert^e 
forty  per  cent.  In  reply  to  this,  it  is  said  that  the  low  rates 
first  established  will  not  support  the  ferries ;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, if  we  retnm  to  them  we  shall  have  no  public  commu- 
nication with  the  city  without  aid  from  the  treasury. 

Whether  or  not  this  must  be  the  inevitable  result  from  s 
reduction  of  the  present  rates  of  toll,  under  the  present  mode 
oif  conducting  the  ferries  without  foreign  aid,  must  doubtless 
depend  upon  the  amount  of  money  which  the  stockholders  are 
willing  to  sacrifice  annually.  To  illustrate  this  problem,  the 
Committee  have  taken  the  returns  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry 
for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1857 — the  first  year's  business 
under  the  high  rates  of  toll.

Now  to  return  to  the  qnestion  of  laying  out  streets  orer 
the  avenaes,  it  appears  that  one  company  owns  66,312  feet  of 
land  above  the  water's  edge.  The  other  owns  4,900  feeL 
Should  the  Board  of  Aldermen  take  this  land  for  public 
streets,  they  would  doubtless  reqnire  these  corporations  to  do 
just  what  the  petitioners  ask  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  do, 
viz.,  reduce  their  rates  of  toll  to  the  old  standard  established 
by  them.  The  two  ferriee  wonld  ihen  be  running,  as  now 
conducted,  with  the  present  amount  of  business,  at  a  loss  of 
$27,502.21  per  annum.  Their  avenues  will  have  been  dedicated 
to  the  public,  beyond  a  possibility  of  redemption,  and  relief 
to  the  ferries  will  again  be  sought  firom  the  city  treasury,  or 
by  resort  to  h^h  tolls.  The  Committee  are  not  prepared  to 
believe  that,  upon  mature  coneideration,  they  would  desire  this 
mode  of  relief,  under  such  restrictions  as  are  indicated  in  the 
opinion  of  the  City's  l^al  adviser. 

The  City  is  fully  authorized  by  the  respective  charters  of 
these  corporations  to  purchase  their  property  and  franchise. 
But  your  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  such  a 
measure  until  other  expedients  shall  have  been  attempted 
without  success.     Upon  the  supposition  that  in  the  absence  of 
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all  means  of  intercommnnicatioD  between  the  city  proper 
and  East  Boston,  the  Cit^  Oonncil  would  be  obliged  to  aopply 
such  meana,  it  ia  believed  that  the  cheapest  and  most  economical 
measure  wotdd  be  the  erection  of  a  bridge  on  the  site  of  the 
People's  Ferry.  The  Committee  have  no  reliable  estimatea 
of  the  coat  of  snch  a  structure  with  suflScient  draws,  but  it 
is  believed  by  competent  jndgea  that  it  coold  be  erected  and 
completed  with  doable  draws  in  the  channel,  for  less  money 
than  the  cost  of  romilng  the  two  ferriea  three  years.  The 
consent  of  the  legialatnre  would  bo  required,  however,  before 
the  commencement  of  the  midertaking  by  the  City. 

It  appears  to  the  Committee  that  a  partial  relief  to  the 
petitionera  maybe  obtained  on  application  to  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  under  the  second  section  of  the  acta  of  incorpora- 
tion of  these  companies,  quoted  io  a  former  part  of  this  Report, 
which  provides  that  the  companies  shall  furnish  such  accommo- 
dations as  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  for  the  time  being  shall 
f^om  time  to  time  consider  that  the  public  convenience  re- 
qnires.  If  these  companies'  run  four  boats,  or  two  each,  when 
only  one  on  each  ferrry  is  required,  why  cannot  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  order  off  as  well  aa  order  on  two  boats  7 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  believe  that  the  true  mode  of 
relief  from  the  burden  complained  of  by  the  petitioners,  lies 
with  the  two  corporations,  beyond  the  control  of  the  City 
Council.  The  citizens  of  Eaat  Boston  are  willing  and  expect 
to  pay  a  &ir  and  just  equivalent  for  all  such  ferry  accommo- 
dations aa  may  be  necessary  to  keep  up  a  constant  communica- 
tion with  the  city  proper.  But  they  are  unwilling  io  be  taxed 
for  the  support  of  private  speculators,  or  private  and  special 
corporations.  That  the  proprietors  of  the  old  Company,  in  the 
establishment  of  a  ferry,  were  actuated  by  private  and  personal 
interests,  has  been  shown  in  a  previous  part  of  this  Report. 
That  the  early  and  active  movers  of  the  measures  which  re- 
sulted in  the  construction  of  a  new  ferry,  were  iufluenced  by 
the  same  motives  —  the  enhancement  of  their  real  property  in 
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the  direction  of  the  new  ferry,  there  can  be  no  donbt  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  were  familiar  with  the  proceedioga  of  1852 
and  1853  upon  this  subject.  There  is  a  distinction,  howeTer, 
between  the  two  corporations  which  ahould  be  understood ;  — 
not  that  it  affects  the  Justice  or  the  merits  of  the  case  between 
the  Oity  and  these  corporations,  but  it  may  be  a  guide  to  the 
City  Gonncil  in  determining  a  rule  to  be  observed  in  Bolving  a 
problem  of  so  much  intricacy. 

At  or  about  the  time  of  the  transfer  and  acceptance  of  the 
charter  of  the  Eaet  Boston  Ferry  Company,  or  about  the  time 
of  the  sale  of  the  Eaetem  Railroad's  interest  in  it,  the  East- 
ern Bwlroad  Company  declared  a  dividend  payable  in  the 
stock  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry  Company,  adopting  this  plan 
for  selling  their  stock.  Thia  proceeding  brought  into  the 
Ferry  Company  another  class  of  people,  mostly  foreigners,  or 
people  liring  out  of  the  city,and  substantially  placed  the  whole 
matter  of  intercommunication  between  East  Boston  and  the 
city  proper,  in  the  handa  of  parties  who  had  no  interest  in  the 
welfare  or  prosperity  of  East  Boston,  other  than  such  meas- 
ures as  should  secure  to  them  an  annual  dividend  of  eight  per 
cent,  on  their  stock.  On  the  contrary,  the  stock  subscribed 
and  now  held  in  the  People's  Ferry  Company  is  nearly  all 
owned  and  held  by  our  own  citizens  of  East  Boston  and  the 
northern  part  of  the  city. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  preceding  tabular  statis* 
tics,  that  the  annual  expenses  of  running  both  ferries  with  two 
boats  each,  is  about  $115,000.  If  one  ferry  runnii^  two 
boats  constantly  can  perform  all  the  service  required  to  ac- 
commodate the  citizens,  as  was  testified  to  before  the  Commit- 
.  tee,  why  ahould  the  people  of  East  Boston  be  taxed  for  the 
support  of  two  ferries,  each  running  two  boats  ?  or  why 
should  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  permit  these  cor- 
porations to  incur  the  additional  expense  of  four  boats  instead 
of  two?  The  legislature,  doubtless,  intended  by  the  pas- 
sago  of  the  aforesaid  acts  of  incorporation,  that  these  corpo- 
rations should  be  subject,  in  some  degree,  to  the  order  of  the 
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Mayor  and  Aldermen,  especially  in  respect  to  the  rates  of  toll 
to  be  exacted  of  passengers. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  for  the  reasons  before  mention- 
ed, have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  ihe 
petitioners  that  the  two  ferry  companies  should  be  consolidat- 
ed in  one  corporation,  that  the  corporate  property  of  each 
ahonld  be  appraised  at  its  fair  valne,  and  that  the  new  stock 
of  such  a  consolidation  sbotild  be  apportioned  to  the  present 
stockholders  of  each  corporation,  according  to  the  appraised 
value  of  the  property  of  each  corporation,  pro  rata  ;  that  the 
said  consolidated  corporation  shall  be  required  to  run  boats 
alternately  to  the  foot  of  Levis  Street  and  Border  Street, 
from  the  city  proper,  in  numbers  sufficient  to  do  and  perform 
all  Ihe  basinesa  required  of  a  ferry  to  East  Boston,  and  no 
more. 

By  this  means  about  one  half  the  annual  expenses  can  be 
saved,  the  public  amply  accommodated,  and  a  return  to  the 
original  legalized  rates  of  tolls  would  doubtless  satisfy  the 
people  till  such  time  as  the  increase  of  population  and  busi- 
ness shall  warrant  the  building  and  equipping  an  additional 
ferry,  or  measures  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  secure  ultimately 
a  free  ferry  communication,  or  a  bridge  between  the  island 
ward  and  the  city. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  statistics  before  given, 
that  the  receipts  of  the  two  ferries,  during  the  year  preceding 
the  first  day  of  July  last,  were  about  $123,00.00;  and  the 
running  expenses,  repairs,  interest,  taxes,  Ac,  are  about  $115,- 
000.00,  leaving  only  $8,000.00  to  meet  the  deterioration  in 
boats,  and  for  dividends.  If  the  two  ferries  were  consolidated 
in  one,  and  two  instead  of  four  boats  could  perform  all  the 
service  at  present  required,  as  it  is  believed  by  the  Committee 
could  be  done,  the  result  would  not  diminish  the  income,  bnt 
reduce  about  fifty  per  cent,  the  running  expenses.  The  sale  of 
these  boats,  and  so  much  of  the  real  estate  or  of  the  leases  as 
coald  be  dispensed  with,  would  still  farther  reduce  the  ex- 
penses in  the  items  of  rents  and  interest;  and  it  appears  to 
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the  Committee  ttkat  SDch  a  coarse  would  oot  only  relieve  Oie 
petitioDers  IVom  the  onerous  burdens  complained  of,  bat  place 
the  stockholders  in  a  position  to  realize  their  eight  per  cent, 
dividends,  contemplated  in  the  respective  charters  of  said  cor- 
porations. For  iostancb,  if  from  the  1123,000  be  taken  the 
40  per  cent,  increased  tolls,  or  2-7,  the  earnings  of  the  ferriea 
Tould  be  $87,800,  according  to  the  returns.  Taking  fifty  per 
cent  &om  the  rnnmng  and  cnrrent  expenses,  aay  |115,000, 
minus  $57,600,  and  ve  find  a  surplus  of  earnings  of  $30,300 
per  annum  on  the  old  rates  of  toll  with  the  present  amonnt 
of  business,  probably  the  dullest  and  most  nnprofitable  year 
for  East  Boston  for  a  long  period. 

If  this  be  a  correct  statement  of  the  present  basiness  of 
these  ferries,  and  the  Committee  do  cot  see  wherein  it  can  be 
essentially  erroneous,  it  appears  that  the  people  of  East  Boston 
are  taxed  for  the  support  of  double  the  amount  of  ferry  ac- 
commodation required  for  their  convenience ;  and  the  imme- 
diate remedy  must  be  sought,  either  in  the  manner  last  indi- 
cated, or  the  exercise  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  power 
vested  in  them  by  the  second  section  of  the  respective  acts 
of  incorporation  before  referred  to  in  this  Report,  to  reduce 
the  number  of  boats. 

It  is  due  to  the  proprietors  of  the  People's  Ferry  to  say, 
that  their  avennes,  ferry  buildii^,  drops,  slips  and  boats  are 
constructed  on  the  most  ample,  convenient  and  approved  plans } 
and  as  a  whole,  probably,  is  not  supassed  for  pnblic  con- 
venience by  any  ferry  In  the  country.  On  many  accounts  the 
Committee  regret  tliat  they  are  unable  to  find  some  legal  way 
of  aiding  these  enterprising  companies  f^om  the  public  treas* 
ory,  and  of  affording  permanent  relief  to  the  petitioners,  other 
than  a  purchase  of  their  property  and  ihuchtse.  But  believ- 
ing that  the  plan  of  uniting  the  two  corporations,  or  of 
agreeing  upon  some  mode  of  operations  by  which  a  reduction 
of  expenses  can  be  secured,  and  a  return  to  tlie  legal  rates  of 
toll  be  had,  will  best  subserve  all  parties  interested,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  neither  of  these  companies  will  allow  themselves  to 
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be  so  regardleas  of  tbe  puUic  iaterestB,  and  the  great  eon* 
Tenience  of  the  cUizons  of  the  second  ward,  (or  to  trnst  in  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  gnrviye  the  other,)  as  to  refiiBe  to  oon- 
snmmate  a  anion  npon  equitable  terms,  or  by  SDch  concert  of  * 
action  to  reduce  the  rates  of  toll.  Should  the  petitioners  or 
directors  of  these  corporations  think  the  Committee  hare 
travelled  out  of  their  way  in  making  a  free  use  of  their  re- 
turns, or  by  recommending  measures  not  specially  referred  to 
them,  their  excuse  is  to  be  found  in  tbe  important  and  various 
interests  involved  in  the  inquiry, 

With  these  views  tbe  Committee  respectfully  report  and 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  resolutions.

Resoliwd,  In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council,  that  the  inter- 
ests of  the  citizens  of  East  Boston  would  be  promoted,  tbe 
public  convenience  would  be  unimpaired,  the  business  of  that 
ward  would  be  increased,  the  value  of  real  property  would  be 
enhanced,  and  the  stock  in  the  ferry  would  be  made  to  pay  an 
annual  dividend  on  its  par  value,  with  an  accumulating  sinking 
fund,  by  uniting  the  two  companies  or  their  coming  to  some 
concert  of  action,  running  no  more  boats  than  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  by  a  return  to  the  old  rates  of  toll  established 
according  to  law. 

Resolved,  That  tbe  second  section  of  the  respective  acts  of 
incorporation  of  the  East  Boston  and  People's  Ferry  Oom- 
panicB,  confers  upon  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  the  power  to 
T^ulate  the  number  of  boats  each  ferry  shall  run,  as  well  as 
to  establish  the  rates  of  toll,  and  that  this  power  should  be 
exercised  in  their  discretion. 
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Resolved,  That  -wbeoever  the  East  Boston  and  People's 
Ferry  Companies  shall  onite  the  two  into  one  corponitioii, 
and  issne  new  stock  based  opon  a  &ir  valnatiou  of  their  cor- 
porate property,  or  when  the  said  ferry  companies,  or  either 
of  them,  shall  have  retnmed  to  the  rates  of  toll  established 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  it  will  be  proper  and  expedient 
for  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  acting  aa  coouty  commissionerB,  at 
the  expense  of  the  City,  to  lay  out  public  aTenaes  to  said  feny 
slips,  over  the  land  of  said  corporations,  in  case  the  said 
corporations,  or  either  of  them,  should  request  the  same  to 
be  done.

Deak  Sik, — The  citizens  of  Boston,  to  the  nnmber  of  eight  or  nine 
hnndred,  ask  the  City  to  sii  the  East  Boston  and  People's  Ferry  Com- 
panies, so  aa  to  enable  them  to  reduce  the  present  rates  of  toll.  These 
companies  are  acting  under  charter  from  the  State.  The  first,  chapter  244, 
Stat.  1852;  tbelatter,  chapter  422,  Stat.  1853, to  which  yonrattentionis 
called. 

Quet.  1.  Are  these  companies  amenable  to  the  provisians  of  the 
2(fth  Chap.  Bev.  Stat.  ?  Or  are  they  to  be  governed  by  their  respective 
charters? 

Qua*.  2.  In  1858  and  1854  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  estab- 
lished the  rates  of  toll  on  both  ferries  alike,  giving  them  the  rates  asked 
for.  In  Jane,  1856,  tlie  two  corporatioDB  entered  into  t,  written  oon- 
traot,  to  extend  five  years,  binding  each  to  the  other  with  penalties,  to 
exact  and  reodve  from  passengers  a  different  rate  of  toll,  being  an  in- 
crease of  from  SO  to  100  per  oent.,  averaging  40  per  cent,  increase. 
This  new  tariff  of  tolls  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  have  never  latifiod  or 
sanctioned  or  determined.  Is  snch  increase  of  tolls  a  legal  exaction 
from  passengers  under  their  charters,  until  ratified,  determined  or  con- 
firmed by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  according  to  the  second  sections  of 
their  cbartors  t 

Quel.  8.  Can  the  City  Couneil  legally  appropriate  money  from  the 
treanry  as  a  gift  or  oontribntion  to  these  corporations,  to  enable  them  to 
reduce  their  tolls  ? 

Ques.  4.  Is  it  competent  for  the  City  Government  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  one  or  both  of  these  corporations  to  ran  boats  and  carry 
all  the  teams,  carriages  and  passengers  that  may  desire  to  pass  and  re* 
pass,  the  City  paying  any  portion  of  the  expenses. 

Qua.  5.  Can  the  County  Commissioners  lay  out  a  public  street  or

Ouvia  Fkobt,  Esq. : 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  investigated  the  several  questions  proposed  to  me, 
in  your  communication  of  the  SOth  ult.,  and  reply  to  them  terialim,  a> 
follows :  — 

1.  The  law  regulating  tbe  two  corporatitms  is  the  statutes  by  whieh 
they  were  created,  vis.  :  acta  of  1852,  ohap.  2ii,  and  acts  of  1853, 
ohap.  422.     If  there  were  in  the  general  law  provisiona  regulating  fer> 
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ri«e,  in  respeota  not  prorided  for  in  the  speosl  icta,  each  proriBioiiB  voold 
ba  obligatory  on  tbeM  ooipontions  ;  but  it  aeenu  to  me,  tbtt  tJbe  obutert 
of  them  oompiniee  oover  the  entire  gronnd  of  the  26th  ohap.  of  the  Be* 
vised  Statntes,  so  &t  u  Uie  rights,  dntiea  and  obligatioDi  of  these  oom- 
pftnin  are  oonoerned. 

2.  It  is  entiielj  dear,  that  the  eontraet  made  bj  the  two  eorporaidona, 
bj  wfaioh  the  rates  <^  toll  fixed  bj  the  Major  and  Aldennen  have  been 
inoieased,  is  illegal.  The  oorporationB  are  an&orued  by  law  to  oolleot 
■neb  tolla  only  as  the  Hayor  and  Aldennen  detennme.  The  prorinon  in 
their  ehirteiB,  that  tbeae  rates  ihall  not  be  bo  low  as  not  to  prodnoe  eight 
per  eeoL  per  anniun  dividend  on  the  capital  stock,  does  not  a%ct  this 
qnestion.  If  die  tolls  which  have  been  established  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  are  too  low  to  affi>rd  such  a  diTidend,  the  corpotations  may 
have  tbem  increased  by  appUoation  to  .the  aame  anthority;  but  they  eau 
not  tbemselTea  i^iange  the  rates  which  hare  been  fixed  in  the  manner 
prorided  by  law. 

8l  It  is  not  competent  fbr  the  City  Conncil  to  appropriate  money  fiiom 
the  Treasury  as  a  gift,  in  any  ease ;  nor  can  they  so  appropriate  money 
to  pay  the  tolls  of  the  utizens  of  Boston,  on  ferries  or  bridges,  in  whole 
or  in  put.  If  inch  appropriation  may  not  be  made  for  the  benefit  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  it  certainly  may  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  pablio  at 
laige. 

4.  I  answer  this  in  the  negative. 

'5.  The  avenues  leading  to  the  ferries  may  be  lud  oat  as  highways,  if, 
in  the  judgment  oi  those  having  the  power  of  conn^  oommissionen,  the 
poblio  good  requires  such  highways ;  and  this  may  be  done  even  without 
the  conaent  of  the  oorporations. '  The  hi^ways  may  be  extended  to  the 
iratec's  edge,  but  not  fiirther.  The  general  powers  of  oountj  commis- 
nonen  in  relation  to  highways  are  applicable  to  this  case.  If  the  public 
convenience  requires  a  highway  to  be  laid  out,  it  may  be  laid  out ;  if  the 
public  Gouvenienee  does  not  require  it,  and  the  object  ot  laying  it  ont 
would  be  for  private  and  not  public  advantage,  then  the  laying  ont  could 
not  be  justified. 

6.  If  the  City  should  purchase  the  avenues,  which  most  be  oaed  solely 
for  ways  for  travel,  I  see  not  how  they  can  find  authority  for  the  act,  on- 
less  they  adjudge  them  to  be  neoessary  for  public  streets. 

7.  The  corporations  having  sold  land  bounded  on  these  avenues,  have 
given  to  their  grantees  the  right  of  way  over  them,  by  the  fact  of  so 
bounding,  and  the  cUsoondnnanoe  of  the  feny,  or  the  laying  out  and  dis- 
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continnanoe  of  streets  over  Lheae  arenaes,  would  not  take  kway  Ihst 
right  N^either  the  corporatjon  nor  the  Ci^  can  bnild  on  tlie  Bvennei, 
or  nse  (bem  for  any  pnrpoae  other  than  ways,  without  the  consent  of  those 
having  the  right  aforesaid. 

8.  In  the  case  Bupposad,  the  land  would  revert  to  its  present  oandition ; 
that  is,  the  fee  wonid  be  in  the  corporation,  and  the  right  of  way  would 
belong  to  the  same  abutting  estates  which  now  have  that  right. 

9.  The  government  of  the  United  States  has  tiie  paramonnt  right  (^ 
control  over  oil  questions  afiecting  the  navigation  of  tidal  waters.  The 
constjtutjonal  anthoritj  of  Congress  to  regulate  commeroe,  iududes  the 
right  to  regulate  navigation.  An  act  of  our  legislature  authoriring  tlie 
erection  of  the  bridge  in  question  would  be  valid,  until  the  general  gcv^ 
eminent  should  take  adverse  aotion.  This  it  might  take  at  any  time. 
Whether  it  would  interfere  with  w}|at  the  State  should  do  in  the  premises 
is,  of  course,  matter  of  conjecture ;  bat  it  is  obvious  that  in  addition  to  the 
duty  of  preserving  the  rights  of  commerce,  and  the  proteotion  of  a  port 
of  entry,  there  wonld  natunlly  be  a  dispoation  to  prevent  interruption  <J 
access  by  water  to  the  Navy  Yard  in  Charlestown. 

I  return  with  this  communication  yours  to  which  this  is  in  reply,  b»- 
cause  I  do  not  know  whether  you  have  kept  a  copy  at  the  questioDt 
proposed.

Wliereas,  it  appears  that  the  steam  fire  eDgine  Miles  Green- 
wood has,  for  eome  caaee,  &iled  to  anaver  the  expectations 
entertained  of  its  usefulness  here ;  and  vhereas,  it  also  ap- 
pears that  steam  power  has  been  SQccesefnlly  applied  else- 
vhere  as  auxiliary  to  the  Fire  Department ;  therefore,  vithont 
expressing  any  donbt  as  to  the  practicability  eveiLtnally  of 
soch  amplication  of  it  here,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
instrncted  to  discharge  the  engineer  and  company  attached  to 
the  .Miles  Greenwood  steam  fire  ei^ine,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Fire  Department  have  fnll  power  to  dispose  of 
the  said  engine,  at  public  or  private  sale.

ironld  respectfully  aabmit  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  subject  of  steam  ei^ines 
for  eitingaishing  fires,  and  oBpecially  the  engine  known  as  the 
Miles  Greenwood,  was  one  that  the  City  Council  and  the  citi- 
zens  generally  had  a  deep  interest  in,  from  the  fact  that 
Bteam  fire  engines  have  been  and  are  used  in  other  cities  snc- 
ceasfully,  and  that  the  reverse  had  been  the  case  in  our  own 
City,  and  that  the  steam  fire  engine  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  had  not  been  of  any  practical  use,  but,  on  the  con* 
trary,  had  been  a  source  of  great  expense  to  the  City,  and 
annoyance  to  the  past  as  well  as  to  the  present  City  Govern- 
ment. The  Committee  deemed  it  but  a  duty  that  they  owed 
to  the  City  Council  and  the  citizens  generally,  and  to  vindi- 
cate from  censure  the  present  as  well  as  the  past  City  Gov- 
ernment, to  ascertain  the  cause  or  causes  of  failure  -  of  the 
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Bteam  engine  in  question  to  ansveT  tlie  reasonable  expecta- 
tions of  the  citizens,  and  also  to  report  npon  the  practica- 
bility of  adopting  steam  engines  for  the  pnrpoee  of  eztingnieh- 
ing  fires,  as  an  anziliary  to  onr  fire  department,  as  has  been 
done  in  other  cities,  and  let  it  be  knoira  whether  the  en^e 
owned  hf  the  City  was  of  any  ^ne,  and  had  been  properly  used 
and  taken  care  of,  or  whether  the  canse  of  its  failnre  to  be  of 
serrice  to  the  City  was  throngh  tiie  ignorance  of  those  persons 
having  charge  of  her,  and  prejudice  against  steam  fire  engines 
generally,  and  this  one  particularly,  as  was  said  to  be  the  case 
by  the  friends  to  this  machine ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
ftt  the  facts,  and  to  obtain  such  information  as  coold  be  relied 
npon  and  would  be  considered  good  authority  by  our  citizens, 
a  sttb-oommittee  of  your  Committee  was  authorized  to  employ 
a  committee  of  practical  and  scientific  engineers  to  examine 
and  report  upon  said  engine.  Your  Sub-Committee  at  once 
selected  Messrs.  Wm.  P.  Farrott,  Holmes  Hinckley,  and  Lu- 
cius A.  GnUer,  Esqs.,  gentlemen  well  known  in  this  city  as 
beii^  skilful  in  such  matters,  and  perfectly  competent  to  the 
task  which  was  assigned  to  them  and  for  which  they  were 
selected.  That  there  might  be  no  misanderstanding  of  what 
the  committee  of  engineers  were  expected  to  do,  and  what 
line  of  inquiry  they  were  to  take,  your  Sub-Committee  sub- 
mitted to  them  the  following  questions  and  instructions,  and 
receiTed  the  following  Report.

QeRtlemen,  —  The  undersigned  Committee  of  the  Gotctd- 
ment  of  the  City  of  Boston  desire  you  to  make  an  examination 
of  the  steam  fire  engine  "  Miles  Greenwood,"  and  report  to 
OS  the  results  to  which  yon  may  arrive  bearing  npon  the  ques- 
tions submitted.

'  What  is  its  present  value  to  the  City,  in  its  present  con- 
dition. 

What  is  its  present  value,  vith  such  alteratioss  as  may  be 
applicable,  (if  any,)  and  the  probable  cost  of  each  alterations. 

We  wish  to  knoir  if  this  engine  is  faulty  in  principle  of 
construction,  or  vhether  her  defects  are  mechanical,  and  sooh 
as  can  be  overcome. 

We  desire  that  the  examination  should  be  extensive  enough 
to  embrace  not  only  the  details  above  vritten,  but  to  be  such 
as  -will  enable  you  to  report  upon  all  the  peculiar  details  of 
this  machine  Therein  it  varies  firom  the  ordinary  constmctioQ 
of  steam  engines,  and  we  desire  your  opinion  upon  tiie  value 
of  this  peculiar  construetion. 

The  Oommittee  also  desire  your  opinion  relative  to  the  use 
of  steam  engines  for  extinguishing  fires,  with  such  practical 
views  in  relation  to  the  same  as  you  may  be  able  to  give. 

To  enable  you  to  make  this  examination  yon  will,  when  re- 
quired, be  furnished  with  suc^  evidence  as  the  records  of  the 
Fire  Department  can  supply,  and  the  machine  will  be  placed 
at  your  disposal,  in  some  convenient  place  for  making  the 
wraminfttioui

Qeademen,  —  The  undersigned,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quest and  instructions  hereto  annexed,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  Report: 

In  making  this  investigation  our  means  of  information  have 
been  limited.    The  only  sources  available  to  us  baTe  been 
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the  examination  of  the  machine,  and  the  interrogatiOD  of  the 
engineer  and  fireman  in  chai^. 

We  regret  to  say  that  no  record  haa  been  kept  by  the  Fire 
Department,  of  the  experiments  which  have  been  made  to 
prove  the  machine,  nor  of  the  service  performed  at  fires,  so 
that  ve  are  deprived  of  all  the  information  we  hoped  to* 
obtain  from  that  source. 

The  material  difference  between  this  machine  and  eteam 
engines  ased  for  other  purposes  is  in  the  steam  boiler,  or 
generator.  This  is  constrncted  upon  a  novel  plan,  patented 
by  Mr.  Latta,  in  1854.  His  claim  is  for  dividing  the  coil, 
(which  forms  the  interior  part  of  the  generator,)  commencing 
with  a  single  pipe,  then  dividing  into  two  or  three,  then  sub- 
dividing  into  four,  or  any  other  number. 

This  boiler  consists,  first,  of  a  fire-box,  or  double  case  of 
boiler  iron,  measuring  on  the  inside  four  feet  three  and  three- 
fourths  inches  transversely  to  the  body  of  the  machine,  and 
three  feet  sis  inches  longitudinally.  Between  the  outside  and 
inside  casing  of  this  fire-box  there  is  a  apace,  varying  &om 
one  to  one  and  a  half  inches,  technically  called  the  water 
legs.  The  distance  from  the  bottom  of  the  boiler  to  the  water 
line,  as  indicated  by  the  gauge  cocks,  is  two  feet  ten  inches. 

The  outside  shell  on  the  hinder  part  of  the  boiler  projects 
backward  in  a  semi-circtilar  form,  bent  upon  a  radius  of  abont 
one  foot,  forming  the  steam  chamber. 

The  grate  is  placed  at  the  bottom  of  this  fire-box,  and  is 
reached  by  two  doors  at  tho  back  of  the  boiler. 

Within  this  box,  and  immediately  above  the  grate,  is  placed 
the  coil  of  pipe  described  by  Mr.  Latta  as  his  peculiar  method 
of  constjuction.  This  coil  is  formed  of  inch  pipe,  and  the 
a^regate  length  of  the  whole  is  about  sixteen  hundred  feet 
The  end  next  the  fire  is  connected  directly  with  the  feed 
pomp,  or  "  doctor."  The  ends  of  the  system,  ei^t  in  mun- 
ber,  terminate  in  the  steam  chamber.* 

*It  li  evident  that  thli  nraiigeaieDt  r«qniras  tluU  tb«''<lootor"  ihoaldbak^  la 
V  malntiinffl  Qmnuh  thB  ooU  to  pnrvit  iiH 
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The  Trater  space,  when  the  water  is  at  the  level  of  the 
gange  cock,  contains  about  six  and  three-fourths  cub!c  feet  of 
water.  The  capacity  of  the  steam  chamber  is  six  and  a  half 
cubic  feet 

The  water  capacity  above  given  does  not  include  the  qnan- 
tity  which  may  be  in  the  pipe  forming  the  coil ;  that  being 
(when  the  boiler  is  in  action)  a  variable  quantity. 

The  water  legs  of  this  boiler  are  contracted  in  their  pro- 
portions, and  the  large  quantity  of  pipe  placed  in  the  interior 
of  the  boiler  contracts  also  the  pass^cs  for  the  heat  and 
products  of  combustion  to  the  chimney. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  due  regard  has  not  been  paid  to 
the  proportions  of  the  spaces  required  for  the  free  circulation 
of  the  heat  and  water,  and  also  that  suitable  space  has  not 
been  provided  for  the  steam,  so  that  a  steady  supply  could  be 
given  to  the  cylinder. 

This  boiler  is  constructed  on  a  principle  with  which  we  are 
not  familiar.  It  appears  to  possess  ability  to  generate  steam 
with  great  rapidity,  but  its  action  is  uncertain  and  irregular. 
It  is  indispensable  that  there  should  be  sufficient  space  for 
water  to  protect  the  parts  exposed  to  the  fire ;  a  free  and 
rapid  circulation  of  the  water ;  a  free  passage  for  the  heat  to 
all  parts  of  the  boiler  intended  to  be  heated ;  and  a  sufficient 
rca^ervoir  for  the  steam.  In  all  these  particulars  we  think 
the  boiler  of  tho  "Miles  Greenwood  "  is  imperfect,  and  that 
these  imperfections  have  caused  the  irregular  action  of  the 
machine,  so  far  as  that  has  arisen  from  the  supply  of  steam. 

The  power  generated  by  this  boiler  is  applied  to  tiie  forcing 
pump  of  the  engine  by  means  of  a  steam  cylinder  fourteen 
inches  in  diameter  and  twenty-two  inch  stroke,  connected 
directly  with  the  force  pump  by  its  piston  rod.  The  force 
pump,  of  course,  having  the  same  length  of  stroke  as  the

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steam  engine.  The  arrangement  of  the  valrea  and  air  cham- 
bers for  the  Tater  are  similar  to  other  veil  known  eteun 
pumps.  The  valve  for  tlie  admission  of  steam  into  Hie  cylio' 
der  is  different  from  those  in  common  use,  which  are  moved 
by  an  eccentric  or  crank,  and  is  technically  known  as  a  trip 
valve,* 

The  feed  pnmp,  or  "  dofctor,"  was  constmoted  on  a  similar 
principle. 

From  the  best  information  we  can  obtain  we  learn  that 
since  the  machine  came  to  Boston  it  has  been  taken  to  three 
fires :  Qcrrish  Market,  Gray's  wharf,  and  North  street  fires. 
At  the  first  it  worked  about  ten  hours.  At  the  second  it  broke 
at  the  very  commencement,  and  was  disabled  and  did  no  ser- 
vice. At  the  third,  also,  it  broke  immediately.  At  one  fire 
only  can  it  be  said  that  it  performed  effective  service,  and 
that  somewhat  of  a  modified  character,  as  will  be  more  fully 
explained  hereafter. 

Besides  this  actual  service  at  fires  it  has  been  subjected  to 
various  experimental  trials,  of  the  details  of  which  we  are 
ignorant,  for  the  reason  before  stated.  At  some  of  these 
trials  the  machine  worked  (as  we  are  informed)  without 
giving  outj  but  of  the  duration  of  the  trials,  or  the  circom- 
stances  connected  with  them,  we  are  ignorant.  We  are  in- 
formed that  at  the  trials  near  Park  street  church,  in  Court 
square,  on  the  Common,  (trial  of  the  fourth  of  July,)  and  in 
State  street,  the  machine  worked  for  short  periods  without 
giving  out  At  all  the  other  trials  it  has  failed. 
At  the  fire,  on  Gray's  wharf  the  "  doctor  "  broke. 
At  the  North  street  fire  the  gearing  of  the  trip  valve 
broke.  The  engineer  worked  the  macliine  by  haad  until  both 
himself  and  his  assistants  were  disabled.  The  duration  of 
this  service  was  about  lialf  an  hour. 

This  valve  was  subsequently  reconstructed,  but  it  is  still 
imperfect  in  its  action. 

•  In  thiatann  we  inclade  both  the  valve  and  the  gsarinj!  which  works  it. 
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The  perfonnanco  of  this  mactine  at  the  Gerrish  Market 
fire  was  observed  by  one  of  na,  for  some  time.  The  promi- 
nent feet  noted  waa  that  the  supply  of  eteam  waa  irregular — 
extremely  so  —  and  not  controllable  with  tiie  least  degree  of 
certainty.  This  -was  attributed  at  the  time  to  want  of  prac- 
tice in  the  persons  in  charge  of  it.  Our  subsequent  examina- 
tion leaves  no  doubt  upon  our  minds  that  it  is  impossible, 
with  a  boiler  haviug  the  proportions  this  has,  for  any  man, 
however  careful  and  expert,  to  work  it  successfully  for  any 
considerable  length  of  time.  The  "  doctor  "  gave  out  at  this 
fire,  but  was  made  to  work  in  an  imperfect  manner  through  the 
whole  period.  The  average  pressure  at  this  fire  would  not  ex- 
ceed fifty  pounds ;  the  masimTim  observed,  seventy.  With  this 
pressure  it  wonid  not  compare  with  the  hand  engines  in  forcing 
water  upwards ;  and  the  actual  effect  observed  was  but  little 
greater  than  that  of  the  hydrants  under  a  tall  head. 

After  this-  fire  the  lower  ranks  of  the  coil  were  found  to  be 
warped  oat  of  place,  and  we  are  informed  that  the  engine  has 
not  worked  so  well  since. 

We  regret  we  cannot  give  more  in  detail  the  results  of  the 
working  of  this  machine.  We  are  obliged,  therefore,  to  state 
generally,  as  the  result  of  our  investigation,  that  at  every  fire 
it  has  failed,  and  at  all  the  experimental  trials,  except  those 
above  enumerated,  it  has  failed  to  work  without  giving  ont ; 
and  that  in  all  cases,  except  the  Gcrrish  Market  fire,  we  are 
unable  to  find  that  it  has  worked  for  any  notable  length  of 
time  constantly  and  certainly.  It  is  probable  that  the  results 
obtained  at  the  trials  which  were  successful,  were  rather  the 
result  of  a  fortunate  combination  of  circumstances  than  of 
any  reliable  qualities  in  the  machine  itself. 

This  machine,  with  its  present  proportions,  we  do  not  be- 
lieve will  ever  be  serviceable  for  its  intended  purpose. 

The  "  doctor,"  in  many  cases,  seems  to  have  been  the  canae 
of  failure.  In  others,  tiie  trip  valve  gave  out  In  all,  the  im- 
perfect and  iiregnlar  action  of  the  boiler  has  been  evident 
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To  tbese  causes  we  attribute  the  failure  of  this  machine. 
It  ia  not,  in  our  opiDioD,  attributable  to  incompetency  on  the 
part  of  the  engineer  in  charge,  or  his  assifitants.  From  per- 
sonal acquaintance,  observation  and  direct  examination  npon 
this  point,  we  think  they  are  fully  competent  to  run  a  steam 
engine,  and  that  they  hare  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  We  believe  that  no  men  would  have  obtained 
better  service  from  this  machine ;  the  faults  being  in  the  ma- 
chine, and  not  in  the  men  in  charge  of  it. 

The  valne  of  this  machine  to  the  City,  in  its  present  condi- 
tion, will  not  exceed  the  valne  of  the  old  materials  of  which 
it  is  composed,  if  it  is  sold  as  it  now  stands. 

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  develope  farther  the  op- 
plication  of  steam  power  to  fire  engines,  it  may  be  used  to 
good  advantage  for  that  purpose. 

To  do  this  it  will  be  requisite  that  the  boiler  should  be 
reconstrncted,  with  different  proportions ;  the  feed  pump,  or 
"  doctor,"  made  to  act  with  certainty;  and  the  steam  engine 
so  modified  as  to  act  with  certainty.  We  think  that  all  may 
be  done,  and  at  a  cost  of  about  three  thousand  dollars. 

With  these  alterations,  made  in  a  proper  manner,  we  are 
of  opinion  that  this  engine  may  be  made  serviceable,  and  that, 
by  the  aid  of  the  experience  derived  &om  the  working  of  this 
machine,  others  may  be  constructed  of  greatly  diminished 
wei^t,  and  with  improved  mechanism  and  proportions. 

As  to  the  practicability  of  adapting  the  steam  engine  to 
furnish  motive  power  for  fire  engines,  there  is  no  doubt  upon 
oar  minds.  It  can  be  done.  The  best  way  to  do  it  can  be 
determined  only  by  careful  progression  irom  an  imperfect 
machine  to  that  degree  of  perfection  which  is  desired.

After  receiving  the  above  report  from  the  Oommittee  of 
Engineers,  and  as  the  question  npon  what  terms  the  engine 
conld  1)6  exchanged  for  a  more  effective  one  was  not  submit- 
ted to  the  Committee,  no  information  waa  expected  of  them. 
Your  Committee,  believing  that  if  any  exchange  was  to  be 
made,  the  proper  person  to  apply  to  was  the  original  maker 
of  the  engine,  the  following  letter  was  addressed  to  Mr. 
A.  B.  Latto,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the  person  of  whom  the 
City  originally  purchased  the  steam  fire  engine  Miles  Green* 
wood.

Deab  Sm, —  Herewith  please  find  copies  of  preamble  and 
order  passed  in  Board  of  Aldermen,  also  the  subsequent 
action  of  the  Common  Council  upon  said  order  by  referring  the 
order  relative  to  the  steam  fire  engine  "  Miles  Greenwood  " 
to  a  Joint  Special  Committee,  with  instructions  to  inquire 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  whether  the  said  engine  can- 
not be  exchanged  for  a  new  and  more  effective  one,  and  upon 
what  terms,  or  whether  it  can  be  improved  to  advantage,  and 
at  what  cost.  Also,  please  find  copy  of  a  request  and  in- 
structions to  a  committee  of  competent  engineers,  with  a  copy 
of  their  Report  upon  the  subject  submitted  to  them. 

As  the  question  upon  what  terms  the  engine  coold  be 
exchanged  for  a  new  and  more  effective  one  was  not  submit- 
ted to  the  committee  of  engineers,  of  coorse,  no  information 
npon  that  snbject  was  expected  of  them. 

The  Committee  having  the  subject  in  charge,  leams  that 
the  steam  fire  engine  "  Miles  Greenwood  "  was  purchased  of 
you,  March  6,  1855,  for  the  smn  of  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Ton  will  see  by  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Engineere, 
the  engine  has  never  given  that  satisfaction,  or  been  of  that 
effective  service  which  was  anticipated,  and  never  was  a  safe 
and  reliable  machine ;  but  on  the  contrary,  has  been  a  source 
of  great  expense  to  the  City,  and  annoyance  to  our  prede- 
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cesBors  snA.  the  present  City  GoTemmeDt  From  repre- 
sentations made  to  this  Committee  by  one  of  its  members, 
(who  eiyoys  your  personal  acquaintance,)  that  you  were  a 
straigbt'forward,  honorable  man,'  'and  willing  to  do  what 
would  be  considered  fair  and  equitable  tinder  the  circam- 
stances,  the  Committee  have  instructed  me,  (before  making 
the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Engineers  public,)  to  apply 
to  you  to  answer  that  question  embraced  ia  the  order  of  the 
Common  Council,  to  see  upon  what  terms  you  would  be  wil- 
ling to  purchase  said  machine,  or,  if  you  were  not  willing  to 
purchase  it,  on  what  terms  you  would  be  willing  to  exchange 
it  for  an  engine  of  less  weight,  and  one  more  adapted  to  onr 
streets,  and  built  with  better  mechanical  proportions ;  one 
that  woidd  be  sure  to  be  mere  reliable  and  effective  than  this 
has  proved  to  be. 

The  Committee  are  led  to  believe,  by  a  letter  received  by 
one  of  the  Committee  from  you,  (Samuel  Hatch,  Esq.,)  in 
regard  to  the  purchasing  of  this  engine,  that  yon  are  laboring 
under  a  mistake  in  regard  to  alterations  or  repairs  that  have 
been  made  on  it  since  it  has  been  owned  by  the  City. 

The  engine  is  in  precisely  the  same  condition  as  when  yon 
last  left  it,  no  alterations  or  repairs  having  been  made  npon 
the  main  pump,  or  "  doctor;"  and  the  ei^ne  is  at  this  time  as 
valuable  as  it  ever  was,  with  the  exception  of  the  coils  of 
pipe,  or  internal  portion  of  the  boiler,  whieh  have  been  in- 
jured by  being  over-heated  in  some  of  the  lower  tiers,  or 
coils,  and  the  whole  coil  can  be  replaced  (as  you  are  weD 
aware)  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say  that  this  Committee  think 
that  you  are  more  interested  in  this  engine  than  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  they  hope  you  will  be  disposed  to  take  into  favor- 
able consideration  either  the  purchasing  of  the  machine  or 
the  exchanging  of  it  for  a  new  and  more  improved  one. 
Awaiting  your  reply,  we  remain.

Sib, — I  received  your  Report  on  steam  fire  engine,  on 
my  return  home,  and  am  not  a  tittle  astonished  at  this  Report, 
coming  from  such  a  source. 

In  the  first  place  I  wish  you  to  understand  that  the  blade 
of  my  square  stands  at  the  angle  of  90  deg.,  and  is  not  to  be 
moved  under  any  circnmatances.  If  you  had  a  few  thousand 
dollars  in  Trust  Company  Bank,  and  wished  to  know  whether 
it  could  be  secured  or  not,  would  you  stop  on  State  street, 
and  talk  with  a  broker  to  obtain  such  information  ?  Certainly 
not,  yon  would  go  at  once  to  the  Mother  Bank,  as  they  would 
be  likely  to  know  all  about  it.  And  why  not  pursue  such  a 
course  on  this  subject.  Tod  oi^t  to  be  aware  that  I  am  the 
only  man  that  has  successfully  applied  steam  to  the  Fire  En- 
gine, and  certainly  my  opinion  is  as  good  as  any  other  man's, 
on  that  subject,  at  least. 

Tour  Committee  seem  to  say  their  mean)  of  information  were 
limited ;  but  it  appears  by  this  Report  that  they  knew  aJl  about 
it;  but  I  say  they  do  not  know  anything  about  the  subject;  and 
to  prove  it,  I  ask,  if  the  Engineer  is  so  competent,  why  does 
not  he  make  the  engine  work  7  I  worked  that  machine  four 
times  before  starting  east  with  her,  and  once  at  Washington, 
once  at.  Baltimore,  at  Philadelphia,  and  Kew  Tork,  and  four 
times  in  Boston,  making  in  all  twelve  times,  and  I  did  not  break 
any  thing,  or  make  a  failm-e  either. 

Why  docs  not  your  man  do  the  same,  if  he  is  so  competent? 
I  told  yonr  Committee,  before  you  hired  him,  he  was  not  a 
suitable  man,  and  would  not  answer  the  purpose.  Why  do 
you  insist  on  having  a  certain  roan,  and  a  machine  to  suit  a 
peculiar  set  of  opinions  of  your  own  people  ?  I  am  not 
bound  to  make  a  machine  suit  your  notions.     It  is  not  yonr 
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business  to  know  whether  it  is  made  of  such  nice  proponiont, 
or  of  vhat  it  is  made,  eo  it  throws  water  sufficiently  high  and 
with  certainty,  at  all  times,  or  whether  it  is  operated  by  an 
ignoramus  like  myself,  or  a  full-Hooded,  lite  Yankee,  if  it  works 
right  at  the  time  yon  want  it. 

Now,  Sir,  we  have  six  engines  just  like  yours  in  nearly 
every  respect  (especially  in  proportions.)  Many  of  them  are 
working  in  this  city  every  day,  and  no  trouble  with  them  at  alL 
I  have  not  even  been  to  see  after  them  for  some  time.  This 
does  not  look  as  if  it  was  all  the  fault  of  the  macfaiue,  as 
your  Committee  say. 

All  the  operators  of  our  engines  are  trained  to  the  business, 
and  understand  it.  You  havo  not  a  man  in  Boston,  who 
could  come  to  Cincinnati  to-day,  and  take  one  of  these  ma- 
chines in  perfect  order,  and  operate  it  a  single  hour,  with  cer- 
tainty, because  they  are  not  trained  to  the  nature  and  use  of 
snch  machines. 

Now,  Sir,  as  much  as  I  know  about  one  of  these  en^pnes, 
I' do  not  consider  myself  a  first  rate  operator,  for  want  of 
practice. 

The  machine  you  have,  could  be  brought  here,  and  worked 
just  as  well  as  these  we  now  use,  but  not  by  the  men  you 
employ.  If  you  work  these  engines  at  all,  you  must  do  it  in 
the  proper  way,  and  by  men  who  understand  the  business. 

Opinions  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  laws  that  gorem 
mechanism ;  if. you  violate  the  law,  yon  must  suffer  the  penalty, 
without  regard  to  the  notions  or  interests  of  parties. 

From  the  course  your  Honorable  body  has  taken,  I  think  it 
but  just  to  conclude,  that  you  do  not  really  want  the  services 
of  steam,  or  you  would  have  ascertained,  long  before  this, 
why  you  did  not  have  success. 

Now,  in  regard  to  the  engine  being  in  its  original  condition, 
I  can  only  say,  if  she  is,  you  spend  your  money  very  poorly, 
by  keeping  her  nearly  six  months  in  the  shop  repairing  asd 
tdtering.    This  is  hardly  probable,  to  say  the  least. 
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Now,  Sir,  if  the  City  of  Boston  reaXlj  wants  to  use  Bteam 
fire  engines,  although  I  am  verj  basy  and  have  aa  many  orders 
as  I  can  fill  for  engines,  I  will  give  you  in  exchange  for  your 
en^ne  and  five  thousand  dollars,  ($5,000,)  a  seven  thousand 
dollar  ($7,000)  engine,  provided  yonr  city  will  agree  to  build 
or  fiimish  a  house  within  four  squares  of  the  City  Hall,  and 
horses  for  it,  with  all  the  other  facilities  by  which  these  ma- 
chines are  worked  here,  and  ma  it  to  every  fire  as  it  should 
be  for  one  year. 

I  have  sustained  donble  the  damage  in  reputation,  by  the 
ttrange  course  your  City  has  taken  in  relation  to  this  engine, 
that  you  have.  And  if  yon  are  gomg  to  take  such  a  course 
with  another,  I  do  not  want  to  furnish  it  for  you,  becanse  I 
can  put  it  in  such  place,  where  it  will  be  need  regularly,  and 
make  capital  for  itself. 

Yon  know  but  very  little  about  the  use  of  the  steam  fire 
engine  in  Boston,  or  a  yery  different  course  would  be  pursued 
in  regard  to  it.

Deab  Snt, — In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Public  Library,  flubmitted  to  the  C\},y  Council,  in 
November,  1856,  it  was  remarked,  that  "when  the 
library,  greatly  augmented  in  size,  shall  be  opened  to 
the  public  in  the  new  edifice,  a  lat^e  increase  may  be 
anticipated  in  the  number  of  persona  resorting  to  it 
A  proportionate  enlargement  of  its  operations  in  all  its 
departments  will  take  place  ;  ite  administration  will  be- 
come more  arduous ;  and  a  reorganization  of  the  plan 
on  which  it  is  conducted  will  be  necessary.  Some 
amendments  of  the  ordinance  of  the  14th  of  October, 
1852,  will  be  required  for  this  purpose,  and  will  form 
the  subject  of  a  separate  communication  to  the  Oity 
Council." 

Aa  the  time  approaches,  when  the  library  will  be 
opened  in  the  new  building,  the  Trustees  ask  leave  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  City  Coimcil  to  the  subject 
thus  referred  to  in  their  Report  of  last  year. 

The  work  now  done  in  the  library,  in  addition  to 
that  which  is  done  by  the  Trustees  themselves  and  their 
Committees,  is  performed  by  the  Librarian,  and  by  one 
male  and  three  female  assistanta.  The  most  laborious 
part  of  this  work  consists  in  the  dally  attendance  for 
five  hours  upon  those  who  resort  to  the  library  to  bor-

row  and  return  books ;  to  the  number  eopietiines  of  five 
or  six  hundred,  in  one  afternoon.  It  will  readily  be 
conceived  that  the  greatest  promptness  on  the  part  of 
the  entire  force  employed  in  the  library  ia.  required,  in 
order  to  wait  upon  so  many  persons  in  a  satisfactoiy 
manner.  When  the  number  of  books  is  greatly  in- 
creased, the  demand  upon  the  circulating  department 
will  no  doubt  be  increased  in  the  same  proportion ;  and 
there  is  reason  to  suppose  that,  not  merely  five  houra 
daily,  but  the  whole  time  of  the  Librarian  and  his 
present  number  of  a^stants,  may  be  needed  for  the 
delivery  of  books,  and  the  reception  of  those  returned. 

This,  however, — although  it  is  the  most  extensive 
single  branch  of  the  work  of  the  library, — ia  but  a 
part  of  the  daily  routine  of  duty.  It  is  calculated  that 
about  six  thousand  volumes  will  for  some  time  annually 
be  added  to  the  collection.  To  collate  this  number  of 
volumes,  to  enter  them  properly  on  the  several  oatar 
logues,  to  prepare  them  for  circulation  by  pasting  into 
them  the  book-plate  and  the  regulations,  and  by  cover- 
ing those  newly  received,  and  destined  for  circulation, 
and  to  re-cover  all  the  volumes  that  need  it,  are  opera- 
tions that  require,  in  the  aggregate,  much  time  and 
labor.  No  part  of  the  work  can  be  dispensed  with, 
and  it  must  be  regularly  and  punctually  performed,  or 
the  library  will  fall  into  disorder  and  become  an  un- 
manageable chaos. 

The  operations  thus  far  described  are  matters  of  rou- 
tine, and  there  are  others  of  a  similar  character  which 
need  not  be  specified.  In  the  aggregate,  they  occupy 
all  the  time  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistantf^  irom  the 
opening  of  the  hbrary  in  the  morning  till  three  o'clock 
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in  the  afternoon,  when  the  delivery  of  books  com- 


But  in  addition  to  the  work  of  this  kind,  there  is 
much  to  be  done,  in  a  first  class  library,  of  a  different 
and  higher  character.  In  order  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  commmiity  and  answer  the  ends  for  which  it  was 
established,  it  must  within  reasonable  limits,  promptly 
receive  every  important  and  useful  new  publication,  in 
our  own  and  foreign  languages.  To  keep  it  supplied  in 
this  respect,  it  is  necessary  that  some  one,  whose  duty 
it  is,  should  devote  so  much  time  to  the  various  depart- 
ments of  science  and  literature,  as  to  keep  himself  well 
acquainted  with  their  progressive  condition.  To  pre- 
pare judiciously  and  with  discrimination,  the  requisite 
select  lists  of  books  to  be  annually  purchased  at  home 
and  abroad,  would  of  itself,  require  a  considerable  part 
of  the  time  of  an  accomplished  bibliographer. 

An  important  part  of  the  duty  of  those  charged  with 
the  management  of  large  public  libraries  is  to  attend 
to  persons,  both  citizens  and  others,  who  resort  to  them 
for  the  purpose  of  scientific  and  literary  research. 
]ftany  persons  will  visit  the  Public^  Library  in  Boston, 
for  this  purpose.  It  will  contain  very  many  valuable 
works  of  reference,  and  books  too  costly  and  rare  to  be 
put  into  circulation,  but  which  will  be  consulted  by 
those  who  visit  the  institution.  It  belongs  to  the  man- 
agement of  a  great  public  library  to  answer  the  inqui- 
ries and  to  facilitate  the  researches  of  persons  of  thia 
class,  and  no  small  part  of  the  time  of  some  of  its  offi- 
cers will  be  taken  up  in  this  way.  An  extenave  knowl- 
edge of  books,  of  ancient  and  foreign  languages,  and  of 
science  and  Uterature  generally,  is  indispensable  for 
the  performance  of  this  duty  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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Iq  addition  to  these  duties,  to  ■which  specific  refer- 
ence has  been  made,  the  general  management  and  ad- 
ministration of  a  first  class  library  require  an  efficient 
and  responsible  head,  possessing  a  degree  of  ability  and 
qualifications,  intellectual  and  literary,  of  a  higher  order 
than  can  be  expected,  on  the  part  of  young  persons  of 
either  sex,  however  intelligent,  who  perform  services  of 
routine  for  a  moderate  compensation. 

It  will  not  be  in  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to  'meet 
the  exigencies  of  the  case,  after  the  opebing  of  the 
library  in  the  new  building,  by  the  exercise  of  the 
authority  ^ven  them  by  ihe  ordinance  of  the  14th 
October,  1852,  to  appoint  such  "  subordinate  officers  " 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient 

Some  resort  to  this  authority  may  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  force  now  employed  in  the  delivery  oi 
books  and  other  work  of  routine ;  but  the  Trustees 
consider  that  it  ia  absolutely  necessary  that,  in  addition 
to  the  office  of  Librarian,  as  now  established,  whose 
whole  time,  with  that  of  his  asedstants,  will  be  occupied 
with  the  duties  of  the  Circulating  Department,  there 
should  be  a  respon»ble  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion, possessing  the  qualifications  above  described,  and 
charged  with  the  general  adminiBtration  of  the  Library 
under  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  therefore  earnestly  recommend  to  the 
City  Council,  that  the  ordinance  of  October,  1852,  be 
so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  such 
an  officer. 

By  the  existing  ordinance  it  is  provided  that  the 
librarian  shall  annually  be  chosen  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council    The 
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Trustees  conceive  that  tliia  is  too  precarious  a  tenure 
for  each  an  office.  The  place  of  librarian  in  a  great 
public  library  nearly  iraembles  that  of  a  professor. in 
a  seminary  of  learning.  The  Trustees  are  not  aware 
that  it  has  ever  been  deemed  expedient^  in  any  part  of 
the  country,  to  subject  the  teachers  or  the  librarians  irf 
our  universities  and  colleges  to  the  uncertainty  of  an 
annual  election,  by  public  bodies  partaking  largely  of 
a  political  character.  As  the  Trustees  are  directly  re- 
sponsible to  the  City  for  the  condition  and  working  of 
the  institution,  and  as  the  duty  of  making  the  requisite 
regulations  for  its  management,  and  of  seeing  that  they 
are  carried  into  eifect,  devolves  on  tliem,  they  afe  of 
opinion,  for  obvious  reasons,  that  the  appointment  of 
the  librarian  and  of  any  other  officer,  who  may  be 
established  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  recommenda- 
tion, should  be  devolved  upon  the  Board.  They  believe 
that  in  all  similar  cases  and  institutions  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  officers  is  con^dered  a  natural  and  proper 
incident  of  the  office  of  a  trustee.  All  the  reasons 
which  led  the  City  Government,  in  framing  the  original 
ordinance,  to  ^ve  to  the  Trustees  the  power  of  appoint- 
ing "  suboiTlinate  officers,"  appear  to  apply  with  still 
greater  force  to  the  higher  officers  in  question.  As  the 
Trustees  themselves  are  annually  eligible  by  the  City 
Government,  their  responsibility  for  a  proper  discharge 
of  this,  as  of  every  other  part  of  their  duty,  will  be  im- 
mediate and  complete.  The  present  Trustees,  in  mak- 
ing this  suggestion,  will  not  be  suspected  of  any  selfish 
desire  to  increase  their  own  power,  for  there  is  not  one 
of  the  Board  who  wiU  not  willingly  retire  from  the  per- 
formance of  its  delioate  and  onerous  duties,  whenever 
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the  City  Government  ahall  deem  it  expedient  to  appoint 
their  successors. 

The  foregoing  representation  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted by  the  Trustees,  who  will  be  prepared  to  furnish 
any  further  explanations  which  may  be  desired  by  the 
City  Council  or  any  of  its  committees.

The  ordinance  directs  that  a  Committee  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  Trustees,  consisting  of  five  citizens  to  be 
chosen  at  lai^,  vith  a  member  of  the  board  of  Trustees,  to 
act  as  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  library, 
and  make  report  of  its  condition.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee the  present  year  are  Jacob  B^elow,  M.  D.,  Rev. 
Charles  Mason,  Peter  T.  Homer,  Esq.,  Henry  L  Bowditch,  M. 
D.,  and  S.  T.  Dana,  Esq. ;  Dr.  N.  B.  Shnrtleff,  on  behalf  of  the 
Trustees,  acting  as  chairman.  The  Trustees  and  the  comn)I^ 
nity  at  large  are  under  obligations  to  their  fellov  citizens 
vho,  as  members  of  this  important  Committee,  have  kindly 
consented  to  give  their  time  and  attention  to  the  performaDce 
of  its  duties.  The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  due  to  the 
young  ladies  of  the  Normal  School,  kept  in  the  upper  story  of 
the  building  in  Mason  street,  vho  this  yeu*  as  the  last  have 
kindly  aided  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  in  preparing  the 
library  for  the  annual  ezaminatioD.  The  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Examination,  marked  A,  is  herewith  submitted. 
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The  Annaal  Report  of  the  Librarian,  marked  B,  made  ia 
pnrsnauce  of  Chapter  in,  Article  12,  of  the  RaleB  and  By- 
Lave  of  the  library  ia  alao  submitted. 

These  reports  are  designed  to  contain  full  and  accurate 
statements  of  the  operatioas  of  the  library  during  the  post 
year  and  of  ita  preaent  condition.  Aa  far  aa  ita  ordinary  ad- 
ministration and  action  are  concerned,  the  Trustees  are.  not 
aware  of  anything  to  distinguish  the  current  year  from  former 
years,  certainly  not  to  the  disadvantage  of  ita  present  condition. 
The  resort  to  the  rooms  for  readii^  and  borrowing  books  has 
been  steadily  growing,  but  having  ab*eady  reached  the  utmost 
limit  of  comfortable  accommodation  in  the  narrow  premises 
in  Mason  street,  could  not  be  expected  greatly  to  increase. 
The  books  continue  to  be  io  general  punctually  returned,  and 
in  good  order,  but  the  remarks  of  the  Librarian  on  the  latter 
point  are  deserving  of  aerious  conaideration.  The  number  of 
volumes  not  returned  is  not  proportionably  greater  than  last 
year,  although  it  is  sufficient  to  cause  aome  anxiety  as  to  the 
duty  of  devising  means  of  checking  this  serious  evil.  The 
same  remark  may  be  .extended  to  accidental  and  deaigned  in- 
juries to  the  volumes  borrowed  from  the  library.  Great  reli- 
ance has  thus  lar  been  placed,  and  not  without  reason,  on  the 
good  feeling  and  moral  sense  of  borrowers,  as  the  surest  pro- 
tection from  injuries  of  both  kinds.  Should  thia  reliance  fail, 
and  should  it  become  necessary  to  resort  to  stringent  meas- 
ares  of  detection  and  repression,  the  Trustees  will  confidently 
look  to  the  support  of  an  intelligent  and  virtuous  community. 

The  Trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  boots,  have  adhered  to 
the  principles  which  have  hitherto  guided  them,  of  keeping 
the  library  supplied  with  the  current  literature  and  fresh 
reading  of  the  day.  They  have  aimed  to  add  useful  hooka  to 
the  library,  rather  than  what  ia  called  "  light  reading."  The 
beat  interests  of  the  institution  require  that  it  should  not  be 
regarded  as  a  depository  of  books  of  the  latter  description. 
They  are  so  cheap  that  they  can  be  otherwise  obtained  by  al- 
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most  every  one  who  vishes  to  read  them ;  they  occupy  apace 
OQ  the  shelves  better  filled  by  better  books ;  and  they  increase 
the  resort  of  persons  to  the  library  whose  wants  might  be 
easily  supplied  in  other  quarters,  leaviog  the  Librarian  and 
his  assistants  to  devote  their  attention  to  more  earnest  aad 
thoughtful  readers.  The  Trustees  are  persuaded  that  it  was 
not  the  design  of  the  judicious  and  public-spirited  citizens 
■who,  as  members  of  the  City  Council  in  years  past,  or  at  the 
present  time,  have  liberally  appropriated  the  public  funds  to 
the  foundation  and  support  of  the  library,  to  have  it  become 
the  means  of  gratuitously  supplying  to  a  class  of  idle  readers, 
the  nnprofitable,  not  to  say  pernicious  trash,  which  is  daily 
pouring  from  the  press. 

The  Trustees  have  enlarged  their  purchases  of  books  re- 
lating to  this  conntfy.  They  have  thought  that  this  depart- 
ment, of  all  others,  ought  to  be  well  supplied  in  a  first  class 
American  library.  Although  they  hare  not  thought  them- 
selves justified  in  buying  those  scarce  and  curious  volumes, 
whose  value  consists  mainly  in  their  rarity,  and  which  are 
only  to  be  had  at  extravagant  prices,  they  have  been  at  con- 
siderable pains  to  supply  the  library  with  works  pertaining  to 
American  history,  biography,  statistics,  and  general  literature. 

They  have  also  added  considerably  to  the  number  of  volumes 
in  the  principal  languages  of  continental  Europe.  Tliere  is  in 
Boston  a  large  population  which  speaks  some  one  of  those 
languages  as  their  mother  tongue.  All  will  feel  that  it  is  for 
the  public  benefit,  that  this  class  of  our  citizens  should  have 
the  means  of  improving  their  minds  in  common  with  the  rest 
of  the  public.  There  is  also  a  large  and  steadily  increasing 
class  of  our  native  population,  who  read  foreign  langut^s, 
and  who  stand  in  especial  need  of  the  aid  of  a  public  library 
in  procuring  books,  for  the  very  reason  that  works  in  those 
languages  are  less  abundant  and  less  easily  obtained  trom  pri- 
vate sources. 

The  increase  of  the  library  the  past  year  has  exceeded  the 
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asBDmed  umoal  avenige  of  eiz  thonsand  Tolmnes.  The  num- 
ber actnall;  added  in  the  course  of  {he  year,  as  appears  from 
the  Librarian's  Report,  is  6,816  volomea,  and  3,667  pamphlets. 
Of  tiiese,  5,130  volumes  have  been  purchased  from  the  ordi- 
nary resoorces  of  the  library,  inclnding  in  that  espreasion 
the  income  of  its  permanent  ftmds,  and  a  portion  of  the  soms 
appropriated  by  the  City  OonnciL  In  addition  to  Uie  books 
purchased  in  this  way,  above  10,000  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  library  by  the  monificence  of  Mr.  Sates,  in  addition 
to  about  11,000  Tolnmes,  which  were  received  last  year 
from  the  same  source.  Of  the  books  added  to  tiie  library, 
exclusive  of  those  given  by  Mr.  Bates,  1,686  volumee  and 
3,646  pamphlets  have  been  presented  by  liberal  iadividuals. 
The  lai^est  donations  of  this  kind  will  be  fomid  stated  in 
the  Report  of  the  Librarian ;  and  a  complete  list  of  the  ben- 
efactors to  the  library  is  given  in  connection  with  his  Report. 
The  thanks  of  the  community  are  eminently  due  to  the  large 
nomber  of  patrons,  who  have  in  thia  way  added  to  the  stores 
of  the  public  library. 

All  the  operations  of  the  library  durixg  Uie  year,  as  in 
former  years,  have  been  carried  on  to  the  same  disadvan- 
tage that  has  been  mentioned  in  former  reports  of  the 
Board,  in  consequence  of  the  limited  extent  of  the  premises 
.  in  Mason  street.  These  disadvantages  will  all  speedily  cease^ 
by  the  completion  of  the  spacious  new  building  in  Boylston 
street.  This  will  in  all  probability  take  place  before  the 
close  of  the  present  year,  although  some  time  will  be  required 
after  the  surrender  of  the  building  by  the  Commissioners,  be- 
fore the  books  can  be  placed  upon  the  shelves  and  a  catalogue 
be  printed  which  shall  be  adapted  to  the  new  locality,  and 
without  which  the  books  cannot  be  pat  in  circulation.  The 
Trustees  propose,  however,  while  most  of  this  unavoidable 
labor  is  going  en  in  the  new  building,  to  keep  open  the  library 
in  Mason  street  as  usual,  closing  it  only  for  the  removal  of 
the  books  contained  in  it,  and  for  the  shortest  time  possible. 
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WHle  the  new  building  remains  in  tiie  control  of  the  Com- 
mifisioners,  it  wonld  be  out  of  place  for  the  Trustees  to  make 
it  a  subject  of  extended  remark.  But  as  two  members  of  the 
Board  are  also  members  of  the  Commission,  it  ma;  not  be 
improper  to  repeat  the  remark  made  in  a  fonner  Report,  that 
the  new  building,  when  finished  and  appropriated  to  the  ooble 
purpose  of  its  erection,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees, 
reflect  lasting  credit  upon  the  government  and  people  of  the 
City  of  BoatOD,  and  full;  justify  the  liberal  appropriations 
which  have  been  made  by  the  past  and  present  City  Councils. 

The  utmost  diligence  has  been  employed  during  the  past 
year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trastees,  in  preparing  for  the 
removaJ  of  the  library  to  &e  new  bnilding.  The  City  Coun- 
cil is  well  aware  that  onr  liberal  benefactor,  Mr.  Bates,  as 
soon  as  he  was  informed  of  the  design  of  the  City  GoTCm-  • 
ment  to  erect  a  spacious  fire-proof  building  for  the  Library, 
and  to  make  provision  for  its  permauent  support,  resolved,  in 
addition  to  his  generous  donation  of  $50,000,  of  which  the  in- 
terest  was  appropriated  by  him  forever  to  the  purchase  of 
books,  to  present  to  the  City  such  a  number  of  volumes,  in 
the  various  departments  of  science  and  literature,  as  would 
enable  the  institution  to  commence  its  operations  on  a  liberal 
scale,  as  soon  aa  the  new  building  should  be  opened. 

The  Trustees  beg  leave  to  refer  to  their  last  Annual  Report 
for  an  account  of  the  measures  taken  by  them,  in  the  year 
1866,  to  give  effect  to  tins  new  and  most  signal  act  of  libert^- 
ity,  by  preparing,  at  Mr.  Bates'  request,  lists  of  books  to  be 
porchased  by  him,  and  by  renting  a  house  in  Boylston  Place 
for  the  reception  and  preparation  for  tbe  shelves  of  the  vol- 
umes thus  added  to  tbe  library.  This  work  has  been  most 
diligently  and  laboriously  carried  on  during  the  present  year, 
by  Professor  Jewett  and  his  assistants.  The  general  nature 
of  the  work  to  be  performed  in  this  department  of  the  Li- 
brary is  Bet  forth  in  the  last  Annual  Beport  of  tbe  Trustees; 
and  the  extent  of  the  operations  of  this  branch  of  the  Library 
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will  be  fulljr  seen  by  the  Report  of  Mr.  Jevett,  herewith  sub- 
mitted, marked  G.  It  will  appear  &om  this  Keport  that  up 
to  its  date,  oae  hmidred  aod  forty-two  cases  of  books  had 
been  received,  coatainiDg  21,374  volumes,  the  cost  of  which, 
according  to  the  invoices,  was  $38,893.  Additional  cases  of 
books  are  constantly  arriyiug.  These  facts  will  sufficientlj 
indicate  the  generous  purposes  of  our  great  benefactor,  Mr- 
Bates,  who  is  contributing,  with  such  princely  munificence,  to 
the  stores  of  the  library,  and  who  authorizes  us  to  rely  upon 
him  as  a  firm  friend,  desirous,  firom  time  to  time,  to  aid  its 
progress,  should  it  go  on  well,  and  be  found  to  justify  Uie  ex- 
pectations of  usefulness  of  which  it  is  the  subject. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report,  the  Trustees  alluded  to  the  ab- 
sence of  one  of  their  number  (Mr.  Tickuor)  in  Europe.  A 
•  principal  inducement  of  Mr.  Ticknor  to  visit  Europe  in  1856, 
was  to  render  such  assistance  as  might  be  desirable  to  Mr. 
Bates  in  carrying  out  his  noble  purpose  of  making  a  lai^e  do- 
nation of  books  to  the  library.  The  Trustees  gladly  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  them  of  supplying 
the  library,  from  their  own  resources  and  on  the  most  advan- 
tageous terms,  with  such  other  books  as  it  was  deemed  expe- 
dient at  this  time  to  purchase  in  Europe.  They  accordingly 
placed  at  Mr.  Ticknor's  disposal  nearly  all  the  funds  at  then: 
command  in  Europe,  and  empowered  him  in  other  respects  to 
act  for  them  during  his  absence.  In  a  commnnicatioD  dated 
23d  September,  1857,  he  has  submitted  to  the  Trustees  a  de- 
tailed account  of  his  proceedings  under  the  authority  conferred 
upon  hun  by  several  votes  of  the  Board.  The  Trustees  have 
no  hesitation  in  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  services  ren> 
dered  by  him  are  of  the  highest  importance.  It  having  been 
determined  from  the  first  by  Mr.  Bates  that  a  considerable 
part  of  his  donation  should  bo  expended  in  continental  litera- 
ture, and  no  arrangement  having  as  yet  been  made  by  him, 
except  for  the  purchase  of  French  books,  the  assistaoce  of 
Hr.  Ticknor  in  making  arrangements  personally  for  the  Ger- 
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man  and  Italiao  departmeDts  was  io  the  M^eet  degree  sea- 
Booable  and  effective.  In  giving  mach  of  his  time  and  his 
TiQTearied  personal  attention  to  the  affairs  of  the  library, 
dnring  his  absence  in  Enrope,  Mr.  Tioknor  has  hot  continaed 
those  services  to  which  it  was  already  so  mnch  indebted,  and 
-which  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  prosperit;  of  the  insti- 
tatiOD.  In  addition  to  all  that  was  effected  personally  by 
himself,  the  agencies  established  by  him,  and  the  good  oCBces 
of  some  of  the  most  accomplished  librarians  and  bibliogra- 
phers of  Europe,  which  he  has  secared  for  the  institntion, 
will  no  doubt  materially  subserve  its  interests.  The  comma* 
nicatiou  above  referred  to,  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Trustees  to  whom  it  was  referred,  which  Report  was 
accepted  by  the  Board,  are  herewith  submitted,  marked  D. 

The  Trustees  refer  to  the  Librarian's  Report  for  an  ac- 
oount  of  the  r^ular  operations  of  the  library  during  the  past 
year ;  and  they  have  much  pleasure  in  repeating  fi-om  their 
former  Annual  Reports  tho  expression  of  their  satis&ction  at  - 
the  assiduity  and  diligence  with  which  bis  duties  and  those  of 
his  assistants  have  been  performed.  It  will  be  perceived, 
from  Mr,  Capen's  Report,  that  the  number  of  new  accounts 
for  borrowing  books  during  the  past  year  is  2,263,  making  a 
total  of  13,781.  The  number  of  names  entered  in  the  Read- 
ing .Room  in  the  course  of  the  year  is  2,236,  making  a  total, 
since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  of  15,092.  The  number  of 
books  which  have  been  borrowed  during  the  year  is  89,423, 
making  a  daily  average  of  310  volumes  for  the  working  days 
of  the  year,  being  an  increase  over  the  daily  average  of  the 
last  year  of  19  volumes,  or  an  increase  m  the  a^regate  of  the 
year  of  6,162  volumes. 

The  Trustees,  in  conclnsioa,  beg  leave  to  return  their  grate- 
ful acknowledgments  to  the  city  government,  for  the  liberal 
patronage  and  support  which  have  been  extended  to  the  library 
during  the  current  year,  as  in  past  years.     They  recognize  in 
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this  policy,  the  coatinnance  of  those  liberal  vieva  on  the  part 
of  the  City  Ooancil,  to  which  Boeton  owes  bo  much  of  the  en- 
viable position  vhich  she  occnpies  among  the  cities  of  the 
Union.  The  Library  has  ever  been  regarded  by  the  Trustees  as 
the  completion  of  the  great  system  of  public  edacation  which 
was  founded  by  law  in  Boston,  as  soon  as  in  any  part  of 
the  country,  if  not  even  sooner.  TiU  a  great  public  library 
was  founded,  that  system  of  education  remained  imperfect 
It  bestowed  upon  our  children  the  keys  of  knowledge,  but  the 
treasure  itself  was  within  the  reach  only  of  those  whose  pri- 
Tate  means  gave  them  access  to  large  collections  of  books ; 
not  to  dwell  on  the  fact  that  the  amplest  private  collections 
can  but  partially  supply  the  place,  even  for  those  who  hare 
the  use  of  them,  of  a  liberally  endowed  public  library. 

Henceforward  the  inhabitants  of  Boston,  of  both  sexes, 
whose  love  of  osefnl  knowledge  has  been  kindled  and  nour- 
ished at  our  free  schools,  and  whose  pursuits  in  life  require 
that  they  should  be  informed  of  the  progressive  condition  of 
the  arts  and  sciences,  will  have  access  to  a  library,  already 
nobly  furnished  by  the  munificence  of  our  greatest  benefactor 
and  its  other  liberal  patrons,  and  destined,  from  the  perma- 
nent funds  already  established,  and  the  generous  patronage  of 
the  city  government,  and  public  spirited  individuals,  to  a 
steady  and  satisfactory  increase.  The  Trustees  have  no  bes- 
itotion  in  expressing  the  opinion  that  no  part  of  the  public 
expenditure  will  bring  back  a  richer  return  to  the  community. 

Her  geographical  situation  has  prevented  Boston  from  main- 
tainii^  the  place  which  she  originally  filled  among  the  cities 
of  the  land,  in  population,  commerce,  and  material  resources. 
Had  she  consented  to  remain  without  a  great  public  library, 
she  must  have  submitted  also  to  a  secondary  position  in  the 
means  of  intellectual'  culture.  The  establishment  of  such  an 
institution  has  prevented  this  reproach  from  coming  upon  her, 
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and  Trill  enable  her,  in  this  respect,  to  sastain  a  generous  and 
mutually  beneficial  emulation  vith  her  sister  cities.

REPORT   OF   EXAMINING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  of  Ezaminatios,  appointed  in  pnrsoaiice  of 
the  seventh  section  of  the  city  ordinance  relating  to  the 
Public  Library, 

REPORT: 

That,  —  in  accordance  with  the  section  of  the  ordinance 
wliicli  requires  that  the  Tmstees  of  the  Library  shall  annoally 
appoint  a  Committee  consisting  of  five  citizens,  who  with  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trnstees  as  chairman,  shall  examine 
the  library  and  moke  report  of  its  condition  to  the  Trustees 
—  they  have  visited  the  temporary  library  building  in  Mason 
street,  and  the  other  premises  occupied  for  the  porposes  of 
the  library,  and  have  made  snch  examination  as  they  consid- 
ered necessary  and  proper.  This  being  the  fifth  time  that  tibe 
inatitiition  has  been  submitted  to  an  aminal  visitation  by  per* 
sons  not  immediately  coniiected  with  its  management,  (except- 
ing the  chairman  of  the  several  committees,)  and  occurring  just 
previous  to  a  contemplated  removal  of  its  books  and  other 
appurtenances  to  a  more  permanent  place  of  deposit,  they 
have  felt  it  their  duty,  while  following  the  plan  of  precediog 
reports,  to  enter  a  little  more  minntely  than  otherwise  would 
have  been  expected  of  them,  into  its  actual  condition  at  the 
present  time,  and  also  in  regard  prospectively  to  its  fotore 
wants. 

FiBST.  —  Thb  Books.  At  the  examination  made  by  the 
Committee,  in  November,  1856,  the  whole  number  of  volumes 
appertaining  to  the  library,  exclusive  of  tlie  liberal  donation 
of  Joshua  Bates,  Esq.,  then,  as  now,  under  the  special  diarge 
of  the  Book  Committee  of  the  Trustees,  consisted  of  28,080 
volumes,  12,386  pamphlets,  end  a  considerable  nnmber  of 
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bonnd  and  nabonnd  newapspera,  nearly  one-fifth  part  of  tlte 
boobs,  and  oae-half  of  the  pamphlets  havii^  been  added  by 
pnrcfaaae  or  received  by  donation  daring  the  preceding  twelve 
months.  Dormg  the  year  -vrbich  has  just  passed,  6,816  volmnea, 
3,667  pamphlets,  100  charts,  691  newspapers,  and  20  engrav- 
ings, have  been  added  to  the  library,  so  that  the  whole  Dum- 
ber of  Tolomes  of  books  amounts  to  34,896,  and  the  nomber  of 
pamphlets  to  16,053.  Of  these  books,  1,686  volumes  have 
been  received  as  gifts ;  and  of  the  pamphlets,  all,  with  the  ex- 
oeptaoB  of  21,  have  been  donations  from  individoals  and  insti- 
tations ;  as  have  also  all  the  newspapers,  charts  and  eugrav- 
inga.  These  numbers,  however,  do  not  include  the  large  do* 
natioD  of  books  from  Mr.  Bates  —  the  mmiificent  European 
friend  of  the  library.  Such  volumes  as  required  it  have  been 
pat  into  good  snbstaatial  bindii^,  as  have  also  a  portion  of  the 
pamphlets,  so  called,  which  formed,  when  collected  leather, 
eontinnons  works.  The  general  collection  of  pamphlets,  oom- 
prising  tracts  on  various  miscellaneons  subjects,  and  the  in- 
complete serial  works  have  been  placed  in  convenient  par- 
cels, and,  for  want  of  room  in  the  temporary  accommodations 
in  Mason  street,  stored  for  the  present,  until  there  shall  be 
proper  conreniesces  for  their  classification  and  arrangement. 

Owing  to  the  scanty  accommodations  for  the  books  in  the 
rooms  now  occapied  for  the.  administration  of  the  library,  a 
large  number  of  the  books  least  frequently  required  for  con- 
sultation and  circulation,  have  been  stored  in  apartments  in 
the  Quiacy  School  House.  These  have  been  viewed  by  the 
Committee  in  the  performance  of  their  duty. 

In  general,  the  books  are  in  good  condition,  a  ibw  only 
having  been  injured  by  actual  wear,  or  mutilated  or  de&ced 
by  inconsiderate  persons  to  whom  they  have  in  the  ordinary 
operations  of  the  library  been  loaned;  and  in  the  case  of 
these  few  exceptions,  the  books  are  uniformly  those  which 
have  done  much  and  good  service,  having  been  constantly  in 
use  since  the  first  opening  of  the  library,  and  the  loan  of  the 
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books  for  home  nae^ — yrhidi  was  in  May,  1854.  It  is  believed 
that  ia  this  respect  the  Public  library  has  beeo  apeoally 
favored,  not  having  suffered  more  than  other  libraries  whose 
volumes  have  not  been  bo  much  nor  so  constantly  in  ase.  It 
has  been  rare  daring  the  year  to  find  books  retnnied  with 
their  bindmg  bo  materially  ii\jnred  as  to  require  repairs,  or 
their  paper  covers  so  nnnecessarily  soiled  as  to  need  renewal. 
Very  few  volumes,  and  those  of  books  of  comparatively  small 
valne  and  easily  to  be  replaced,  have  been  laid  aside  by  the 
librarian  on  account  of  beooming  imperfect  or  worn  out. 

The  books  are  chiefly  in  the  English  language,  and  are  in  a 
great  degree  such  as  have  been  considered  by  the  Trustees 
as  most  appropriate  for  general  use ;  a  portion,  however,  of 
those  recently  purchased  are  in  foreign  languages,  and  some 
are  such  as  are  specially  required  for  constant  reference  or 
for  occasional  consultation.  Indeed,  thus  &r,  in  the  selection 
and  purchase  of  books,  it  seems  to  have  been  the  desire  of 
the  Trustees  to  procure  almost  entirely  the  books  most  needed 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  greatest  number  of  readers,  leav- 
ing to  a  future  but^not  distant  day,  the  procuring  of  otiiers  less 
demanded,  thoi^h  not  less  valuable.  Of  the  most  recent  and 
most  popidar  books  of  the  day,  in  many  instances,  a  consider, 
able  number  of  extra  copies,  and  when  advisable,  different 
editions  of  them,  have  been  purchased,  so  &at  readers  could 
have  the  advantage  of  an  early  perusal  of  those  books  which 
appeared  in  print  from  time  to  time  possessing  a  transient  value^ 
oftentimes  depending  upon  local  or  occasional  ciroumstances. 

Preparatory  to  the  examination  by  the  Committee,  the 
books  in  circulation  were  called  in;  and  during  the  usual  an> 
nual  period  of  dosing  the  library,  they  were  put  in  proper 
order,  and  in  place  npon  tiie  shelves.  In  this  condition  they 
were  carefully  examined  in  connection  with  the  alcove  (or 
shelf)  catalogues,  by  several  young  ladies  (^  the  Girls'  Hi^ 
and  Kormal  School,  and  the  defioiences  noted.  This  service, 
thoroughly  performed,  exhibited  a  deficit  of  217  volumes. 
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A  portion  of  these  will  be  restored  to  their  places,  wheo  they 
shall  have  been  sent  for  and  recorered,  as  will  be  done  by  the 
librariau  in  the  course  of  a  short  time,  according  to  the 
mlea  and  regulations  of  the  library.  The  books  missing  are 
*  generally  of  small  value ;  and  their  cost  will  be  more  than  met 
by  the  amoimt  of  fines  collected  daring  the  year  from  persons 
who  have  detained  books  longer  than  the  time  allowed  by  the 
regnlations,  and  who  have  cheerfully  paid  the  forfeiture. 

The  books  have  been  very  actively  circulated,  perhaps  in 
this  respect  exceeding  those  of  any  other  public  library;  the 
average  diuly  circulatioD  durii^  the  past  year  having  been  about 
310  volumes.  Id  one  week  when  many  books  were  loaned  out 
tiie  daily  averse  was  476 ;  but  the  greatest  number  taken 
from  the  library  in  any  one  day  amounted  to  730,  making 
in  all  abont  90,000  volumes,  —  an  increase  in  circuhttion  of 
6,762  volumes  over  that  of  the  last  year.  In  addition  to  those 
who  have  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  present  library 
year  qualified  themselves  under  the  rules  to  use  the  books, 
2,236  have  affixed  their  signatures  to  the  proper  book,  and 
2,263  new  entries  have  been  made  in  the  loan  book.  When  it 
is  considered  that  books  can  be  detained  from  the  Library 
fourteen  days,  and  consequently  that  about  4,000  volumes  at 
the  above  rates  con  be  out  at  one  time,  and  that  the  present 
temporary  building  only  contains  about  20,000  of  the  volumes 
belongii^  to  the  library,  it  may  be  justly  inferred  that  the  in- 
stitution has  done  during  the  past  year  all  that  could  reasona- 
bly have  been  expected  of  it  X  proper  record  of  all  books 
loaned  has  been  kept  in  the  books  prepared  and  used  for  the 
purpose. 

Besides  the  class  of  books  already  alluded  to,  the  Library 
is  particidarly  well  endowed  with  the  most  valuable  books 
pertaining  to  periodical  literature,  with  the  most  recent  issues 
of  which  the  tables  of  Aie  Beading  Boom  are  constantly  cov- 
ered. The  back  volumes  of  the  most  desirable  of  these  have 
been  procured  and  bound,  and  are  always  at  hand  when  called 
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for  in  the  matmer  indicated  by  the  rules.  These  include  the 
most  prominent  of  the  American  and  English  periodicals,  and 
a  proportion  of  others  from  the  principal  seats  of  literature 
in  continental  Earope.  Abont  one  hundred  and  forty  in  nnm' 
ber,  they  comprise  the  most  popular  vorks  of  that  claas  in 
polite  literature,  and  also  in  the  Tariona  departments  of  sci- 
ence and  the  useful  arts.  These  and  the  books  which  are 
read  or  used  for  consultation  in  the  Beading  Room  by  every 
class  of  citizens,  largely  increase  the  amount  of  use  of  the 
library,  over  and  above  the  home  use  of  the  books  of  circula- 
tion; but  of  this  hind  of  use  of  the  books  no  very  accurate 
estimate  can  at  this  time  be  given. 

Sbcond.  —  The  Catalogues.  The  system  of  cataloguing 
the  books  in  the  Public  Library  is  as  perfect  as  that  of  any 
other  in  the  country.  It  consists  of  a  aeries  of  catalogues, 
each  of  which  has  a  special  object  to  accomplish,  and  all  of 
which  have  a  relation  to  eadh  other.  The  Slip  CakUogm  con- 
tains the  first  rough  minutes  of  the  daily  accessions  to  the  li- 
brary, and  is  kept  on  square  pieces  of  paper  of  uniform  size, 
each  title'  being  written  in  the  fewest  words  with  the  date  and 
source  of  accession  on  each  slip.  These  slips  arranged  chron- 
ologically form  the  basis  of  the  catalogue  of  accessions,  and 
when  placed  subsequently  in  alphabetical  order,  also  the 
ground  work  of  the  short  title,  or  finding  catalogue.  The 
Catalogue  of  Accetiiont  contams  a  daily  list  of  all  books  re- 
ceived either  by  porchase  or  donation,  those  of  each  day  by 
themselves,  and  each  book  title  having  a  number  prefixed  to  it 
strictly  in  the  numerical  order  in  which  it  is  there  recorded, 
together  with  such  particulars  relating  to  date  and  place  of 
publication,  size,  condition,  source  whence  obtained,  cost, 
Ac.,  as  may  be  valuable  for  future  reference  either  in  respect 
to  indivdual  books  or  for  the  history  of  the  library,  lii  con- 
nectioQ  with  this  catalogue,  an  Index  of  Dohationt  is  kept  in  the 
library,  in  which  are  recorded,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names 
of  all  beneOtctors  to  the  library,  with  tofercneo,  by  p«gc,  to 
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the  accession  catalogae  for  the  necessary  details.  For  the 
record  of  acceaeions  of  the  periodicals,  a  special  book  has 
been  kept  from  the  first  iustitutioa  of  the  library.  The  next  , 
of  the  series  is  the  Alphabetical  Card  Catalogue,  which,  as  its 
name  implies,  preserves  the  constant  alphabetical  means  of  re& 
erence  to  the  titles  of  all  the  books  in  the  library.  In  this 
the  fnll  title  of  every  book  is  given,  arranged  vhen  possible 
by  the  name  of  the  author,  with  such  cross  references  to  sab- 
jects  as  may  be  needful  in  fornisMug  ample  imformation  re- 
specting the  books.  This  catalogue  can  always  be  inspected 
under  the  eye  of  the  librarian  and  his  assistants,  by  any  per. 
SOD  so  desiring  for  the  attainment  of  useful  ends.  No  book 
is  allowed  to  go  into  circulation  until  its  title  has  been  en- 
tered in  the  Ateom  Catalogue,  which  contains  Uie  short  titles 
of  the  books,  with  the  necessary  particulars  strictly  in  the 
numerical  order  in  which  they  stand  on  tiie  shelves.  The  ac- 
cession number,  which  should  in  all  cases  be  affixed  to  each 
title,  ^es  the  desirable  means  of  easy  reference  to  the  cat- 
alogue of  accessions.  The  last  of  the  series  is  the  Short 
Tide  ior  finding)  Catalogue,  by  which  the  contents  of  the  li- 
brary are  known  to  the  public,  and  the  places  of  tiie  books  to 
persons  asking  for  them,  and  to  the  assistants  who  seek  for 
them  for  delivery.  When  the  library  was  first  opened,  and  the 
pecuniary  means  of  the  institution  were  scanty  and  more  needed 
for  books  than  for  library  luxuries,  a  catalogue  was  printed  by 
the  Trnatees,  in  which  the  titles  of  books  were  given  once  only, 
and  these,  according  to  the  custom  of  other  libraries,  and  tiie 
best  anthoritiesunder  similar  circumstances, were  in  Hie  name 
of  the  author  when  practicable.  In  the  small  days  of  the  li- 
brary, when  the  number  of  the  books  was  small,  this  plan  of 
single  titles  was  sufficient  for  its  administration;  but  now 
that  the  number  has  become  large,  and  the  interleaved  cata- 
lognes  somewhat  bulky  and  extensive,  the  multiplication  of 
entries  of  cross  references  to  each  title  in  this  catalogue  has 
become  absolutely  nec^sary,  and  a  good  printed  catalogue  of 
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tite  books  alphabetically  arranged  according  to  anthors,  and 
especially  Hnbjects,  with  a  concise  index  of  general  and  also 
of  particular  sabjecta  duly  classified,  is  imperatively  called 
for  by  tbe  reading  public  as  well  as  by  the  scholars  vho  make 
use  of  the  library.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  one  of  the 
points  which  will  meet  the  prompt  attention  of  the  Trustees 
on  opening  the  library  for  use  in  the  new  bnildiug  which  has 
been  so  munificently  provided  by  the  city  for  the  accommodb- 
tion  of  the  treasures  under  tlieir  charge. 

The  catalogues  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  remarks  hare 
been  carefully  kept  op  by  the  labors  of  the  librarian  and  his 
assistants,  and  refiect  much  credit  upon  the  institution,  for  the 
prompt  manner  in  which  a  portion  of  library  work,  so  often 
neglected  or  iuefficiently  performed,  has  been  satisfactorily 
accomplished. 

The  catalogue  of  accessions  has  always  been  kept  up  to 
date,  delay  only  arising  when  extensive  donations  have  been 
received  or  large  acquisitions  made  by  purchase,  and  in  all 
cases  the  donations  have  been  recorded  in  strict  chronolt^- 
cal  order,  nnder  their  various  dates  before  the  purchases,  and 
never  with  a  delay  of  more  than  three  days.  Cards  have  been 
written  for  all  books  received  previous  to  the  last  large  dona- 
tion which  came  just  as  the  library  was  about  to  be  closed 
for  the  annual  preparation  for  examination ;  and  the  necessary 
cross  references  for  most  of  the  works  in  the  Euglish  lan- 
guage, and  a  large  portion  of  the  others  have  been  made. 
The  interleaved  copies  of  tjie  printed  short  title  eatalognea 
for  the  Beading  Room  have  been  assiduously  kept  in  a  condi- 
tion for  use  by  a  written  insertion  of  the  titles  of  the  books 
added  day  by  day,  as  they  have  been  placed  upon  the  shelves 
for  use.  Besides  keeping  the  old  interleaved  catalogues  com> 
plete  with  the  new  entries,  two  additional  manuscript  copies 
have  been  newly  written.  In  no  instance  has  a  book  been  put 
upon  the  shelves  forase  without  an  entry  being  made  at  thesame 
time  in  the  alcove  catalogue.    In  the  adminiatration  of  the  li- 
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Mnrj  tbe  Trustees  Iiare  kept  recordB  for  the  entry  of  books 
"asked for  "  and  for  books  ordered,"  with  the  Qecesaary  par- 
ticulars;  and  these  hare  been  posted  up  in  order. 

Thibd.  —  Thb  Librart  Roous.  The  apartments  in  which 
the  library  is  managed  are  the  same  as  last  year ;  namely, 
two  rooms  in  the  building  in  Mason';  street,  occupied  in  part 
for  the  Girls'  High  and  Normal  School.  One  of  these,  cod- 
stmoted  with  alcoves,  contains  the  Volomes  that  aro  nov 
most  frequently  demanded  for  current  use  and  circnlatioD ; 
and  the  other,  although  it  has  a  small  display  of  books  around 
its  sides,  is  used  in  part  as  a  Reading  Boom,  and  partly  as  a 
room  for  the  delivery  of  books  to  borrowers.  Many  of  tbe 
books  are  stored  in  two  rooms  in  the  uppermost  story  of  the 
Quincy  School  House ;  and  others,  packed  up  in  boxes,  have 
been  removed  to  the  new  building  in  Boylstou  street,  where 
they  will  remain  without  being  unpacked  until  the  building  is 
used  for  library  purposes.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
pamphlets  is  stored  in  one  of  tiie  rooms  of  the  Boylston 
place  house.  The  iuconvenieoce  and  the  crowded  state  of  the 
incommodious  temporary  apartments  in  Mason  street,  have 
been  causes  of  great  discomfort  to  those  having  the  active 
administration  of  the  library ;  but  tbe  foresight  and  liberal 
provision  of  the  city  government  have  placed  tbe  library  in 
respect  to  future  accommodations  in  a  position  that  will  soon 
relieve  it  from  embarrassment  for  many  years  to  come. 

In  the  discharge  of  their  duty  tbe  attention  of  tbe  Commit- 
tee was  called  to  the  carefully  kept  records  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  letter  book  in  which  the  correspondence  relat- 
ing to  the  library  is  transcribed,  the  numerous  manuscript 
books  appertaining  to  the  man^emeut  of  the  library,  such 
aa  the  book  containing  the  signatures  of  the  persons  using 
the  library,  another  book  containing  an  alphabetical  arrange- 
ment of  the  same  names,  the  strangers  book,  in  which  the 
uames  of  persons  not  residents  of  Boston,  but  visitors 
only,  are  recorded,  together  with  the  various  catalogues  and 
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loan  books  already  alluded  to  in  another  part  of  this  report. 
The  Committee  oannot  close  this  report  vithoat  expressing 
great  satisfaction  in  the  appearance  of  the  libraiy  and  its  ar- 
raogements,  many  of  irhich  are  peculiar  to  this  institution,  and 
add  mnch  to  the  ease  with  which  it  is  man^i;ed.  Thej  trust 
that  the  prosperity  which  hae  marked  its  dawn,  will  be  con- 
tinned  to  it  for  many  years  to  come,  and  that  it  will  prove  a 
blesBing  and  fruitful  inheritance  to  the  generations  which  are  to 
encceed  those  who  now  enjoy  the  benefits  of  its  rich  treasury 
of  knowledge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  PuUic  Library:    . 

Gektleuem,  —  I  rcspectfullf  submit  the  foUowiDg,  as  tho 
Foartli  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  on  the  condition  and 
increase  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  Oct.  31, 1856,  6,816  vol- 
nmes,  3,667  pamphlets,  591  papers,  20  engravings  and  100 
charts,  have  been  added  to  the  Library.  Of  these,  1,686  toI- 
nmes,  3,646  pamphlets,  and  all  the  papers,  engravings  and 
charts,  have  been  received  as  donations,  many  of  them  qnite 
Taloable,  from  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  persona  and  aesoci- 
atioQS.  If  it  be  permitted,  where  one  spirit,  that  of  good  will 
to  the  institution,  has  actuated  all  donors,  to  designate  any,  I 
vill  mention  the  following:  We  have  received  a  complete  set 
of  the  Boston  Transcript,  from  Hon.  Lemuel  Shattuck,  James 
B.  Richardson,  Esq.,  John  Odin,  M.  D.,  and  Measrs.  Dutton  & 
Son;  the  Boston  Liberator,  nearly  complete,  from  Henry  I. 
Bowditch,  M.  D.,  and  Robert  F.  Wallcut,  Esq.;  the  Christian 
Review,  complete,  from  Joseph  A.  Pond,  Esq. ;  a  complete  set 
of  the  American  Travellerrfrom  Messrs.  Wortbington  &  Flan- 
ders ;  a  set  of  the  Minutes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Institution 
of  Civil  Engineers,  London,  and  a  catalogue  of  the  Library, 
from  the  Institution;  one  hundred  or  more'charts  of  the  Coast 
Survey,  from  the  Department  of  the  United  States  Coast  Sur- 
vey; a  series  of  drawings  of  public  buildings,  from  the  United 
States  Treasury  Department,  Capt  A.  H.  Bowman,  Engineer  in 
charge.  Sundry  volumes  containing  a  complete  series  of  these 
drawings  forwarded  from  the  same  Department,  and  registered 
on  the  books  of  the  Express  Company  at  Washington,  failed  to 
reach  us  — a  matter  of  regret,  as  a  complete  set  of  this  valuable 
work  cannot  now  be  procured  to  supply  the  loss.    We  have 
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received  from  Hon.  Edward  Everett,  a  Bet  of  the  Soathern 
Literary  Messenger;  Irom  M.  A.  Yattemare,  five  eplendid  folio 
vols,  entitled  Catacombes  de  Rome,  and  other  works  of  ^  alue ; 
irom  the  Imperial-Royal  Geological  Institation,  in  Vienna,  a 
set  of  the  Transactions,  of  the  Year-book,  and  other  pablica- 
tions ;  from  Rev.  J.  S.  G.  Greene,  and  Hon.  Lemuel  Shattnck, 
very  large  donations,  that  of  the  former  rich  in  works  on  Nat- 
ural History,  that  of  the  latter  rich  in  the  department  of  sta- 
tistics. We  receive  regularly  files  of  the  following  papers, 
some  of  which  are  sot  printed  in  the  published  list,  for  the 
reason  that  no  volume  has  been  completed  for  the  binder. 
Anglo  Saxon,  two  copies,  from  Bartlett,  St.  John  &  Co. ;  Bos. 
ton  Courier,  from  Clark,  Fellows  &  Co. ;  Daily  Evening  Tray- 
eller,  from  Worthington,  Flanders  &  Co. ;  New  York  Musical 
World,  from  Richard  Stoira  Willis;  The  Inventor,  sup- 
posed Ixom  Low,  Haskell  &  Co. ;  The  Medical  World,  from 
J.  V.  C.  Smith,  M.  D. ;  The  Prisoner's  Friend,  from  Rev. 
Charles  Spear.  We  have  received,  also,  a  continuation  of  the 
valuable  series  issued  from  the  British  Patent  Office,  not  men- 
tioned in  the  printed  list,  for  the  reason  that  they  have  been 
forwarded,  without  entry,  to  the  branch  of  the  Library  in 
Boylston  Place ;  and,  by  way  of  exchange  with  the  Royal  Li- 
brary of  Brussels,  115  volumes. 

The  number  of  volumes  now  belonging  to  the  library,  is 
34,896,  which  does  not  include  a  purchase  of  nearly  three  hun- 
dred volumes  of  pamphlets,  from  the  library  of  the  late  Dr. 
Beck,  of  Albany.  The  number  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the 
library,  is  16,053.  ' 

During  the  year,  2,236  names  have  been  registered,  a&d 
2,263  accounts  have  been  opened  in  the  loan  books.  The 
whole  number  of  subscribers  is  now  15,092,  and  the  number  of 
accounts,  ia  13,181.  The  number  of  volumes  delivered  to  bor- 
rowers, was  89,423  —  6,T62  volumes  more  than  were  deliv- 
ered last  year.  The  average  daily  circulation  was  310;  last 
year  it  was  291.     From  Nov.  let  to  April  25th,  the  average 
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vas  359 ;  &om  Deo.  lat  to  Mareli  31st,  it  was  381 ;  from  Jan. 
let  to  March  31st,  it  was  391 ;  fi-om  Jan.  12th  to  March  21st. 
it  was  402;  from  Feb.  16th  to  March  21at,it  was  417;  from 
Feb.  23d  to  Feb.  28th,  it  was  476 ;  firom  April  27th  to  Sept 
16lh,  it  was  260.  The  largest  nnmber  of  books  borrowed  in 
one  day,  was  730,  on  the  24th  of  January. 

I  cannot  testify  in  this  Beport,  as  I  did  in  the  last,  to  the 
oniTersal  care  exhibited  by  borrowers  for  the  preserTation  of 
books.  The  practice  of  marking  npon' books,  with  ink  and  pen- 
cil, has  been  quite  prevalent ;  and  repeated  instances  have  come 
to  our  knowledge  of  their  motilatiOD.  These  have  been  re- 
ported from  time  to  time,  to  the  Committee  of  the  Trustees, 
and  are  now  mentioned  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and 
the  public.  The  number  of  volumes  laid  aside  as  worthless 
has  increased,  bnt  is  not  larger  than  would  arise  from  a  fair 
ns^e  of  books  of  the  class  to  which  they  belong.  217  vol- 
ames  are  reported  as  lost.  Of  these  we  may  receive  about 
67,  and  be  obliged  to  charge  150  to  the  loss  of  the  year. 
In  one  view,  the  above  statement  is  far  from  flattering.  It 
'  might  be  supposed  that  one  enjoying  the  privileges  of  a  lai^ 
and  valuable  library,  which  spread  before  him,  without  money 
and  without  price,  treasures  in  all  languf^es,  which  hitherto 
bad  been  accessible  only  to  the  few,  would  be  considerate 
enough  to  comply  with  the  few  rnles  that  are  deemed  neces- 
sary in  its  administration,  especially  if  be  baa  in  writing 
promised  to  obey  them.  In  another  view,  one  might  say,  it 
is  matter  for  gratification  and  pride  that  90,000  volumes 
should  be  held  in  circulation  with  so  small  a  percentage  of 
loss,  by  14,000  borrowers,  selected,  not  from  the  circle  of  lit- 
erati, who  value  books,  and  have  ample  means  to  exercise 
care  in  using  them,  but  from  all  the  avenues  of  a  populous 
city,  such  as  choose  to  come,  and  represented,  in  many  in- 
stances, by  children,  of  whom  we  must  not  expect  too  much. 
The  latter  view  I  take ;  and,  while  expressing  regret  that  any 
should  BO  far  forget  themselves  aa  to  mar  or  mutilate  the 
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property  of  the  library,  would  retain  a  confiding  hope  that  a 
public  sentiment  strong  enough  to  protect  all  its  interests 
will  be  eBtablished,  and  that  the  future  administration  of  the 
Library  will  show  that  the  trust  has  not  been  misplaced. 

There  have  been  1,413  volumes  boand,  at  an  expense  of 
$1,016.57.  iS&ay  of  these  belonged  to  sets  of  books  in  folio, 
such  as  the  Boston  Transcript  and  Liberator,  and  several  vol- 
nmes  of  the  Traveller ;  also  several  folio  volumes  in  the  do* 
nation  of  H.  Vattemare  and  of  Mr.  Greene  were  deemed 
worthy  of  a  binding  proportionate  in  value  to  that  of  the 
works.  776  volumes  have  been  bound  after  use  in  the  Circii' 
lating  Library,  and  234  after  use  as  periodical's  in  the  Bead- 
ing Room.  169  were  purchased  and  bound  previous  to  receiv- 
ing places,  and  234  were  donations. 

The  amount  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  for  fines, 
since  the  first  of  Oct.,  1856,  is  1130.86. 

As  usual,  there  will  be  found  appended  to  this  Report  a 
memorandum  of  the  amount  received  from  the  invested  funds 
of  the  library ;  a  list  of  donors,  and  the  number  of  volumes, 
pamphlets,  &e^  presented  by  each,  and  a  financial  statement 
for  the  period  from  Nov.  1,  1856,  to  Oct.  31,  1857,  inclusive.

Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  purchase  of  Books  for  the 
Public  Library. 

Sib  :  —  In  accordance  :with  yonr  reqnest,  I  have  the  honor 
to  present  to  yon  a  Report  respecting  the  hranch  of  the 
Public  Library  which  has  been  under  my  superintendence, 
at  No.  13  Boylston  place. 

The  operations  of  this  branch  of  the  library  have  included 
all  the  details  of  preparing  the  lists  of  books  to  be  purchased 
and  presented  by  Mr.  Bates;  and  of  the  reception,  collation, 
cataloguing,  and  classification  of  the  books. 

Previous  to  my  connection  with  the  library,  a  number  of 
literary  and  scientific  gentlemen  of  knowa  eminence  had,  at 
the  reqntiat  of  the  Trustees,  fnmished  with  great  care,  lists 
of  works  in  various  departments  of  knowledge,  which  they 
deemed  most  important  for  a  collection  of  this  kind. 

The  titles  upon  these  lists  were  transferred  to  separate 
slips  of  paper  and  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  Duplicates 
and  those  already  npon  the  catalogue  of  the  library  were  re- 
jected. The  titles  were  then  revised  by  the  aid  of  catalogues 
and  bibliographical  dictionaries,  the  best  edition  of  each 
work  selected  and  designated  upon  the  slip,  and  such  remarks 
were  added  oa  were  deemed  necessary  to  guide  pnrchasers.

The  titles  were  then  reviewed  with  respect  to  their  proper 
distribntion  among  the  variona  branches  of  knowledge.  At 
each  stage  of  the  work  large  additions  were  made,  till  the 
whole  number  of  volnmes  selected  was  abont  35,000. 

The  slips  were  next  assorted  with  reference  to  the  eooo- 
omy  and  convenience  of  purchasing,  and  lists  were  written 
OQt  and  transmitted  to  agents  of  Mr.  Bates,  in  London,  Paris, 
Leipsic  and  Florence. 

The  books  have  been  procured  and  forwarded  with  great 
promptness.  The  first  arrival  was  in  May,  1856.  In  lesa 
than  a  year  and  a  half  we  have  received  142  boxes,  contaiuing 
21,374  volnmes,  the  cost  of  which,  according  to  the  invoices, 
was  $38,893.  Others  are  fast  arriviDg.  AH  the  books  re- 
ceived have  passed  repeatedly  under  my  inspection,  and  I 
am  happy  to  state,  for  the  satisfaction  of  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  this  munificent  donation,  as  well  as  in  justice  to  the 
agents  through  whom  the  purchases  have  been  made,  that  they 
are  in  excellent  condition  as  to  the  binding  and  as  to  the  per- 
fectness  of  copies. 

As  this  house  is  too  small  to  contain  so  many  volumes,  and 
afford  room  for  the  operations  to  be  performed  in  making  them 
ready  for  public  use,  about  40  boxes  of  books,  after  having 
been  fully  prepared  for  the  shelves,  have  been  repacked  and 
stored  in  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the  new  library. 

Every  work  has  been  carefully  collated,  page  by  page,  to  as- 
certain whether  any  signature  or  leaf  were  wanting  or  mis- 
placed. The  few  deficiences  which  have  been  discovered,  have 
been  registered  for  transmission  to  our  agents  in  Europe,  and 
by  them  promptly  supplied,  as  far  as  possible. 

The  books  in  each  box  have  been  compared  with  the  in- 
voices, and  with  the  "  slips  "  from  which  the  orders  were  writ- 
ten. Upon  these  slips  have  been  noted  the  date  of  reception 
and  the  "record  number,"  together  with  any  variations  in 
edition,  number  of  volumes,  Ac,  between  the  work  received 
and  the  work  ordered.  These  slips,  it  will  be  remembered, 
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preriously  cODtained  the  title  of  the  work  with  the  indication 
of  the  edition  desired,  notes  for  the  guidance  of  purchasers, 
the  name  of  the  person  at  -irhose  snggestion  the  book  was  or- 
dered, and  the  nnmber  of  the  order.  It  Till  readily  be  seen 
that  the  collection  of  these  separate  papers,  arranged  as  they 
now  arc,  in  alphabetical  order,  furnishes  a  complete  history  of 
the  acquisition  of  these  books. 

Except  about  3,000  volumes  for  which  cards  were  made  in 
Loudon,  and  a  few  Italian  books  lately  received,  the  entire 
donation  of  Mr.  Bates  has  been  catalogued  under  luy  snperin- 
teodcnce.  The  English  cards  also  have  been  thoroughly 
revised. 

The  catalogue  on  the  cards  consists  of  an  ezact  transcript 
of  the  title-pages,  with  accurate  designations  of  anthorship, 
edition,  form  and  number  of  volumes,  and  occasional  biblio- 
graphical notes. 

The  contents  of  all  the  collected  worTcs  of  authors,  and  of  all 
collections  of  single  works  of  various  authors  with  a  common 
title,  have  been  given  in  full.  This  part  of  the  work  has  con- 
snmed  much  time,  but  will  be  of  great  importance  to  those 
who  may  use  the  library,  and  who  may  not  be  familiar  with 
other  sources  from  which  such  imformation  might  be  derived. 

Each  work  of  every  author  appears  distinctly  under  his 
name,  and  cross  references  are  made  from  every  word  of  the 
title  under  wliich  any  one  would'be  likely  to  look  for  the  work 
in  an  alphabetical  or  in  a  classed  index. 

One  important  advantage  of  this  specification  is,  that  it 
will  freijuently  prevent  the  unnecessary  purchase  of  dupll- 
•<}ate8.  It  would  be  known,  for  example,  that  Villehardouin's 
History  of  the  Conquest  of  Constantinople  is  contained  in  the 
icoUections  of  Michaud  and  Poujoulat,  of  Petitot  and  of  Bn- 
■cbon ;  though  without  the  minuteness  of  registration  of  which 
■we  are  speaking,  it  might  be  ordered  ^ain  for  a  library  poe- 
«essing  all  of  these  collections,  and  not  requiring  any  choice 
«f  editions. 
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Another  important  advantage  of  snch  specification  is)  that 
it  relieves  librarians  and  readers  from  conatantlj-rccurring 
inconvenience  and  loss  of  time.  Thus,  if  the  Torka  of  Arch- 
bishop Cranmer  were  called  for,  it  m^ht  not  he  known  to  the 
librarian  or  to  the  visitor  that  they  are  included  among  the 
publications  of  the  Parker  Society,  if,  as  is  commouly  the  case, 
these  publications  are  named  simply  as  a  collection,  in  so  many 
volumes,  without  designation  of  contents.  Or,  if  a  particular 
work  of  Cranmer  were  called  for,  it  might  not  be  readily 
ascertainable  whether  that  work  were  included  in  the  edition 
belonging  to  the  library ;  for  many  collections  purporting  to 
be  complete  are  only  partial.  Or,  again,  a  reader  might  de- 
sire to  consult  a  particular  treatise,  and  might  be  sure  that  it 
is  contained  in  the  edition  of  the  collected  works  of  the  author 
belonging  to  the  Library,  but  might  not  know  in  which  volume 
of  the  two,  the  ten,  the  twenty,  or  the  fifty,  it  is  to  be  found. 
Bnt  if  the  contents  of  every  collection  be  specified  in  the  cata- 
logue, such  disappointments  and  losses  of  time  are  prevented. 

Besides  the  catalogue  upon  cards,  with  full  titles,  and  the 
lists  upon  slips,  with  brief  titles,  from  which  the  orders  were 
made,  another  list  or  catalogue,  with  thort  tides,  npon  slips,  has 
been  prepared,  corresponding  in  general  with  the  catalogue  of 
the  library  already  printed.  These  slips,  which  have  been 
written  with  care,  have  furnished  the  exact  entry  to  be  made 
in  the  "Accessions  Catalogue,"  which  constitutes  the  chrono- 
logical record  and  permanent  inventory  of  the  property  of  the 
library.  The  "accessions  number"  is  placed  upon  these 
slips,  and  the  number  denoting  the  shelf,  and  order  of  the 
book  upon  the  shelf,  will  be  added ;  so  that  this  set  of  slips 
will  contain  aU  that  is  necessary  for  a  printed  catalogue  of 
the  library,  with  short  titles.  From  them  snch  a  catalogue 
might  perhaps  be  printed,  without  even  the  labor  of  copying. 

The  next  process  in  the  caro  of  the  books  was  the  clamfi- 
cation  of  them  by  subjects,  for  their  permanent  location  upon 
the  shelves.     For  want  of  room,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
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make  the  divieion  bo  minute  as  will  hereafter  be  desirable. 
The  classification  of  the  slips,  however,  is  complete ;  the 
arrangement  of  the  booka  will  therefore  be  merely  mechan- 
ical, nnlesB  it  should  be  thought  best  to  change  the  system  of 
classification. 

The  books  have  all  been  stamped  with  the  mark  adopted  for 
identifying  the  property  of  the  library.  The  book  plate  has 
been  inserted  in  nearly  all  of  them,  and  the  date  of  reception 
ftnd  the  accessions  number  written  upon  the  plates. 

So  rapidly  have  the  books  been  received,  that  it  has  not 
been  found  possible  to  make  the  cross  references  as  fast  as 
the  cards  were  finished.  The  arrears  in  this  particular  can 
easily  be  brought  up,  as  no  further  inspection  of  the  books  will 
be  necessary. 

The  only  remaining  processes  throngh  which  these  books 
must  be  carried  are,  the  location  of  them  in  their  permanent 
resting  places;  the  preparation  of  shelf  lists,  on  which  the 
books  upon  each  shelf  are  recorded,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand,  and  by  which  the  librarian  can  ascertain  the  title 
and  history  of  any  book  which  may  be  missing ;  and  the  mark- 
ing of  the  nnmber  of  the  shelf  and  the  order  of  the  book  upon 
the  book  itself,  the  record,  the  slips,  and  the  cards. 

The  processes  are  indeed  numerous  (Jirough  which  every 
book  must  pass  before  it  can  be  incorporated  among  the  toe- 
/ul  possessions  of  a  public  library.  Some  of  these  processea 
consume  much  time.  It  has,  for  instance,  been  found  by  long 
experience  that,  on  an  averse,  not  more  than  thirty  or  forty 
titles  a  day,  or  about  10,000  a  year,  can  be  accurately  written 
by  the  most  competent  and  diligent  person.  But  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  when  this  work  is  once  done,  it  is  done  for 
til  time,  so  far  aa  these  books  are  concerned.  No  further  ex- 
amination of  the  books  themselves  will  ever  be  necessary-  The 
materials  will  exist,  in  the  most  available  form,  for  the  rapid 
and  easy  preparation  and  pnblicatton  of  any  kind  of  catalogue 
which  maybe  demanded,  —  with  loi^  titles  or  with  abort

titles;  alphabetical,  chronological,  or  classed;  vith  separate 
indexes  of  subjects,  or  with  snch  indexes  combined  in  one 
alphabet,  with  the  authors  and  titles. 

Whatever  form  of  catalogue  may  be  the  most  perfect,  it  ia 
at  least  satisfactory  to  knoT  that  there  exists  in  manuscript, 
in  a  form  to  be  readily  printed,  such  a  directory  to  the  con- 
tents of  this  library  as  ^11  enable  any  one  to  find  w^hat  he 
searches  for.  if  ho  knows  but  one  of  the  following  things :  — 

The  name  of  the  author ; 

Any  prominent  word  in  the  title  of  the  book ; 

The  subject  of  which  the  book  treats ;  or. 

The  class  of  composition  to  which  it  belongs. 

If  these  names  of  persons,  books,  topics  and  classes  be 
arranged  in  one  alphabet,  it  would  seem  that  every  person, 
whether  conversant  or  not  with  methods  of  learned  research 
and  bibliographical  systems,  will  have  every  possible  facility 
for  ascertaining  what  the  library  possesses,  and  where  each 
possession  is  located. 

I  merely  beg  leave  to  add  my  testimony  to  the  industry, 
fidelity  and  zeal  which  have  been  manifested  by  those  who 
have  been  employed  upon  the  work  of  the  library,  under  my 
direction.

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ME.   TIOKNOR'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Trustee!  of  the  Public  Library,  Botton : 

Oentlemen,  —  When  I  vas  about  to  visit  Europe,  fifte«a 
months  ago,  on  business  connected  with  the  munificence  of 
Mr.  Bates  to  the  Public  Library,  and  also  during  my  absence, 
vhich  was  protracted  from  June  18,  1856,  to  September  10, 
1857,  yon  gave  me  authority,  by  sundry  votes,  to  do,  on  your 
behalf,  certain  things  unconnected  with  my  principal  object. 
Of  the  manner  in  which  I  have  fulfilled  your  wishes  and  used 
your  authority,  I  desire  now  to  report  to  you. 

And,  _firH,  on  the  27th  of  May,  1856,  you  passed  the  fol- 
lowing votes:  — 

EtESOLVBD,  That  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  pounds  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  Ticknor,  during  his  absence  in  Europe, 
to  be  expended  at  his  discretion  for  the  Public  Library,  and 
that  the  President  be  authorized  to  open  a  credit  with  the 
Messrs.  Barings,  in  favor  of  Mr.  Ticknor,  to  that  amount. 

And  on  the  3d  of  February,  1857,  yon  passed  the  following 
vote : — 

Ordered,  That  all  the  funds  of  the  Library  in  London,  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Board,  be  placed  to  the  order  of  Mr.  Tick- 
nor for  the  purchase  of  books,  with  the  exception  of  ^50. 

Under  the  authority  given  by  these  two  votes,  I  have  made 
the  following  disbursements,  viz. : 
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In  England,  for  booIcB  in  the  Engliet  langua^,  £848  17  2 
In  Germany,  for  books  in  rarioos  languages,

Following  the  uniform ,  practice  of  the  Trustees,  as  the 
safest  and  best  for  the  Library,  I  received  no  monies  from  the 
Messrs.  Barings,  but  merely  gave  drafts  and  credits  on  them, 
the  payments  of  which  have  already  appeared,  or  will  ap- 
pear, in  the  accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  will  be  found 
balanced  by  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  invoices  of  books 
received  at  the  Library.  It  is,  therefore,  only  necessary  to 
refer  to-  the  City  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  to  the  Records  of 
the  Library,  for  the  details  of  all  my  doings,  under  the  votes 
of  the  Trustees  of  May  27,  1856,  and  Feb.  3, 1857.  I  would, 
however,  add  that  I  have  not  exhausted  the  credit  the  last 
vote  gave  me.  What  is  the  precise  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Messrs.  Barings  cannot,  indeed,  be  exactly  determined 
until  the  City  Treasurer  receives  from  them  the  full  accoimt 
of  their  charges,  not  only  on  the  books  forwarded  by  me  from 
different  parts  of  Europe,  but  on  some  of  those  sent  us  by 
Mr.  Bates.  This  balance,  however,  at  the  present  moment,  is 
not,  I  believe,  less  th&a  two  hundred  pounds. 

Second,  on  the  27th  of  May,  1856,  you  passed  the  following 
vote :  — 

Hbsoltbd,  That  Mr.  Ticknor,  during  hia  absence  in  Europe, 

be  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  such  agent  or  agents 

as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  purchase  and  transmission 

of  books,  and  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  on  the 

,   part  of  the  Library. 
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Withont  foramlly  commisaioniog  any  i^nt,  I  have  employed, 
for  the  service  of  the  Library,  Dr.  Felix  Plugel,  of  Leipz^, 
and  Professor  Bugenio  AlMri,  of  Florence,  and  have  received 
propositions  from  Henry  Take  Parker,  Esq.,  of  London,  to  ren- 
der US  similar  services.  The  two  first  named  gentlemen  have, 
I  think,  very  faithfully  and  jndicionaly  fulfilled  the  trusts  I  com- 
mitted to  them  respectively,  and  I  allowed  them,  by  previons 
agreement,  ten  per  cent.,  as  a  commission  on  the  cash  cost  to 
them  of  the  books  they  purchased  for  ns,  but  no  commission 
irhatever  on  expenses  incnrred  by  them  in  binding,  packing, 
or  any  other  way.  Mr.  Parker  is  willing  to  render  ns  similar 
services  on  the  same  terms,  as  you  will  observe  by  his  letter 
of  July  28, 1857,  annexed  hereto;  and  Mr.  Laugel,  who  has 
Bent  us  large  collections  of  books,  by  order  of  Mr.  Bates, 
■will,  I  doubt  not,  act  for  us,  if  we  desire  it,  in  Paris.  These 
fonr  persons  will,  I  believe,  prove  satisfactory  ^ents  for  the 
Library  in  the  four  principal  book  marts  of  Europe.  Mr. 
Charles  Buelens,  also,  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Library  at 
Brussels,  and  Dr.  Earl  Brandos,  Secretary  of  the  Boyal  Li- 
brary at  Berlin,  who  afforded  me  efficient  aid  in  the  purchase 
of  books,  when  I  was  in  their  cities,  will,  I  feel  sure,  be  kind 
and  helpful  to  ns  hereafter,  if  we  should  need  their  assistance, 
tflthongh,  from  ilieir  official  positions,  they  cannot  act  as  our 
regular  agents.  But  neither  of  these  six  persons,  nor  any 
other  person  in  Europe,  has  now  authority  from  me  to  pur- 
chase any  books  on  account  of  the  Library,  except  Mr.  Charles 
Buelens,  who  has  been  good  enoi^h  to  say  he  will  complete 
oar  set  of  the  Memoirs  of  the  Belgian  Academy,  —  a  commis- 
Bion  of  small  pecuniary  amount,  and  not  likely  to  be  executed 
for  several  months,  if  it  can  be  executed  so  soon. 

Third.  Cn  the  25th  day  of  November,  1856,  you  passed 
the  following  vote :  — 

Ordbrbd,  That  the  subject  of  international  exchanges  be 
referred  to  Mr.  Ticknor,  with  full  powers,  after  inquiries 
6 
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made  in  Paris,  to  determitie  whether  the;  ebaJl  be  continned 
or  not,  and  on  what  conditions. 

In  obedience  to  this  rote,  I  pnt  myself,  on  my  arrival  in 
Paris,  at  the  bejpnning  of  June  last,  in  communication  with 
Mr.  Alexandre  Vattemare,  sole  agent  for  the  exchanges  re- 
ferred to  by  the  Trustees.  He  declined  making  any  specifio 
arrangement  for  exchanges  with  us,  or  becoming  in  any  way 
an  ^ent  of  our  Library,  conceiving  such  a  connection  to  be 
unsuitable  to  Hs  position.  But  he  expressed  much  interest 
in  our  institution,  and  permitted  me  to  make  suoh  a  selecUon 
of  books  for  it  as  I  could  find  in  bis  collections  for  exchange. 
I  was  able  to  choose  about  fifty  volumes,  —  some  of  them 
quite  valuable,  —  and  many  numbers  of  the  Annales  da  Com- 
merce Exterieor,  of  which  our  set  ia  incomplete.  These 
books  and  pamphlets  have  arrived  here,  marked  with  the  let- 
ter y,  in  an  invoice  of  Porqnet,  dated  August  26,  1857,  as 
well  as  entered  in  a  separate  invoice  forwarded  to  tiie  Mayor 
of  the  City  by  Mr.  Yattemare,  who  claims  no  return,  though 
I  hope  the  Trustees  will  make  a  suitable  one.  Under  the 
circnioBtances  of  tlie  case,  it  is  obvious  that  no  permanent 
arrai^ment  can  be  made  for  exchanges  with  Mr.  Yattemare; 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  exchanges  can  continue  to  be  made 
with  him,  from  time  to  time,  as  heretofore,  so  long  as  they 
shall  be  found  beneficial  to  both  parties. 

Fourth.  On  the  3d  of  Pebroary,  1857,  you  passed  the  fol- 
lowing vote: — 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ticknor  be  authorized  to  purchase  the 
Tozzetti  Library,  now  on  sale  in  Florence,  provided,  in  bU 
opinion,  it  shall  be  expedient. 

On  reachii^  Florence,  in  the  sabaequent  month  of  iSaj,  I 
found  that  the  library  in  question  had,  firom  a  period  earlier 
than  the  date  of  yonr  vote,  been  offered  to  the  Grand  Duke 
of  Tuscany,  and  that  no  negotiation  in  relation  to  its  pu^ 
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chase  could  be  eatered  into  vith  any  other  party  until  Mb  de- 
cision sfaoald  be  known.  Moreover,  after  a  someirhat  careftal 
examination  of  the  whole  collection,  I  thought  it  less  valnable 
for  oar  purposes  than,  from  the  representations  I  had  received, 
I  bad  preTionsly  supposed  it  to  be,  although,  at  the  same  time, 
it  seemed  to  me  to  be  quite  an  important  acquisition  for  Tus- 
cany,  where,  I  apprehend,  it  will  be  retained.  Still,  if,  from 
.  any  circumstance,  it-  should  hereafter  seem  wortli  while  fur- 
ther to  consider  the  subject,  Professor  Albdri  will  be  able  to 
'  gire  the  Trustees  all  the  information  they  will  need  for  their 
guidance. 

Without  wiy  particular  vote  or  request  from  the  Trustees, 
I  obtained,  by  way  of  exchange)  from  the  Boyal  Library  at 
Brussels,  a  considerable  number  of  books,  which  were  ac- 
knowledged by  them,  and  an  equivalent  ordered  to  be  sent, 
Sept  2,  I8S6;  and  more  recently  I  have  obtained  from  the 
French  gOTemment  about  twenty  importaDt  volumes,  marked 
M,  in  Porqnet's  invoice  of  August  26,  1857,  for  which,  I  sup- 
pose, our  thanks  should  be  returned.  The  officers  of  several 
scientific  societies  in  Germany  and  Italy  also  .gave  me  assur- 
anoe,  which  some  of  them  have  already  fulfilled,  that  they 
would  send  us  their  publications ;  and  I  have  recently  received 
an  intimation  to  the  same  effect  in  relation  to  the  Be^an 
Government,  which  annually  prints  works  tiiat  it  will  be  in- 
teresting to  ns  to  possess.  No  doubt,  with  proper  exertions, 
accessions  of  value  may  be  secured  to  the  library  by  arrange- 
ments like  those  under  which  tlie  present  were  obtained. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  express  my  hope  that  what  I 
have  done  under  the  votes  of  the  Trustees  above  recited  may 
be  satisfactory  to  them ;  and  to  add  that  I  am  desirous,  in 
such  mode  as  they  may  direct,  to  transfer  back  to  them  the 
balance  standing  to  my  credit,  under  their  orders,  with  the 
Messrs.  Barings ;  thus  making  a  final  adjustment  of  my  rela- 
tions with  the  Public  Library  for  whatever  I  may  have  done, 
under  the  authority  of  its  Trustees,  during  my  recent  absence 
in  Europe.

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KEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  BOOKS, 

In  relation  to  the  Report  of  Mr.  Tichnor. 

The  Committee  on  the  Purchase  of  Books,  to  vhom  was  re- 
ferred the  communication  of  Mr.  Tickuor,  of  the  23d  Septem- 
ber, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  b^  leave  to 
aabmit  the  following  Eeport : 

The  aforesaid  commnnication  contains  a  perspicuous  ac- 
count of  Mr.  Ticknor's  proceedings  in  Europe,  in  execution  of 
the  truste  confided  to  him  by  several  votes  of  the  Trustees. 
The  most  important  of  these  related  to  the  purchase  of  books 
in  England  and  on  the  continent,  from  such  funds  as  stood  to 
the  credit  of  the  Trustees  in  London,  from  their  ordinary  re- 
sources, and  snch  as  were  placed  at  Mr.  Ticknor's  disposal  by 
our  great  benefactor,  Mr.  Bates,  in  porsnance  of  the  munifi- 
cent purpose  anounced  by  him  to  the  City  Council  the  last 
year.  Under  the  authority  rested  in  him  by  their  votes  of 
the  27th  of  May,  1856,  and  3rd  of  February,  1857,  Mr.  Tick- 
Bor  charges  himself  with  having  expended  in  these  purchasea 
the  sum  of  X1849  15  3.  This  amount  corresponds  widi 
the  sums  stated  in  the  Auditor's  books,  in  account  witb  the 
Messrs.  Barings,  and  is  represented  by  the  several  invoices  of 
hooka  purchased  by  Mr.  Tickuor  and  received  at  the  library. 

In  making  these  purchases  Mr.  Tlcknor  bad  occasion  to  visit 
London,  Paris,  Brussels,  Berlin,  Leipzig,  Yienna,  Florence 
and  Rome,  and  other  European  cities.  The  Committee  ex- 
press with  great  confidence  the  opinion  that  the  purchases 
have  been  skillfully  and  economically  made;  and  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  library  have  been  more  efiectually  promoted  by 
Mr.  Tickuor's  confidential  intercourse  with  Mr.  Batea,  by  his 
personal  attentions  and  superintendence,  and  by  his  selection 
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of  competent  parohasing  agents,  than  the;  could  liare  been  in 
any  other  way. 

The  other  subjects  conunitted  by  the  Board  to  Mr.  Ticknor 
referred  to  the  establishment  of  agents,  to  international  ex- 
changes, and  to  the  pnrchase,  at  his  discretion,  of  a  large  li- 
brary of  books  in  natural  science,  at  Florence,  formed  by  the 
Tozzetti  &mily.  Referring  to  Hr.  Ticknor's  commnnication 
for  his  proceedings  in  reference  to  these  subjects,  the  Commit- 
tee deem  it  sufficient  to  state -that  those  proceedings  appear 
to  them  to  have  been  eminently  judicious,  and  conducire  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Library. 

With  this  general  expression  of  their  vievs  on  the  several 
subjects  embraced  in  the  communication  referred  to  them,  the 
Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  ^le  following  resolu- 
tions.

■     Sbctiom  1.    There  shall  be  elected,  by  concurrent

In  Board  <f  Aldermen,  Nov.  16,  1857. 
The  Committee  appointed  under  an  order  of  the  City 
Coanoil,  approved  May  8,  1857,  "  to  confer  with  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Honses  of  Industry,  &c,  concerning  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  the  old  wooden  bnildinga  connected  with  the 
former  Honse  of  Industry,"  would  respectfully  mbmit  the 
following 

EEPOET. 

The  Committee  considered  it  to  be  their  duty  under  the 
order,  to  find,  in  the  first  place,  by  what  authority  the  wooden 
boildii^B  connected  with  the  old  House  of  Industry  had 
been  removed  or  sold ;  and  whether  the  beat  interests  of  the 
City  had  been  regarded  in  disposing  of  said  buildings. 

At  their  first  meeting,  therefore,  yoor  Committee  had  before 
them,  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  House  of 
Indastry;  and  upon  an  ezaminadon  of  tiie  records  kept  by 
him,  they  were  miable  to  find  that  the  Board  of  Directors  had 
conferred  upon  its  members  the  authority  to  dispose  of  said 
buildings,  io  any  way  whatsoever. 

The  Board  of  Directors  itself,  had  no  power  to  dispose  of 
this  proper^  of  the  City,  until  the  passage  of  an  order  by  the 
City  Council,  which  was  approved  December  29, 1855;  and 
the  Committee  do  not  find  that  the  Board  ever  acted  under 
that  order,  as  their  records  do  not  show  any  vote  passed  by 
them,  authorizii^  any  member  or  committee  to  sell  or  remove 
these  boildings. 
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Your  Committee,  therefore,  are  obliged  to  report  to  Uie 
City  Council,  that  the  wooden  buildings  connected  with  the 
old  House  of  Industry,  have  all  of  them  been  sold  and  re- 
moTfid  without  authority. 

The  Committee  herewith  Bubuiit  the  evidence  which  came 
before  them  as  to  the  sale  of  the  buildings  referred  to  in  the 
order. 

Mo.  Henbt  FixON  stated  to  the  Committee,  in  substance, 
as  follows :  That  he  bought  one  of  the  wooden  boildings  be- 
longing to  the  old  House  of  Industry,  about  the  month  of 
October,  1855,  [two  or  three  months  before  the  order  passed 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Directors  to  sell.]  The  building 
was  purchased  of  Meuri.  Jonah  Dunham,  John  Cowdin,  and 
Samuel  W.  Ropes,  who  were  at  that  time  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Mr.  John  Cowdin  was  the  particular 
member  with  whom  Mr.  Faxon  bargained,  that  gentleman  in- 
forming him  that  there  was  no  objection  to  his  removiog  the 
building.  He  paid  the  money  to  the  City  in  Maich,  1856; 
paid  one  hundred  dollars,  and  has  the  Treasurer's  receipt.  Mr. 
Willett,  Clerk  to  the  Directors,  went  with  him  to  the  Treas- 
nrer,  and  wrote  the  receipt.  The  building  was  known  aa  the 
Lying- in- Hospital.  In  answer  to  a  question  put  by  the  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Faxon  said,  "  he  did  not  remember  that  Mr.  Cowdis 
ever  said  to  him,  he  would  not  take  part  in  the  sale."  He 
stated  also,  "  that  he  sold  Mr.  McCarty  a  building,  by  request 
of  the  Directors,  for  $75;  he  acted  for  the  City  in  the  sale, 
and  signed  a  receipt  in  its  name,  having  had  verbal  authority 
so  to  do,  from  Messrs.  Cowdin  and  Ropes;  sold  the  building, 
Btoue  and  all,  just  as  it  stood,  and  thought  it  was  a  pret^ 
good  bargain,  considering  the  stone " 

In  answer  to  a  question  put  to  him  by  the  Committee,  Mr. 
Faxon  said,  "  that  he  offered  to  Messrs.  Cowdin  and  Ropes, 
for  the  building  which  was  purchased  by  Dr.  Howe,  more  than 
was  paid  for  tlie  building  by  him,  and  this  offer  was  made  be- 
fore the  building  was  sold.  The  old  House  of  Industry  barn, 
was  removed  to  the  Idiot  School 
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"  Abont  the  10th  of  April,  1857,  he  saw  people  vorking  at 
the  Female  Hospital,  the  last  building  remored,  and  asked 
Mr.  SimoDds  b;  what  antboritj  it  was  to  be  removed  7  He 
not  being  able  to  tell  me,  I  inquired  in  tjie  Directors'  room, 
and  Tras  told  that  the  building  had  been  boi^ht  and  paid  for." 

Mr.  Isaac  T.  Campbell,  apothecary  at  Sontli  Boston,  ap- 
peared before  the  Committee,  and  stated  as  follows.  "  That 
he  boaght  a  wooden  building  on  the  old  House  of  Indostry 
grounds,  of  Mr.  Cowdin,  in  March,  1856.  There  was  no  one 
connected  with  me  in  the  purchase.  Have  a  bill  of  sale. 
Mr.  Campbell  sold  the  building  about  a  year  after  the  pur- 
chase. Mr.  Josiah  Donham  sold  it  for  him.  He  [Dunham] 
received  no  money  from  me  for  selling.  The  building  brought 
$103.  Mr.  Michael  Moore  was  the  purchaser.  Dunliam  paid 
me  tl03.  Campbell  knew  the  building  was  to  be  sold,  by  an 
order  which  passed  the  City  Council,  and  as  he  had  a  lot  of 
land  near  the  place  be  concluded  to  buy  it  Mr.  Dunham  had 
no  compensation  for  the  sale,  so  far  as  he  knew  of  the  matter. 
Dunham  paid  him  fifty  dollars  in  money,  and  fiity-three  by 
note.  Ho  had  understood  that  Dunham  received  pay  firom 
Moore  for  the  building,  in  cash.  He  considers  Dunham's  note 
a  bona  fide  one.  His  attention  was  called  to  the  building  by 
the  order  as  before  stated.  When  he  inquired  about  the 
building,  Mr.  Cowdin  told  him  it  was  worth  $50,  and  then  he 
sent  a  mechanic  (Mr.  John  K.  Pike)  to  examine  it,  and  he  told 
me  it  was  certainly  worth  that  amount." 

Mb.  Williah  P.  Houstoh,  of  South  Boston,  stated  to  the 
Committee,  "  that  he  bought  abont  two-tbirds  of  a  buQding 
connected  with  the  old  House  of  Industry,  of  Mr.  Moore,  for 
$200.  The  same  buUdtog  bad  previously  been  purchased  of 
the  City,  by  Mr.  Campbell,  for  $50.  Moore  kept  part  of  the 
building,  and  sold  me  the  remainder.  No  improvement  had 
been  made  on  the  building  when  Moore  sold  it  to  me.  He 
boi^ht  aboai  two-tfairda  of  the  building,  with  the  brick  and 
stone  attached.     He  would  not  have  taken  the  building  as  a 
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gift,  and  bare  been  obliged  to  more  it  He  conflidered  die 
brick  and  stone  worth  about  what  he  gave  for  the  whole.  He 
never  knew  of  the  building  until  Mr.  Hoore  wanted  him  to  buy 
some  old  brick.  At  the  time,  Moore  told  me  that  be  boagbt  the 
building  of  Mr.  Campbell,  and  I  think  mentioned  Hr.  Dunham's 
name  in  connection  with  the  transaction.  Moore  told  me 
that  $50  most  be  paid  before  removal,  and  he  has  no  donbt 
but  that  the  money  he  paid,  was  paid  to  Campbell." 

Mr.  Moors  stated,  "  That  he  bought  a  bailding  connected 
with  the  old  Honse  of  Industry,  of  Hr.  Dunham,  and  paid  for 
it  $50  in  cash;  and  fifty-three  dollars  by  a  note  running  sixty 
days.  He  sold  a  part  of  the  boilding  alterward,  for  $200, 
and  considered  the  remainder  worth  fifty  dollars.  He  inquired 
first  of  Mr.  Dunham,  with  regard  to  the  building,  and  he  in- 
formed  him  that  Campbell  owned  it.  Then  he  employed 
Dunbaoi  to  make  the  trade." 

Meun.  Duahan,  Cowdin,  and  Ropet  were  twice  notified 
that  the  Committee  desired  them  to  attend  the  investigation 
of  this  subject ;  but  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee 
after  such  notificatioD,  neither  of  those  gentlemen  were  pres- 
ent. At  a  subsequent  meeting,  one  of  the  gentlemen  (Mr. 
Donham)  was  in  attendance,  bat  the  Committee  failed  to  get 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bnsiness;  therefore  we  can 
submit  no  statement  to  the  Council,  from  those  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  who  seem  to  have  been  connected 
with  this  matter. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wonid  state,  that  they  are 
fully  satisfied  that  the  wooden  buildings  which  belonged  to 
the  old  House  of  Industry,  have  been  disposed  of  mtAout  am- 
tkority  ;  three  of  them  having  been  sold  before  the  passage  of 
the  order  of  the  City  Council,  to  which  we  have  previously 
referred.  \ 

And  that  these  bnildings  have  been  sold  mooh  below  their 
real  value  is  evident  from  the  fact,  that  the  building  boi^t 
by  Campbell  for  $50,  was  afterward  sold  for  $200,  the  first 
purchaser  retaining  a  part  of  it. 
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The  Committee  having  obtained  vhat  infonnation  they 
ooald  on  this  sabject,  now  present  the  resnlt  of  their  ezam- 
inatioQ  to  the  Citj  Council,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from 
the  farther  consideration  of  the  same.

OiNTLnani  or  tbb  Cut  Oounoil, 

I  recently  bad  the  booor  of  transmitting  fk  memorial  and 
petitioQ  of  the  Boston  Frovi^eat  Aisociatuw,  ft^ii^  for  apart- 
ments for  that  and  for  thjc  other  charitable  BO<;ietieH  of  tbit 
citj,  at  the  public  expense.  Id  preeeq.ting  that  jnemgrial  I 
intimated  the  purpose  of  ofiiering,  on  another  ogcasiQii,  some 
cooaiderations  in  support  of  the  petifiifB  ^pd  lipon  topics 
incident  thereto-     That  pnrpose  I  now  tnteiid  to  fnlSL 

Two  of  the  iROst  impoftant  snt^^ets  which  eommaad  pnhlio 
ftttentioD  ar^  pavp^rum  and  critnt,  and  9s  a  necessarr  iwise' 
qnence,  the  proper  means  of  alleviating  the  one,  aad  of  preTOst* 
lag  the  other.  Thej  are  subjects  which  hare  alwajra  received 
great  attention  ii^  thia  city,  and  the  results  here  attained  bars 
been  often  used  as  examples  in  other  places. 

It  would  seem  reasonable  to  suppose  that  where  the  gpeatr 
est  endeavors  have  been  made  to  educate  the  youngtUid  to  fit 
them  for  usefulness  and  happiness  inlife, — ^where  varied  meM0 
and  discipline  have  been  broi^t  into  requisition,  to  establish 
proper  aims  and  correct  habits,  and  to  develops  right  elementa/ 
of  character,  that  in  a  commonity  distinguished,  not  leB»  for 
its  intelligence,  than  forits  active  qnnp^thy  with  every  rational- 
scheme  for  socifil  elevation^^thcre,  if  anywhere  in  the  world, 
would  be  found  few  who  need  the  restraints  of  law,  or  relief 
ftom  the  bounty  of  others.  Tet  even  here,  so  disi^opor- 
tionate  is  the  ratio  of  the  increase  of  both  crime  and  beg- 
gary to  the  groKTth.of  populations  that  some  have  questioned, 
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whether  onr  educational  system  does  not  develope  and  ahaq>en 
the  intellect  into  a  potential  element  in  society,  enUrelj  dis- 
proportionate to  the  corresponding  moral  force ;  and  wheUier 
the  abnndant  liberality  of  oar  people  does  not  tolerate  indo- 
lence, and  encourage  the  vicious  in  babtta  of  idleness,  impos- 
ture and  crime  f 

Fortnnately  resnlts  clearly  tracable  to  the  practice  of  nni- 
Tersal  education,  in  the  great  social  and  moral  benefits  whidi 
flow  therefrom,  render  any  defence  of  this  practice  superflaons ; 
and  if  any  evils  grov  oat  of  the  general  dixposition  to  aid  the 
destitute,  they  oannot  flow  from  the  divine  spirit  of  charity, 
but  must  be  attributable  to  the  manner  in  vhich  its  gifts  are 
administered.  The  habit  of  street  begging  is  pernicious  m 
the  highest  degree,  and  is  resorted  to,  for  the  most  part,  bj 
those  vho  are  least  deserving,  either  of  the  sympathy  or  of 
tiie  aid  of  the  charitable. 

It  has  been  stated  by  those  who  have  given  attention  to  this 
subject,  and  irhose  positions  and  duties  afford  opportonities 
for  accurate  information,  that  ninety-nine  out  of  every  hundred 
applications  for  money  or  its  equivalent,  made  at  the  doors  of 
houses  and  at  stores,  are  unvorthy  of  a  favorable  response ; 
and  the  cases  investigated  by  myself  confirm  this  statement 

Our  fellow  citizens,  therefore,  need  to  be  informed,  and  to 
have  the  fact  pressed  t;o  conviction,  that  by  bestowing  their 
bounty  inditcriminately  they  probably  aggravate  the  evils  which 
they  in  common  with  others  deplore ;  and  that  their  contri- 
butions, intended  for  the  relief  of  the  necessitous,  are  often 
converted  into  a  bounty  upon  v^rancy  and  imposture. 

I  am  fully  peranaded  that  snfBcient  contributions  of  money, 
and  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  are  annnally  made  in  this  city 
to  relieve  every  worthy  case  of  destitation;  and  that  &e 
greatest  misfortune  under  which  we  labor  in  their  distribution, 
is  the  want  of  systematic  and  concnrrent  action  on  the  part  of 
the  various  charitable  associations,  or  of  some  means  by  which 
the  vast  ^^egate  of  the  public  bonnty  may  first  be  concen- 
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trated,  and  then  disbarsed  accordiDg  to  the  real  wants  and  the 
merits  of  its  recipients.  The  proposal  of  the  Provident  Asso- 
ciation  is  for  coDvenient  premises  into  which  ma;  be  gathered 
the  ofiSoers  and  managers  of  the  rariouB  charitable  societies 
of  the  city,  and,  if  agreeable,  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor ;  Id 
short,  for  the  establishment  of  a  kind  of  Burean  of  charity, 
throngh  which  the  general  bounty  shall  be  administered.  Each 
oi^nization,  it  is  proposed,  may  still  retain  its  identity  and 
general  plan  of  operations,  but  the  various  recipients  throngh- 
oat  the  city  may  be  more  readily  classified  and  assigned;  so 
that  while  there  would  be  less  liability  to  a  duplicatioa  of 
labors  in  the  same  direction,  the  whole  field  of  destitution 
could  be  more  thoroughly  compassed'  and  relieved. 

Such  an  eBtablishment  would '  naturally  become  bead  qnar- 
ters,  to  which  might  be  sent  the  great  contribution  outside  of 
the  subscriptions  to  the  societies,  and  which  is  now  thrown 
away  upou  vagrants ;  it  would  become  a  common  point  to 
which  all  applicants  might  be  referred  with  the  certainty  of 
relief,  if  worthy  of  it,  and  a  place  whither  the  destitute  might 
voluntarily  resort,  instead  of  going  from  bouse  to  house ;  while 
on  the  other  band,  it  would  efiectually  check  the  habit  of 
street  begging,  by  rendering  assurance  to  the  public  that  all 
applications  of  this  class  would  be  made  through  ignorance 
or  imposture.  The  application  for  rooms  and  the  desire 
for  concerted  action  spring  from  the  impending  severity  of 
the  approaching  winter  to  the  poor,  and  the  desire  to  be  in 
readiness  for  any  exigency  that  shall  arise  therefrom.  Both 
the  daty  of  the  City  Government  and  expediency  dictate  co- 
operation with  the  efTorts  of  the  charitable  societies,  as  may 
hereafter  more  distinctly  appear.  If  this  cooperation  shall 
prove  apon  trial  to  be  unnecessary  or  undesirable  after  the 
present  season,  it  can  be  discontinued.  It  is  proper  to  bear 
in  mind  the  distinction  between  pauperitm  and  datitMion.  In 
general,  beyond  the  sphere  of  individual  acquaintance,  there 
are  two  classes  of  persons,  and  only  two,  who  may  appeal  to 
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the  public  for  direct  assistance  and  support ;  namely,  &ose  wbo 
■Tor  aoy  reason,  either  of  incompetencjr  or  ibdisposltion,  are 
wholly  dependent  and  likelj  to  be  upon  thb  public ;  and  ag^n, 
those  who,  OTercome  b;  sickness,  accident,  losses,  or  lack  of 
employment,  are  unable  with  their  best  endeavors,  fully  to  sup- 
port themselves  and  their  families,  or  wbose  income  ie  partial 
and  insufficient  fh}m  any  canse. 

The  first  class  are  paupers,  and  should  go  to  the  Almsbonse, 
and  be  employed  in  such  manner  as  their  capacities  permit 
Arrangements  have  been  made,  or  nearly  so,  for  the  comfort- 
able accommodatioa  of  this  class  in  the  brick  boilding  at  Deer 
Island ;  in  apartments  ample,  comfortable  and  secure ;  and  no 
reason  longer  exists,  on  this  account,  why  tiiose  who  belong 
in  that  establishment  should  not  go  there  before  they  are  ex- 
posed to  the  inclemencies  of  winter,  or  the  pinching  want 
which  is  likely  to  attend  their  precarious  living  in  the  city. 

The  other  class,  which  embraces  persons  ot  varioos  grades 
of  necessity,  ought  to  receive  regular,  cbeerAil,  and  so  far  as 
possible,  snfficieut  support  without  the  Almshouse.  Several 
sources  of  relief  are  available.  The  primary  source  embraces 
the  churches  of  the  various  religious  denominations ;  first,  be- 
cause it  is  one  of  the  highest  offices  of  religion  to  provide  for 
the  needy  and  suffering,-  and  secondly,  because  thej  embrace 
the  recipient  and  the  giver  in  relations  of  intimacy  and  confi- 
dence everywhere  else  unattainable.  There  are  numerous  in- 
stances of  private  distress  arising  from  destitution  with  which 
the  stranger  may  not  intermeddle,  and  which  can  be  assuaged 
only  by  the  ministrations  of  a  charity  from  within  a  common 
household  of  &ith.  Many  of  those  persons  who  are  worthy  of 
assistance,  are  connected  with  some  place  of  religious  worship, 
as  attendants  or  otherwise,  and  ore  known  to  those  who  dis* 
tribute  its  offerings ;  so  that  if  each  would  make  a  special  ef- 
fort, as  is  likely  to  be  the  case,  to  take  care  of  its  own  poor, 
a  large  portion  of  the  destitute  will  be  thus  provided  for.  I 
am  indireofly  informed  that  there  will  be  reciprocal  assistance 
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betveen  many  of  the  chnrchea  and  the  charitable  societies^ 
The  second  source  of  relief  ia  foniid  among  the  charitable  80> 
cietieB  themselves,  vboae  scope  is  broad  and  impartial,  and 
vhose  operations  are  the  chief  reliance.  They  ask  the  assist- 
ance.of  the  city  in  enabling  them  to  concentrate  their  efforts 
and  operatioiiB ;  and  I  trust  every  fitcility  coneiBtctnt  with  the 
powers  conferred  apon  the  governiaeDt  will  be  afforded  them. 
The  third  soorce  is  the  distrjbntion  of  Ihe  city's  appropri»- 
tioD  throi^h  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  The  theory  of  the 
la^,  (o  which  the  practice  of  this  city  conibrms,  seems  to  be  - 
that  it  ia  tb^  duty  of  cities  and  towns  to  provide  for  this  class 
of , persons,, as  well  as  for  paupers;  and  they  are  anthorized  to 
raise  ;nonQ}:  for  this  as  .for  other  nses. 

The  grat^itOTis  assistanoe  derived  from  private  bounty  may 
limit  tjhe  necessity  for  a  large  expenditure  for  this  purpose  by 
tb«  City,  but  it  does  not  relieve  the  City  &pm  the  obligation  , 
to  ineet  whatever  necessity  exists.  There, is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  all  tiiat  lus  been  hitherto  required  in  this  par- 
ticular has  been  done. .  The  Gitj  appropriates  annually  about 
fifty  tbpu^d  dollikrEi  for  this  object,  and  its  dieborsement,  by 
thQ&e  who  are  charged  by  pqt  fellow. citixens  with  the.  per* 
formance^  ^f  this  la^ioriouB  apd  often  p^rj^ewig  duty,  is  as. 
jadlciouB  and  as  benefidal  as  itcaifbe,^ittil  there  sludl  be  more 
harmony^  of  action  between  all  the  sonrc^  (nT  reliet ..  It  may 
be  proper  jn  this  connection  to  say,  that  should  new  organiza- : 
tions  for  aiding  the  poor  be  formed,  oc  sbonld  .there  be  iadi- 
Tiduats  who  are  disposed  to  aid  specific  classes  or  persoos, 
any  of  the  existing  societies  would  doubtless  be  glad  of  the 
opportunity  to  apply  tlieir  funds  as  directed;  and  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  are  by  law  empowered  to  hold  in  trust  for 
these  purposes  both  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  appro- 
priate the  proceeds. 

The  most  embarrassing  feature  in  the  winter's  prospect, 
with  reference  to  tiie  poor,  is  the  want  of  employment.  The 
relations  between  idleness  and  crime  are  known  to  be  inti- 
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mate,  and  it  is  moreover  a  condition  to  be  sadly  regretted, 
when  it  becomes  necessary  for  men  to  live  in  idleness,  who  are 
both  able  and  willing  to  work.  I  am  unable  to  suggest  any 
means  in  addition  to  those  which  already  exist,  for  providing 
labor  by  the  City ;  unless  it  should  be  practicable  to  facilitate 
the  commencement  of  the  work  of  filling  the  lands  upon  the 
Back  Bay,  already  given  to  contractors,  as  I  am  informed,  by 
the  Commonwealth. 

From  a  careful  survey  of  the  whole  subject  of  provision  for 
the  poor,  even  in  the  aspect  of  the  coming  winter,  1  can  see 
no  cause  of  serious  apprehension.  Whathas  heretofore  been 
a  matter  of  simple  charity,  on  the  part  of  our  fellow  citizens, 
is  likely  to  become  with  them  a  matter  of  business  also;  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  any  emergencies  which  may  arise,  will 
be  met  by  all  classes  calmly,  pmdeutly,  and  with  manly  forti- 
tade.  Tb$  real  necessities  of  the  poor  most  be  met  cheerl\illy 
and  promptly;  and  I  trust  the  City  Council  will  do  whatever 
shall  be  incumbent  in  fulfilment  of  the  reqnirements  of  the  law 
and  the  dictates  of  humanity. 

With  reference  to  the  immediate  request  of  the  Provident 
Association,  it  may  bQ  su^ested  that  the  bnilding  at  present 
occnpied  by  the  Public  Library  is  favorably  located  for  the 
purpose  contemplated,  and  could  perhaps  be  adapted  to  this 
use,  provided  it  can  be  vacated  in  season  by  the  trustees  of 
that  institution ;  and  if  not,  other  premises  may  be  leased 
without  difBcoUy,  should  the  plan  be  &vorably  received  and 
generally  adopted  by  the  societies,  or  by  those  ranking  first  in 
importance.

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fnblio  Bnildings,  to 
irhom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Hon.  Robert  0.  Winthrop 
and  others,  officers  of  the  Boston  Provident  Association, — 
that  the  City  wonld  provide  rooms  for  that  Association,  and 
also  rooms  for  several  other  kindred  associations,  hate 
given  lo  the  subject  matter  the  consideration  which  the  char- 
acter and  standing  of  the  petitioners  and  its  intrinsic  import- 
ance demand,  and  submit  this  as  their 

EBPOET. 

Yonr  Committee  have  examined  carefully,  and  irith  great 
satisfaction,  the  elaborate  and  eloquent  argoment  pnt  forth 
by  the  accomplished  President  and  head  of  the  Provident 
Association;  and,  on  notice  to  parties  in  interest,  have  heard 
statements  and  argnments  from  and  by  F.  E.  Parker,  Esq., 
Eev.  Charles  F.  Barnard,  of  the  Warren  Street  Chapel,  and 
Judge  Thomas  Enssell,  of  the  Police  Court,  severally,  in  aid 
of  the  petitioners  and  others  vrho  are  embraced  within  the 
terms  of  the  petition,  but  who  have  not,  directly  and  person- 
ally, made  any  application  to  the  City  Government  for  aid. 

To  these  inSqcnces,  so  strong  and  urgent,  has  been  added 
that  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  by  his  communication  made  to 
the  Board  of  Alderman,  Nov.  23d,  which  sets  forth,  with  the 
usual  force  which  characterizes  his  official  papers,  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  to  its  pofrr,  and  the  importance  of  a  cooper- 
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atiOQ  between  the  almoners  of  individual  and  associated  con- 
tributions for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  indigent  amongst  ne, 
and  the  autliorized  ^ents  of  the  City,  vhose  duty  it  is  to 
relieve  the  poor — 'vith  this  qualification,  however,  that  it  can 
be  done  consistently  with  onr  obligations  to  the  laws  onder 
which  we  act,  and  the  best  interests  of  our  constitnency. 

Your  Committee,  on  a  full  examination  of  the  whole  Bob- 
ject,  have  found  no  difficulty  in  coming  to  a  conclusion  upon 
the  application,  and  have  no  hesitation  in  presenting  to  the 
City  Council  that  result,  although  it  would  have  been  mnch 
easier  and  more  grateful  to  have  fallen  in  with  the  cnrrent 
opinion  of  the  day. 

Yonr  Committee  have  only  to  regret  their  inability  to  set 
forth  in  fitting  terms  the  reasons  which  have  brought  their 
minds  to  this  result,  so  as  to  produce  the  same  conviction 
in  the  minds  of  the  City  CounciL 

This  Committee  were  not  selected  in  reference  to  or  for 
the  purpose  of  analyzing  qnestiona  of  associated  philanthropy 
and  charity,  nor  as  logicians  or  pbilanthropbts,  but  aa  busi- 
ness men  and  mechanics,  to  took  al^r  and  take  care  of  the 
pnblic  buildings,  «s  such ;  and,  when  directed  by  the  City 
Council,  to  purchase  land  and  build  new  buildii^s  for  such 
purposes  as  they  may  direct.  It  would,  therefore,  have  seemed 
more  appropriate  that  the  petitioners  should  first  have  been 
referred  to,  and  their  petition  considered  by,  a  Joint  Select 
Committee,  constituted  in  reference  to  the  great  qnestions 
and  interests  involved;  or,  if  to  either  of  the  Standing 
Committees  of  the  City  Council,  to  the  Committee  on  Insti- 
tutions at  South  Boston  and  Deer  Island,  inasmuch  as  that 
Committee  seems  to  be  a  Committee  of  investigation  and 
reflection,  of  advice  and  recommendation,  rather  than  of 
direct  responsibility  and  action. 

But  the  question  is  before  us ;  and  what  shall  we  say  in 
reply? 

The  first  inquiry,  perhaps,  should  be,  has  the  City  wiy  un- 
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occapied  room  or  rooms  snitable  for  tbe  nseB  aad  purpoBCB 
ooutemplated  7  If  so,  it  might  not  be  illegal  to  allow  the 
use  of  each  room  or  rooms  by  the  petitioners,  at  a  nominal 
rent.  But  the  City  has  no  such  rooms,  and  will  be  obliged 
to  hire  rooms  for  the  Directors  of  Public  Institatiooa,  recently 
chosen  under  the  requirefnents  of  the  statute  of  the  Com- 
mouwealth  and  Hie  ordinance  of  the  Gitj.  Shall  the  City, 
according  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  proceed  at  once 
to  bay  a  building  and  fit  it  up  for  the  use  of  the  several 
associations,  or  auy  one  of  them  ?  Or  shall  they,  as  pro- 
posed, at  an  early  day,  buy  a  lot  of  land, "  centrally  situ- 
ated," and  build  a  commodious  building  thereon,  of  humble 
pretensions  architecturally  considered,  but  the  beauty  of 
which  is  to  be  discovered  in  the  uses  for  which  it  is  built  ? 
These  aud  questions  like  these  surest  and  open  the  whole 
theme,  bo  eloquently  discussed  in  the  communications  of  Mr. 
Winthrop  and  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  by  the  counsel  of 
the  petitioners. 

The  petitioners  aud  their  advocates  before  the  Commit- 
tee have  proceeded  on  the  hypothesis,  that  the  money 
appropriated  for  the  use  and  to  be  expended  by  the  Over- 
seers of  the  poor,  is  money  to  be  expended  in  charity;  and, 
therefore,  the  office  of  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  as  estab- 
lished by  statute,  was  and  is  identical  (or  nearly  so)  with  a 
visitor  to  the  poor  of  one  of  our  charitable  associations  — 
that  of  the  Provident  Association,  for  example.  Now  this  is 
entirely  a  mistake,  in  theory  and  in  fact,  except,  perhaps,  only 
so  far  as  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  are  made  the  almoners 
of  the  charities  of  the  living  or  the  dead,  who  have  personally 
or  by  devise  made  them  such ;  but  they  are  not,  in  theory  or 
in  fact,  almoners  of  charity  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  peti- 
tioners and  their  advocates  before  the  Committee  have  not 
kept  in  view  this  distinction,  if  they  hare  perceived  it  —  a 
distinction  of  the  utmost  importance  to  a  right  understanding 
of  our  civil  duties  and  obligations.     Charity  is  &  Christian 
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dnty  devolved  upon  qs  from  oar  relation  to  one  another,  aa 
children  of  God  and  therefore  brethren.  Bnt  the  obligations 
of  the  Cit7  in  regard  to  poverty,  and  tovards  the  poor  them* 
selves  perBooally,  grow  oat  of  the  relations  of  each  and  all 
to  the  government ;  the  poor,  being  children  of  the  State,  and 
having,  in  theory,  surrendered  certain  personal  rights,  and  con> 
tribnted  of  their  means  to  the  maintenance  of  the  govern- 
ment when  <Me,  that  they  might  have  the  protection  of  that 
government  when  tneak,  and  relief  and  support  when  poor 
and  needy  ;  but  this  last  is  to  be  given  only  when  they  cannot 
support  themselves,  and  when  they  have  no  relative  witiiin  a 
certain  range  who  is  able  to  assist  and  relieve  them. 

The  common  lav  is  the  aggregated  wisdom  of  the  best 
jurists  of  the  past,  as  expressed  and  collected  and  preserved 
for  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  the  present  and  the 
future.  The  statutes  of  a  Commonwealth,  especially  those 
of  long  standing,  may  with  equal  propriety  be  said  to  repre- 
sent the  wisdom  of  the  best  legislation  of  the  past,  for  the 
instruction  as  well  as  the  guidance  of  the  present  and  the 
future ;  and  any  person  who  shall  examine  carefully  the  stat- 
utes relative  to  pauperism,  will  be  surprised  to  find  so  much 
wisdom  and  sondd  philosophy  contained  therein.  '  The  au- 
thority to  raise  money  by  taxation  is  limited  and  clearly 
defined;  among  other  objects  is  tfai^:  "for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  poor."  But  how  shall  the  money  raised 
for  that  purpose  be  expended  7  In  any  way  that  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  City  Council  for  the  time  being  may  seem  to  be 
expedient  and  best  ?     No,  but  according  to  statute. 

By  the  52d  section  of  the  City  Charter,  it  is  provided  "  that 
there  shall  be  chosen,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  Ward, 
one  Me  and  discreet  person,  to  be  an  overseer  of  the  poor; 
and  the  twelve  persons  thus  chosen,  shall  together  constitute 
the  Board  of  Overseers  for  said  City,  and  shall  continue  to 
have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  dnties  now  by 
law  appertaining  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of

Boston,  tmtil  the  same  8haU  be  altered  or  qualified  hy  the 
Legislature."  By  chapter  46,  of  the  Eevised  Statutes,  it  is 
provided,  sec  Ist.,  that  "  every  town  ahall  relieve  and  anp- 
port  all  poor  and  indigent  persona  lavliilly  settled  therein," 
and  may  raise  money  therefor.  Bat  the  2d  section  provides 
that  "the  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  have  the  care  and  over- 
sight of  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persona."  By  the  3d  aec- 
tion,  such  "  overseers  of  the  poor  ahall  have  the  authority 
over  persons  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care,  (that  is, 
who  shall  receive  relief  or  snpport,)  which  directors  or  mas- 
ters of  work-houses  have  over  persons  committed  thereto,  by 
force  of  the  proviaions  concerning  wort-housea  contained  in 
the  16th  chapter.  By  the  5th  section,  the  expense  of  sup- 
porting such  poor  and  indigent  persons  is  chai^able,  and 
can  be  recovered  by  the  overaeers  of  the  poor,  (but  by  none 
othera,  except  aa  hereafter  ahown,)  "  from  kindred  in  the  line 
or  degree  of  father  and  grandfather,  mother  or  grandmother, 
children  or  grandchildren  by  consanguinity,  living  within  the 
limits  of  the  State,  and  of  sufficient  ability." 

In  this  provision,  there  seems  to  your  Committee  to  be  a 
sound  principle,  which  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight  of,  but 
should  be  enforced  in  all  cases.  It  presupposes  that  there 
is  a  reciprocal  obligatiodjbetween  these  related  parties,  whiclk 
has  not  been  fully  and  carefully  met  and  regarded.  And 
how  many  of  the  indigent  in  our  midst  may  with  pro- 
priety trace  their  present  feeble  condition  to  the  want  of  par- 
ental training,  or  the  neglect  and  violation  of  parental 
authority  1  What  a  stimulus  would  it  give  to  parental  fidel- 
ity, were  it  inevitably  to  follow  that  all  necessities  of  parents 
or  offspring  were  to  be  made  public  by  a  rsiium  of  each  to  the 
other,  when  reduced  to  pauperism  1 

Froviaion  ia  also  made  in  other  sections  of  the  same  chap- 
ter, for  the  immediate  ^lief  of  strangers,  and  also  of  aliens ; 
the  expense  to  be  met  aa  above,  or  by  the  State. 

But  all  these  enactments  relate  to  ^^t^en,  and  none  oth-

era.  The  design  is  to  meet  a  civil  obligation,  not  to  exhibit 
one  of  the'  Christian  graces ;  to  perform  the  duty  and  dis- 
charge  the  obligations  of  a  Christian  Commonwealth  and 
City,  not  those  of  an  individaal  Christian. 

In  a  preceding  part  of  this  Beport,  we  have  allnded  to 
a  medium,  other  than  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  by  which  re- 
lief m^bt  be  extended  to  the  anffering  poor  of  the  city.  That 
instramentality  is  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Public  iDstitn- 
tions,  recently  chosen,  who  take  the  place  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Honse  of  Indnstry,  and  House  of  Reformation  for  Juvenile 
Offenders.  The  origin  of  this  board  is  given  in  detail  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  volume  of  City  Ordinances,  and  corroborates 
and  confirms  the  view  your  Committee  have  taken  in  regard 
to  this  petition. 

As  early  as  1821,  there  was  dissatisfaction  existing  in  re- 
gard to  the  admiDistration  of  the  laws  relating  to  pauperism, 
which  was  shown  by  certain  petitious  presented  at  the  Uarch 
meeting  of  that  year,  on  the  subject  of  erectiug  a  work-house ; 
{prior  to  that  time,  authority  was  given  to  towns  to  bmld 
almshouses,  in  which  to  support  their  paupers ;)  which  peti- 
tions  were  referred  to  a  Committee,  to  consider  and  report 
thereoD.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  on  the  7th  of  May,  that 
Committee  made  a  lengthy  reporHb  which  they  expressed 
themselves  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  then  present  ac> 
commodations  were  insufficient  in  extent,  and  did  not  com- 
port with  the  honor  and  interest  of  the  town;  and  then,  in 
order  to  remedy  the  evil,  they  reported  for  adoption  by  the 
town,  the  following  vote,  viz :  "  that  it  is  expedient  to  estab- 
lish, forthwith,  within  this  town,  a  House  of  Industry."  This 
vote  was  passed,  aad  several  others,  in  furtherance  of  the  views 
of  the  Committee,  resnlted,  in  the  end,  in  the  purchase  of  the 
lands  at  South  Boston,  now  in  part  owned  by  the  City,  and 
the  building  there  of  the  old  House  oLIndustry,  recently  sold 
with  the  lands  attached  to  Harrison  Loring,  Esq.  But  op  to 
this  point  there  had  been  no  infringement  upon  the  preroga- . 
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tires  luid  powers  of  the  OTeraeers  of  the  Poor ;  but  when  the 
Oommittee  vho  had  been  intrastod  vith  the  bnilding  of  the 
House  of  Industry  vere  iaatrncted,  hj  a  vote  of  the  citizens, 
^larch  28th,  1822,  to  "  prepare  a  sjBtem  for  the  general  cod< 
dast,  management,  and  discipline  of  said  House,  and  of  the 
land  connected  with  it,  and  to  lay  iba  same  before  the  city 
authorities,,  (the  City  Charter  having  been  adopted,  to  go 
into  operation  the  ensuing  May,)  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
their  organization,"  this  Committee  made  a  Report  to  the  city 
goTernment,  as  directed ;  and  in  that  Report  said  that  "  they 
apprehend  that  the  pover  of  devising  rales  for  tiie  man^e- 
ment  and  discipline  of  the  institntion,  is  vested  in  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor."  And  this  conclusion  was  subsequently 
affirmed  by  an  application  to  the  Legislature  for  an  act  author- 
izii^  the  establishment  of  a  new  board.  Subsequently,  vhen 
the  act  establishing  the  nevr  board  was  adopted  by  the  City 
Council,  and  acted  upon  by  tiie  choice  of  a  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  House  of  Industry,  a  conSict  of  jurisdiction  arose, 
which  disagreement  was  referred  to  the  Hon.  WUliam  I^escott, 
Charles  Jackson,  and  Daniel  Webster,  Esqs. ;  and  by  the  ad- 
vice of  these  gentlemen,  certain  resolutions  were  passed  by 
the  City  Council,  defining  the  particular  duties  of  each  branch 
of  the  pubKo  service.  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  were  to 
take  the  general  care  of  the  poor  of  the  city;  to  those,  who 
were  in  need  of  only  temporary  and  partial  relief,  they  were 
to  dispense  that  relief.  But  those  who  required  entire  sup- 
port^were,  if  able  to  be  removed  without  endangering  their 
lives,  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Directors  of  the  Honse  of 
Industry,  at  once.  And  this  seems  to  have  been  satisfactory 
to  all  parties  to  the  present  time. 

From  this  brief  synopsis  and  history  of  municipal  action  in 
regard  to  the  disbursements  for  the  support  or  relief  of  the 
poor,  it  appears  that  the  only  modes  which  can  be  legally 
adopted,  have  been  and  are  now  in  full  operation,  and  there- 
fore that  the  aid  asked  for  caODOt  legally  be  extended. 
2 
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The  petitioners,  in  order  to  overcome  any  legal  objections 
which  might  arise  in  the  minds  of  jour  Committee,  haye 
aUaded  to  the  aid  extended  to  fire  eompaoies  and  the  Tolnn- 
teer  militia,  in  the  provisions  for  engine  houses  and  armories. 
Bat  the  analogy  does  not  hold.  In  regard  to  engine  honses, 
it  has  been  decided  that  towns  m&j  incur  each  expense,  as 
coming  within  the  provision  of  the  term  "  other  necessary 
charges."  Now  we  have  already  made  the  l^al  provisions  for 
the  poor,  and  the  aid  asked  for  is  anxilmry  to  that,  and  by 
persons  ontside  of  the  government.  In  regard  to  the  latter 
case  of  armories :  these  are  provided  for  by  statnte,  and  the 
expense  incnrred  is  reimbursed  by  the  State. 

Yonr  Committee,  in  order  to  fortify  themselves  In  this 
their  opinion,  if  correct,  or  to  modify  it  if  incorrect,  submit- 
ted this  Report,  as  to  its  legal  conclusions,  to  the  City  Solic- 
itor, for  hie  opinion  thereon.  Owing  to  other  pressing 
eogf^ments  that  officer  was  not  able  to  famish  an  opinion 
in  writing,  as  he  would  gladly  have  done,  but  met  the  Com- 
mittee In  person,  and  stated  that  the  views  expressed  in 
the  Beport,  and  for  the  reasons  therein  stated,  were  in  the 
main  correct,  and  that,  should  the  City  Couicil  desire  a  writ- 
ten opinion,  he  would  give  one,  if  so  directed,  at  any  time, 
with  his  reasons  therefor  elaborated.

AN    ORDINANCE     IN    RELATION    TO     THE     CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Sedtiox  1.  When  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  tho 
City  Conucil  Bhall  proceed  to  elect,  by  concDirent  vote,  eight 
Buitable  perBOne,  reaideat  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
be  a  "Board  of  Trnatees  of  the  City  Hospital;"  of  Trhom 
BIX  shall  be  chosen  from  the  citizens  at  large,  one  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  one  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Common  Conncil.  The  persons  elected  at  latge 
shall  be  divided  by  the  City  Oonneil  into  three  classes,  and 
each  class  shall  consist  of  two  persons;  and  the  persons  com- 
posing the  first  class  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year;  those  of  the  second  class  for  two  years;  and  those 
of  the  third  class  for  three  years,  from  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight  And 
the  persons  so  elected  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the 
Common  Comicil  shall  respectively  hold  their  offices  for  tho 
term  of  one  year  from  the  same  date.  And  after  the  first 
election,  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  may  be,  there  shall  be  elected,  in  the  same  manner, 
to  be  Trustees  of  said  City  Hospital,  tiro  citizens  at  large,  to

hold  their  offices  for  three  years ;  and  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  one  member  of  the  Common  Codd- 
cil,  to  hold  their  ofGces  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of 
Janaarj,  in  the  year  of  their  election.  Each  of  said  TniB- 
tees  shall  hold  Ms  office  until  another  is  elected  to  fill  his 
place.  But  each  of  said  Trustees  shall  at  all  times  be  snb- 
ject  to  removal  from  office  by  the  City  Council,  for  caose. 
Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Board  of  Trog- 
tees,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  sudi  vacancy  may  be 
filled  by  the  choice  of  another  Trnstee,  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  such  member  so  deceased,  resigned  or  removed,  would 
have  held  the  same.  Said  Board  may  be  organized  by  the 
choice  of  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  their  own  nnmber, 
and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  busmess. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  may  appoint  such 
consulting  and  visiting  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient ;  and  they  may  also  appoint  such  subordioate 
agents,  assistants  and  domestics,  as  they  may  consider  necea-. 
sary.  They  shall  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  and  management  of  said  Hospital,  and  fix 
the  compensation  of  all  persons  employed  by  them,  subject, 
however,  to  the  ajproval  of  the  City  Council.  No  rule  or 
regulation  shall  take  effect,  until  it  shall  have  been  ai^roved 
by  the  City  Council,  tior  shall  it  remain  In  force  after  it  shall 
have  been  disapproved  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect,  anns- 
ally,  in  the  month  of  February,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  may 
occur,  Bome  suitalsle  physician  as  Superintendent  of  the  said 
Hospital,  who  shall  constantly  reside  at  the  same,  and  they 
shall  prescribe  his  duties.  He  shall  be  removable  at  their 
pleasure,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Ci^ 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Sect.  4.  The  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  have  the  control  of  all  d^MU-bnente 
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of  the  Hospital,  and  of  all  subordinate  officers,  attendants,  and 
domesticB.  He  shall  hare  the  care  of  the  patients,  and  the 
charge  of  the  grounds,  bnildings,  and  appurtenances. 

Seot.  5.  The  said  Trustees  shall  also  have  chaise  of  any 
building  vhioh  is  or  maf  be  established  within  the  city  limits, 
by  the  City  Oopncil,  for  the  admission  of  patients  having  the 
small  poz,  or  any  other  infections  disease.  And  ihey  shall 
matte  such  rules  and  regulations  for  its  management  and  gov- 
emment  as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary,  subject,  how- 
eTer,  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council.  And  the  said  TruB- 
tees  shall  carefully  guard  against  the  introduction  of  any  infec- 
tious cases  of  disease  into  any  other  building  under  their  charge 
than  the  one  appropriated  for  the  purpose  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Board  may  make  all  necessary  repairs 
and  alterations  in  the  several  buildings  under  their  charge, 
and  improvements  in  the  land  and  grounds  connected  with  the 
'  institution,  provided  that  the  expenses  thereof  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  ^ecioiufy  appropriated  therefor  by  the  City 
Council.  But  they  shall  not  make  any  change  in  the  occu- 
pancy of  said  buildings,  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of 
the  City  Council. 

Sua.  7.  The  City  Hospital,  on  Worcester  and  Springfield 
streets,  is  established  for  the  reception  of  those  only  who  re- 
quire  temporary  relief  during  sickness,  and  who,  on  their 
restoration,  will  be  able  to  support  themselves.  The  Trus- 
tees may,  however,  admit  other  persons  to  the  institution,  tern- 
porarUt/,  when  necessity  requires ;  but  such  persons  shall  be 
removed  to  other  appropriate  public  institutions,  as  soon  as 
their  condition  will  permit. 

Sect.  8.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  the  said 
Board  shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  estimate,  in  detail, 
of  the  expenses  of  maintaining  and  conducting  the  Hospital 
under  their  chaise,  for  the  year  next  ensuing ;  and  the  said 
Board  shall  expcQd  no  greater  sum  than  shall  be  appropriated 
or  aathorized  by  the  City  Council.    And  the  said  estimate 
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shall  be  accompanied  by  a  report,  from  the  Superintendent, 
upon  Buch  matters  aa  the;  may  direct,  to  reference  to  the  gen- 
eral Btate  of  the  institution,  the  number  of  its  inmates,  the 
number  of  admieeiona  thereto,  discharges  therefrom,  deaths 
and  births  therein,  during  the  year,  and  such  otlier  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  the  said  JD3titutfoa,a8  they  shall  judge  to 
be  of  public  interest. 

Sect.  9.    This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  wad.  after  its 
passage.

The.  Gonunittee  on  tilie  Horket,  to'  Thorn  -was  referred  the 
petitioa  of  LTinaii  Belknap  and  ofi,  with  instnictioiis  to  inqnire 
if  any  modification  in  the  market  ordinances  are  secessaiy, 
hare  considered  the  subject  in  all  its  bearing,  and  find,  in  the 
jndgment  of  ttie  Committee,  that  some  modification  of  tiie  ex* 
isting  ordinances  can  be  made,  with  advantage  to  the  con- 
sumer and  convenience  to  the  seller. 

It  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  difficolt  tasks  of  goTenmient 
to  r^nlate  the  markets  of  a  lai^  ci^,  or  the  traffic  in  provi- 
sions, the  articles  of  food  indispensable  to  all  classes  of  dti- 
zens,  in  soch  a  manner  as  to  give  entire  satia&ction  to  all.  It 
is  supposed  by  many  that  the  city  government  can  adopt  regn- 
lations  for  her  market  that  vrill  prevent  forestalling,  by  vrhich 
is  meant  a  system  of  concentrating  in  a  few  bands,  from  time 
to  time,  the  lai^st  portion  of  the  product  of  single  articles, 
for  the  purpose  of  monopolizing  the  trade  in  these  particular 
articles  of  food,  and  augmenting  the  price  above  their  intrin- 
sic value,  had  they  been  permitted  to  reach  the  consmner 
throng  the  ordinary  and  various  channels  of  legitimate  trado. 

The  general  maxim  that  supply  and  demand  alvays  regulate 
prices,  is  DO  less  true  than  that  competition  vrill  effect  the 
same  purpose ;  but  while  the  one  may  be  controlled  by  com- 
binations in  the  supply,  the  results  to  the  consumers  may  be 
widely  difierent  in  the  prices  regulated,  for  real  competition 
admits  of  no  combinations  of  mouopolists.    That  the  market 
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may  be  made  aa  fVee  from  these  objections  as  possible,  jovt 
Committee  have  found  it  necessary  to  guard  against  granttDg 
any  liberties  that  might  be  liable  to  abase.  For  instance :  it 
Tonld  not  be  good  policy,  probably,  to  allow  all  provision 
dealers  in  Boston,  after  supplying  their  customers  in  the 
morning,  to  take  their  remnants  to  Faneuil  Hall  Market  for 
sale ;  nor  ironld  the  Board,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commit- 
tee, sanction  an  ordinance  which  would  allow  every  grocer 
and  every  commission  provision  dealer  to  occupy  the  limits 
of  Faneuil  Hall  Market  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  bring  to 
market  the  products  of  their  &rms. 

The  few  alterations  which  your  Committee  propose  are 
intended  more  to  open  a  full  and  fair  competition  to  sellers, 
under  proper  restraints,  than  to  attempt  to  control  the  matter 
of  forestalling  in  the  country  beyond  oar  reach.  For  this 
purpose,  the  Committee  offer  the  following  ordinance,  which 
is  respectfully  submitted.

Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Board  <f  Aldermen  and  Common  Comcit

But  your  Committee  are  not  prepared  to 
recommend  such  a  measure  until  other  expedients  shall  have 
heea  attempted  without  success."  Hence  it  follows  that, 
imder  the  instmctions  of  the  order,  the  Committee  must  have 
reversed  their  opinion,  or  must  have  tried  other  expedients 
unsuccessfully  to  afford  relief  to  the  petitioners,  before  they 
could  consistently  recommend  "  terms  upon  vhich,  in  their 
jui^ment,  it  wUI  be  expedient  for  the  City  to  purchase  the 
same,"  to  wit,  the  ferries. 

The  schedule  of  the  property  of  the  East  Boston  Ferry, 
returned  to  the  Oommittee  under  the  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  tiie  24th  November  last,  and  the  additional  answer  of 
the  Ptesident  of  that  corporation  to  further  inquiries  of  the 
Committee  of  the  19th  inst.,  embrace  items  of  such  a  charac- 
ter that  the  Committee  are  at  present  entirely  unprepared  to 
fix  a  value  to  them  which  would  be  satisfactory  to  themselves, 
or  which  vonld  impart  to  the  City  Coancil  such  information 
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sa  on^t  to  oonunand  their  confidence.  That  oorporation 
holds  certain  freehold  leasea  for  nine  hundred  and  ninet7-nine 
years,  by  iriiich  thej  are  boond  to  pay  an  annual  rent  of 
tlO,543.7S,  and  tazea.  Tonr  Gonunittee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  principal  required  to  produce  these  sums  at  legal  intereBt 
would  ihr  exceed  the  value  of  the  property  held  by  such 
leases.  A  future  City  Council,  hotrever,  upon  inrestigatioii, 
may  come  to  a  different  conclusion,  and  initiate  measures  to 
purchase  the  property  and  &anchise  of  this  corporation. 

The  schedule  of  the  property  of  the  People's  Ferry  is  of  a 
different  character.  The  items  are  specific  and  valaed  sep- 
arately. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Committee  recomfiiend  the 
9  of  the  following  resolution.

The  Joint  Committee  on  Ordin&ncea,  to  vhom  vas  recom- 
mitted their  Report  on  the  communication  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Pnblic  Library,  asking  for  a  modification  of  the  Ordinance 
in  relation  to  the  Public  Library,  "  -with  instrnctiona  to  report 
an  ordinance  embodying  such  changes  as  in  their  judgment 
are  expedient,  and  also  to  report  the  reasons,"  have  attended 
to  the  dnty  tiius  assigned,  and  herewith  submit  an  ordinance 
and  their  reasons  for  the  changes  recommended. 

It  would  have  seemed  impertinent  (had  they  not  been 
instructed  so  to  do)  for  this  Committee  to  attempt  to  add  to 
the  reasons  so  elaborately  set  forth  by  the  eloquent  gentle- 
man, the  President  of  that  Board,  in  his  communication,  which 
has  already  been  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Council. 

The  necessity  for  additional  assistance  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Library,  when  it  shall  have  been  removed  into  the 
new  building  on  Boylston  street,  and  also  to  make  the  neces- 
sary preparation  for  that  removal,  is  acknowledged  on  all 
bands ;  and  the  only  difference  seems  to  be  upon  the  questions 
whether  this  additional  assistance  shall  be  be  engaged  nnder 
the  authority  to  employ  subordinates,  or  whether  authority 
shall  be  added  to  the  ordinance  nnder  which  the  City  Conn- 
cil  may  elect  a  superior  officer ;  whether  the  addition  shall  be 
made  at  the  bottom  or  at  the  top ;  if  to  the  former,  by  the 
tmstees;  if  to  the  latter,  by  the  City  Connoil. 
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Your  Oommittoe  have  adopted  the  latter  alterDatire,  be- 
caose  they  are  satisfied  that  there  is  a  specific  want  vMch  only 
this  course  will  meet.  Whether  thia  want  will  or  will  not  be 
a  permanent  one  we  are  not  bo  sure.  We  hsre  therefore 
frwned  the  ordinance  in  such  manner  that  it  can  and  will  be 
inoperative  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  it  can  be  so  withont  detriment  to  the  pablic 
interest,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Library ;  for  we  are  to 
act  on  the  conviction  that  the  Board  of  Trostees  of  the  Fob- 
lie  Library  will  be  in  the  fntnre,  as  they  are  now  and  have 
heretofore  been,  gentlemen  as  disinterested  and  as  moch  alire 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Public  Library,  and  possess  as  just 
and  true  a  regard  for  the  economy  of  the  public  treaanry, 
aa  the  City  Coancil. 

The  most  obvious  and  prominent  objection  whkh  las  oc- 
curred to  your  Committee,  and  which  has  in  our  hearing  been 
nrged  by  others,  is  this :  that  such  an  officer  is  not  necessary, 
or  would  not  be  if  the  Trustees  would  perform  the  duties  for 
which  they  were  selected,  and  which  they  ought  to  perform, 
namely :  the  supervision  of  the  selection  and  purchase  of  the 
books  which  are  to  be  annually  added  to  the  Library. 

This  certainly  is  plausible  if  not  conclusive  reasoning.  The 
answer  to  it  is  in  terms  like  these :  There  are  annually  to  be 
found  in  the  difierent  book  marts  numy  thousands  of  volumes 
of  works  on  a  great  varle^  of  subjects,  and  numerous  works 
on  the  same  subject,  and  different  editions  of  the  same  works. 
A  just  discrimination  in  a  selection  for  the  Library,  from  this 
almost  endless  variety,  requires  a  knowlei^e  of  books,  as 
such,  which  they  aud  neither  of  them  claim  to  possess;  nor 
can  they  acquire  it  withont  a  sacrifice  too  great  for  them  to 
be  called  on  to  make. 

Yonr  Committee  regret  their  inability  to  set  forth  the  rea- 
sons for  the  chango  suggested,  with  the  force  with  which  it 
was  brought  home  to  their  own  minds  durii^  their  interview 
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with  the  board  of  TrnsteeB ;  bnt  tmBting  to  the  disinterested 
judgment  of   the  City  Oonncil,  they  sabioit  the  Bccompany- 
ing  draft  of  an  ordinance,  vith  the  confidence  that  it  will 
meet  with  the  &Tor  which  its  merit  demands. 
All  of  which  is  respectfiillj  sahmitted.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Botton,  in  City  Council  aatenMed,  tufoUowt:  — 
Section  1.  The  City  Conacil  may,  by  concorrent  vote,  at 
any  time  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  Then  the  Trastees  of 
the  Pablic  Library  ahalL  bo  recommeDd,  elect  a  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Pnblic  Library,  who  shall  hold  hia  oGGce  for  the 
term  of  one  year  and  until  another  is  chosen  in  bis  place, 
nnlesB  sooner  removed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  perform  all  such 
dnties  and  services  as  the  said  Trastees  shall  from  time  to 
time  prescribe ;  and  they  may  prescribe  that  any  portion  of 
the  duties  which  are  now,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  devolved 
upon  the  Librarian,  shall  be  performed  by  the  said  Snperio- 
tendeot  And  the  said  Superintendent  shall  receive  such  sal- 
ary as  the  City  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  det«rmine. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  be  removable  from 
his  office  at  any  time,  by  the  City  Council,  for  cause,  or  when- 
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ever  the  City  Conncil  shall  deem  that  the  public  interest  does 
not  require  the  services  of  such  ofScer;  and  vhenever  the 
ofSce  of  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  vacant,  from  any 
cause,  all  the  duties  thereof  shall  be  performed  b;  the  Libra- 
rian, under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees. 

Sect.  4.  The  Trustees  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of 
January,  communicate  to  the  City  Conncil  their  opinion  of  the 
necessity  and  expediency  of  the  election  of  a  Superintendent 
of  the  Pablic  Library ;  and  vheneTer  they  shall  recommend 
such  an  election,  they  shall  at  the  same  time  nominate  to  the 
City  Conncil  a  anitable  person  for  the  said  ofKce,  and  state 
the  rate  of  salary,  vhich,  in  their  jn^ment,  should  be  paid  to 
him  for  his  services.

The  Joint  Special  Committee  ia  charge  of  the  South  Bay 
improrements,  under  a  contract  frith  William  Evans  —  &!• 
tbongh  they  are  neither  by  the  tennB  of  their  appointment 
nor  by  precedent,  required  or  perhaps  expected  to  make  a 
Report,  inasmuch  as  the  work  under  their  charge  is  not  com- 
pleted nor  the  contract  at  an  end  —  have  deemed  it  to  be  for 
the  public  interest  that  a  Report,  in  detail,  of  their  acts  and 
experiences  on  the  South  Bay  should  be  made,  for  the  use 
and  admonition  of  their  successors. 

This  has  appeared  to  your  Committee  the  more  important 
in  Tiev  of  almost  a  certainty  (and  before  this  Report  can  be 
read  by  the  City  Council  it  vill  perhaps  be  a  historical  &ct) 
that  not  one  of  the  present  Committee  will  be  connected  with 
this  work  another  year.  And  however  unimportant  experi- 
ence is  held  to  be  in  a  political  and  civil  officer  generally,  it 
seems  to  yoor  Committee  that,  in  a.matter  like  this,  so  purely 
of  a  business  nature,  all  will  at  once  concede  its  importance. 

Were  any  further  reasons  required  to  jnstify  the  Commit- 
tee in  this  innovation,  they  might  be  found  in  the  freedom 
with  which  the  general  subject  is  handled,  in  the  government 
and  out  of  it,  by  those  who  have  not  and  cannot  obtain,  with- 
out more  labor  than  any  one  is  likely  to  bestow  upon  a  ques- 
tion like  this,  the  information  which  is  reqnisite  to  enable  them 
to  sit  in  judgment  on  their  peers. 

The  Chairman  most  willingly  enters  npon  the  duty  imposed 
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upon  him  by  the  Tote  of  the  Oommittee,  not  only  from  the  in- 
terest be  has  in  the  qaeBtion,  from  a  two  years'  service  on  the 
Committee,  bnt  from  the  (to  him)  morb  important  fact  of 
being  one  of  the  Committee  -who  made  the  existing  contract 
with  Mr.  William  Evans,  and  assented  to  all  the  modifications 
thereof  which  have  subsequently  existed. 

In  order  that  the  bietory  of  the  Sonth  Bay  lands  may  bo 
complete,  it  is  proper  that  we  should  relate  some  of  the  experi- 
ences connected  therewith  prior  to  the  initiation  of  the  gen- 
eral plan  of  improvement  in  the  summer  of  1845. 

The  fiirst  movement  in  this  direction  was  a  contract  with  Mr. 
Willitun  Evans,  for  building  a  wharf,  to  be  situate  oezt  sonth  of 
Urann's  Wharf,  and  to  measure  on  Harrison  Avenue  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  feet,  and  to  run  two  hundred  feet  southeast- 
erly ;  the  north  vail  of  the  wharf  was  to  be  of  stone,  the 
whole  surface  was  to  be  filled  up  solid  to  the  required 
level,  except  5,250  feet,  for  the  sum  (including  the  wall)  of 
three  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  being  If- 
per  foot,  for  18,760  feet;  also  the  remaining  5,250  feet  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  the  contract  to  be  filled  np  with 
piles  not  more  than  seven  feet  apart,  with  c^M  thereon,  meas- 
uring 12  by  14  inches,  at  12  cents  per  foot,  whereon  to  erect 
the  bnildiogs  for  stables  for  the  nse  of  the  City.  The  whole 
to  be  done  in  aworkmanlilce  manner,  conformable  to  the  nana! 
mode  of  erecting  the  best  wharves  in  the  city,  and  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  first  day  of  October  then  next  ensuing  i^reea- 
bly  to  a  plan  deposited  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Lands  and  Buildings. 

The  contract  thus  entered  into  has  been  mislaid,  and  can- 
not, therefore,  be  set  forth  in  exact  terms.  It  was,  like  all 
subaequent  contracts  with  the  same  party,  a  matter  of  ireqnent 
discussion  in  Committee,  on  the  petition,  of  Evans,  and  also 
of  reference  to  arbitrators,  before  itn  conclnsioD;  the  result 
of  which  seems  to  have  been,  that  there  was  no  indebtedness 
on  the  part  of  the  City  which  had  not  already  been  met  by 
the  payments  on  account  of  said  contract.

On  the  14th  of  JDI7,  1845,  the  following  order  came  up 
for  coucarrence : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Pnblio  Lands  be  directed 
to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  building  a  sea-wall  from 
Urann'e  wharf,  rnuning  southwesterly  to  Bozbnry  line,  parallel 
to  Harrison  arenne,  about  eight  hundred  feet  sontbeasterly 
tiierefrom."  This  order  was  read  and  passed  in  coacar- 
renoe. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  state  that  the  City,  as  proprietors 
of  flie  upland,  owned  all  the  marsh  and  flats  above  Maiden 
street  extended  to  Bozbory  line,  except  Urann's  wharf,  so 
called,  which  had  been  sold  to  him  some  time  prerions. 

The  Committee  subsequently  made  a  Report  thereon,  which, 
on  the  sixteenth  of  October,  was  passed  in  concurrence  with 
the  Common  Council. 

This  Report  says,  "  that  after  a  full  investigation  of  the 
matter,  they  find  that  the  present  dyke  (whidi  is  the  only  pro- 
tection to  Harrison  arenae,  and  lands  westerly  thereof  )  is  in 
a  very  dilapidated  coadition,  and  within  a  short  time  will  re- 
quire  eztensiTe  repairs.  If  it  should  be  thought  necessary  to 
continue  that  as  the  only  protecting  barrier  to  the  proper^ 
in  that  vicini^,  this  will  demand  aa  expenditure  of  seyeral 
tiionsand  dollars  every  few  years,  as  it  has  done  for  past  years, 
with  no  other  benefit  arising  therefrom  other  than  the  safety 
of  the  property  within  its  bomids.  But  in  carrying  out  the 
plan  contemplated  by  the  present  order,  a  &r  better  protection 
to  the  property  would  be  insured  than  by  repairing  the  dyke, 
and  in  addition  would  reclaim  and  inclose  an  extent  of  from 
Hurty  to  forty  acres  of  flats,  ahnost  sufficiently  filled  up,  as  to 
require  the  making  of  streets  only,  to  bring  it  into  the  market 
for  sale,  which  the  Committee  feel  warranted  in  saying  (judg- 
ing irom  prices  for  which  lands  have  been  sold  in  that  vicinity 
the  past  season)  would  average  thirty  cents  per  foot,  and 
thereby  insure  the  City  fi-om  four  hundred  thousand  to  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars.     For  the  City  to  realise  this 
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amount  of  property,  it  becomes  necessaij  to  erect,  as  con- 
templated hj  Hiia  order,  a  sea-v&ll  raDning  from  Ursim'a 
vhar^  so  called,  soothvesterly  to  £ozbm7,  parallel  to  Hai^ 
riaon  avenne,  say  &om  six  huidred  to  nine  hundred  SStj  feet 
titerefrom,  vhich  the  Oommittee  find  can  be  doue  for  about 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  when  done  wotdd  not  only  insure 
the  benefits  described,  bnt  irould  place  a  complete  breastwork 
as  a  protection  to  all  the  extensiTe  improvements  made  and 
being  made  in  that  vicinity,  easterly  c^  Washington  street 
Still  further,  the  Committee  feel,  as  they  are  sure  every  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Government  would,  if  they  shoold  take  the 
trouble  to  investigate  the  matter,  that  an  improvement  of  this 
natore  is  more  londly  called  for  at  the  present  time,  not  only 
as  a  source  of  income  to  the  City,  but  as  a  protection  to  a 
vast  amount  of  property  which  in  case  a  southeasterly  stonn 
with  a  high  course  of  tides  should  take  place,  (while  ilie  dyke 
exists  in  its  present  condition,)  would  be  much  exposed,  and 
the  loss  must  necessarily  in  amount  be  very  &r  more  tiian 
the  estimated  cost  of  erecting  the  contemplated  sea  walL 

"  The  Committee  might,  if  they  thought  it  necessary  to  con- 
vince the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  City  Qovemment, 
cite  several  other  reasons  for  proceeding  in  the  improvements 
at  the  present  time,  such  as  the  opportunity  which  would  be 
thereby  offered  of  making  more  avennee  irom  the  city  with 
the  neighboring  town  of  Boxbory,  and  also  affording  opportn- 
nities  for  the  erecting  of  more  wharf  property  jnttii^  out  from 
said  sea-wall  —  a  species  of  property  moch  wanted,  caused 
by  the  many  improvements  made  around  the  city  within  a  few 
years  past.  For  the  reasons  thus  offered,  the  Committee 
would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders.

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"  Ordered,  That  it  is  expedient  that  a  sea-trail  shonld  be 
erected  on  flats  belonging  to  the  Ci^,  rnnning  sonthvesterly 
from  Uran&'s  Wliarf,  so  called,  to  Boxbuiy,  trom  tax  hnndred 
to  nine  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  Harrison  Avenae,  aod 
parallel  thereto;  and  that  the  Committee  on  Pnblic  Lands 
be  charged  irith  the  ezecutioa  thereof;  Provided,  Ihat  ar> 
rangements  can  be  made  with  the  owners,  agents,  or  trustees 
of  land  connected  with  that  contemplated  to  be  enclosed  by 
the  sea-wall,  that  wiU  be  satis^tory  to  tlie  City's  interest 

"Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasm^r  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row a  snm  not  exceeding  fifteen  thonsand  dollars  for  the  above 
purpose." 

Parsoant  to  these  votes  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
made  a  contract  with  Shnbael  Bills,  of  Bozbnry,  (a  copy  of 
which  is  annexed,  and  marked  A,)  conditioned  that  the  wall 
was  to  be  built  according  to  a  sketch  made  by  Alexander 
Parris ;  the  bottom  (o  be  eight  feet  thick,  and  the  top  three 
feet,  well  bonded  lengthwise  and  crosswise ;  to  stand  on  a 
solid  uid  Bnbatantial  foundation,  at  the  risk  of  the  contractor ; 
and,  if  supported  by  piles,  the  piles  to  be  not  less  than  ten 
{nohea  at  the  top,  not  more  than  three  feet  apart  from  centres, 
in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  vail,  and  cut  off  and  capped 
at  the  level  of  mean  low  water.  The  wall  to  extend  from 
TTrann's  wharf  to  Boxbory  line,  to  be  built  in  a  manner  sat- 
isfitetory  to  the  Committee  on  Fnblic  Lands,  and  completed 
in  one  year.  "And  in  consideration  of  the  &ithful  perform- 
ance of  the  said  contract  the  said  BiMb  to  receive  for  each 
lineal  foot  ei^t  dollars." 

Tints  were  inaugurated  the  South  Bay  Improvements,  irith 
sanguine  hopes,  not  only  of  sanitary  and  protective  advan- 
t^ea  to  territory  already  reclaimed  and  to  some  extent  sold, 
but  also  as  a  financial  measure,  to  replenish  an  exhausted 
treasury.  We  shall  see,  in  the  progress  of  this  investigation, 
how  ardently  these  Itopes  possessed  the  minds  of  subsequent 
committees  and  g^wed  in  their  reports.     We  shall  also  see 
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how  frtntlesB  have  been  these  bndding  hopes  thus  &r.  But  we 
will  not  anticipate,  but  proceed  with  the  history. 

The  Committee  of  this  year,  1846,  were  Josiah  Qnincf, 
Jr.,  Mayor;  Alderman  G«oi^  E.  Head;  and  John  P.  Ober, 
James  Eayward  and  Charles  Boardman,  of  the  Common 
Oonncil.  Not  one  of  the  above  were  of  the  Committee  ot 
the  prerions  year. 

.  March  9tii,  1846,  William  Evaiu  petitioned  respecting  the 
boildii^  a  sea-wall  and  wharf  for  the  City  the  prorions  year, 
which  petition  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Foblic 
Lands,  who  sabseqaently,  29th  Jane,  reported  that  no  action 
was  required  by  the  City  Coimcil,  the  matter  in  controversy, 
as  stated  in  a  previous  part  of  this  Report,  having  been  passed 
npon  by  arbitrators. 

The  plan  of  improvements  which  was  subsequently  adopted 
eeemg  to  have  been  at  this  time  exercising  iha  minds  of  the 
Land  Committee,  as  the  following  recommendations  sofficiently 
attest 

On  the  I8th  of  May  a  Report  of  the  Land  Committee  was 
made,  of  the  following  import. 

The  Joint  Committee-  on  Public  Luids  reported,  on  the 
subject  of  porchasing  land  of  the  Trnatees  of  the  Eliot 
School  in  Bozbury,  the  followii^;  orders,  viz ; 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  be  author- 
ized to  purchase  a  lot  of  marsh  land  belonging  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Eliot  School  Fund,  containing  by  estimation  two 
hundred  thousand  feet ;  provide  the  same  can  be  obtained  for 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  a  foot. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Vi- 
nance,  a  sum  not  exceedii^  twenty-five  thoasand  doUars,  to 
pay  for  the  above  described  land,  in  case  it  should  be  poF- 
chaaed." 

These  orders  were  passed  in  Common  Oomicil,  and  came 
up  for  concurrence,  and  were  read  and  concnrred  in  by  the 
following  vote :  yeas,  8 ;  nays,  none. 
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Under  the  authoritf  thua  conferred  the  Committee  pur- 
chased the  "  Eliot  School  Fund  "  lands  and  flats,  measunng 
iwo  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  four  hundred  and  two 
feet ;  as  also  from  Davis  and  Bradlee,  the  first  owning  the  fee 
and  the  latter  an  easement  by  a  lease  of  one  hundred  years 
of  twenty-foor  thousand  nine  hundred  ten  and  one  half  feet, 
at  ten  cents  per  foot ;  being  an  aggregate  of  two  hundred 
thirty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  twelve  and  a  half  feet,  at 
a  cost  of  twenty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  thirty-one  dol- 
lars and  twenty-five  cents ;  ($23,731  25.) 

This  pnrchase  was  made  of  land  within  the  limits  of  Roz- 
bory ;  and  in  fact  the  whole  front  or  wharf  line  of  the  pres- 
eot  South  Bay  was  outside  of  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
City,  until  the  line  between  the  two  cities,  Roxbnry  and  Bos- 
ton, was  changed,  in  1850,  and  for  the  very  purpose  of  bring- 
ing this  territory  within  onr  jurisdiction.  The  wonder  is  that 
improvements  upon  so  extensive  a  scale  should  have  been 
started  and  prosecuted  to  the  extent  described  prior  to  this 
time,  with  this  overshadowing  disability.  But  these  facts  are, 
in  a  measure,  characteristic  of  this  enterprize. 

Jane  2d,  an  order  which  had  passed  the  Common  Council, 
"  instructing  the  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Lands  to  ascertain 
on  what  terms  or  conditions"  the  contract  to  build  a  sear 
wall  for  the  protection  of  the  land  belongmg  to  the  City  be- 
tween the  South  Free  Bridge  and  Roxbnry,  can  be  rescinded, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Council,  came  up  for  concurrence, 
and  was  read  and  concnrred  in. 

June  15th,  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  on  the  above 
order,  reported,  that  they  had  had  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Bills,  and  after  some  consideration  of  the  proposition,  ho  of- 
fered to  rescind  the  contract,  on  the  payment  to  him  by  the 
City  of  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars ;  which  Report 
was  accepted;  but  do  further  action  was  had  at  that  time  in 
the  premises. 

Under  the  same  date  is  a  Report  from  the  same  Committee : 

"  That  the  City  Lands  on  the  Neck  extend  westerly  in  an 
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nnbroken  line,  from  a  point  on  Maiden  street  extended,  for 
a  distanoe  of  nearly  two  thonsand  feet,  (with  the  exception  of 
a  wharf  sold  to  Messrs.  Urann  and  Robbins.)  That  it  is  ex- 
pedient for  the  Oitj  to  erect  a  sea-wall  on  the  sontherly  line, 
for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  and  filling  up  the  flats.  That 
in  this  view  it  is  important  that  the  City  should  own  the 
wharf  and  water  rights  above  mentioned.  That  the  said 
Urann  and  Bobbins  offer  their  estate,  as  by  the  accompanyii^ 
paper,  for  the  snm  of  forty  thonsand  dollars.  The  Committee 
believing  it  for  the  interest  of  the  City  to  make  the  purchase, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  orders. 
"  For  the  Committee, 

"JosiAH  QniHOT,  Jb.,  CAoimuni." 
"Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  be  aothor. 
ized  to  purchase  the  wharf  and  flats  belonging  to  Messrs. 
Urann  and  Robbins,  lying  on  Harrison  avenue,  between  Can- 
ton and  Dedham  streets,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  thon- 
sand dollars ;  Promded,  they  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  the 
City. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  borrow  a  sum  not 
exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  payment  of  the  same." 
[Accepted  in  the  Common  Council,  and  passed  in  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  by  yea  and  nay  vote,  unanimously.] 

Under  the  authority  above  conferred  the  Committee  pur- 
chased the  wharf  of  Urann  and  Bobbins ;  and  this  purchase 
gave  the  City  a  title  to  all  the  flats  above  Maiden  street  ex- 
tended, between  Harrison  avenue  northerly,  the  Commission- 
ers' line  in  Sooth  Bay  southerly,  and  Chester  street  westerly; 
that  is,  the  whole  territory  embraced  under  the  contract  with 
William  Evans  to  be  improved,  and  which  has  been  nnder  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Committee  the  past  two  years. 

Near  the  close  of  this  year,  the  Land  Committee,  in  a  Re- 
port to  the  City  Council,  recommended  the  purchase  of  a  farm 
OD  the  line  of  the  Providence  Railroad  in  Dedham,  for  the 
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pnrpoee  of  bringing  gravel  therefrom  to  grade  up  the  landa 
and  flats  belongii^  to  the  Citj,  and  grade  np  the  streets  in 
TariouB  parts  thereof.  The  aatiioritf  iras  conferred  by  an 
order  passed  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  concurrence,  Nov. 
21at;  and  the  Committee  purchased  the  same  at  a  cost  of 
twenty-aevea  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  twenty  cents, 
($2,741  20.)  This  seems  to  have  concluded  the  active  opera- 
tions in  the  territory  for  the  year. 

The  next  year,  1847,  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  were 
Josiah  Qnincy,  Jr.,  Afoyor;  Alderman  George  E.  Head;  and 
John  P.  Obor,  Walter  Brycnt,  and  Stephen  Tucker,  of  the 
Common  Council.  As  early  as  March,  the  subject  of  improv- 
ing the  South  Bay  flats  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
inittee  on  Public  Lands,  as  appears  by  a  Report  from  that 
Committee,  which  iras  under  consideration  in  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

March  8th,  this  Committee  submitted  a  "Report  on  the  sit- 
uation of  the  public  lands,  and  particularly  those  lying  east  of 
Harrison  avenue;"  and  presented  their  views  aa  to  the  course 
that  should  be  pursued  by  the  City  government  in  relation  to 
the  same.  They  stated  that  the  City  then  owned  on  the  Neck, 
including  flats  embraced  within  the  sea-wall  which  had  been 
recently  erected,  about  five  million  nine  hundred  forty-five 
thousand  feet  of  laud  and  flats.  This  property,  the  Commit- 
tee stated,  would,  in  their  opinion,  at  no  very  distant  day,  be 
covered  with  a  dense  population.  "  Before  which  time,  how- 
ever," the  Committee  remarked,  "  it  mnst  be  filled  up,  graded 
and  prepared  for  the  purpose.  The  City  Council  last  year 
[1846]  purchased  a  farm  at  Dedham,  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining material;  and  assuming  that  the  lands  will  sooner  or 
later  be  reclaimed,  the  questions  naturally  arise  as  to  when 
and  how  this  should  be  done.  From  its  position  there  is  lit- 
tle doubt  but  that  enough  could  be  leased  on  the  margin,  for 
lumber  wharves,  shops  and  planing  mills,  to  pay  the  interest 
on  tiie  sums  expended  in  reclaiming  the  land,  and  leave  by  far 
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tiie  greater  portion  for  sale,  as  the  increase  of  the  Ci^  and 
the  -wantB  of  the  inhabitants  ma;  demand.  In  addition  to  thia, 
improvement  of  these  lands  will  naturally  lead  to  the  reclaim- 
ing, by  private  individuals,  of  the  flats  between  the  City  prop- 
erty and  the  South  Free  Bridge,  thereby  adding  greatly  to  the 
beauty  and  convenience  and  at  the  same  time  increasing  the 
taxable  property  of  the  City.  For  these  and  other  reasons 
your  Committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  this  im- 
provement  should  be  commenced  the  present  year,  [1847,] 
and  pushed  forward  with  all  economical  celerity  to  its  comple- 
tion. As  to  the  best  mode  of  performing  the  work  the  Com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  it  can  be  most  economically  and 
conveniently  accomplished  by  laying  down  a  track  from  the 
Providence  Bailroad  to  the  land  in  question,  which  will  pass 
through  its  whole  course  over  the  lands  and  streets  of  the 
City.  As  there  may  be  some  question  as  to  the  right  of  the 
City  to  cross  the  latter  without  permission  of  the  Legislature, 
your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  wise  to  ask 
for  the  power  to  construct  such  a  road,  and  to  lay  down 
tracks  to  any  part  of  the  City  lands,  on  either  side  of  Wash- 
ington street,  as  may  bo  necessary  or  convenient  for  filling  up 
or  grading  the  same. 

« In  order  to  bring  the  subject  directly  before  the  City 
Council  the  Committee  ask  leave  to  submit  the  following  res- 
olution and  orders. 

"  JoBiAH  QuiNCT,  Je.,  ChtUrwuui" 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  fill  up  the  lands  and 
grade  the  streets  on  the  City  property  on  the  Neck,  with  all 
economical  dispatch. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  directed  to  apply  to  the  Leg- 
islature for  any  power  that  may  be  required  to  enable  the 
City  to  lay  down  tracks  for  the  road. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  to  borrow  a  sam  not 
exceeding  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  under 
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the  direction  of  tlie  Oommittee  of  Fnblio  Lands,  in  preparing 
the  City  property  at  the  South  End  for  market. 

[As  amended  in  Gommoa  Council.]  "Provided,  That  no 
part  of  the  money  herein  appropriated  shall  be  expended  in 
filling  Qp  or  grading  any  street  tmtil  a  snitable  sewer  or  drain 
has  been  constructed  therein." 

The  order  to  borrow  money,  nnder  the  rules,  by  yea  and 
nay  vote,  passed  nnanimonsly. 

April  22d,  in  Boajrd  of  Aldermen,  it  was  "Ordered,"  in 
concnrrence  with  the  Common  Conncil,  "  that  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Ijaada  be  inetmcted  to  employ  a  suitable 
Engineer  to  lay  out  the  lands  belonging  to  the  City,  and  the 
grade  of  the  streets,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith 
necessary  to  prepare  the  public  lands  for  sale ;  and  that  a 
plan  of  the  same  be  laid  before  the  City  govemment  as  soon 
as  possible." 

Under  this  authority,  or  by  a  prerious  vote  of  the  City 
Cooncil,  the  land  Committee  passed  a  vote,  May  8th,  '*  That 
Ezra  Lincoln,  Jr.,  be  employed  to  make  working  plans  for 
filling  up  and  grading  the  City  lands  on  the  Neck,  and  to  pre- 
pare the  specifications  necessary  for  advertising  for  proposals." 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  here,  that  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  not  at  all  a  proper  or  natural  sequence  to  the  au- 
thority conferred  by  the  City  Council,  by  vote  of  the  22d  of 
April,  but  has  reference  to  a  matter  that  had  been  passed 
upon  only  by  resolution  declaring  the  expediency  of  doing  it 
at  an  early  day,  and  nnder  the  impression  that  authority  was 
to  be  obtained  from  the  Legislature  to  enable  the  City  to  do 
it  in  the  most  economical  manner.  The  Resolution  referred 
to  passed  the  8th  of  March ;  but  we  find,  on  an  examination  of 
the  records  of  the  Land  Oommittee,  that  as  early  as  the  20th 
of  January,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  a  Sub- 
Committee  of  two  were  appointed  with  authority  to  employ 
an  engineer,  for  the  purpose  of  sorreyii^  the  route  and  mak- 
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iDg  the  eBtimatea  for  a  railway  from  the  Providence  BaO- 
Toad  to  the  Sate  east  of  WashiDgton  street 

The  application  to  the  Legislature  for  anthoritj  to  build  a 
railroad,  as  oontemplated  hj  this  vote,  if  it  was  made  bj 
antboritf,  most  have  been  made  subsequently  to  the  Sib  ot 
March,  and  the  authority  to  baild  such  road  was  not  granted 
until  the  23d  of  April. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  a  Sub-Committee  of  three  were  ap- 
pointed to  select  an  engineer  and  make  arnu^mcnts  for  fill- 
ing up  the  City  lands  on  the  Neok,  vith  directions  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  on  Uie  19tb  of  May,  it  ma 
"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  and  Messrs.  Ober  and  Bryentbe  a 
Sab-Committee  to  consult  vith  and  advise  Mr.  Lincoln  in 
regard  to  the  necessary  cars  and  locomotiTes,  and  making  all 
necessary  arrai^ments  vith  the  Providence  Bailroad  for 
bringing  gravel  from  Dedham  into  the  city." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Land  Committee,  held  July  12th,  1847, 
all  tlie  members  present,  Ezra  Lincoln,  Jr.,  submitted  plans 
and  estimates  for  the  reclaiming  and  grading  of  tlie  City's 
lands  on  the  Neck ;  whereupon,  it  was 

"Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lincoln  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
advertise  for  proposals  for  executing  the  work,  according  to 
the  plans  and  specifications,  with  the  reservation  that  none  be 
accepted  unless  approved  by  the  Committee. 

"Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lincoln  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  a  aurvey  to  be  made  of  all  the  City  streeto  and  lands 
between  Dover  street  and  the  Roxbur/  lines,  with  a  plan  for 
the  draining  and  grading  of  the  same. 

"Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lincoln  be  requested  to  ezamine  the 
eea-wall  erected  by  Mr.  Bills,  to  decide  whether  it  has  been 
completed  according  to  contract,  and  report  what  steps  are 
necessary  to  perfect  and  secure  the  same." 

Whether  any  and  if  any  what  report  was  made  in  regard 
to  the  Bills  wall,  does  not  appear;  but  no  action  by  the  Com- 
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mittee  or  hy  the  Oitj  Oonncil  appears  on  the  records  of 
either,  nor  is  the  payment  or  receipt  of  an/  money  by  or  to 
either  party  shoim  by  the  Auditor's  books.  Under  the  orders 
above  recited,  adrertisemeat  yraa  made  for  proposals  for  the 
Tork  initiated  mider  the  resolve  and  order  of  March  8th. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Land  Committee,  Ai^^t  1st,  "  Hr. 
Lincoln  appeared,  and  in  presence  of  the  Committee  opened 
proposals  for  filling  up  and  grading  the  City's  lands  at  the  South 
End,  according  to  the  specifications  and  advertisement.  Thejr 
irere  as  follows,  per  cubic  yard :

"Voted,  That  Mr.  Luicoln  be  directed  to  notify  William 
Evans  that  his  proposition  will  be  accepted  on  his  giving  the 
requisite  securities." 

Nov.  1st,  an  order  authorizing  the  Mayor,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  make  a  contract  in  be- 
half of  the  City  with  William  Evans,  John  M,  Mayo, 'and 
Horatio  Evans,  for  the  constmction  of  a  railroad  from  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  to  the  South  Bay,  the  build- 
ing of  a  sea-wall,  and  bringing  in  such  quantity  of  gravel  for 
the  purpose  of  grading  streets,  and  filling  up  such  portions 
of  said  Bay  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  came  up  for  concur- 
rence, and  was  read  and  concurred  in. 

It  appears  by  subsequent  proceedings  that  under  this  au- 
thority a  contract  was  entered  into,  bat  was  subsequently 
altered  or  annulled ;  and  this  act  concluded  the  active  opera- 
tions on  the  So\ith  Bay  territory  for  the  yjear  1847. 

The  Committee  for  1848  were  the  Mayor,  Josiah  Quincy, 
Jr. ;  Alderman  Qeorge  E.  Head ;  and  Walter  Bryent,  Stephen 
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Tncker,  and  Daniel  Bartlett,  Jr.  Alderman  Head  resigned  in 
April,  and  William  Pope  was  snbstitnted  in  his  place  on  tlie 
Committee.  At  their  first  meeting  a  commnoication  tu 
received  from  William  Evans,  proposing  to  grade  the  lands  at 
the  South  End,  from  the  Old  Colony,  instead  of  the  Pwri- 
dence  Bailroad.  After  an  explanation  &om  Mr.  Lincoln,  Qte 
Engineer,  it  ivas 

"Voted,  Unanimonslf,  that  the  Committee  assent  to  the 
change  proposed  by  Mr.  Evans,  ao  far  as  it  is  io  their  power 
to  do  so  J  and  will  instrnct  the  City  Solicitor  to  assist  him  in 
obtaining  the  neceesajy  power  from  the  Legislature. 

"Voted,  that  the  plan  for  laying  ont  the  territory  between 
Harrison  Avenue  and  South  Bay  sea-wall,  consist  mainly  of  > 
continnation  of  Albany  street,  eighty  feet  wide,  and  drawn 
parallel  to  said  avenue,  from  South  Boston  Bridge ;  and  that 
all  the  cross  streets,  from  Canton  to  Northampton  streets 
inclusive,  be  continued  in  the  direction  in  which  thej  now  ran 
to  the  sea-wall  aforesaid;  and  that  the  area  embraced  be- 
tween a  line  drawn  parallel  to  Albany  street,  (laid  out  as 
■  aforesaid,)  to  Maiden  street,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  ftet 
from  the  line  of  the  sea-wall,  measuring  on  a  line  parallel  to 
Canton  street,  and  distant  five  feet  from  the  westerly  line  of 
said,  street,  be  left  open  until  a  plan  for  pier  wharves  and 
docks  shall  be  matured." 

March  6th,  in  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  it  was 

"Ordered,  That  in  the  new  plan  for  laying  out  Uie  City 
lands,  two  docks  be  made  at  the  end  of  Brookline  and  Can- 
ton streets  extended." 

At  this  meeting  a  Report  was  read,  relating  to  the  contract 
with  William  Evans,  for  grading  the  lands  at  the  South  End, 
from  the  Dedham  Farm,  which  was  ordered  to  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council,  as  follows : 

"The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  who 
have  in  charge  the  filling  up  and  grading  of  the  flats  owned 
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by  the  City,  and  lying  east  of  Harrison  Avenue,  ask  leave  to 
submit  the  following  Report : 

"  By  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  Nov.  Ist,  1847, 
the  Uayor  was  authorized,  under  the  advice  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Lands,  to  make  a  contract  in  behalf  of  the 
City,  with  William  Erans,  John  M.  Mayo  and  Horatio  Evans, 
for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Railroad  to  the  South  Bay,  the  building  of  a  sea-wall, 
and  bringing  in  such  quantity  of  gravel  for  the  purpose  of 
grading  streets  and  filling  up  such  portions  -of  said  bay  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient.  In  pursuance  of  this  order,  and 
under  the  sanction  of  the  said  Committee,  a  contract  v&a 
made  and  executed  vith  the  parties  above  named,  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  aforesaid,  and  the  contractor  com- 
menced the  conatruction  of  the  branch  road,  from  the  Provi- 
dence road,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  gravel  from  the 
farm  in  Dedbam  belonging  to  the  City,  and  purchased  for 
this  use.  The  construction  of  the  road  was  commenced  by 
the  contractor  under  a  belief,  based  upon  a  reasonable  founda- 
tion, in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  that  the  terms  which 
the  Providence  Railroad  Corporation  wonld  prescribe  for 
the  use  of  their  track  and  such  portion  of  their  equipment 
as  would  be  required  for  the  performance  of  the  work,  would 
be  such  as  to  enable  him  to  prosecute  it  successfully,  under 
his  contract  with  the  City.  In  this,  however,  he  was  disap- 
pointed; and  after  expending  some  twelve  hundred  dollars, 
(which  must  be  nearly  a  total  loss,)  be  found  that  the  recom- 
pense they  insisted  upon  for  the  use  of  their  road  and  equip- 
ment, would  inevitably  compel  him,  were  he  to  start  the 
work,  to  abandon  it  in  a  very  short  time.  In  fact,  the  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Company,  throi^h  their  ^ents  and  President 
and  Directors,  openly  avowed  that  they  did  not  desire  the 
work,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  business  and  travel  . 
which  they  are  obliged  to  provide  for. 

"  In  this  state  of  afiairs,  Mr.  Evans  and  his  partners  having 
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s  strong  desire  to  perrorm  tlieir  contract  with  the  City,  on 
the  terms  specified  ia  the  same,  commenced  a  negociatton 
Trith  tiie  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  for  fumisMng  gravel, 
and  for  the  use  of  their  road  and  locomotive  power,  provided 
a  charter  coald  be  obtained  from  the  State  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  branch  road  across  South  Bay,  to  the  0ats  to 
be  reclaimed.  The  understaodiDg  between  the  Counnittee 
and  Mr.  Evana  being  each  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  on 
the  part  of  the  Cit;  were  to  remain  unchanged,  and  that  any 
new  burdens  incident  to  the  charter  for  the  new  branch  road 
were  to  be  assumed  and  borne  by  Mr.  Evans. 

"  Yonr  Committee  hare  procured  or  aided  in  procnrii^  a 
charter,  for  the  said  new  branch  road,  and  they  would  there- 
fore respectfully  ask  that  they  may  be  authorized  to  bo 
change  or  amend  the  present  contract  aa  to  make  it  conform 
to  this  new  state  of  things,  which,  in  addition  to  preserving 
the  same  terms  for  the  City,  as  to  payments,  Ac,  leaves  h 
with  the  Dedham  &rm  untouched,  and  worth  from  twenty-fire 
to  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  it  cost 

"  The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  premises,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing order. 

"  For  the  Committee, 

«  JosiAH  QuiNcr,  Jb.,  ChaxTwum." 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  be  authorized  to  modify  or  cancel 
the  agreement  heretofore  made,  on  the  second  day  of  Novem. 
ber,  1847,  with  WiUiam  Evans,  John  M  Mayo  and  Horatio 
Evans,  or  to  make  and  execute  such  new  contract  in  the 
premises  aa  may  by  said  Committee  be  deemed  expedient" 

This  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  adopted,  in  the 
Common  Council ;  it  came  np  for  concnrrecce,  and  was  read 
and  concurred  in. 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  vested  a  contract  was 
entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  by  his  honor 
the  Mayor  —  and  WHliam  Evans,  John  H.  Mayo  and  Horatio 
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Evans,  (the  first  as  principal  and  the  two  latter  as  sureties,)  a 
copy  of  which  is  berounto  annexed  and  marked  B. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  ac  examination  of  this  contract  that 
amongst  otlier  provisioDs  is  this ;  that  a  portion  of  a  farm 
belonging  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  was  specially 
Bet  apart  for  this  work  nnder  the  Evans  contract ;  and  to  make 
this  snre  a  plan  was  ordered  by  the  Committee.  To  nse  their 
own  lango^e :  "  That  a  plan  be  made  of  the  land,  by  the  En- 
gineer,  in  sncb  manner  as  to  goard  the  interests  of  the  City, 
and  to  render  it  certain  that  all  the  gravel  taken  from  said 
pit  shall  be  exactly  measured  and  determined  nnder  the  City 
contract" 

This  precaution  was  taken  either  while  at  the  farm  or  on 
their  return,  aa  by  the  record  the  "  Committee  met  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Qiiincy  and  examined  the  hill." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  May  22,  on  application  of 
Hr.  Evans,  it  was  Voted,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this 
Committee  William  Evans  be  permitted  to  excavate  and  re- 
move gravel.  Sec,  from  that  portion  of  the  Uount  Hope  farm 
in  Qoincy  specially  appropriated  for  filling  ihe  City  lands  in 
Sonth  Bay,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  embankment  for  a 
branch  Bailroad  to  connect  said  farm  with  the  Old  Colony 
Bailroad.  Frovided,  that  no  earth  shall  be  removed  for  snch 
purpose  after  the  land  has  been  measured  for  ascertaining  tiie 
amount  to  be  delivered  to  the  City. 

Jane  8th,  it  was  voted,  in  Committee,  that  the  Chairman 
make  a  Report  on  the  order  of  the  Council  of  January  Slat, 
1848,  stating  that  the  matter  of  the  location  of  the  sea-wall 
was  settled  before  the  present  Committee  came  into  power, 
and  lukiag  fiuther  time  to  decide  as  to  the  stability  of  the 
wall. 

July  24th,  on  a  Eeport  of  the  Engineer,  Ordered,  that  the 
Engineer  be  authorized  to  cause  piles  to  be  driven  at  the 
head  of  the  several  docks  proposed  to  be  made  on  the  City 
land  on  South  Bay,  now  in  prepress  of  being  filled  by  Mr. 
Evans. 
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August  28th,  a  commuoication  from  Allen  Putnam,  Esq., 
concerniDg  the  amount  of  mud  to  be  remOTcd  by  Mr.  Evans 
from  the  Channel  on  the  South  Bay,  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  Engineer,  to  report,  &o. ;  but  no  report  is  on  record. 

Sept.  4th,  the  Committee  vigited  and  examined  the  work  of 
Mr.  Evana  on  South  Bay,  in  relation  to  the  western  draw.  It 
is  probable  that  this  visit  relates  to  the  same  snbjeet  wtiich 
wae  spoken  of  in  the  communication  of  Mr.  PutnaiD,  as  ve 
find  that  that  gentleman  vas  heard  in  relation  to  the  draw 
that  waa  erected  by  Mr.  Evans,  at  a  meeting  of  tlie  Commit- 
tee, Dec.  27th,  1848,  but  no  action  was  taken  in  relation 
thereto  farther  than  ordering  a  plan  of  the  desired  improve- 
ments to  be  made. 

At  the  meeting  of  ihe  Committee,  Oct.  16th,  1848,  it  was 
Voted,  That  a  recommendation  be  made  to  the  Council  that 
Mr.  Evans  be  permitted  to  take  ground  &om  lot  adjoining  the 
present ;  provided  it  be  done  in  such  a  manner  as  the  Engi- 
neer and  City  Solicitor  may  recommend ;  and  that  the  expense 
be  charged  to  Mr.  Evans  and  taken  from  hia  monthly  estimates. 

In  conformity  with  this  recommendation  we  find  that  an 
order  passed  the  City  Council,  Oct.  19th,  instructing  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands  to  vary  Mr.  Evans's  contract  so  that 
he  may  bring  gravel  from  any  portion  of  Mount  Hope  farm. 
The  Committee  met  Dec  10th,  1848,  and  Ordered,  That  Mr. 
Evans's  contract  be  put  on  record  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
counties.  Ordered,  That  the  Engineer  with  the  advice  of 
the  City  Solicitor  be  authorized  to  alter  the  contract  with  Mr. 
Evans,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  City  Council  passed 
October  23,  1848,  so  tar  as  regards  the  part  of  Mount  Hope 
farm  from  which  the  gravel  for  the  City  is  to  be  taken,  and 
to  report  to  this  Committee  for  their  approval.  This  con- 
cluded the  active  operations  of  the  Committee  upon  the  South 
Bay  improvements,  a  detailed  Beport  of  which  was  made  to 
the  City  Council,  in  the  following  words : 

"The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Lands  report: 
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That  until  Tecentlj  there  waa  no  regalar  mode  for  preptiring  the 
FnbUclfiade  for  sale,  or  for  disposing  of  them  nnder  proper  tb- 
'strictioDS.  Sales  vere  made  of  lots,  by  the  agent,  as  parchaserB 
offered,  withont  any  regard  to  a  general  plan,  and  oftentimes 
with  a  condition  that  ^e  City  would  grade  the  streets  snbse- 
qDeotly  to  the  sale,  which  at  once  enhaoced  greatly  the  valne  of 
the  land  to  the  pnrchaser  at  the  expense  of  the  City.  The  prop- 
erty was  Tery  extensive  and  very  Talnable,  and  it  was  evident 
that  by  a  general  system  of  improvements  the  Gi^  woald 
fbrnish  space  for  homes  for  the  thousands  yrho  are  leaving 
our  limits  for  adjoining  towns,  and  at  the  same  time  create  a 
fund  that  would  in  time  UqtddaU  the  City  Deht.  With  this 
view  a  plan  was  submitted  to  the  City  Council  in  1846,  and 
authority  given  to  purchase  a  gravel  farm  in  Dedham,  and 
make  a  contract  for  filling  np  and  grading  the  lands.  Owing 
to  an  unwillingness  on  tibe  part  of  the  Providence  Railroad  to 
draw  die  oars,  this  was  afterward  abandoned  and  a  new  ar- 
rangement entered  into  with  the  sanction  of  the  Council  and 
by  authority  of  the  Legislature.  By  this  Mr.  William  Evans 
i^eed  to  constTDct  a  bridge  over  the  South  Bay  and  to  grade 
the  lands  from  gravel  taken  from  Mount  Hope  farm  in  Qoincy. 
This  contract  is  of  the  simplest  character;  Mr.  Evans  agree- 
ing to  furnish  every  thing  and  be  paid  in  full  a  fixed  price  per 
square.  The  work  is  now  in  full  operation,  about  100,000 
cubic  yards  have  already  been  deposited,  and  when  it  is  com- 
pleted it  will  give  the  City  an  area  of  2,940,000  square  feet, 
at  a  cost,  including  purchases  of  territory  and  laying  ont 
streets  through  the  same,  of  about  twenty-five  cents  a  square 
foot.  As  the  filling  of  these  Sate  will  be  composed  of  gravel, 
and  as  the  land  will  be  supplied  with  water  and  drainage, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  a  very  great  profit  to  the  City,  es- 
pecially  as,  in  the  opitaion  of  those  conversant  with  the  prop* 
erty,  the  rent  of  the  wharves  and  the  incidental  advantages 
arising  from  the  use  of  the  railroad  will  pay  the  interest  on 
the  whole  expenditure.    In  addition  to  thus  attending  to  the 
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preparation  of  tiie  lands  for  Bale,  the  Committee  Itare  cuned 
a  new  plan  of  the  City  property  on  the  Neck  to  be  prepared, 
from  carefhl  surveys  and  actual  measurements,  with  ^e  loca- 
tion of  all  the  lots,  and  the  elevations  of  the  streets,  dnuns, 
to.  Of  these  plans  one  drawn  on  parchment  has  been  placed 
in  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  lithographic  copies  have  been 
struck  off  for  the  coDvenience  of  purchasers  and  to  prevent 
any  mistakes  on  the  part  of  the  City. 

"  They  have  also  caused  suitable  books  to  be  prepared,  so  as 
to  enable  the  City  government  to  learn  at  a  glance  Uie  exact 
state  of  their  property.  This  has  been  done  nnder  the  direc- 
tion of  Ezra  Lincoln,  Jr.,  Civil  Engineer. 

"  The  Committee  cannot  close  without  statii^  their  sense  of 
the  great  value  of  this  property,  and  the  mode  of  its  disposi- 
tion. When  prepared,  the  lands  should,  in  their  opinion,  be 
generally  sold,  as  the  lands  on  the  South  Cove  and  Mill  Fond 
were,  in  various  sections,  so  that  the  improvements  made  by 
purchasers  shall  increase  the  value  of  what  belongs  to  tbe 
City. 

"  If  the  Water  debt  is  made  jAyable  at  the  rate  of  two  hund- 
red thousand  dollars  a  year,  your  Committee  have  no  doobt 
that  sales  can  be  made  to  meet  it,  thns  applying  directly  this 
fund  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  pledged,  without  its  being 
frittered  away  on  any  less  important  works,  which  should  be 
paid  for  from  other  sources. 

"  The  filling  of  these  flats  will  add  at  the  same  time  greatly 
to  the  health  and  beauty  of  the  City,  and  by  increasing  it, 
retain  those  who  would  be  driven  from  it  for  want  of  room. 

"  All  which  is  submitted. 

"  For  the  Committee,

This  Report  was  accepted  in  Common  Council,  and  ordered 
to  be  printed.  It  subsequently  came  op  for  concorrence,  was 
read  and  concurred  in. 
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The  Committee  for  1849  irere  enlarged  by  the  additioa  to 
their  niunber  of  oae  Alderman  and  two  roembers  of  the^Com- 
mon  Council,  making  a  Committee  of  eight,  instead  of  five  as 
heretofore.  It  was  composed  thus:  his  Honor,  the  Major; 
Aldermen  Perkins  and  Pope ;  and  Messrs.  Monroe,  Critchet, 
Brevel:,  Minot  and  Beal,  of  the  Common  Council.  At  the 
second  meeting  of  the  Committee,  it  vaa  Voted,  That  the 
Engineer  be  directed  to  prepare  a  plan  and  statements  in  re- 
lation to  the  proposed  change  of  lines  between  Boston  and 
Bozbory. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee,  Jan.  24th,  1849, 
the  Engineer  submitted  a  plan  of  the  Citjr  lands  on  Uie 
Sonth  Bay,  showing  the  present  and  the  proposed  bonndary 
lines  between  the  City  and  Bosbury,  together  with  the  follow- 
ing proposition :  '  The  City  of  Boston,  through  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands  of  the  City  Council,  propose  to  the  City  of 
Rosbury  to  change  the  present  dividing  or  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  two  cities,  as  the  same  is  indicated  by  the  black 
dotted  lines  on  the  plan  herewith  presented,  to  the  line  as 
indicated  by  the  red  lines  on  said  plan,  retaining  the  old  line 
from  Plymouth  street,  northerly,  to  the  line  of  the  Providence 
Bail  Boad,  with  the  exception  of  the  Ox  Bow,  at  the  bridge  of 
said  Boad,  near  Baldwin's  milL  The  reasons  for  asking  this 
change  will  be  apparent  from  the  inspection  of  the  plan  re- 
ferred to,  on  which  are  represented  improvements  which  are 
now  in  progress  on  the  flats  in  South  Bay,  under  appropria- 
tions from  Uie  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  —  a  considera- 
ble portion  of  the  territory  to  be  improved  lyiug  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Bozbnry.  To  extend  streets  and 
lay  drains  over  this  area,  under  these  incumbrances,  will  be 
exceedingly  inconvenient,  if  not  impossible.  Added  to  this, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  line,  as  it  now  is,  would  divide  estates 
which  might  be  purchased  and  occupied  by  a  single  owner, 
very  awkwardly.  It  should  also  be  remembered,  m  reference 
to  the  taxes  to  be  assessed  upon  this  property,  that  most  of 
its  value  will  be  given  to  it  by  expenditures  and  improve-

ments  which  the  City  of  Boston  will  make  upon  it  —  a  large 
portion  of  the  territory  having  been  purchased  by  said  City 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Eliot  School  Fund. 

The  area  surrendered  to  the  City  of  Roxbury  soath  of 
Plymouth  street,  is  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the  manh  which 
the  City  of  Boston  desire  to  have  set  off  to  them,  between 
the  old  line  and  their  sea-wall  on  South  Bay. 

"Voted,  That  Stephen  Tucker  be  instructed  to  present  the 
foregoing  proposition  and  the  plan  therein  referred  to,  to  the 
City  government  of  Roxbury,  or  a  Committee  of  the  same, 
and  to  confer  with  them  in  regard  to  the  change  proposed." 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee,  it  was  proposed 
and  Voted,  That  the  City  Council  be  reqaested  to  pass  an 
order  anthorizing  the  Major  to  petition  the  L^islatnre  at  its 
present  session  for  Ae  alterations  proposed.  Application 
was  made,  but  did  not  result  in  obtaining  the  change  asked 
for. 

We  find  that  Hr.  Evans,  with  characteristic  perseverance, 
notwithstanding  frequent  promptings  by  the  Committee,  neg- 
lected to  fulfil  his  contract  obligations,  as  it  regarded  the 
Roxbury  channel ;  and  yet,  as  usual,  and  in  a  manner  equally 
characteristic,  be  was  importuning  for  a  change  of  contract  for 
his  own  accommodation.  Thus  at  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, March  14th,  1849,  it  was  Voted,  That  Mr.  Evans  be 
directed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  complete  the  excavation  m 
the  Roxbury  channel  required  by  the  Charter  from  the  Legis- 
lature, for  the  construction  of  a  Rail  Road  bridge  across  Soutib 
Bay ;  also,  to  plank  the  piers  in  the  vicinity  of  the  westerly 
draw,  to  the  level  of  low-water  mark,  to  prevent  the  snction 
of  the  water  under  said  planking  at  the  ebb  and  flood  tides. 
Fer  contra,  Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  be  author- 
ized (an  order  conferring  the  authority  to  do  so  having  been 
passed  by  the  City  Council,  March  19th,  1849)  to  make  sncli 
alterations  in  the  contract  heretofore  made  with  William 
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Evaos,  John  M.  Hajo  wad  Horatio  Evana,  so  as  to  permit  the 
said  Evans  to  bring  gravel  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
said  contract,  from  any  location  that  may  be  for  the  interest 
of  the  City. 

A  year  only  has  passed  eince  Ute  contract  vith  Evans  was 
made,  by  which  he  was  to  perform  specific  work  for  a  specifio 
price;  an  estimate  only  of  the  amount  done  to  be  made 
monthly,  and  ninety  per  cent  of  the  amount  so  determined  to 
be  paid  to  him.  Yet  we  find  that  claims  have  been  made  for 
damages  coosequent  upon  tlie  different  constructions  put  upon 
that  instrument  by  the  parties  thereto. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  April  2d,  Evans 
presented  a  petition  respecting  his  contract  with  the  City  for 
filling  South  Bay,  and  asked  for  a  conference  with  some  per> 
son  authorized  to  settle  with  him  respecting  said  contract 
This  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
was  sent  down  for  concurrence,  and  came  up  iion-concnrred. 
We  find,  however,  in  the  records  of  the  Land  Committee, 
the  following  vote,  under  date  of  April  26th :  Voted,  That 
the  communication  from  William  Evans  to  the  Mayor,  which 
was  referred  to  this  Committee,  be  referred  to  Ezra  Lincoln, 
the  Engineer  on  the  work  in  South  Bay.  Voced,  That  the 
Engineer  on  the  work  in  South  Bay  be  requested  to  cause 
that  part  of  William  Evans's  contract  which  relates  to  the 
excafation  of  Putnam's  Channel,  so  called,  to  be  immediately 
completed.  This  request,  like  former  ones,  seems  to  have 
been  ineffectual,  as  we  find  under  date  of  Hay  25th,  a  vote  to 
request  the  Engineer  having  charge  of  the  filling  of  South 
Bay  to  withhold  all  payments  of  money  to  William  Evans 
after  the  present  month,  until  the  Boxbury  channel  shall  have 
been  cleared,  agreeably  to  bis  contract  with  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. Whether  the  remedy,  as  suggested  in  the  preceding 
vote,  was  tried  or  not,  and  if  tried  was  ultimately  successful, 
does  not  appear;  but  another  means  was  put  in  requisition, as 
appears  by  a  vote  of  the  Land  Committee,  under  date  of  May 
4 
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31  St:  "Voted,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  instrnoted  to  oppose 
and  resist  the  application  of  Alien  Fntaam  to  tlie^  Supreme 
Goari,  for  an  injnncUoQ  on  the  use  of  the  railroad  bridge 
across  South  Bay,  and  to  ask  for  a  postponement  of  the  hear* 
log  on  said  application  until  suitable  preparations  can  be 
made  to  meet  it."  This  concluded  the  legislation  in  regard  to 
South  Be;  for  the  year  1849. 

The  Committee  for  1850  vere  hia  Honor  the  Mayor;  Al- 
dermen Perkins  and  Brig^ ;  Messrs.  Mnnroe,  Brever,  Hinot, 
Beal  and  Brown,  of  the  Common  ConociL 

At  their  first  meeting  they  voted  to  propose  to  the  City  Conn- 
oil  that  the  Mayor  petition  the  Le^latnre  for  a  chai^  of  tlie 
boundary  line  between  the  City  and  Roxbury.  Authority 
was  given,  and  the  petition  was  presented,  and  the  change  as 
proposed  the  year  previous  made,  and  the  act  was  approved 
by  the  Governor,  May  3d,  1850  —  thus  bringing  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Boston  the  entire  territory  onder  improve- 
ment—  an  important  part  thereof  hitherto  having  been  out- 
side of  that  jurisdiction. 

It  would  seem  to  your  Committee  that  this  chat^^  of  line 
should  have  been  a  coodition  precedent  to  any  extended  im- 
provement in.  South  Bay ;  and  that  committees  should  have 
made  contracts  involving  such  large  outlays,  and  the  value  of 
which  were  bo  dependent  upon  the  change  of  line,  is  passing 
strange ;  but  so  it  was. 

In  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  May  27th,  it  was  Ordered,  That 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  report  the  substance  of  the 
contract  made  by  the  City  with  William  Evans,  for  the  filling 
up  of  the  South  Bay;  the  time  it  has  yet  to  run;  the  quan- 
tity of  land  already  made ;  and  the  amonnt  of  money  ex- 
pended. Ordered,  That  said  Committee  also  report  the  quan- 
tity of  City  lands  which  have  been  sold  daring  Ae  last  ten 
years,  the  moneys  actually  received  therefor,  and  the  gross 
amount  of  expenditure  thereon.  These  orders  were  sent 
down  for  concurrence,  and  those  or  similar  orders  were 
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passed,  June  4ih,  -mih  the  addition  of  the  vorde,  "  tuid  the 
.  amount  dae  and  secured,"  in  concnrrence  wiOi  tbe  Common 
Council. ' 

On  the  first  of  July  a  Report  vas  made  to  the  City 
Ooimcfl,  bj  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  stating  their 
•wauta,  growing  ont  of  the  contract  entered  into  by  the  City, 
in  March,  1848,  with  William  Evans,  for  filling  np  the  Sonth 
Bay,  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  filly  thousand  dol- 
lars, ($50,000,)  to  be  appropriated  to  their  use,  which  waa 
granted,  on  a  yea  and  nay  vote,  nnonimonsly,  in  both  branches. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  &e  Board  of  Aldermen  a  aimilar 
order  and  for  a  like  snm,  nnder  a  statement  of  the  Land 
Committee,  of  the  same  import  as  the  preceding,  was  passed 
in  concnrrence,  with  but  one  dissenting  vote  in  either  branch 
of  the  City  Council,  Alderman  S.  S.  Perkins  only  voting  in 
the  negative. 

The  orders  of  the  4th  of  Jmie  were  received  by  the 
Committee;  and  at  their  meeting,  Jnne  6th,  were  laid  on  the 
table,  and  there  were  suffered  to  sleep,  so  far  as  is  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  City  Council  and  of  the  Land  Committee. 
Thus  ended  the  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  South  Bay,  for 
the  year  1850. 

The  Committee  for  1851  were  the  Mayor;  Aldermen 
Bri^s  and  Munroe ;  Messrs.  Minot,  Beal,  Brown,  Cumings 
and  Chapin,  of  the  Common  Council. 

This  year  seems  to  have  been  one  of  unusual  quiet  in  the 
vidoity  of  South  Bay.  There  is  little,  either  in  the  pnblio 
records  or  those  of  the  Land  Committee,  to  indicate  that  wa 
had  SDch  a  territory,  or  that  we  bad  a  contract  for  its  im- 
provement. It  is  true,  if  we  examine  the  monthly  draft,  we 
shall  find  tbe  name  of  William  Evans  regularly  upon  it,  for 
some  five  thousand  dollars  or  more,  on  account  of  his  contract 
to  improve  Sonth  Bay.  Those  who  attended  at  the  calling  of 
the  docket  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  this 
district,  may  have  heard  the  case  of  Evans  v.  City  of  Boston

called.  WitJi  these  exceptions  we  did  not  hear  from  South 
Bay,  directly,  bat  a  very  fev  times  daring  this  year.  As  the 
improremente  in  South  Bay  have  been  more  or  less  mixed  up 
vith  the  improTements  of  the  Neck  lands  generally,  and  aa 
the  golden  harvest  that  the  future  was  to  gather  into  the 
treasury,  was  to  include  all  the  public  lands,  or  rather  the 
results  of  the  sales  thereof,  it  is  interesting  and  instmctive, 
to  give  the  results  of  five  years'  adminietration  of  the  pub- 
lic lauds,  as  recorded  on  the  journal  of  the  Committee. 
It  embraces  all  the  transactions,  from  April  1st,  1846,  to 
April  1st,  1851.  They  state  that  thoy  take  this  period  "  on 
account  of  the  largo  expenditure  made  during  the  year  lS4fi, 
for  the  purchase  of  marsh  and  flats  and  the  improTement  of 
South  Bay  and  said  Neck  lands."  The  receipts  irere  —  for 
the  sale  of  452,213  feet  of  land,  $345,911  66;  added  to  this 
sum  vas  —  for  rents  of  land,  and  standing  grass,  H,172  20; 
assessments  on  sewers  and  drains,  |801  38;  making  an 
aggregate  of  $350,885  24.  The  expenditures  for  the  same 
period  were,  for  filling  and  grading  streets  and  squares, 
$85,989  13;  for  about  9,600  feet  of  sewers  and  drains, 
$11,168  81;  eDgiaeeriDg,  making  and  lithographing  plans, 
£c.,  $9,186  03;  paid  Shubael  Bills,  for  sea-wall,  as  per  con- 
tract of  Dec,  1845,  $11,020  20;  repairing  dyke  near  Harri- 
son Avenue,  $90  00;  on  account  of  two  small  buildii^, 
$315  33;  on  account  of  mistake  in  the  conveyance  of  laud, 
$10  00;  for  advertising  and  selling  at  auction,  $358  33; 
State  duties,  $1,249  96;  driving  piles,  sea-wall,  mnd  excava- 
tion, ballasting,  piles,  sea-wall,  <&c.,  $11,750  72;  William 
Evans,  on  account  of  fillii^  South  Bay,  $131,245  85;  for 
taxes  on  land  owned  in  Boxbury,  $552  08 ;  for  Eliot  School 
Fund  and  other  marsh  lands  and  flats,  231,312}^  feet,  at  10 
and  12i  cents  per  foot,  $23,936  15;  Urann's  whar^  215,000 
feet,  including  equal  rights  in  two  docks,  50  feet  wide,  101,- 
500  feet,  $40,000  00 ; —  making  an  aggregate  of  ezpenditores 
for  the  five  years,  of  $346,133  19,  or  within  $4,752  05  of  as 
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much  as  the  -vrhole  receipts.  The  amomtt  of  land  sold,  as 
vill  be  seen,  vas  452,213  feet,  at  an  aveFage  of  about  16} 
cents  per  foot.  The  amonot  acquired  in  marsh  and  flats, 
ezclnsive  of  rights  in  tvo  docks,  was  452,312|  feet,  at  a  cost 
of  t63,936  75. 

The  predictions  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  for  the 
year  1845,  as  set  forth  in  their  Report  of  that  year,  as  also 
those  of  the  years  1846  and  1848,  which  were  each  more 
elaborate  and  still  more  smignine  of  golden  results  to  flow 
from  their  &r-aeeing  s^acity  and  forethought,  do  not  seem  to 
be  yet  realized ;  nor  can  it  be  said  that  ike  prospect  materi- 
ally brightens.  Bnt  the  Committee  show  no  lack  of  confi- 
dence m  the  ultimate  results  of  the  means  then  in  progress. 

'At  the  meetiDg  of  Jane  13th,  a  Sub-Committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  Report  to  be  presented  to  the  City 
Council,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  expenditure,  &fi.  Jn  this 
Report  they  set  forth  their  wants  and  the  reasons  therefor. 
They  say  that  120,000  have  been  paid  to  Mr.  Evans,  and 
135,000  more  will  be  wanted  for  the  balance  of  the  year; 
that  the  territory  to  be  filled  is  abont  sixty-four  acres,  ezcln- 
aive  of  docks,  of  which  some  twenty-two  acres  has  been  Slled  j 
and  115,000  will  be  required  for  other  purposes;  and  they 
conclude  with  an  order ,authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  borrow, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  the  snm  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  ((50,000,)  to  be  added  to  the  appropri- 
ations for  Poblic  Lands.  This  order  was  passed  unanimously, 
in  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  by  a  yea  and  nay  rote. 

A  suit  at  law  had  already  been  commenced  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  this  District,  and  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Land  Committee,  Kov.  18th,  it  was  Voted,  That 
Messrs.  Beal  and  Minot  be  a  Sub-Committee,  with  full  powers, 
to  confer  with  the  City  Solicitor  and  obtain  additional  conn- 
eel  in  the  Evans  law  case,  shonld  it  be  deemed  expedient.  Aa 
a  sequence  to  this  authority,  in  Committee,  Dec.  23d,  it  was 
Voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  it  is  expedient 
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that  Henry  F.  Dnrant,  Esq.,  be  employed  to  asEOflt  the  City 
Solicitor  in  the  snita  of  William  Evans  i^^inst  the  Ci^  of 
Boston,  in  relation  to  filling  the  flats  in  South  Bay.  This  cod- 
clnded  the  operations  npon  and  in  regard  to  Soath  Bay,  for 
the  year  1851. 

By  a  modification  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  Pablic 
Lands,  the  Mayor  was  made  Chairman,  ex  officio,  of  the  Land 
Committee,  and  the  Committee  for  the  year  1852  consisted 
of  the  Mayor,  ex  officio,  Aldermen  Gary  and  Allen ;  Messrs. 
David  Ohapin,  Ezekiel  Kendall,  Otis  Kimball,  Aaron  Hobart, 
and  Paul  Adama,  of  the  Council. 

Early  in  the  year,  Feb.  12th,  a  commnnication  iraa  received 
from  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  stating  the  conditioQ  of  tbe 
appropriation  for  Public  Lands,  irfaich  was  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee, who  reported,  on  the  20th  of  ttie  month,  recommend- 
ing for  adoption  an  application  to  the  Gil^  Council  to  aathoF' 
ize  a  loan  for  fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($50,000,)  which  amount 
was  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for  Pnblic 
Lands,  which  was  done ;  and  on  the  first  of  March  an  order 
was  passed  in  concurrence,  anthorizing  the  Treasurer  to  bor- 
row, nnder  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($60,000,)  the  order  hav- 
ing previously  passed  the  Common  Council  by  a  vote  of  forty- 
two  yeas  to  two  nays ;  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  yeas  nine, 
nays  none. 

March  11th,  in  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  it  was  Voted, 
That  Messrs.  Kimball  and  Adams  be  a  Sub-Committee  to  con- 
fer with  the  Oity  Solicitor  respecting  tbe  Evans  law  suit 

In  Board  of  Aldermen,  April  19th,  it  was  Ordered,  That  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  have  fall  power  to  agree  io  a 
mvtual  reference  of  all  differences  between  William  Evaos 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  03 
they  may  deem  best  for  the  interests  of  the  City.  This  order 
was  passed  in  Common  Council,  came  np  for  concurrence,  and 
was  read  and  concurred  in. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Oommittee  on  Public  Lands,  Maj  Vlih, 
it  was  Voted,  That  the  Mayor  be  aathorized  to  execute  snch 
an  agreement  as  the  City  Solicitor  may  approve,  to  refer  all 
disputes  that  have  arisen  or  may  arise  betveen  the  City  and 
William  Evans,  on  account  of  a  contract  between  the  parties 
to  fill  South  Bay  and  other  places  in  the  south  part  of  the 
Oity,  to  Sidney  Bartlett,  Kathau  Hale,  and  Edward  Crane, 
Eeqa.  The  result  of  this  arbitration  ia  given  in  the  award, 
which,  with  a  copy  of  the  submission,  ia  annexed  to  this  Re- 
port, and  marked  C.  Further  reference  will  be  made  to  this 
paper  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  Beport. 

Iq  Committee,  June  3d,  a  Report  was  submitted  on  the  pe- 
titioD  of  George  Rodgers,  for  the  purchase  of  land  on  the 
east  side  of  Harrison  Avenue.  This  seems  to  have  been  the 
jGrst  movement  towards  a  beneficial  use  of  this  wholo  terri- 
tory, if  we  except  that  part  used  for  the  City  stables. 

The  Report  recommends :  "  That  the  land  laying  east  of 
Albany  street  extended,  between  Brookline  and  Sharon  streets, 
including  half  the  dock  at  the  bottom  of  Brookliae  street,  be 
sold  at  forty  cents  per  foot,  or  one  half  the  same  on  Brook- 
line  street  side,  including  one  half  the  dock,  at  fifty  cents  per 
foot ; "  and  also  recommends  "  that  the  land  between  Canton 
and  Dedham  streets,  known  as  the  Urann  estate,  should  not  be 
offered  at  present,  or  not  until  the  City  has  decided  that  it 
does  not  want  it  for  the  mechanical  use  of  the  Water  Board. 
"  For  the  Oommittee, 

"Aabon  Hobabt." 

This  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  Superintendent  author- 
ized to  sell  on  the  terms  named  in  the  Report. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  his  Annual  Report,  August 
2d,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  sales  during  the  year 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $52,884  19.  The  total  expenditures 
were  )34,434  64 — an  excess  of  receipts  over  the  expendi- 
tures of  $18,449  65.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  in  this 
connection,  that  a  part  of  these  receipts,  say  |36,456  70,  was 
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derived  from  the  sale  of  the  araeual  lot  od  PleaaaDt  street, 
and  the  farther  snm  of  |10,262  18  from  the  sale  of  Iwids  on 
FroTidence  street.  At  the  same  meetii^  it  vas  Voted,  Tint 
the  Superintendent  be  directed  to  notify  H.  F.  Dorant  that  it 
vill  be  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  be  in  Boston  on  Fridsj 
evening  next,  on  account  of  a  question  that  has  arisen  in  tbe 
minds  of  the  referees  relative  to  the  City's  claim  on  William 
Evans,  for  damages  on  account  of  the  &lling  of  a  portion  of 
the  vharf  vail  in  South  Bay. 

Oct  22d,  the  following  oommunicatioa  from  Charles  0. 
Loring  was  received:  — 

"  P.  W.  CHiWDLBB,  Esq. 

"My  dear  Sir:  I  have  had  several  intervievrs  with  Mr. 
Evans,  who  is  honestly  desirous  of  completing  his  contract 
in  good  faith,  and  having  such  arrangements  made  as  shall 
subserve  the  interests  of  both  parties;  and  he  has  authorized 
me  to  make  the  following  proposals,  which  I  should  not  do 
did  it  not  seem  to  me  just  and  reasonable. 

"  Ist,  That  the  City  shall  procure  such  extension  of  tlie 
charter  as  may  be  needful. 

"  2d,  That  the  City  construct  a  bridge  or  other  means  to 
enable  the  train  to  run  upon  on  the  north-east  side  of  tbe 
area,  so  that  be  may  dump  inward.  He  says  that  by  thia 
means  the  expense  of  a  wall  or  barrier  may  be  avoided,  and 
no  very  material  rusing  of  tJie  flats  on  the  other  side  will 
take  place,  in  his  judgment.  The  cost  of  such  a  bridge  would 
be,  at  his  estimate,  about  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  or  a  bank 
to  sustain  the  cars  could  be  made  by  carting  earth  sufficient 
for  that  purpose. 

"  3d,  If  the  City  shall  elect  to  cut  the  territory  into  docks, 
he  shall  lay  the  walls  at  cost,  with  ten  per  cent,  commission 
thereon  for  bb  services ;  and  the  wharves  shall  be  filled  with 
mud  at  the  contract  prices,  to  be  taken  from  the  proposed 
docks  or  other  places,  if  needful.     The  walls  on  the  channels 
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to  be  set  back  thirty  feet  or  more,  and  the  fronts  of  the 
wharves  to  be  built  'with  oak  piling,  he  being  entitled  to  the 
same  compensation  or  commiBsion  as  aboYe  stated ;  and  the 
channel  to  be  excarated  six  feet  more  in  depth  than  it  now  is ; 
and  for  snch  excaration  be  to  receive  four  doUara  per  square. 

*'  4th.  The  City  to  receive  and  cart  away  the  earth  brought 
in  by  the  train  in  meantime,  until  it  can  be  nsed  for  filling  up, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  great  lo38  and  injury  that  would  re- 
snlt  from  breaking  it  up. 

"  Hoping  that  these  propositions  will  meet  a  favorable  re- 
ception and  early  answer,  I  am  always  your  friend, 

Chables  G.  Lobqio." 

«  October  9th,  1852,  Saturday." 

It  was  Voted,  That  the  Committee,  under  the  cironmstances 
of  the  case,  cannot  advise  any  alterations  of  the  contract  be- 
tween the  City  and  Mr.  Evans. 

On  the  4th  of  October,  on  application  of  the  Land  Com- 
mittee previously  made  to  the  Common  Council,  and  by  that 
body  passed  unanimously,  (35  yeas,  nays  none,)  the  following 
order  came  up  for  concurrence :  Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  borrow,  nnder  the  direction  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
($50,000,)  and  that  the  same  be  credited  to  the  appropria- 
tioQ  for  Public  Lands ;  yeas,  9 ;  nays,  none ;  and  so  the  order 
passed  in  concurrence. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  December  17th,  it 
was  Voted,  in  concurrence,  that  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  report  in  print.  In  obedience  to  this  order,  the  Super- 
intendent made  a  Beport,  sotting  forth  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditares  for  the  closing  municipal  year.  Receipts,  $77,- 
016  01,  for  119,100  feet  of  land.  In  this  sum  is  included 
$10,262  78,  for  9,378  feet  of  land,  sold  on  Providence  street. 
Tbe  expenditures  for  the  some  time  were  $84,175  40 ;  $69,- 
038  30  for  filling  South  Bay,  under  contract  with  William 
Evans.  Whether  the  sum  paid  Evans,  as  stated  by  the  Su- 
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perintendent  of  Fnblio  Lands,  iocloded  the  Bwa  awarded  to 
him  hj  the  refereefl  before  allnded  to,  and  who  made  their 
avard  earlj  in  September,  and  the  jadgment  on  vhich  ml 
paid  September  22d,  ire  do  not  know ;  nor  is  it  material,  as 
the  irbole  expenditure  on  the  South  Bay  improvements  Till 
be  showQ  bj  as  abetract  irom  the  Aoditor'a  books,  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  and  marked  D. 

Thus  ended  the  year  1852.  Befereea  hare  made  a  decis- 
ion so  &r  as  to  bleed  the  treasury  of  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  yet  important  questions  are  held  in  abeyance  for 
further  hearing  and  adjudication ;  and  a  still  more  important 
qnestion  is  not  yet  raised,  for  the  reason  that  the  time  has  not 
yet  arrived  when  it  could  be  raised,  namely,  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  charter  of  the  Branch  Railroad  across  Sonth 
Bay,  irhich  it  iras  supposed  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  the 
Committee  of  the  succeeding  year,  was  to  termiaate  the 
Evans  contract  But  we  will  not  anticipate  events  which 
already  begin  to  cast  their  shadows. 

The  Committee  for  1853  were  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  ez 
0^0,  Chairman;  Isaac  Cary  and  Benjamin  James,  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen ;  and  Paul  Adams,  Famham  Plnmmer, 
Thacher  Beal,  Stephen  Tilton,  Jr.,  and  James  F.  Whlttemore, 
of  the  Common  Council. 

The  South  Bay  seems  this  year  to  have  attracted,  as  it  im> 
doubtedly  should  have  done  to  a  greater  extent  before,  the 
attention  of  tiie  citizens  and  the  City  Council,  This  ia  evi- 
dent from  the  following  order : 

"In  Common  Council,  January  20th,  1853. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Pobtie 
Lands  be  and  they  are  hereby  anthorized  to  appoiot  one  or 
more  OommissioDers,  not  exceeding  three,  if  in  the  jadgment 
of  the  said  Committee  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable,  to  inves- 
tigate the  subject  of  the  contract  between  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  William  Evans,  respeoting  the  filling  np  the  public 
lands,  and  all  facts  and  circumatanoes  in  relation  to  the  same, 
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itod  the  present  condition  of  the  public  lands  arising  nnder 
the  said  contract;  iritb  iastractions  to  report  fally  to  the  said 
Committee  at  aji  early  iaj," 

This  order  iraa  passed  and  sent  np  for  concurrence.    Jan. 
2Ist,  it  was  passed  in  coDcorrence  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 
"  In  Common  Council,  Hay  5th. 

"Ordered,  Tliat  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  be  author- 
ized to  report  in  print  to  the  City  Council,  under  the  order  of 
January  last,  in  relation  to  the  South  Bay  lands,  vith  instruc- 
tions to  report  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of 
filling  the  territory  owned  by  the  City  on  the  South  Bay  to  a 
snitable  elevation  abore  tide-water,  including  the  cost  of  docks 
and  piers,  conformably  to  a  plan  which  they  lately  submitted 
to  the  City  Council.  Also,  to  report  in  detail  the  probable 
cost  of  filling  that  portion  of  said  territory  lying  north  of 
Brookline  street  extended,  to  the  Commissioners'  line,  and 
completing  the  docks  and  piers  in  the  same ;  and  what  portion 
of  this  work,  or  of  that  upon  the  whole  territory,  it  is  expe- 
dient to  complete  at  this  time,  and  the  probable  cost  thereof" 

This  order  was  passed,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence.  May 
9th,  in  Board  of  Aldermen,  concurred. 

In  answer  to  these  orders  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  i 
made  an  elaborate  B«port,  in  part  covering  the  Beport  of  the 
Gonunissioners  appointed  under  the  first  order.  These  Com- 
missioners were  Feleg  W.  Chandler,  City  Solicitor,  Nathan 
Hale,  one  of  the  referees  in  the  case  of  Evans  tr.  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  Ezra  Lincoln,  Jr.,  the  Engineer  on  Sonth  Bay,  who 
undoabtedly  was  the  leading  mind  in  the  construction  of  the 
ooatmct  with  Evans.  That  Report  is  hereto  appended,  and 
marked  E,  being  City  Document  No.  35,  for  1853. 

In  the  Beport  of  the  Committee  transmitting  that  of  the 
Commissioners,  they  say)  "  that  while  mnch  has  been  accom- 
plished to  add  a  large  and  valoable  territory  to  the  property 
of  the  City,  before  nearly  valueless,  much  remains  to  be  done 
in  order  that  tiie  aatioipated  remnneration  may  be  realized." 
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They  farther  state,  "  that  it  is  clearly  for  the  interest  of  die 
City  that  the  work  should  be  completed,  not  only  to  prevent 
-what  has  been  done  from  going  to  decay,  but  also  to  prerent 
a  great  loas  of  interest  on  the  outlay  already  made."  "  The 
sea-wall  bounded  on  the  channel  reqnires  immediau  attention, 
and  no  time  shonld  be  lost  in  putting  it  in  a  safe  condition." 
They  say :  "  the  state  of  things  ezieting  between  the  City  and 
Mr.  Erans  is  such,  that  nothing  more  can  be  done,  unless  some 
new  arrangements  should  be  made  with  him,  or  some  other 
party."  They  anticipate  that  the  cost  of  the  work  will  ex- 
ceed the  estimates  heretofore  made ;  but  this  is  acconnted  for 
by  the  fact  that  "  the  original  plan  upon  which  the  primary 
estimate  was  based,  proposed  only  to  enclose  the  entire  sixty- 
seven  acres  with  an  exterior  stone  wall,  and  the  filling  was  to 
be  made  to  the  top  of  this  wall.  By  the  plan  now  sobmitted 
to  the  Committee,  and  heretofore  partially  adopted,  a  large 
number  of  docks  are  to  be  formed,  by  which  some  S,000  or 
6,000  additional  lineal  feet  of  wait  will  be  needed,  aod  some 
60,000  square  feet  of  oak  pile  wharf.  And  within  the  last 
five  years,  the  grades  of  the  streets  have  all  been  raised  as 
high  as  the  level  of  the  Mill  Dam ;  and  this  increases  the 
amount  of  filling  not  only  upon  the  South  Say  territory,  bat 
also  upon  all  the  lands  south  of  Dover  street,  and  this  addi- 
tional filling  is  now  to  be  supplied  under  this  contract." 

This  Report  is  signed  by  all  the  Committee.  There  was 
intervening,  between  the  first  and  the  second  orders  nncter 
which  the  above  Report  was  made,  action  in  regard  to  the 
South  Bay  lands,  and  is  another  evidence  of  the  interest  that 
the  subject  of  the  Public  Lauds  had  awakened,  which  was  seen 
in  the  action  of  the  City  Council  on  that  part  of  the  Mayor'! 
Address  relating  to  this  important  public  interest.  That  por- 
tion of  the  address  was  referred  to  a  Joint  Special  Commit- 
tee, composed  of  the  following  persons :  Aldermen  Isaac  Cary 
and  Oliver  Frost ;  Councilmen  Stephen  Tilton,  Jr.,  Tbacher 
Beal  and  Samuel  Hatch.     This  Committee  submitted  an  elab- 
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orate  Report,  on  the  3d  of  Harcb,  BCcompanied  vith  an  ordi- 
nauce  providiDg  for  the  choice  of  a  Soard  of  Fablic  Land 
GommiBBionera,  composed  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, one  member  of  the  Common  Gomicil,  and  five  citizena 
at  large.  To  gtre  permanence  to  the  Board  and  continuity  to 
the  adminiatration,  the  last  five  were  to  hold  their  office  for 
fire  years  after  the  first  election,  provision  being  made  for  a 
new  election  of  one  only  each  year,  besides  the  members  from 
the  City  Gonncil.  By  this  ordinance,  the  Board  thus  consti- 
tnted  were  to  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  public 
lands  belonging  to  the  City,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  improve- 
ment, sale  and  disposal  of  the  same,  subject  to  the  limitations 
mentioned  in  this  and  other  ordinances  of  the  City,  and  to 
such  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  the  City  Gonncil  may 
from  time  to  time  adopt.  It  also  provided  for  the  choice  of 
a  Superintendent  of  Public  Lands,  and  defined  bis  dnties. 
This  ordinance  was  enacted  early  in  the  succeeding  April,  and 
a  Board  of  Commissioners  chosen  nnder  the  same,  composed 
of  the  following  gentlemen :  James  Hayward,  President,  Henry 
N.  Hooper,  Andrew  T.  Hall,  F.  P.  Baymond,  and  James 
Cheever,  at  large ;  Alderman  Benjamin  F.  White,  end  Gonn- 
cilman  Paul  Adams.  The  connection  of  this  Board  with  the 
South  Bay  improvements  will  be  shown  hereafter,  from  the 
records  of  the  City  Council,  as  also  from  the  records  of  the 
Board  itself.  Added  to  this  is  tbe  action  of  the  City  Council 
as  taken  from  the  record,  thus :  — 

"  Cirr  OP  Boston.    In  Commoa  CouacU,  j 
April  28th,  1853.      J 
"Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  be  fully 
authorized,  under  the  advice  of  the  City  Solicitor,  to  take,  in 
behalf  of  the  City,  the  bridge  across  South  Bay,  at  a  valuation 
of  what  the  material  would  be  worth  to  take  away  at  this 
time,  according  to  the  terms  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract  be-  . 
tween  the  City  of  Boston  and  William  Evans  as  principal,  and 
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Jolm  M.  Mayo  and  Horatao  Evana,  soretieB,  made  on  tbe  seven' 
teenth  da;  of  April,  in  tiie  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight." 

This  order  vas  passed  and  sent  np  for  concurrence:  in 
Board  of  Aldermen,  April  30th,  it  iras  passed  in  concurrence. 
On  the  same  day  the  Committee  met,  and  by  preamble  and 
resolutions  took  the  proper  steps  to  enforce  the  order  of  the 
City  Council,  by  seiring  npon  William  Evans,  John  M.  Majo 
and  Horatio  Evans  an  attested  copy  of  the  order  of  the  City 
Coancil,  and  the  votes  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  through  their  Superintendent,  Stephen  Tucker. 

On  the  16th  of  June  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  made 
a  farther  Report  on  the  order  of  the  fifth  of  May,  -which,  as 
authorized  and  directed,  vas  made  in  print,  and  is  hereto  an- 
neied,  and  marked  F,  By  this  Report  it  appeared  that  there 
had  been  paid,  under  the  contract  of  Evans,  and  that  of  Shn- 
bael  BiUs  and  Stephen  Tucker,  and  for  engineering,  the  sum 
of  1303,362  95;  and  that  to  finish  the  territory,  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  recommended  by  the  Commissioners,  would 
cost  the  further  snm  of  (241,234  78.  They  go  on  in  their 
Report  to  propose  several  other  plans  for  the  improvement  of 
the  territory,  less  elaborate  than  that  recommended  by  the 
Commissioners,  reducing  the  expenses  to  $111,936  26  for  one 
plan  proposed,  and  only  $58,696  34  for  another;  bnt  the 
Committee  do  not  very  clearly  recommend  cither  plan. 
They  say  that  "  the  City  has  taken  the  position  that  ihe  con- 
tract with  Mr.  Evans  expu^d  by  limitation  on  the  first  day  of 
last  February ;  conseqaently  all  work  is  now  suspended,  and 
the  territory  remains  in  an  unfinished  condition."  "  As  to 
what  portion  of  this  work  it  is  expedient  to  complete  at  this 
time,  the  Committee  mianimously  recommend  that  a  contract 
be  concluded  for  completing  sach  portions  as  will  render  the 
,  section  lying  north  of  Brookline  Street  available  for  immedi- 
ate occupancy.     They  would  have  such  docks  and  piera  con- 
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Btrncted,  and  the  premises  pat  in  such  cooditioD,  as  Till  iante 
tiie  attention  of  p&rtioB  seeking  localities  fovorably  adapted 
for  the  trasaactioQ  of  Tarions  mechanical  brancbes  of  biisi' 
neea."  "  When  this  section  shall  have  been  completed,  it  vill 
appear  whether  it  is  expedient  to  proceed  to  complete  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  territor^r,  and  vhcther  any  and  what 
changes  from  the  ordinal  plan  shall  be  adopted  in  such  com- 
pletion. 

"  In  condnsion,  the  Committee  do  farther  recommend  that 
the  whole  subject  matter,  with  tlie  estimates  herewith  snb- 
mitted,  be  referred  to  the  Public  Land  Commissioners,  with 
anthoritf  to  decide,  after  they  shall  have  carefully  investi- 
gated the  subject,  npon  the  best  plan  for  completing  the  im- 
provements on  that  portion  lying  north  of  Brookline  Street, 
and  then  proceed  to  conclude  a  contract  with  such  person  or 
persons  as  they  may  select,  who  will  enter  into  covenant  with 
sufficient  security  to  faithfully  perform  the  work,  and  warrant 
the  same  for  a  reasonable  time. 

"  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

"Stepheh  Tilton,  Jr.,

"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Land  CommissionerB 
be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  adjust 
and  settle  all  claims  and  demands,  matters  in  controversy, 
snits  and  references  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  William 
Evans,  and  to  make  a  new  contract  with  the  said  William 
Evans,  or,  if  it  can  be  done  with  equal  safety,  and  on  terms 
more  satisiactory  and  advantageous  for  the  interests  of  the 
City,  to  make  such  contract  with  any  other  party  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  sea-wall,  and  filling  and  prej^ring  for  sale  the 
South  Bay  lands,  so  called,  and  for  gravel  and  earth  filling, 
to  be  delivered  at  certain  points  to  be  specified  in  such  con* 
tract." 

May  17th,  this  order  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
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meo,  and  sent  doim  for  coacurrenoe.    It  came  np,  concomd 
in,  June  1st. 

This  Baport  and  the  accompanying  order  were  adopted  and 
commauicated  to  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  as  ap- 
pears from  tbeir  records ;  and  ihua  terminated  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  for  the  year  1853.  Whether  this  reference 
of  so  important  a  matter  to  a  commission  ontside  of  the  gOT- 
emmeut  is  a  proper  discharge  of  a  municipal  tmsf  may  by 
some  be  qnestioned ;  bnt  so  far  as  hnrnan  foresight  could  pen- 
etrate the  future,  it  appeared  that  such  a  refereoce  must 
result  not  only  in  the  settlement  of  all  ootstanding  differ- 
ences in  regard  to  vhat  had  been  done  or  left  ondone,  but 
also  in  the  proposal  and  adoption,  at  an  early  day,  of  mea^ 
ares  and  plans  for  the  completion  of  the  entire  Tork  of  im- 
proving South  Bay.  But  such  was  not  the  result,  as  the 
records  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  City  Cooneil  will 
show.  The  records  of  the  former  show  that  "  the  Board  of 
Public  Land  Commissioners  received,  July  26th,  1853,  the 
order  authorizing  the  Mayor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  execute  a  mutoal  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  Sonth 
Bay  lands  north-east  of  Brookline  Street,  and  referring  all 
documents  relating  to  the  territory  to  the  Board."  This  ma 
their  first  knowledge,  oEGoially,  of  the  existence  of  said  terri- 
tory. Mr-  Hall  moved  that  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
President  and  Messrs.  Hayward,  A-dama  and  Hooper,  be  ap- 
pointed to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  referees  in  the  case  of 
KvauB  cf.  City  of  Boston,  at  the  oflSce  of  Sidney  Bartlett,  Esq., 
on  Saturday,  July  30th,  185S. 

August  2d,  1853,  it  vaa  ordered  that  the  President  take 
measures  to  have  a  specification  fnmished  of  the  work  neces- 
aary  to  be  done  to  complete  the  most  easterly  pier  and  dook 
of  the  Sooth  Bay  lands,  on  the  plan  vhich  has  been  snbmitted 
to  the  Board,  and  the  expense  of  a  soflScient  qaantity  of  graTel 
(100,000  yards,  more  or  less)  to  complete  that  portion  of  the 
said  land  lying  easterly  of  Brookline  street,  and  to  ascerlaht 
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of  William  Ev&lb  for  yrh&t  snm  lie  irill  perform  said  irorb, 
and  extingniab  all  claimB  irliicli  he  may  haye  or  sappoBO  him- 
self to  bare  against  the  City,  on  accoimt  of  his  contract  for 
filling  tide  Sonth  Bay ;  also  to  ascertun  the  best  terms  on 
which  said  irorks  can  be  done  by  other  parties,  and  report  to 
the  Board.  Mr.  Hooper  vas  excused  from  the  Committee  to 
appear  before  the  referees,  and  Mr.  CheeTer  appointed  to  fill 
his  place.  It  yna  also  ordered,  tliat  the  Committee  appointed 
to  wait  npon  the  referees,  in  the  caee  of  Evans  v$.  City  of  Bos- 
ton, be  intTOBted  with'  full  powers  to  act  in  behalf  of  the 
Board,  onder  the  order  of  the  City  Ooimcil  passed  Jnne  27th, 
1653. 

Ai^st  16th,  1853,  ibe  abore-named  Committee  reported 
that  "  they  bad  cot  been  able  to  come  to  an  agreement  with 
Mr.  iBTans,  and  had  postponed  all  further  action  in  the  mat- 
ter until  the  decision  of  the  referees  in  the  case  of  Evans  «. 
City  of  Boston  shoald  be  made  known."  This  Report  aeems 
to  bare  been  accepted,  and  ibe  policy  of  "maeterly  inactivity" 
adopted,  as  the  record  proceeds  to  say  that  nothing  farther 
VAB  done  in  relation  to  the  Evane  contract  mitil  June  6tb, 
1854. 

la  their  firat  Report  to  the  City  Oonncil  the  CommisBioners 
say  that  after  eBtablishing  By-Laws  they  elected  Samuel  C. 
Burr  aa  their  Clerk ;  that  they  took  early  opportunities  of 
visiting  the  public  lands,  for  the  pnrpose  of  learning  their 
situation,  character  and  capabilities.  They  proceed  to  say 
"  That  portion  of  the  City  lands  committed  to  the  care  of 
this  Board  may  be  grouped  under  five  general  divisioos,  aa 
folloTs:  [tbe  firat  only  is  of  interest  in  ^is  inquiry;]  1st 
The  lands  lying  aoaUieaaterly  of  Harrison  Avenue,  and  known 
SB  the  South  Bay  lands.  These,  ao  far  aa  their  improvement 
lias  been  carried  out,  have  been  reclaimed  entirely  from  tiie 
marshes  and  flata  cont^nons  to  Sonth  Bay.  Upon  the  plans 
of  this  section,  streets,  and  wharves,  and  docks  have  been 
dea^ated,  and  iba  whole  marked  out  in  lota  of  aoitable  sixe. 
6 
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The  sevenl  dirisions  are  as  follows:  bnflding  and  vliarf  lots, 
2,055,880  sqnare  feet;  dock  lots,  166,000  square  Ceet;  re- 
serred  lots,  45,120  feet ;  makiDg  a  total  of  2,267,000  aqmre 
feet."  The;  proceed,  after  deBignating  aad  deseribing  the 
other  diTisions  as  indicated  above,  to  sa;  of  "tiiie  first  of  the 
fore^iog  of  the  City  lands,  tboi^h  assigned  to  this  comniis- 
BiOD  as  part  of  its  charge,  hj  the  Citj  gOTemment,  and  em- 
bracing more  tiian  half  the  territory  so  assigned,  has  not  yet 
come  under  the  care  and  custody  of  tiiis  Board;  tliere  bong 
onaettied  qaestions  respecting  the  contract  iritli  William 
Evans  for  the  improvement  of  this  section.  When  these 
lands  shall  be  Mly  committed  to  this  department,  [it  irotild 
seem  to  be  diGBcalt  more  folly  to  commit  them  than  they  had 
already  been  committed  by  the  Report  and  order  of  June 
16th,]  they  Till  demand  a  lai^  share  of  the  attention  of 
.  tiiis  Board.  The  capabilities  of  this  section  are  very  great; 
and  the  importance  of  its  thoroogh  and  proper  improvement 
can  hardly  be  over-estimated." 

Notwithstanding  this  acknowledged  importance  of  this  par- 
ticular trust,  we  find  no  action  upon  it  in  or  throu^^  the 
Board  until,  as  before  stated,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  June 
6thf  18fi4,  and  then  only  by  tbe  action  of  the  City  government 
communicated  to  them. 

"  The  Joint  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred 
BO  much  of  the  Mayor's  Address  as  relates  to  public  lands, 
would  respectfully  Beport:  —  The  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  matter  of  the  South  Bay  lands,  so  called, 
should  be  adjusted  without  further  delay, 'and  the  lands 
filled  up  and  made  ready  for  sale.  In  their  present  con- 
dition the  large  stims  of  money  already  expended  opon 
them  are  entirely  unproductive.  The  protracted  litigation 
respecting  the  contract  for  filling  them  is  serioosly  detri- 
mental to  the  City's  interest.  Lawsuits  and  referwKOS,  of 
a  costiy  and  lingering  character,  are  always  to  be  avoided,  if 
possible.  The  Oity  possesses,  in  the  region  of  Soath  Bay 
lands,  a  large  quantity  of  untinproTed  wharf  property,  which 
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should  be  Bold  or  leased,  and  tiios  made  avtdlable  in  defray- 
ing tbe  ezpenses  already  inonrred  npoa  them.  In  order  to 
taring  about  this  result,  it  is  important  that  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic lAod  Oommiasioners,  after  being  duly  anthorized  by  the 
City  Comioil,  shoold  have  tiie  Erans  controrersy  setUed  as 
speedily  as  possible.  If  a  contract  can  be  made  -with  Mr. 
Brans  oa  terms  as  advantageona  as  -with  any  other  party,  to 
bring  in  gravel  and  earth,  and  to  fill  up  and  finish  the  lands, 
by  paying  him  a  specified  price  per  square  yard,  to  be  deliT- 
ered  at  different  points,  and  binding  him  to  repair  or  alloT 
for  repairs  of  the  lea-vall,  vhich  is  noT  in  a  poor  condition ; 
and  upon  the  signing  of  each  contract,  all  suits,  references, 
demands  and  matters  of  contrOTersy  between  him  and  the 
City  can  be  finally  settled  and  ended  —  the  Committee  think 
the  interests  of  the  City  might  thns  be  materially  promoted. 
The  Committee  therefore  vonld  recommended  that  the  Board 
of  Public  Land  Gommi&aioners  be  anthorized  and  empowered 
to  adjust  and  settle  all  claims  and  demands  and  matters  in 
controrersy  between  the  City  and  William  Evans,  by  making 
a  new  contract  with  him  for  gravel  and  earth  filling,  to  be 
delivered  at  certain  specified  points ;  or  if  snch  a  contract  can 
be  effected  with  any  other  party  with  equal  safety  and  on 
terms  more  Batisfactory  and  advantageous  to  the  City  than 
ean  be  done  with  Mr.  Evana,  then  that  the  said  Board  be 
anthorized  to  make  snch  contraot  with  such  other  party.  For 
that  purpose,  the  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  accom- 
panying order.

the  South  Bay  lands,  so  called,  and  for  gravel  and  earth  fill- 
ing to  be  delivered  at  certain  points,  to  be  specified  in  snch  | 
contract."  I 

Thns  was  this  anbject  again  referred  to  the  Board  of  Fob-  ^ 
lie  Land  Conunissioners,  by  a  joint  order  of  the  City  Conncil,  i 
which  was  presented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  June  6lh,  I 
1854;  "bnt  no  action  was  taken  upon  the  same." 

Jane  13th,  1854,  Mr.  Williams  offered  an  order  "  that  Oom-       | 
miaaioners  Hall,  Hooper  and  Baymond  be  a  Committee  of      ^ 
the  Board  empowered  to  [reciting  •  the  order  from  the  Gi^       I 
Oonndl]  settle  the  claims,  itco.,  of  Evans,  and  make  provisiou 
for  the  oompletion  of  the  work."  i 

Mr.  Hooper  also  offered  a  resolve  and  two  orders,  stating 
the  necessity  for  action  in  Ihe  matter,  and  proposing  that  a 
Committee  cooBisting  of  the  President  and  two  members  be 
instructed  to  ascertain  and  report  what  is  necessary  to  be 
done  to  complete  the  Sooth  Bay  lands ;  and  they  were  anttior 
ized  to  employ  such  agents  as  were  deemed  necessary;  the 
Committee  were  also  instructed  to  notify  Mr.  Evans  that  the 
Boftfd  propose  to  have  a  hearing  of  tho  case  between  hia 
and  the  City,  provided  such  a  course  is  agreeaUe  to  him.  AH 
the  orders  and  resolves  offered  at  this  meeting  were  laid  on 
the  table. 

June  20th,  1854,  the  subject  of  South  Bay  was  again  takei 
np,  and  the  Clerk  was  ordered  to  transmit  to  Mr.  Evans  a 
copy  of  the  order  by  which  this  matter  was  transmitted  to 
the  Board,  and  inform  him  that  the  Board  are  ready  lo  receive 
any  communication  or  proposition  he  may  desire  to  offer. 

Jane  2Ttii,  1854,  Mr.  Evans  appeared  before  the  Board,  and 
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proposed  that  the  Board  should  decide  upon  some  plan  for 
finishing  the  work,  that  he  might  name  a  price  for  the  same ; 
but  declined  to  wititdrair  the  matter  from  the  hands  of  the 
referees,  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  as  final  arbi- 
trators. The  subject  was  laid  on  the  table  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

July  IStfa,  1854,  tiie  snbjeot  of  the  Sonth  Bay  was  again 
taken  np,  and  the  orders  offered  by  Messre.  Williams  and 
Hooper  were  disoassed,  and  finally  withdrawn,  and  the  follov- 
iag  order  adopted,  viz :  "  that  the  President,  Messrs.  Hooper 
and  'Williams  be  a  Committee  to  ascertain  what  is  neccBsary 
to  be  done  to  complete  the  South  Bay  lands  and  docks  ready 
for  nse,  and  the  cost  of  doing  the  same ;  and  for  this  purpose 
eaid  Committee  are  authorized  to  employ  such  agents  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  this  order  into  effect." 

July  18th,  1864,  the  Chainsan  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
subject  of  South  Bay  reported  the  progress  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  make  up  a  finid 
report. 

Sept.  19th.  1854,  the  Committee  reported,  through  Kr. 
Chesbroogh,  Oity  Engineer,  a  plan  for  completing  the  South 
Bay  lands,  according  to  tiie  original  design,  with  speoifioation 
of  work,  and  material,  and  expense.  The  City  Engineer  was 
then  ordered  to  make  a  plan  of  the  territory,  as  boanded  by  a 
leree  instead  of  docks  and  wharves.  A.  conunnnication  frdm 
the  City  Solicitor  was  receiTed,  ui^g  the  importance  of  a 
settlement  with  William  Erans. 

Sept.  26th,  1854,  the  City  Engineer  presented  the  plan  for 
filling  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners' 
line ;  and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  President  and  Mr.  Hooper 
mbinit  the  two  plans  to  Mr.  Erans,  and  obtain  his  price  for 
filling  according  to  each ;  also  the  amount  for  which  he  will 
settle  his  claims,  independently  of  these;  also  that  they  sub- 
mit tbe  plans  to  others,  and  obtain  prices  from  them. 
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Oct  8d,  1854,  the  Committee  reported  tiiat  tliey  had  Bnb- 
mitted  the  proposals,  but  had  aa  yet  reeeired  no  reply. 

Oct.  lOth,  1854,  the  proposals  were  Toceived  from'  WilHia 
"EnuB,  Stephen  Tncker  and  Charles  Emerson,  and  vera  anb- 
mitted  to  the  City  Enjpneer,  thai  he  might  make  a  detailed 
estimate  of  the  expense,  according  to  each  of  the  plana. 

Oct  ITtlt,  185^  the  estimates  vere  submitted,  bat  no  ac- 
tion taken. 

Oct  24th,  1854,  the  subject  came  op,  and  vas  debated  at 
Bome  length.  The  order  for  paying  Mr.  Erans  |40,000,  was 
offered  and  voted  down,  by  a  vote  of  6  to  2;  and  Mr.  Hooper 
offered  fats  declaration. 

"  Mr.  Hooper  asks,  as  an  act  of  jostioe  to  his  recorded  vote, 
to  record  that  from  all  the  information  he  has  been  able  to 
gather  from  the  poblished  contract  between  the  Oi^  and  Wil- 
liam Evans,  and  from  many  explanations  made  by  S.  Toeker, 
Esq.,  late  Superintendent  of  Pnblic  Lands,  that  said  Erans 
has  no  just  or  legal  demands  against  ^e  City;  bnt,  on  the 
contrary,  that  he  is  indebted  to  the  City  for  non-perform^oe 
of  his  said  contract" 

It  was  decided  inexpedient  to  adopt  the  first  <v  second 
plans  for  ftllii^  said  territory;  and  the  President,  Messrs. 
Hooper  and  Williams  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  pre- 
pare a  Report  to  the  City  government 

Oct  Slat,  1854,  Reports  from  the  President  and  Mr.  Wil> 
liams  were  offered,  which  being  incorporated  together  were 
ordered  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  government  as  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board. 

He  Report  above  referred  to  was  presented  to  the  Boaid 
of  Aldermen,  Nov.  2d,  1854,  and  was  reibired  to  the  Joint 
Special  Committee  on  so  much  of  the  Mayor's  Address  as  xe* 
lates  to  the  Pnblic  Lands,  which  reference  was  sent  down  Jbr 
concurrence.  In  Common  Council,  Nov.  2d,  18S4,  the  Report 
was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be  printed.    This  Re- 
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port  is  annozed,  and  marked  Q.  Subsequently  this  Beport 
was  taken  from  the  table,  and  amended  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  'irord  "  rderred,"  and  inserting  the  words,  "  to  a 
Joint  Special  Committee  with  fall  powers."  It  is  proper  to 
■ay  here  that  this  motion  to  amend  was  made  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  present  Committee  on  South  Bay,  from  a  full  con- 
viotion  that  tide  was  the  only  mode  by  which  this  long  pro- 
tracted controversy  coold  be  settled.  For  it  seemed  to  Mm 
evident  that  the  reference  to  the  Board  of  Public  Land  Com- 
misBioners,  who  were  evidently  the  proper  commission  to 
settle  such  a  matter,  was  a  hopeless  one,  as  the  experience  of 
nearly  a  year  and  a  half  bad  sufficiently  demonstrated.  In 
fact,  the  only  way  to  settle  a  matter  which  is  in  controversy 
in  court,  is  for  the  parties  to  meet  together  and  talk  it  over, 
as  they  can  if  no  one  ia  present  to  make  evidence  to  be  used 
in  court  on  the  one  side  or  the  other.  This  confidence,  which 
the  Chairman  of  yoor  Committee  then  felt,  was  not  doomed 
to  be  disappointed,  as  will  be  shown  in  the  sequeL 

But  to  proceed :  this  amendment  was  concurred  in  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Messrs.  Dunham  and  Williams  of  that 
Board  were  placed  upon  the  Committee,  with  Messrs.  Tilton, 
Jr.,  Bonney,  and  Kendall,  of  the  Common  CounciL  This 
Committee  took  hold  of  the  work  with  a  fiill  determinatioa 
that  the  matter  should  be  settled,  not  only  as  to  difiierences 
between  the  City  and  William  Evans,  but  also  as  to  the  qaes- 
tion  what  should  be  done  npon  the  territory.  They  therefore 
at  once  direoted  the  City  Engineer  to  prepare  plans  and  speo* 
ifioations  for  the  completion  of  the  entire  territory,  with  this 
also  in  view  —  a  settlement  of  all  matters  in  oontroverey. 
The  only  direction  given  to  the  Bngineer  was,  to  observe 
economy  in  expenditore,  so  &r  as  was  consistent  with  dura- 
bili^,  and  also  to  keep  the  estaaiy  above  the  South  Free 
Bridge  as  large  and  capacions  as  possible.  It  should  be  re- 
marked here  that  at  Uiis  time,  the  insufficiency  of  the  Bills 
wall  for  any  protection  to  the  Boxbury  creek  i^inst  the  fill- 
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iag  of  the  a^acoRt  territory,  wue  erident  to  every  one;  tud 
the  Tails  around  tko  docks  were  anything  hut  satisfaotorj, 
altbong^  it  waa  hoped  that  a  portion  of  the  same  might  be 
retained  by  the  aid  of  gravel  in  the  dock  irhile  filling  behind. 
With  these  instructiooB  and  the  daily  saperviaioa  and  adriee 
of  somo  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Cheabrongh  made  a  aet  of 
plana  and  vrote  ipecifioationB  for  the  completion  of  the  mA 
apon  the  whole  territory. 

It  is  bnt  just  to  Mr.  Gheebroi^h  to  Bay  here,  that  he  con- 
municated  to  the  Committee  the  existence  of  a  feeling  of  diffi- 
dence on  his  part,  from  his  entire  onacqaaintance  with  this 
kind  of  -work,  and  stated  that  he  could  not  recomjnemd  iritii 
confldenoe  any  plan  which  he  might  make.  Knowing  Ur. 
Chesbrongh's  modesty,  the  Committee  may  not  have  given  to 
his  caution  in  this  matter  all  the  consideration  which  it  de- 
served and  shoald  have  received.  However,  the  plana  were 
made  and  the  specifications  written,  and  both  adopted  by  the 
Committee.  The  plans  consisted  of  a  series  of  six  docks,  be- 
ginning at  the  foot  of  Maiden  street  extended,  and  terminat- 
ing at  the  foot  of  Brookline  street,  it  being  the  plan  first 
made  by  Hr.  Lincoln  for  this  series  of  wharves  and  dodci, 
with  this  modification:  that  all  the  solid  wharves  were  to  be 
bnt  one  hundred  feet  from  the  head  of  dock,  with  a  |nle  wharf 
in  ttoat,  of  fifty  feet  in  depth.  The  reason  for  this  change 
ftom  the  former  plan  was,  the  donbtful  character  of  th«  Bton« 
wall  in  this  territory.  By  making  the  entire  length  of  toy 
one  part  that  was  straight  only  one  hundred  feet,  with  an  angle 
at  each  end,  it  was  hoped  that  some  of  that  which  was  already 
built  might  answer  to  remain;  and  the  new  wall  be  more 
eertun  to  stand  than  it  wonld  be  if  extended  farther.  The 
end  next  to  the  pile  wharf  was  to  retmv  ^[aiust  or  nnd«r 
said  wharf  some  fifteen  or  twenity  feet.  The  other  reason  for 
redocii^  tbe  wharves  was  to  increase  the  size  of  the  Soatii 
Bay  eBtnary,  as  a  seoority  for  the  preservation  of  Fore  Point 
GbanneL    Above  BrooUine  street^  a  system  of  bulkhead  was 
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int>poBed,  to  be  placed  on  a  line  'witb  the  front  of  the  pile 
wharf,  until  it  approaches  the  Commi&aionera'  line,  frithin  ten 
feet,  and  then  to  contume  tiiat  dietance  therefrom  to  the  head 
of  the  Boxbnrr  Creek,  at  the  foot  of  Chester  street  These 
frere  the  plans  for  Sooth  Bay  improrements.  The;  vere  sab- 
mitted  to  four  different  parties  for  estimatea,  Mr.  Evans  being 
one  of  the  foor.  Two  only  besides  Mr.  Evans  were  asked  by 
the  Committee  to  estimate,  and  they  were  advised  that  their 
estimates  might  be  nsed  for  the  pnrpose  of  effecting  a  settle- 
ment  with  Mr.  Evans ;  and  if  so,  then,  they  would  be  paid  a 
&ir  price  therefor ;  but  that  the  Committee  were  under  no 
obligation  to  give  the  contract  to  Evans,  but  would  be  gov- 
emed  entirely  by  circumstances.  The  result  of  this  submis- 
sion was  four  propositions,  which  in  round  numbers  amounted 
to  —  from  William  Evans,  $212,020  00;  Charles  Emerson, 
1209,225  00;  Dalrymple  &  Co.,  1164,850  00;  and  Daniel 
Cram  A  Co.,  1164,307  00.  There  is,  as  will  be  seen,  quite  a 
difference  between  the  highest  two  and  the  lowest  two ;  and 
this  difference  is  mainly  in  the  earth  and  mud  filling ;  Cram  A 
Co.  proposing  40  cents  per  cubic  yard;  Dalrymple  &  Co.,  42 
cents ;  Emerson,  50  cents ;  and  Evans,  48  cents.  The  amount 
of  which,  accordit^  to  the  estimate  of  the  Engineer,  being 
«bOnt  300,000  yards. 

The  information  elicited  by  the  above  estimates  gave  to 
the  Committee  data  to  guide  them  in  a  settlement  with  Evans. 
Up  to  this  time  there  hod  been  no  approztmation  to  such  a 
result.  The  desirableness  of  aaoh  a  settlement  was  impressed 
upon  the  minds  of  the  Committee  by  a  perusal  of  the  contraot 
itself^  and  a  clear  intimation  that  the  referees  who  still  had 
under  consideration  all  the  matters  in  dispute,  would  decide 
that  the  contraot  was  still  in  force ;  and  therefore,  if  they  did 
80  decide,  the  City  wonld  be  held  in  exemplary  damages,  in. 
asmoch  as  they  had  stopped  Mr.  Evans  in  mid  career,  suffered 
his  bridge  and  railroad,  which  had  cost  some  for^  or  6Sty 
thouaand  dollars,  to  decay  from  non.itse,  iodnding  all  his  other 
7 
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ftpplisDces  for  the  eoooomical  executloa  of  his  contract  M 
these  were  iacentiTeB  to  the  Committee  to  come  to  some 
agreement,  if  poBEdble,  that  shoiild  at  once  remove  this  grett 
liabilitf.  Therefore  aa  interriew  vith  Mr.  Erans  vaa  had  Ij 
one  of  the  Committee,  -which  resulted  in  the  oontraot  of  Uw 
SOth  of  December,  which  is  now  in  foro^  and  nnder  whid^ 
with  enbaeqnent  modifications,  the  work  on  South  Bay  is  yn- 
oeeding. 

December  28tb,  1854,  the  Joint  Special  Committees  *« 
wfaooi  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  South  Bay  lands,  re- 
ported "that the/  have  made  considerable  progress,  and  hare 
A1II7  and  satisfactorily  agreed  upon  the  terms  of  a  settlemeiit 
of  the  whole  subject ;  but  as  it  may  require  Bereral  days  to 
draw  up  the  papers  and  complete  all  the  details,  they  respeet- 
Mly  safest  the  passage  of  the  following  order. 
"  For  the  Committee, 

"  J08IAH  DtrsHAH,  Jb.,  Ciairwum." 

"Orderei,  That  ihe  Joint  Special  Committee  on  the  South 
Bay  lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Beport  of  the  Land 
Commissiooers,  with  AiU  powers,  be  authorized  to  eomirfete 
any  arrongemeuta  they  may  hare  made,  and  the  Ifayor  be 
authorized  to  edgn  any  agreements  of  the  Committee,  notwitlh 
standing  the  ezpiratioD  of  the  municipal  year;  Promdtd,  that 
the  same  cannot  be  practically  done  during  the  present  week." 

The  Beport  was  read  and  accepted  in  Board  of  Aldeimeu, 
sent  down  for  concurrence,  and  came  up  ooncurred  in.  The 
contract  was  finished  dnring  tlie  week,  as  provided,  and  tbe 
authority  thus  conferred  not  used.  This  contract  ia  aonezed 
to  tUs  Beport,  and  marked  H.  This  is  the  last  Bep<at  ob 
the  subject  of  South  Bay  on  the  records  of  the  Oi^y  Gov- 
ernment. 

The  next  year,  Jan.  Ifith,  the  following  order  was  o&ied 
and  passed :  — 

"  Ordered,  That  Aldermen  Dunham  and  Spragne,  wiA  saiA 
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as  the  Common  Oooncil  ma^  join,  be  a  Special  Committee, 
iritlL  Ml  poveru,  to  anperintend  the  irork  aod  make  the  meas- 
nrements  Bpeoified  in  the  contract  between  tbe  City  of  Boeton 
and  William  Eyan^  dated  the  30th  of  December  laat,  and  to 
take  the  necessary  meaaorea  to  oanae  the  nme  to  be  done, 
and  also  to  cause  the  estimates  of  work  done  soder  said  con- 
tract to  be  made,  ao  as  to  asoertain  the  amoonts  to  be  paid 
.to  the  said  Eraoa  from  time  to  time,  as  prOTided  in  the  said 
oontract;  and  generally  to  see  that  the  said  contract  ia  folly 
and  &ithfnll7  carried  ont,  in  every  respect"  This  order  was 
sent  down  for  cononrrence.  Jan.  IStii,  it  came  ap  concnrred 
in,  and  MeaBTS.  Tarbell,  Flommer  and  Novell  were  joined.  It 
was  approved  by  the  Mayor,  Jan.  20th,  1856. 

Under  the  authority  thoa  conferred,  the  Committee  of  1866 
proceeded;  and  it  ia  worthy  of  remark  that  it  is  an  entirely 
new  Committee,  wi^  the  exception  of  the  Chairman,  who  waa 
nominally  one  of  the  Committei  who  made  the  contract,  but 
who  had  very  little  to  do  in.  that  bdial£  Tbe  conseqnenoes 
of  this  radical  change  in  the  administration  of  this  trust  were 
abown  very  early  during  the  progress  of  the  work  on  the 
South  Bay,  nnder  the  new  contract,  in  tbe  change  of  plans. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Lincoln  plan  of  wharves 
had  been  changed  for  two  reasona,  which  have  been  stated; 
and  theae  were  coaclnsive  in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  who 
adopted  them  for  their  goide;  but  this  new  Committee  voted 
to  extend  the  wharves  solid  ost  to  tbe  Commissionera'  line, 
and  the  work  of  filling  proceeded  during  tiiis  season  on  this 
plan,  and  the  wall,  to  some  extent,  was  laid,  also  irith  little  if 
any  additional  thickneas,  to  meet  the  greater  liability  to  over- 
threw. 

The  amoont  of  work  done  during  this  year  was  not  so  large 
as  it  baa  been  each  year  ainoe,  but  the  larger  part  of  that 
vhich  waa  done  was  lost  by  reason  of  a  change  that  became 
imperative. 

In  Janoary,  1856,  a  similar  order  was  pasaed,  givii^  to  the 
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Joint  CommiUee  on  Bontli  Bay  ftall  powers,  Ao.  The  Oom* 
mittee  this  year  irere  Aldermen  Flammer  and  Btmney,  ud 
Johnson,  Dresser  and  Thayer  of  the  Common  Comicil.  Owii^ 
to  the  ssrerity  of  the  winter,  there  was  little  attempted  on 
the  Soatii  Bay  nntil  near  tlie  1st  of  May.  The  first  experi- 
ence which  engaged  the  seriooB  thought  and  arrested  the 
attentioa  of  the  Committee,  was  the  iblling  of  the  wall, 
together  with  a  steam  hoistii^  apparatos  of  Mr.  Evans,  into 
the  dock.  This  was  occasioned,  perhaps,  by  a  want  of  can. 
tion  on  the  part  of  Evans,  in  the  manner  of  filling  which  he 
adopted,  which  was  by  discharging  from  an  iron  box  sonte 
two  cubic  yards  of  mud  from  an  elevation  of  eeveral  feet 
above  the  top  of  the  wall,  and  directly  in  the  rear.  Dn- 
donbtedly  the  presenre  was  unequal  and  more  than  ordinary; 
bnt  it  caused  a  more  critical  examination  of  the  whole  terri. 
tory,  and  the  means  adopted  for  its  improvement,  by  the  Cod- 
mittee,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.*Slade,  the  new  City  Engineer, 
who  was  familiar  with  such  kinds  of  work,  and  bemg  a  native 
of  the  south  part  of  the  City,  was  &miliar  with  this  territory 
and  all  the  other  territory  belonging  to  the  City  which,  wiUiin 
the  last  qnarter  of  a  centnry,  has  been  redeemed  from  the  sea. 
It  was  evident,  at  once,  that  an  entirely  new  plan  most  be 
adopted,  embracing  radical  alterations,  which  would  involve  a 
very  large  outlay,  bat  which  was  indispensable  to  the  reolama. 
tion  of  the  territory.  The  Committee  could  not  hesitate  ss 
to  their  doty  in  the  premises.  It  was  not  only  a  question 
affecting  the  territory  immediately  contiguous,  but  was  also  to 
affect  that  towards  and  along  Washington  street.  It  ap. 
peared  that  the  wall  which  had  fallen  did  not  topple  over  on 
its  base  from  a  want  of  thickness  alone,  but  that  it  went  over 
on  and  with  the  piles  upon  which  it  was  supported,  breaking 
them  oS*  soma  feet  below  the  top  of  the  mod  in  the  dock,  and 
at  or  near  the  hard  mnd  some  ten  or  twelve  feet  below.  The 
peculiarity  of  this  entire  territory  is  the  almost  liquid  eondi. 
tion  of  the  mod,  for  a  great  depth  below  low.water  maik;  the 
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evidence  of  irhich  is  seen  in  the  apheaTing  of  the  flats  oppo- 
rite  ilie  territory  filled,  ajid  the  breaking  op  of  the  sword  on 
the  marsh  in  front  of  the  agricultural  grounds,  from  tiie  same 
cause.  To  meet  this  nevr  experience,  and  to  insnie  a  strnc- 
tore  tbat  ironld  stand,  the  Oommittee,  under  the  advice  of 
Ur.  Slade,  adopted  the  plan  -wiaoh  has  now  been  nearly  eze- 
onted  —  that  of  a  straight  wall  thirteen  feet  thick  at  the  bot- 
tom and  four  feet  at  the  top,  resting  on  atones  at  the  bottom, 
the  length  of  the  whole  width  of  Ute  wall ;  bat  this  did  not 
dispose  of  the  danger  from  this  soft  mud.  To  meet  and  over- 
come this  difScuIty,  a  trench  was  first  dog,  forty-five  feet  wide, 
down  to  the  hard  mnd,  and  this  trench  was  filled  with  gravel, 
the  piles  being  first  driven  into  the  hard  mud,  and  cut  off  at 
the  required  height;  then  the  gravel  was  packed  in  between, 
and  in  the  front  and  rear,  to  the  widtli  of  the  dredgii^.  And 
thus  have  we  secured  the  wall  against  this  outward  pressure. 
All  solid  wharves  have  been  abandoned,  for  the  reason  that  it 
is  too  expensive  to  build  wharves  solid  in  this  territory ,-  but 
pile  wharves  have  been  built  over  the  foundations  prepared 
for  the  solid  iriiarves ;  and  Urns  the  obstruction  to  navigation 
which  they  would  have  presented  had  fhey  not  been  covered 
up,  and  for  which  the  City  would  have  been  liable,  has  been 
avoided. 

To  execute  this  plan,  it  t>eoame  necessary  to  make  another 
oontraot  with  Mr.  £vao8,  not  only  because  we  had  a  new 
kind  of  work  to  perform,  but  because  we  had  rednced,  very 
oonsiderably,  the  extent  of  the  entire  job,  as  it  had  been 
enlarged  by  the  Oommittee  of  1866.  Accordingly,  after 
much  discussion  between  the  Committee  and  Kr.  Evana,  the 
contract  of  the  8th  of  June,  1856,  was  made  and  entered  into, 
a  copy  of  which  is  annexed,  and  marked  L 

It  will  be  recolleeted  that,  in  the  first  contract,  which  is 
now  in  force,  provision  was  made  for  a  pile  stractnre  above 
the  Brookline  street  dock,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  En- 
pneer,  wonld  be  sufficient  to  seonre  the  filling  in  the  rear. 
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It  Till  alBO  be  remembered  that  this  pile  Btmctare  yna  to 
■upersede  the  famous  "Bills  vail,"  which  had  been  toppling 
over  in  iome  places,  and  vas  acknowledged  to  be  insufficient 
for  the  protection  of  the  territory  which  was  being  filled  vp> 
The  experience  below,  in  the  wall  which  had  &llen  orar,  led 
the  Committee  to  ioqtiire  as  to  this  pile  stmctnre,  and  4u< 
was  found  to  be  equ^y  and  more  deficient  in  strength  than 
was  the  wall  below.  The  plan  also  embraced  a  change  of 
location  of  this  front  Btrnctore  above  Brookline  street  dock. 
To  cany  ont  this  part  of  tiie  plan  would  involre  the  remoral 
not  only  of  the  wall  and  ballast  in  the  rear,  bnt  the  polling  of 
the  piles  under  the  wall,  a  work  which  has  subeeqaently  been 
foond  an  expensive  operation. 

In  view  of  all  the  &ctB  in  the  case  jour  Committee  adopted 
t  plan  for  a  part  of  this  wall  front  proposed  by  the  Engineer, 
and  which  was  thought  to  be  so  atrot^  as  to  be  objectionable 
only  on  this  account.  This  structure  rendered  the  removal 
of  the  ballast  formerly  oaed  in  filling  onneeessary,  thereby 
making  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  per  foot  of  the  entire 
territory  filled. 

The  plan  waa  to  drive  heavy  piles  in  front  of  the  ballasting, 
from  two  to  three  feet  apart,  and  then  to  place,  four  or  five 
feet  apart,  a  row  of  five  to  seven  piles  in  the  rear,  one  or 
more  to  go  through  this  bank  of  ballast,  and  be  pinned  down 
to  the  mud,  upon  which  it  had  rested  for  ten  years,  tiie  inner- 
most  piles  to  be  braced,  and  the  braces  bolted  to  the  bearing 
piles.  The  &ont  part  to  be  floored  over,  some  three  feet 
below  the  top  stringer,  and  the  whole  to  be  covered  with 
mud  and  gravel,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  contract  Bat 
notwithstanding  this  seeming  waste  of  strengtii  and  caotioii, 
after  a  limited  trial  of  the  strength  of  this  protection  we 
found  that,  like  the  wall  below,  it  was  moving  from  its  found- 
ation, and  that  this  treacherous  soft  mud  served  the  purpose 
of  launchways  to  the  channel  in  front,  toward  which  the  wall 
was  making  quite  as  good  progress,  perhaps,  as  th«  grMt  Leri- 
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aHiftn  is  now  making  on  tho  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and 
in  the  same  iraj — moving  aideviee  into  the  ohannel  in  front. 

To  meet  thig  new  and  extraordinary  experience  we  were 
induced  to  apply  Ae  remedy  irhich  had  been  adopted  in  a 
like  case  beloir :  that  it,  dreeing  ont  the  soft  mad  in  fronts 
and  placmg  there  a  bank  of  grarel  sa  ft  protection.  This 
seems  to  be  effectnal,  at  least  for  the  pres^it,  and  yoor  Com- 
mittee have  full  confidence  in  it  for  the  fatnre.  But  we 
would  call  the  attention  of  our  succesBors  to  this,  as  the  most 
important  matter  which  will  be  nnder  their  charge. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  say  that  they  havo 
broi^ht  together  the  entire  legislation  and  experiences  of  dif- 
ferent  committees  and  bodies  who  have  had  charge  o^  and 
been  connected  in  various  ways  with,  the  territory  known  as 
"  South  Bay,"  hoping  that  the  information  communicated  may 
be  useful  in  the  future  management  of  this  particular  trus^ 
and  prer^t  any  forther  expenditure  which  subsequent  action 
shall  render  useless. 

Ail  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  by  order  and  in 
behalf  of  the  Committee.

Tbm  Kud  BiHi  agrees  to  bnM  utd  oonstroot  tor  nid  City  a  eeMnll, 
numing  sonthweaterl;  from  Utsjui'b  wfaarf,  in  nud  Boeton,  to  Sox- 
buy  Une,  panllel  to  Harrison  Ayenae,  in  wd  CiQr,  at  the  diBtanoe 
of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  said  Ayeniw,  meaaoiing  from  the 
tmiar  ude  of  the  said  annne  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  top  of  said  ae*- 
wall;  to  aake  the  Bsid  searwall  eight  feet  tiuck  at  its  bottom  or  base,  to 
battel  or  slope  in  on  tbe  fnat  or  aeawud  mde  two  iucdies  in  erarj  fbot 
in  height,  and  hsTS  offiets  on  the  innde  asooiding  to  the  aeodon  made 
by  A.  Fairis,  so  as  to  hare  the  top  three  feet  wide  or  thick.  To  build 
the  aaid  wall  of  good  splil  granito,  from  fourteen  to  «{|^teen  inches  in 
beii^t ;  to  have  at  least  one  fifth  part  of  Ae  stones  binders  or  headers,  a 
Bofficieut  nomfaer  of  whioh  an  to  go  thnm^  the  wall,  so  as  to  make  a 
good  and  suitable  bond ;  to  make  the  cap  or  oa}Hng  of  tbe  wall  thiee  foet 
vide,  fourteen  inohw  thick,  and  not  lesa  than  eight  feat  long.  To  plaoe 
the  wall  sappoited  oa  a  solid  and  substantial  feondation,  at  the  risk  of 
the  contractor ;  and  if  the  wall  be  siqiported  by  pies,  to  have  tbem  ton 
inobes  diameter  at  the  least  at  tlie  top,  and  driven  with  a  ram  weiring 
tt  least  one  ton,  and  felling  twenty^ve  feet,  and  have  eaob  driven  till 
the  pile  sinks  not  more  than  two  inches  at  a  blow ;  to  bare  tbree  rows  of 
piles  mnning  in  the  direction  of  the  lengUi  d  the  wharf,  and  not  ferther 
apart  than  three  feet ;  to  have  oape  or  string-pieoee  on  the  piles,  one  foot 
1^  fax  inches  square,  and  to  make  the  top  of  the  piles  as  low  as  low- 
water  mark ;  to  make  the  top  of  the  wall  as  higb  as  the  proposed  level 
of  Harrison  Avenue,  as  it  has  been  determined  by  a  survey  made  fiw 
the  City,  by  B.  P.  Fuller.    To  ballast  the  bwik  of  the  waU  Sam  bottom 
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to  top,  tnd  to  extend  the  htiOut  bx  flnongb  at  the  bottom  to  fata  in 
engle  of  ftntj^re  degreei  with  the  top  or  baok  ooraer  of  the  ooping ;  to 
hsTB  the  endfl  of  the  oojnng  Btones  jtnnted  sq^oere,  their  whole  width  and 
thioknoti,  and  have  each  joint  onunped  together  with  two  strong  iron 
cnmps,  of  not  less  than  one  inoh  square.  To  oomplete  the  whole  work 
on  or  before  the  first  daj  of  Norember,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and 
fbrty^,  in  a  good,  jnibetantisl  and  worlcmanlike  manner,  to  the  ntis- 
&etion  of  the  Committee  on  Pnblio  liands. 

la  omndention  of  the  premiseB  the  said  Citj  agrees  to  pa;  sud  Bills 
the  sum  of  ri^t  dollin  fbr  eyer;  nuining  foot  of  nid  sea-wall,  to  be 
paid  as  the  work  goes  on,  and  aa  parts  (^  said  wall  are  snooessrely  oom- 
pleted,  in  payments  not  more  freqnent  than  onoe  in  erery  month. 

In  ease  any  part  of  the  work  is  not  dons  aooording  to  this  oonbaot,  or 
in  case  one  qnartei  part  of  the  work  is  not  completed  by  the  first  day  d 
Jane  next,  or  in>oaae  one  half  part  of  the  woik  is  not  completed  on  the 
first  day  of  Angost  next,  or  in  case  three  qoaitera  of  the  work  is  not 
completed  on  the  fint  day  of  September  next,  or  in  ease  the  whole  work 
is  not  completed  on  tho  sud  fint  day  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hnndred  and  forty-aix,  the  said  Committee  is  to  have  power  to  dismiss  the 
wd  Bills,  and  to  employ  some  other  anitable  person  or  persons  to  oom- 
{Jeto  the  work ;  in  which  ease  the  said  Bills  agrees  to  pay  sud  City  suoh 
snm  as  it  may  be  eompelled  to  pay  for  oompletJcg  the  said  sea-wall  be- 
yond the  tarn  it  would  haVe  had  to  pay  had  said  Bills  oompleled  the 
work  imder  this  oontnct,  and  to  pay  snob  o&er  damage  as  the  City  may 
SDstain  by  his  ^ore. 

A  seetitni  of  the  proposed  sea-wall,  drawn  by  Alexander  Parris,  at- 
tested by  the  signature  of  said  Bills,  is  referred  to  and  to  be  oonndered 
a  part  of  this  contract,  and  to  be  considered  a  gaide  in  building  said 
sea-wall,  so  &r  as  not  qualified  by  anyThing  herein  expressed. 

Siud  Bills  hereby  further  warrants  to  sud  Ci^  that  said  sea-wall  aliall 
not  foil,  bilge,  or  settle,  in  any  part,  irilhin  two  years  from  the  time  the 
work  is  completed. 

In  witness  whereof  the  sud  City  has  canaed  Oiis  instrument  to  be 
signed  by  F.  Ii.  Cushman,  Superintendent  of  Publio  Lands,  thereunto 
duly  anthomod,  and  the  said  Shnbael  Bills  has  hereunto  set  his  name.

This  Agreement,  made  on  tbHa  seventeentli  day  of  April,  in  the  year 
dghteoD  hnndred  and  ftnrty-eight,  hy  and  between  tite  City  of  Boston,  of 
tbe  fint  part,  and  William  Etsqs,  of  Boxboiy,  in  the  Connty  of  Noi^ 
folk,  and  Commonwealth  of  Maseaohosetla,  contactor,  as  piindpal,  and 
John  M.  Mayo,  Inmber  and  stone  dealer,  of  Boston,  in  the  Conn^  of 
Sofiblk,  and  sud  Commonwealth,  and  Hoiatio  Erans  of  aud  Boston, 
lumber  dealer,  as  anreties,  of  the  second  part,  witowseth : 

That  the  sud  partaes  ef  tlie  second  part  do  hereby  jointly  and  sev- 
enlly  Innd  themselTes  and  tlidr  ivqwotiTe  tnbs,  oxeontors  and  adminis- 
trators, and  do  hereby  promise  and  agree  to  and  irith  the  sud  City  of 
Boston,  that  the  said  'William  Erans  shall  folly,  fiutlifiilly  and  promptly 
do  and  perform  all  the  matters  and  things  hereinafter  stipulated  on  his 
part  to  be  done  and  performed,  and  in  oase  of  any  ^ura,  or  breach  of 
any  of  the  said  agreements,  on  his  part,  the  mid  parties  of  the  second 
part  shall  f<n:f»t  and  pay  to  the  sud  City  of  Boaton  the  sum  of  one  han> 
dred  Ihousand  dollaia. 

The  said  'Vmiiam  Srans  shall,  at  bis  own  expense,  find  all  the  materi- 
als of  every  kind,  withont  excepljon,  and  shall,  at  his  own  expense, 
transport  all  the  stud  materials,  and  shall  build  and  oonstmct  a  railroad 
from  ita  oonnexion  with  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  near  the  Tompike 
orossing,  in  South  Boston,  across  the  South  Bay,  on  such  lines  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Engineer  appointed  by  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  of  the  City  ConnoO  of  sud  City  for  the  purpose,  to  be  most  advan- 
tageons  for  the  ezeontioa  cf  the  proposed  work.  The  length  of  what 
may  be  oonsidered  the  permanent  portion  of  sud  road,  shall  be  about 
twen^-twD  hundred  feet,  more  or  lem,  &om  its  oonnezion  with  the  Old 
Colony  Bailroad  to  its  terminus  at  the  proposed  seft-wsU,  east  of  Harri- 
son Avenue,  at  a  point  between  Maiden  and  Brookline  streets,  pxodncod. 
It  is  to  be  bnitt  of  saoh  diinendons,  uid  of  such  materials,  aa  shall  be 
oonsidered  by  the  Engineer  to  answer  its  intended  purposes,  and  fur- 
nished with  all  the  necessuy  means  and  facilities,  includmg  superatnic- 
ture,  Bwilohes,  turntables,  care,  etc.,  as  shall  be  required  for  the  regular 
progreBsion  of  the  filling  up  and  grading  of  the  City  lands  in  said  South 
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Biy,  grading  ^IWioiit  and  Chester  streets,  mod  fanusfaing  grarel  for  n- 
paits  and  grading  of  gui  Tremont  uid  Ohester  streets,  and  other  siraels 
and  lands,  for  tlie  City  of  Boston,  with  the  ntnost  regaid  to  the  aafe^ 
and  oonrenience  of  the  pnblio  and  publio  travel  in  theb  viinnily ;  utd 
the  Bud  William  Evans  shall  laj  domi  sneh  temporal;  tnoks  as  jdxj  be 
required  for  the  filling  and  grading  of  the  several  poitionB  of  the  above 
named  lands  and  streets,  in  such  manner  as  shall  cause  no  obstmction  to 
the  public  travel ;  and  the  sud  temporary  tncks  are  to  be  removed  vben 
their  purpose  eball  have  been  oompletsd,  and  the  said  Evans  shall  mafca 
all  the  neoesBsi;  repturs  of  the  Bailroad  aforesaid,  and  of  the  mid  iam- 
poniy  traoks,  at  his  own  cost ;  and  for  all  damages  that  ma;  ooonr  at  tlie 
street  and  road  orosBiDgs  and  bridges  in  conseqaenoe  of  any  negjlect  in 
this  reepeot,  or  for  want  of  proper  attendance  at  said  crassinga  and 
bridges,  or  for  any  other  cause,  he  shall  be  responsible,  and  diall  save  the 
City  harmless  there&cm. 

The  sud  Evans  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  find  all  the  materials  and 
build  and  constmet  a  sea-wall  on  the  southern  boundary  of  the  City  land 
in  South  Bay,  to  be  extended  in  such  direction  as  may  be  decided  by  the 
Eilglneer,  from  the  present  termination  .to  the  line  of  the  eentie  of  Hal- 
den  street  continued  to  the  South  Bay;  and  if  the  Bud  ^gineer  ahill 
ao  direct,  in  lien  thereof,  the  sud  William  Evans  shall,  at  his  own  ex- 
pense, find  all  the  materials  and  build  and  oonstruct  snoh  length  of  wall 
as  may  be  required  in  Hm  construction  of  a  wharf  or  pier,  to  be  located  as 
the  said  Engineer  shall  direct,  within  the  limits  of  the  aforesaid  City  lands, 
near  or  adjoining  the  projection  of  the  southerly  line  of  Maiden  stieet ; 
B^d  wall  shall  be  built  entirely  round  three  sides  of  said  propoeed  wharC 
And  sud  Evans  shall  commenoe  said  wall  within  two  weeks  &om  the  time 
d  notice  to  do  so,  given  him  by  said  Engineer.  The  foundation  c^  the 
wall  is  to  be  formed  by  driving  piles  to  a  siutable  depth,  and  in  proper 
disposition  and  number.  The  ground  around  the  tops  of  the  piles  is  to 
be  removed  so  as  to  allow  of  their  being  out  off  at  least  one  foot  below 
the  general  surface  of  the  flats  near  them,  and  the  spaces  between  the 
heads  of  the  piles  shall  be  well  filled  up  with  good  siied  stone  chips. 
And  the  bottom  course  of  the  wall  shall  be  firmly  placod  so  as  to  corer 
the  piling.  The  wall  is  to  be  built  of  good  promiscuous  granite,  laid  is 
COurBBB,  in  a  true  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  well  broken  joints,  and 
free  from  all  pinners  that  may  eaaly  be  removed,  broken  or  cru^ied. 
The  Cue  of  the  wall  must  slope  one  inch  and  one-half  to  the  focA ;  the 
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lutok  of  the  mil  to  be  carried  np  verticallj ;  the  base  of  siud  w&U  to  be 
in'tbtolcnen  eqml  to  one-batf  of  the  height  thereof,  and  die  ooping  to  be 
it  least  three  fert  wide,  of  angle  stoaea,  well  laid  and  aecared,  with  iroa 
arampa  or  dowels,  to  the  codtsb  below.  The  wall,  when  bnilt,  is  to  be 
ptoperly  ballasted ;  and  the  said  William  Erans,  J(An  M.  Hayo  and 
Hcmtio  Evans,  hereby  warrant  that  eight  hundred  and  sizty-oine  feet  in 
length  of  said  wall,  shall  stand  finnlj  at  least  one  year  kma  the  time  it  is 
0(»npleted  and  the  said  wharf  is  filled  np ;  the  sud  eight  hondred  and 
nxtj-nine  feet  to  be  measored  as  the  wall  shall  be  hailt,  and  to  inolnde 
•ny  portion  (rf  sud  wall  to  be  nsed  by  sud  Evans  for  his  tracks.  At  a 
proper  distanee,  in  the  rear  of  the  sea-wall  now  lud,  and  of  die  line  of 
the  same  extended  to  the  easterly  bonndaiy  of  the  land  aforestud,  the 
said  ^miiam  Evans  shall  deposit,  as  the  Engmeer  shall  diieot,  a  soitsble 
quantify  of  dock  mnd  to  fonn  a  dike  or  dam  for  the  ezolnaioit  of  the  tide 
water,  and  sooh  other  dams  or  dikes  of  dock  or  marsh  mud  are  to  be 
bnilt,  in  snch  loealjons  within  the  limits  of  said  lands  as  the  sud  Engi- 
neer shall  direct,  and  shall  make  all  dams  of  snoh  dimensions  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  said  Eng^aer. 

The  materials  for  the  formation  of  the  embankments  of  the  above 
mentioned  railroad  and  tracks,  and  for  the  filling  np  and  grading  of  the 
streets  and  lands  afotesud,  shall  be  famished  by  said  William  Evans,  at 
Ins  own  expense,  from  the  Mount  Hope  Farm,  on  the  land  south  of  a  line 
dghteen  bandied  and  twenty  foot  long,  indicated  on  the  plan  of  land  ap- 
propriated to  WHUam  Evans  for  purposes  of  filling  the  CHy  lands,  lar- 
veyed  by  S.  D.  Eaton,  dated  April  Sd,  1848,  a  copy  (€wMch  plan  is 
deponted  in  the  Anditor's  office  of  the  City  of  Boston,  sud  land  being 
fflnbraoed  within  the  lesser  Hues  on  sud  plan,  and  estimated  to  contain 
aboat  twenty-ei^t  acres ;  on  which  plan  is  oo[ned  a  vote  of  the  Bireo- 
tois  of  the  Old  Colony  Bulroad  corporation,  appropriating  the  sud  land 
ftff  the  purpose ;  and  the  gravel  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  shall  be 
taken  from  no  other  plaoe  ezoept  the  said  land  so  appropriated ;  and  the 
oontnurtor  will  be  required  to  ezoavate  and  transport  the  same  and  depont 
it  ift  the  several  places  which  shall  be  designated  by  said  Engineer  ;  and 
it  is  to  be  nnderstood  that  the  sud  material  is  to  be  furnished,  transported 
and  depodted  as  above  mentioned,  at  the  contractor's  own  oost,  the  said 
eonlraotor  making  such  terms  and  conditions,  not  interfering  with  the 
public  oonvenience  or  aafoty,  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  by  the  party  or 
puties  fumishiDg  motive  power,  or  other  fw^litiee  for  Qua  ptupose ;  it 
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Uing  fatOtn  nndentood  that  the  (%  of  Boaton  naerreB  the  Hf^  to 
pay  to  Bud  parly  or  partiea  all  dsmanda  agunet  aud  contnolv,  for 
toanapoitaljon  of  nutt^iala  as  alSireBud,  oat  of  moneya  doe  wd  amtnator 
fbi  wodc  perfenned. 

The  Bud  SraiiB  shall  deposit,  at  eome  oonTenient  pbint  or  pmnte  along 
the  Ime  of  Harrison  Avonno,  as  may  ba  dedgnated  by  the  Ba^near,  ■ 
snitable  qnanljty  of  gnvel  (ax  die  (Sty  pnrpoem,  sud  quantity  to  be  d» 
teimined  by  tlie  Engineer,  and  to  be  paid  for  as  heiflinafter  provided. 

!n»  taii  Enna  ahsU  oommenoe  tbe  paiing  of  Tremont  and  Chestn 
•treeta,  in  the  earlira  stages  of  the  vork,  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  decided  by 
the  said  Engineer  that  it  is  praodoable,  and  can  be  done  willMnit  dctit- 
ment  to  other  ptntiona  <rf  the  woi^ ;  and  the  Ooutmotor  dull  we  bom 
tracks  or  other  proper  means  of  oooveyanoe,  bat  ehall  not  nae  tbenfo 
looomotire  tracks,  or  steam  engines ;  and  snob  bone  traoka,  &c.,  Aall  In 
Ud  from  aaoh  oonrenient  point  on  the  City  lands  afetesaid,  as  Aill  be 
dedded  by  the  Engineer  to  he  most  &TOtable'  fin  its  expaditiou  aad 
proper  perfbrmanoe. 

The  said  William  Evans  iliall  cause  the  bridge  tathorised  by  the  act 
of  the  Legifllatiira  of  MassaohnBetts,  passed  on  tiiO  8d  day  irf"  Murh,  A. 
D.  1848,  to  be  aonstmoted  with  oonTenient  drvwa,  over  tlie  (Aoimelirf 
,  SonUi  Bay,  to  be  at  least  thirty  feet  wide,  and  with  initaMe  piai^  at  liia 
own  expense,  and  aball  m^tun  and  tend  the  same,  bo  as  to  aflord  d 
reasonable  and  phiper  aooommodation  for  Teasels  having  oeedndn  to  pan, 
by  day  or  night,  thningfa  the  same,  and  to  improTO  tbe  channela  on  SoflA 
Bay.  The  said  WilEam  Evans  shall  remore  ftom  eaoh  cliannel  at  leiit 
twelve  thotisand  eight  hundred  oabic  yaids  of  mud  or  earth,  at  Ida  owi 
expense,  wittun  az  months  from  the  ftrrt  day  of  April,  1848,  nndet  tbt 
direetioa  of  Allen  Putnam,  of  Boxbuty,  and  CfaarleB  Heath,  of  Bottn, 
or  in  oaie  of  tbdr  deaA  or  inaldli^  to  aot,  theO  uodar  die'  dnectioa  cf 
the  Mayor  of  Roxbnry  fbr  the  time  being. 

Hie  said  Wtlljam  Svana,  in  donstrocllng  nid  ndlroad,  and  m  tn» 
porting  said  materiala  over  tbe  same,  and  in  all  bit  acta'  und»  thii  oca- 
tract,  shall  use  all  pcesible  care  and  ilegaid  tx  the  safety  and  eonrcdkn 
of  the  publlo,  and  of  persons  paaaing  near  the  a&me ;  and  tiwll  fimm 
save  the  said  City  barmlees,  and  keep  Ae  aud  City  ftally  indcnuM. 
from  alt  ooata,  damage,  kouble  and  expense,  arinng  frtmi  injury  to  or 
claims  and  demands  from  all  peisons  or  eorporatlDns  whatever,  on  w- 
conntof  (ba  building  wjng,  md  tnuiEporting  mat«tfab  over  the  mii 
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luliotd  wd  temporuy  tnolu,  whether  wid  olum  or  demuds  ariae  di- 
notly  or  indiiectlj  or  inoidentaUy,  aod  all  damages  for  obstniolion  to  any 
nght  of  way,  and  for  all  damages  in  an;  wajr  arising  nnder  this  oontiaot 
in  an;  manner  whatevet. 

And  tfao  said  Evans  iball  strictly  oomply,  in  «nij  respect,  with  all 
the  pioTimouB  of  tlie  act  entitled  an  act  tn  aathoriw  the  City  ef  Boston 
to  ooDstroct  a  temporary  lailroad,  passed  Uarob  3, 1848,  and  shall  do, 
perfomt  and  keep  eveiy  act,  matter  and  oonditioo,  in  and  by  said  act 
loqnired  to  be  done,  peiformed  or  kept  by  the  said  City  of  Boston,  aod 
shall  asmme  and  folly  discharge  all  the  liabiliciea  impoaed  or  in  any  way 
deTolving  upon  said  City,  nnder,  by  virtue  of  or  in  oonseqoenoe  of  aaid  act. 

The  sud  WiUisu  Svans  shall  nse  all  possible  dispatoh  in  the  proseon- 
tion  of  the  said  work,  and  shall  conform  futhfully  and  pnnotnally,  in  all 
respeota,  to  the  directions  of  the  sud  Engineer.  The  said  William  Evana 
shall  transport  to  the  plaoes  where  the  suae  shall  be  wanted,  gravel  at 
the  rate  of  not  less  than  six  hundred  yards  per  day,  after  the  seventeenth 
day  of  July  next,  and  pievioos  to  that  time  snob  qnantities  aa  the  Eofp^ 
neer  shall  direct ;  and  he  shall  eommenoe  work  within  two  weeks  finm 
the  date  c^  these  presents. 

IS,  at  any  time  befoie  the  completion  of  all  the  work  provided  in  this 
ooQtraot,  there  should  be,  in  the  opinion  of  such  Engineer,  any  negleot 
or  nanecessary  delay  in  the  progress  of  the  same,  or  if  the  same  should 
not  be  execated  in  a  proper  manner,  either  with  regard  to  quality  of  ma- 
terials, workmanship,  care  or  diligence,  the  said  City  of  Boston  shall 
hav&  the  power,  after  giving  Uiirty  days'  notice  of  tiieir  intention  bo  to 
do,  to  enter  upon  aod  take  poaseawon  of  the  said  bridge,  railroad,  tracks, 
eng^es,  cars,  tools,  sud  eveiytbing  ifipeitaining  or  behmging  to  the 
same  and  to  the  said  woi^  and  complete  dw  same  without  being  liable 
to  any  farther  claim  or  demand  on  the  part  of  tbe  aaid  Evans,  except  fov 
the  gravel  and  mad  transported  by  him  previous  to  snoh  entry  and  po^ 
seaupn,  and  not  paid  for  as  hereinafter  spedfied,  and  the  sud  City  shall 
not  thereby  he  considered  as  waiving  any  dum  for  damages  or  fbrfoitnre 
agaiist  said  William  Evans,  or  John  M.  Hayo  and  Horatio  Evans. 

The  said  City  of  Boston  sbtdl  pay  the  said  Evans  in  manner  as  fot 
Iowa,  to  wit :  there  shall  be  made  in  eaoh  month,  during  the  pn^jress  <d 
die  work,  estimates  of  the  quantity  of  gravel,  sefr-wall,  masonry  and  mod- 
filUng,  onder  the  direction  of  the  said  En^eer.  All  measurements  of 
the  gravel  are  to  be  made  in  the  exoavatione ;  and  to  the  end  that  snob 
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tmasaremeDta  may  be  aooonto,  it  u  hereby  riipnkted  tlut  no  jut  of 
anj  gnvel  benks,  from  wbioli  gravel  ^lall  be  taken  fiir  tiie  porpoMe  rf 
this  oontnet,  shall  be  taken  for  anj  other  purpooe,  witlu»t  the  written 
oonseDt  of  the  Committee  on  Public  I^nds  of  said  City  of  Boston  ;  and 
all  qnanlitiea  of  miid-filling  are  to  be  estimated  as  tliej  ma;  be  deliTond 
in  Bcowi  or  olherviie.  And  the  eaid  Oitj  of  Boston  shall  pa;  the  ma 
of  twen^-eigtit  oenta  for  each  oalna  yard  of  sea-wall,  maaoni;,  grKTol,  « 
mod-suing,  and  the  said  payment  shall  be  in  full  satiafiustion  and  dir 
obai^  of  all  olums  and  demands  of  every  deaoripdon  whatsoever  of  the 
said  William  Evans,  for  work,  materials,  rulroad  tracka,  eoginee,  can,  n- 
pairs,  attendance,  and  every  other  act  or  thbg  done  or  fini^ied  and  ariang 
nnder  diis  eontraot ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  every  mcmtb  the 
sud  City  of  Boston  shall  pay  the  sud  William  Evans  ninety  per  eentnra 
of  the  amount  estimated  as  aforesaid,  aoeotding  to  the  sea-wall  maacmiy 
done,  and  grave!  and  mod  transported  and  funished,  daring  sud  nxintli ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  sud  City  of  Boston  may  deduct  and  reserve 
from  the  said  ninety  per  centum  all  such  amounta  aa  may  be  due  boa 
said  WiUiam  Evans  to  any  corporation  or  person,  for  the  transportatiaii 
(f  gravel  and  other  materials,  and  may  pay  the  same  to  snch  corporstioD 
or  person  in  full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  so  much  of  the  amount  so 
payable  to  said  William  Evans ;  and  on  the  ocnnplelion  of  the  whtde  lM»fc 
by  the  said  William  Evans,  to  the  entire  satis&ction  and  aooeptanoe  of 
the  said  Eogineer,  the  amount  of  the  ten  per  oentnm  not  previously  paid 
shall  be  paid  to  the  said  William  Evans. 

And  in  case  said  Evans  shall  be  so  directed  by  said  Engineer,  and 
shall  build  the  sea-wall  around  the  three  sides  of  the  proposed  whar(  ss 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  according  to  the  direotions  of  said  Engineco', 
the  said  Ci^  shall  advance  to  him,  at  the  time  he  is  obliged  to  pay  fir 
the  same,  ninety  per  centum  of  the  actual  cost  of  said  wall ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  said  Evans  shall  refund  to  the  said  City,  with  interest, 
the  difierence  between  the  actual  cost  of  eight  hundred  and  nxty-nins 
feet  of  such  wall,  and  the  estimated  price  of  the  same  at  twenty-eight 
cents  per  cubic  yard ;  which  difierence  and  interest  ia  to  be  reftilded 
whenever  Ibe  ten  per  centum  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  amount  to  the 
sud  differenoe  and  the  mterest  thereon. 

And  the  sud  City,  at  the  esptration  of  the  term  of  five  years  linuted 
in  said  act,  or  In  case  the  work  herein  provided  for  shall  be  sooner  fin- 
ished, then  whenever  the  same  shall  be  so  finished,  shall  have  the  ri^t, 
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at  tbeir  election,  wilhin  three  montliB,  to  take  the  bridge  nonw  mid  Sonth 
Bay,  at  a  valuation  of  what  the  materiala  ironld  then  ba  worth  to  take 
tway ;  Baoh  valaation  to  be  made  bj  three  disinterested  TeEBreea,  one  of 
Thorn  flhall  be  named  bjr  each  party,  and  tht  third  by  the  other  two. 

And  it  is  hereby  stipulated  that  the  Bud  branch  track  aoroas  Bootb 
Bay,  and  said  other  temporary  tracks,  shall  be  at  all  times  entirely  and 
«xcliuiTely  under  the  control  of  the  said  City  of  Boston ;  and  the  said 
William  Evans  sball  have  no  right  to  nae  said  road  or  tracks,  at  any 
time,  or  for  any  purpose  whataoever,  withoat  tbe  written  oonsent  of  the 
Comnuttee  on  Public  Lands  of  said  City  of  Boston. 

In  vritness  whereof,  the  said  William  Evans,  John  H.  Mayo,  and  Ho- 
ratio Evans,  have  hereto  set  their  hands  and  seals,  and  the  sud  City  ot 
Boston  hath  caosed  its  oorporato  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  theae 
presents  to  be  sabacribed  by  Josiah  Qnincy,  Jr.,  Uayor  of  said  Ci^, 
hereto  doly  authorized,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

Tbo  Oitj  of  Boston,  of  oqo  pait,  and  Williun  Eraiu,  of  the  ottwr 
part,  havo  agreed  to  sabmit  to  the  dedMon  of  Sidney  Bartlett,  Katbu 
Hale  and  Edward  Crane,  Egqs.,  all  niBttors  of  difiereooe  and  dupale 
under  a  certain  oonlraot  between  the  parties,  dat«d  April  17th,  1348, 
and  thnr  teapeotiTe  daims  under  the  same ;  and  the  decisioa  of  nid 
arbittatora  or  a  majont;  of  them  is  to  be  final  and  coaolnsiYe. 

The  qnestiotu  aabmitted  are  all  matters  In  dispute  and  dlfierence  on- 
der  aud  contract  Each  par^  shall  now  present  for  a^jndicatioQ  ill 
known  oUims  or  oaoaes  of  complunt,  and  snch  of  them  as  are  rasoept- 
ible  of  present  deoicdon  shall  be  now  decided.

The  arUtrators  are  to  hare  full  power  to  hear  the  questions  Bob- 
mitted  to  them  whenever  they  think  proper ;  and  if  they  shall  jod^ 
it  necessary  and  for  the  interest  of  the  parties  so  to  do,  to  defer  and 
suspend  trial  and  judgment,  or  gjve  immediate  decision  and  direotioni 
as  to  portjona  of  the  matters  submitted,  and  defer  the  trial  and  dedaion 
of  other  mattera  as  they  may  think  best,  deciding  now  all  susceptible 
of  present  deoiuon. 

The  arbitrators  may  order  that  the  parties  shall  specnfioally  perftnn 
the  aforesaid  contract  in  any  of  its  parts,  or  may  award  damages  kt 
the  breach  thereof  to  either  party,  aud  direct  as  to  the  manner  of  apjae* 
priatiou  of  such  damages.

In  case  of  the  deatb,  aliseDce  or  disalHlitiy  of  dther  Ts&ree,  the  other 
two  for  the  time  being  eball  appoint  a  third.  If  either  party,  on  due 
notice,  khonld  neglect  to  attend  at  anj  bearing,  then  tiie  arbitrators  may 
bear  the  other  txparte. 

The  arbitrators  may,  from  time  to  ^e,  award  ooets  for  either  party  on 
the  several  matters,  to  be  decided  as  they  shall  think  equitable.

The  Committee  oommnnicate  herewith  the  report  of  the  CommisnoD- 
ers,  and  also  a  letter  received  from  two  of  them,  (Mr.  Chandler  l»aj 
absent  at  the  time  the  letter  was  written,)  to  vrtiich  Ae  attention  of  Iht 
Connoil  ia  requested.  These  doenments,  as  annexed,  will  show  dut 
while  much  has  been  accomplished  to  add  a  large  and  valuable  tenitDif 
to  the  property  of  the  Cil^,  before  nearly  Taloekst,  moob  yet  reBiiiw  ^ 
be  done,  in  order  that  tbe  anticipated  remoneiation  may  be  reslind.  It 
is  confidently  believed  by  your  Committee,  that  it  is  olearly  for  the  mitf 
est  of  the  City,  that  the  work  ahould  be  oompletod,  not  only  to  pisTent 
what  has  been  done  from  going  to  decay,  bnt  also  to  pterent  a  great  Im 
of  interest  on  the  outlay  already  made.  The  sea-wall  bounded  on  ihs 
channel  requiiM  imaudiatt  atJ«ntion,  and  no  time  should  be  knt  io  pot- 
ting it  in  a  safe  condition. 
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Aldunigti  Um  outlay  alroadj  incuTred  in  this  woi^  is  large,  and  a  large 
mm  is  yet  retailed  to  complete  it,  yet  it  cannot  be  doabted,  that  it  will 
ultimately  be  a  beneficial  operatioa  to  the  City,  and  essentially  help  to 
pay  ita  debt.  Its  cost  should  not  be  regard^  like  that  for  a  pnblio  build- 
ing, produoing  no  direct  income,  as  the  expenditure  Trill  oome  back  to  us 
witfa  a  great  increase  in  prinoipal  as  well  as  in  annnal  taxes,  when  the 
land  ia  built  upon,  as  it  assuredly  will  be,  when  the  filling  up  is  oom- 
pkted.  WhUe  tbe  equipments  for  proseouting  the  work  are  on  hand,  it 
ifl  olmoasly  mora  eeonomical  to  go  on  with  it,  rather  than  to  delay  it  for 
moh  a  period  that  new  materials  and  eqnijmenta  must  be  procured,  ia 
Older  to  proceed  with  it  The  state  of  things  exie^g  between  the  City 
and  Mr.  Evana  is  snafa,  Uiat  nothing  more  can  be  done,  unless  some  new 
arrangements  should  be  made  with  him,  or  some  other  party.  The  Couh 
nittee  would  not,  of  course,  make  a  new  oontiact  with  Mr.  Evans,  ud- 
lees,  under  all  mroumetanoes,  it  can  be  done  as  well  or  better  with  him 
than  with  any  otiier  competent  party. 

The  Ci»nmittee  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  nnders'ood  that  tbey  hm  not 
gone  into  any  examination  of  the  prices  proposed  in  the  report  of  the 
CommisHODers  for  oompledng  the  woik,  and  they  therefore  give  no  sano- 
iion  to  what  ia  nid  oa  that  pcnnt. 

The  Citj  CouDcil  will  unquestionably  insist  that  this  mtk  shall  be 
MHDplfited  at  the  smallest  posaiUe  cost,  and  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Com- 
mittee, if  authority  should  be  granted  to  them  to  enter  into  negotiations 
fyr  this  oomjdetion,  to  cuinss  the  plan  and  eatintataa  submitted  to  them, 
with  the  atrideat  scrutiny. 

Bat  it  should  be  remembered,  that  the  inyestmeut  now  to  be  made 
moat  retnra  to  the  City  Treasury  with  a  great  increase,  uid  the  practioat 
question  for  the  detuuon  of  the  Council  is,  "  shall  laud  be  made  at  25 
or  26  cents  per  foot,  ts  be  sold  hereafter  at  60  cents  and  over?"  The 
attention  of  tiie  Committee  has  been  eslled  to  the  &ot,  that  the  amount 
already  paid  for  thia  work,  with  that  now  proposed  to  bo  expended  for 
its  completion,  ezoeeds  oonsiderably  the  origmal  estimate  for  the  cost  of 
it.  This  is  ao,  and  ia  readily  aooounted  fbr.  Tlie  original  plan,  up(m 
which  the  pimary  estimate  was  based,  proposed  only  to  enclose  the  en- 
tire EBx^-eeven  acres  with  an  exterior  stone  wall,  and  the  filling  was  tu  be 
made  t^  the  top  of  this  wall.  By  the  plan  now  submitted  to  the  Oom- 
nultee,  and  heretofore  partially  adopted,  a  large  number  of  docks  are  to 
be  formed,  by  which  some  5,000  or  6,000  additional  lineal  feet  of  wall 
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vni  be  needed,  and  BOme  60,000  squan  feet  of  oak  pOa  whsL  Anl 
iriihin  tlie  lut  fire  yean  the  gmdes  of  tbe  atneta  Iutb  all  been  lund  u 
high  as  the  level  of  tbe  Mill  Bam,  and  tiaa  increases  the  amoimt  (£  fill- 
ing not  onl;  upon  the  Sovtit  Bay  tenitoi;,  bat  also  apoa  all  the  laodi 
Moth  of  Dover  street,  and  this  additional  filling  is  now  to  be  mf^ 
tmder  this  oontraet. 

The  Gommittee  not  being  prepared,  at  piesent^  to  report  in  detaii  npoa 
the  probable  coat  of  filling  np  the  South  Bay  lands,  and  the  tenila; 
north  of  Brookline  stieet,  ask  to  be  allowed  foillier  time  for  tbow  objeA.

The  CommisaioneTS  appointed  by  Uie  Joint  CommiUee  on  Pnblia  Lnii 
of  the  Gi^  of  Boetw,  by  virtoe  of  an  order  cf  the  City  Conoml  pM>l 
on  the  2lst  of  January  last,  "  to  investigate  tihe  sniijeat  of  tbe  eoatwt 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  William  Evans,  and  all  tbe  &els  ni 
EuonmBtanoee  in  relati<a  to  the  same,  and  tbe  present  oonditun  of  H* 
pnblio  lands  nnder  the  said  oontraet,  "iriA  instaraotious  to  report  fidlylo 
tbe  s(ud  Gomniittee  at  an  early  day,"  have  given  attention  to  th>  w 
dot;,  and  they  respectfully  sabmit  the  following  Bieport : 
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Tho  original  contraet  between  the  City  and  flie  etai  Waiiara  Evans 
was  exeonted  on  the  2d  rlay  of  September,  1847.  Tho  principal  object 
of  it  was  to  procure  the  filling  up  and  grading  of  a  large  tract  of  marah 
land  and  flats,  lying  in  tho  Soath  Boy,  between  Harrison  Avenne  and 
the  Commisaioneia'  line,  for  defining  the  limits  of  the  harbor,  and  bounded 
Bontherly  by  the  City  of  Roxbnry,  and  northerly  by  the  lino  of  Maiden 
street,  extended  easterly  from  Harrison  Avenne  to  the  Comm  is  doners' 
line.  The  area  thna  proposed  to  be  reclaimed  from  the  Sooth  Bay  by 
filling  it  up  and  grading  it  with  earth  to  be  trangported  from  a  dUtanoe, 
in  railroad  cars,  preparatoiy  to  laying  it  ont  in  streets  and  bnilding  Iota, 
was  oompnted  to  contain  abont  sixty-eeTen  and  a  half  acres,  or  2,940,000 
Bqnare  feet ;  it  being  nearly  equal  in  extent  to  a  tenth  part  of  the  orig- 
inal upland  of  the  entire  city  proper.  The  area  of  the  city,  however, 
bad  been,  previoosly  to  the  date  of  the  above  oontract,  more  than 
doabled,  by  tho  artificial  filling  up  of  marah  lands  and  fiats,  a  great  por- 
tion of  which  area  Is  now  covered  with  atreote  and  bvildinga.  The  ad- 
vantages to  the  City,  which  havo  resulted  from  enterprises  of  a  similar 
character  to  that  now  proposed,  seem  to  justify  a  confidence  in  the  success 
of  the  present  undertaking.  Before  the  making  of  this  contract  and  pre- 
paratory to  it,  the  City  Council  had  caused  to  be  oonstmcted  a  searwaQ 
extending  {rem  the  border  of  the  City  of  Boxbary,  along  the  Ooramu- 
sioners'  line  for  a  distance  of  about  2,660  feet ;  which  vail  it  was  pro- 
posed should  be  extended  to  the  northeasterly  extremity  of  the  territory 
to  be  filled  up,  making  an  entire  length  of  3,420  jeet.  By  the  contraet 
with  Hr.  Etbor,  above  referred  to,  it  was  stipulated  that  he  should  build 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  sea-wall,  eight  hundred  and  abety.niue  feet 
in  length,  and  ahonld  fill  up  and  grade  the  whole  of  the  sixty^eeven  and 
a  half  acres  of  marsh  land  and  flats,  ebiefiy  with  gravel,  to  be  transported 
in  railroad  cars,  from  a  lot  of  land  belonging  to  the  Cify,  situated  in 
Dedbam.  A  poi&n  of  the  apace  near  the  sea-wall  was  to  be  filled  with 
do<^  or  maish  mnd,  intended  as  a  dyke  to  exclnde  tbe  tide  water. 

Another  object  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Evans  was  to  obtain  a  supply 
of  gravel  for  the  grading  of  Tremont  street  and  other  streets  in  the  south- 
erly part  of  the  ct^.  For  the  attunment  of  these  objects,  it  was  stipu- 
lated with  Mr.  Evans  in  the  said  contract,  that  he  would  enter  mto  so 
engagement  with  the  Boston  and  Providence  Eailroad  Corporation  for 
the  transport  of  the  gravel  reqnued  over  that  road,  and  over  a  branch 
railroad  to  be  constructed  by  him  at  his  own  expense,  leading  from  the 
11 
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Bocdnn  and  Providenoe  Railroad  to  die  said  South  fiaj,  under  tlw  pn- 
riaons  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  paeeed  April  13,  1847.  He  wu 
also  bound  to  fnmiBh  the  materials  for  the  ooDstrnetion  of  the  said  »!■ 
mad,  and  with  the  erception  of  the  gravel  to  be  obtained  from  the  Ci^ 
lands  in  Dedham,  to  punish  all  the  materials  for  the  filling  np  and  glid- 
ing of  the  aaid  lands.  Mr.  Evans  also  oorenanted  to  {ovvide,  at  his  on 
charge,  the  necessary  railroad  cars,  motive  power,  tempcwy  tracks,  and 
all  other  materials  and  implements  necessaij  for  the  acoompliahment  ot 
Ae  work  ;  to  keep  the  said  tre«^  and  machinery  in  repair,  and  to  sm 
the  City  hamtless  from  all  claims  for  damagea  Bu&bred  by  any  penons  in 
oonsaquence  of  the  interference  of  the  said  opera^one  with  the  pnbhc 
highways.  It  was  stipulated  alao,  that  a  proper  supply  of  gravel  EJMHild 
be  deposited  by  him  at  convenient  points  along  the  temporary  tttida  li 
the  branch  rmlroad,  for  the  porpose  of  filling  np,  grading  and  repaiiing  of 
other  streets  in  the  City,  to  be  removed-  by  carts  to  '^mXR  in  «hieli  it 
might  be  raqoirad. 

In  oonaiderft^n  of  oil  the  work  thna  engaged  to  be  done  by  Ur. 
Evans,  and  of  the  liabihties  assnmed  by  him,  including  the  filling  np 
and  gradmg  of  the  six^'^even  and  a  half  acres  of  marsh  lands  and  flats ; 
inoluding  also  the  eight  hundred  and  mxty-nine  fset  of  sea-wall,  and  the 
driving  of  piles  for  the  foundations  thereof;  together  with' the  building 
of  tiie  branch  lailroad,  and  purchasing  t^  materials  therefor,  and  pn- 
curing  at  his  own  charge  the  use  of  the  Bostoa  and  PiovidMiee  Btilnad 
irith  the  neoessiuy  motive  power,  and  supplying  the  necenaiy  ga-fi 
oars  and  other  madiines  and  implements,  and  for  the  liability  aaosied 
by  him  of  making  compensation  for  all  damages  sustained  by  any  po- 
BOns  by  reason  of  the  works  so  to  be  carried  on  by  him,  t^  City  ean> 
nanted  on  its  part  as  the  sole  compensation  for  the  work  bo  to  be  dow, 
the  materials  and  facilities  to  be  furnished,  the  expenses  inenned  and  tlw 
Utilities  assumed,  to  pay  him  for  all  the  gravel  and  dock  <w  marsh  mod 
which  sbonld  be  ay  supplied  for  either  of  the  said  purposes,  attitnU 
of  twenty-eight  eentt/or  each  cubic  yard,  the  gravel  to  be  eatimaled  by 
measurameut  in  ezcavaldon,  and  the  dock  or  marsh  mod  to  be  paid  fei 
by  measurement  m  the  scows  in  which  it  should  be  delivered.  This  em- 
tract  was  based  on  a  specification  of  the  proposed  wi»k,  for  iriiioh  tsdi 
were  invited  by  publio  advertisement,  Mr.  Evans  having  proved  tbe 
lowest  bidderfor  the  contract. 

Shortly  after  the  execution  of  the  said  ocmtnct,  Mr.  Evan*  btmd  him- 
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Mlf  unable  to  make  an  arraDgoment  with  the  BosUm  and  Providance 
Bulroad  Company  for  the  tniiuportatioii  of  Ute  gravel  otct  that  road,  on 
terms  whioh  would  enable  him  to  fulfil  hia  engagement  with  the  Cit; 
withont  heavy  loss.  He  in  oonEeqnenoe  made  an  applicatioD  to  the  Gi^ 
Gonndl  for  snoh  a  change  of  his  contract  as  wonld  pennit  him  to  anil 
liimeelf  of  an  advtntageoaB  atrangemont  whioh  he  was  able  to  make  for 
taking  the  gravel  from  another  locality  bordering  on  the  Old  Colony 
Bulrood,  and  transporting  it  oyer  that  road,  and  over  a  branch  oonnectod 
tfaerewitb,  to  be  bnilt  at  his  coat,  leading  bctobb  the  South  Bay,  directly 
to  the  lands  to  be  filled  np  and  graded.  To  anthoriie  this  change  in  the 
mode  of  ezecnting  the  work  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  not  only  the  aBsent 
rf  the  City  Conno'd  to  a  change  of  the  contract,  bat  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
latnre  of  the  Commonwealth  to  authorize  tbe  building  of  the  requisite 
Bmnoh  Bailnmd  aoroaa  the  navigable  waters  of  the  South  Bay.  To 
indnoe  the  City  Conncil  to  assent  to  the  change,  Mr.  Evans  proposed  to 
foniish  the  gravel  at  his  ovm  cost,  from  land  to  be  pnrchased  by  him, 
and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and  was  prepeied  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  directors  of  that  Bailroad  to  furnish  the 
neeaeaary  motive  power  for  transporting  it  over  their  own  road,  and  over 
the  proposed  bnnch  to  the  place  of  deposit. 

Tbe  City  Counoil,  on  the  reoommends^n  of  the  Committee  on  Fublie 
Lands,  assented  to  the  ofaange,  having  ui  tbe  meantime  adopted  on  their 
recommendatifHi  an  important  change  in  tbe  plan  of  the  wcwk  to  be  exe- 
oated,  by  which  tax  docks  were  to  be  snbetitated  for  a  part  of  the  oon- 
tmuooB  sea-wall  described  in  tbe  original  contract  On  a  joint  application 
of  the  parties  to  the  Le^lature,  an  not  was  obtained  Buthori;ung  tbe 
Qcoutmction  of  the  neoessory  bnnoh  railroad,  leading  firom  the  lands  to 
be  filled  up  —  to  be  construotad  in  a  sobstan^  manner  on  piles  aerosa 
the  South  Bay,  to  be  furnished  with  two  draws  fbr  tbe  passage  of  vusels, 
and  to  oonneot  at  a  convenient  point  with  the  Old  Colony  Bailroad. 
3%ia  branch  railroad,  including  tbe  bridge,  was  much  more  espenmve 
than  that  which  bad  been  {deposed  in  the  orginal  oontanot  fbr  forming  a 
connecdon  with  the  I^videnoe  Bulroad,  bnt  it  was  for  tbe  interest  of 
Mr.  Evans  to  submit  to  the  expense,  in  consideration  of  his  more  advafa- 
tageons  contaact  fbr  the  motive  power,  and  the  uae  of  tbe  Old  Colony 
Bailroad  for  the  transpratation  of  tbe  gravel. 

A  new  contract  was  executed  on  the  17th' of  April,  1S48,  in  which

It  appears  to  Uie  nndendgned  tbat  matoiial  ohingea  ia  the  muna  d 
exeoatioD  of  neirljr  all  the  vroA  wbioli  now  remains  to  be  dtxie  an  in- 
dispensable for  BToiding  unneceBsuy  expense  and  tor  inaoring  the  hoi 
disposition  of  the  property.  The  importeDt  obaaga  adopted  in  1S4S,  oa 
the  recommendatioii  of  the  Committee  of  PnUio  Lands,  as  above  staled, 
by  which  it  was  determined  to  enhstitnte  for  a  eontinnoiu  seft-wall  along 
the  OommiaaoneTs'  line,  mx  docks,  extending  from  the  sud  line  to  i 
depth  varying  from  310  feet  by  the  most  northerly,  to  220  by  the  mut 
sootherly  of  the  said  docks,  ia  oonceiTed  to  be  a  highly  nadul  and  is- 
portant  one.  There  ia  reason  to  believe  that  if  the  entire  space  witlua 
the  wall  had  been  filled,  in  tJie  manner  propoaed  in  the  first  contnet,  by 
damping  gravel  from  the  railroad  traok,  and  by  gradnally  removing  tha 
track  towards  the  wall,  the  wall  wonld  have  been  overthrown  by  tbs 
weight  of  pressure  npon  it  in  spite  of  any  precaution  which  oonld  have 
been  used  to  guard  against  it.  It  is  believed  also  tbat  independently  c( 
this  oonaderation  the  construction  of  these  dooks  with  two  large  wbams 
between  them  of  about  »  hundred  feet  each  in  width,  on  the  danwl, 
irill  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  property,  compared  wi^  what  ft 
would  have  possessed  had  it  a  water  part  on  the  channel  only. 

So  folly  are  the  imdenngned  peranaded  that  the  value  of  the  proper^ 
is  increased  by  the  ooaetraotion  of  the  uz  docks  already  decided  npoa, 
that  they  reoommend  that  the  line  of  docks  should  be  extended  to  the 
Bozbury  line,  by  the  oonstmotion  of  six  other  docks,  each  diminiflbing 
Buooesfflvely  in  depth,  measuring  from  the  Commissioners*  line,  so  that 
the  moat  eontliem  dock  shall  be  of  a  depth  of  a  hundred  feet,  and  Cbt 
most  northerly  of  the  proposed  additional  docks  abont  200  feet  By 
this  appropriation  of  the  tract  of  land  next  adjoining  the  channel,  about 
150,000  square  feet  wonld  be  embraced  in  the  twelve  docka  in  addi^ 
to  one  already  oonetracted  at  the  termination  of  Maiden  Bb«et  extended; 
and  eapposing  a  hundred  fset  in  width  beyond  the  head  of  the  docks  to 
be  BppTO[»iated  to  the  wharvea  and  the  space  between  each  two  ioAt, 
to  be  equally  divided  into  two  wharves,  there  votdd  be  twentyfiw 
wharves,  vaiying  m  dimensionB  from  20,000  to  40,000  square  feet  eat^ 
exolnfuve  of  the  adjoining  dockg.  Such  a  disposition  of  this  part  of  tbs 
land  to  be  filled  up,  it  is  believed,  will  render  titaax  man  avaikUe  in  iff- 
creasing  the  btudness  fiwUtties  of  die  Oi^,  and  at  the  same  time  mote 
productive  as  solablo  property,  than  any  other  dtspoeition  that  can  be 
made  of  Aem. 
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For  tbe  purpose  of  fiirtber  ineteasng  the  ralne  of  ihe  whairoB  so 
proposed  to  be  consbnoted,  aitd  also  of  leaderiog  tbem  more  Bafe  against 
tbe  failnie  of  the  wall  facing  on  the  channel,  and  at  the  same  dme  pro- 
TKling  for  a  greater  depth  of  water  than  ooold  be  preaerred,  if  the  wall 
were  built  immediately  upon  the  (^ommisuonerB'  line,  it  is  recommended 
Hiat  the  front  of  each  wharf  to  tiie  extent  of  thir^  feet  in  width  from 
this  line,  sboold  be  bnilt  upon  Btiong  oak  piles,  sorronnded  b;  a  sub- 
stantial capping  and  a  coTering  of  gravel.  It  U  proposed  that  the  walls 
to  the  rear  of  this  frontage  of  pie  wharf  shall  be  supported  by  braoes 
from  the  piles  of  the  wharf,  bedde  resting  with  a  broad  base  upon  pilee 
firmlj  driven,  with  a  snbetantial  ballasting  in  the  rear.  Snch  a  atraotnn 
in  front  will  admit  of  the  deepening  of  the  channel,  without  hamrding 
the  stability  of  the  wharrea.  It  is  proposed,  therefore,  for  the  purpose 
t^  giving  addidoual  value  to  these  wharves,  and  at  the  same  time  im- 
proring  the  navigation  to  the  Boxbniy  line,  to  excavate  the  channel  for  a 
vridth  of  a  hondred  feet  along  the  whole  line  of  wharves  and  docks,  to  a 
depth  of  four  feet  below  tiie  level  of  tlie  present  channeL  The  mud  eo 
removed  in  the  ezcavatjon  will  be  dispmod  of  in  filling  in  the  reai  of  t^ 
front  wall  of  the  wharves,  and  of  the  side  wall  of  the  docks. 

For  the  purpose  <£  insniing  the  stability  of  the  ade  walls  of  the  docks, 
it  is  propoaad  to  bnild  them  of  large  stones  resting  on  five  lines  of  piles, 
each  with  a  base  of  twelve  feet  in  width,  diminishing  ouifiinnly  in  width 
to  the  top,  and  Bunnoanted  with  a  coping  In  no  part  less  than  three  feet  In 
width.  In  the  rear  of  the  dde  and  front  walls  of  all  the  wharves,  it  is 
proposed  to  place  a  heavy  ballast  of  small  stone,  and  to  fill  in  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  with  dock  mud,  proceeding  from  the  wall  in  a  manner  to  pre> 
Tent  the  pressure  of  the  mud  against  the  base  of  the  walls. 

This  mode  of  construction  will  make  it  necessary  to  remove  the  whole 
of  the  sea-wall  built  along  the  Oommissioners'  line  iffeviooaly  to  1848, 
f^om  the  moErt  southerly  proposed  wharf  to  the  most  Dortberly  one  erected 
by  Hr.  Evans,  and  which,  it  is  believed,  is  pennanently  built.  The  pn^ 
posed  {nla  whaif  and  tha  entrance  to  tbe  doeks  will  occupy  the  place  of 
the  present  wall,  and  the  stones  to  be  removed  will  be  used  in  the  con- 
•buction  of  the  new  wall,  at  a  ^stance  of  thirty  feet  firom  the  present 
line.  It  is  computed  that  the  expense  of  building  tbe  new  wall  by  the 
use  of  these  msterials,  together  vritb  the  expense  of  removal  of  the  ballast 
and  Ae  piles  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove,  will  be  equal  to  the 
cost  of  a  new  wall  firom  new  materials  fiumshed  for  tbe  purpose. 
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It  is  thongfat  b^the  undersigned  that  some  cfaangea  msy  be  adnnta- 
geoosly  made  in  the  laying  out  of  tbe  sfcraelH  within  the  traet  at  land  thni 
to  be  filled  up  and  graded  vith  a  view  to  a  more  convenient  ndaptation  of 
them  to  the  profitable  appropriation  of  it  to  the  conBtniotion  of  docks  aad 
wWroa.  Bnt  as  these  changes  will  not  afEect  the  contract  now  proposed 
tn  be  made,  tliey  may  be  reserved  for  fiitnre  consideration  and  inqnity. 
There  is,  however,  one  improvement  which  they  beg  leave  to  sorest, 
and  they  recommend  that  measoros  be  taken  for  carrying  it  into  effect. 
In  any  arrangement  which  may  be  made  of  the  streets,  tbat  which  is 
designated  on  the  existing  plan  of  the  said  lands  as  Albany  ^leet,  in- 
tended to  be  s  continuation  of  Albany  street,  now  running  the  whcde 
length  of  the  Sonth  Gove,  will  become  a  most  important  street,  and  one 
of  the  principal  thorongfaferes  in  the  sontberly  part  of  the  city.  It  will 
be  important,  tberafbre,  that  it  ahoald  be  extended  to  Dorchester,  and  he 
connected  with  Davis  and  East  streets,  two  streets  already  much  trav- 
elled, leading  throngh  the  easterly  part  of  Boxbuiy  to  Dorchester.  To 
admit  of  a  continuation  of  this  street,  it  will  bo  necessary  to  erect  a 
bridge  across  the  Boxbnry  Canal,  with  a  draw  for  the  passage  of  vessels, 
for  which  llie  authority  of  a  Legislative  act  will  be  reqolred.  It  is  recom- 
mended, if  this  suggestion  he  approved,  that  an  application  be  made  to 
the  Legislatoro  at  the  pr^ent  session  for  anthority  to  erect  such  a  bridge. 

The  nodeingDed  having  agreed  to  recommend  the  completion  of  the 
work,  whenever  it  shall  take  place,  in  confbnnity  wilih  the  plan  tboTe 
described  and  more  distinctly  delineated  in  a  drawing  therewith  exhitnt- 
ed,  submitted  the  same  to  Mr.  Evans,  with  a  request  that  he  wonid  nante 
the  most  &Torable  terms  on  which  he  would  enter  into  a  contract  in  a 
form  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  with  proper  condi- 
tions and  covenants  to  insure  its  futhful  execution,  and  on  the  cooditioii 
that  the  contract  of  April  17,  1847,  shall  be  cancelled,  and  all  oHlga- 
tione  and  liabilitieB  aridng  under  it  ceaee. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  specifioatious  on  which  the  contract  irill  be 
based  shall  requiro  Mr.  Evans  to  excavate  a  channel  along  the  whob 
front  of  the  City's  land  on  the  South  Bay,  one  hundred  feet  wide,  and 
to  a  depth  of  fbur  leet  below  the  present  channel ;  that  he  shall  build  a 
substantial  wharf  in  a  manner  specially  described,  for  insuring  its  strength 
and  durability,  and  to  enable  it  to  give  support  to  the  wall  in  rear  of  it, 
(o  bo  thirty  fbet  in  width  extending  along  the  front  of  all  the  wharves 
proposed  to  be  bnilt,  with  the  exception  of  the  most  northerly  one,  to  be 
supported  on  large  oak  piles,  firmly  driven,  and  Bormoonted  with  timbtf 
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and  a  OOTering  of  gravel,  making  67,380  feet  of  wharf.  He  shall  boili 
mbstantial  vails  of  BtonsB  of  large  dimeonoDS,  and  in  a  mannei  to  ^» 
apeoified,  along  t^e  heads  of  the  serenl  vharves  and  also  aroimd  tb* 
three  aidea  of  the  twelve  docks,  ezoept  the  parts  already  laid  by  him, 
making  a  lineal  extent  of  wall  of  6,799  feet.  The  walls  anond  tba 
docks  to  be  of  a  width  of  twelve  feet  at  the  baae,  leating  on  five  rowa  of 
piles,  diminishing  lo  three  feet  at  the  top,  and  to  be  covered  with  a 
ooping  well  clamped,  not  leaa  than  tiiree  feet  in  width,  and  the  walls  in 
lear  of  the  }ule  wharf  to  be  ten  fM  wide  at  tJie  base,  three  feet  at  the 
top,  and  on  fonr  rows  ot  jnlee ;  the  present  walls  along  tbe  froot  line,  as 
&r  as  the  pile  wharf  shall  extend,  to  be  removed,  and  the  materials  to  be 
used  in  the  constmction  of  the  new  wall,  and  a  heavy  ballasting  of  stone 
to  be  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  wall,  of  an  extent  to  be  spedfied. 

He  shall  famish  and  deliver  all  the  gravel  and  mud  which  shall  be 
required  to  fill  the  entire  space  within  the  walls,  and  between  them  and 
Harrison  Avenue,  to  the  level  of  Albany  street,  or  the  level  of  dxteen 
feet  above  low  water  mark,  to  be  placed  in  the  manner  specified ;  he 
shall  do  all  the  work  to  the  satia&ction  of  the  City  Engineer,  shall  goar- 
autee  that  alt  the  wall  shall  stand  firmly  for  one  year,  and  shall  complete 
the  whole  work  by  the  end  of  October,  18S4. 

On  this  specification  Mr.  Evans  will  contract  to  execute  the  whole 
work,  famish  all  the  materials,  and  take  all  the  liatnlities  speaufied  in  the 
fbrmer  contract,  for  the  sura  of  three  hundred  and  Mxt]/-otu  thotaand 
fovr  hundred  and  tu>enti/-<me  doSan.  The  above  sum  added,  to  the 
expenditure  already  made  on  the  South  Bay,  together  with  tlie  snm, 
$63,937,  pud  for  land,  will  make  the  entire  cost  of  the  huida  t^ns  filled 
ap,  measuring  2,940,300  feet,  vrith  the  adjoining  docks  and  wharves, 
(the  land  being  graded  to  the  level  of  Albany  street,  and  laid  out  in 
street^  ready  Gir  sale  and  fi>r  the  erection  of  bmldiugs,)  about  $600,000. 

This  will  be  equal  to  an  average  of  about  twenty-one  oenta  per  sqnaie 
foot  fbr  the  whole  tract,  and  twenty-six  and  one-half  cents  per  foot  for 
the  land,  wharves  and  docks,  exclusive  of  the  streets. 

The  undersigned,  without  entering  into  any  diaooseion  of  the  policy 
originally  adopted  of  filling  up  and  improving  this  territory,  and  withont 
ofiering  any  opimcn  relative  thereto,  have  confined  themselves  munly  to 
ft  consideration  of  the  existing  elate  ofHangi,  and  the  best  method  to  be 
pnrsoed  in  order  to  bring  this  great  property  into  an  available  podtjon. 
Whether  the  work  shall  be  completed  or  not  at  die  present  time,  the

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City  Oonnoil  must  d«dde.     Bat  it  is  obTknu  that  Ha  qnealioa  rf  anh 
pteting  uid  bringing  into  an  anulable  ntnatkn  s  propeiij  npon  whidi » 
large  amoant  of  monsj  has  been  expended,  invidves  Teij  di&erent  ooD- 
aiderationB  from  the  question  of  oommenoing  Booh  a  vork  anew. 
All  which  is  reepeotfull^  submitted.

BRIEF  RECAPITTJLATION 

Of  the  Secommendationt  eontained  tn  Ihe  Stpori  qftha  Commimoiun 

to  invatigaU  the  tubjeet  of  the  Caniract  with  WiUUm  Soamt, 

To  THB  Honorable  Bbhjamin  Sb*tbb,  Haiob,  amd  Cbktbmji  or 

TBI  COHHTTTBR  OF  TUB  OlTT  COUNCIL  ON  FuBUO  LaNDS. 

SiB,  —  We  have  been  requested  to  present,  for  the  information  d  the 
Common  Council,  a  brief  recapitulation  of  the  lecommendatioDH  contained 
in 'the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  who  were  appointed  under  an  order 
of  the  City  ConncU  passed  on  the  21st  of  January  last  The  dn^  widi 
which  they  were  intrusted  was  "  to  investigate  the  sabject  of  the  oontiad 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  William  Evans,  respecting  the  filling  np 
of  the  Public  Lands,  and  all  the  facts  and  circnmatauces  in  relation  to 
the  same,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  public  lands  under  the  eud 
contract,  with  instructions  to  report  fiiUy  to  the  said  Committee." 

It  was  nndentood  by  the  Coramisaonera  that  the  principal  objects  of 
their  appointment  were  to  ascertain  the  best  method  of  completing  the 
important  improvements  of  the  City  lands  in  the  South  Bay,  and  at  iba 
same  time  of  settling  all  questions  which  may  arise  between  the  Ci^  aod 
the  said  William  Evans,  under  the  contract  of  April  17tb,  1848.  Some 
decision  of  the  City  government  on  the  first  branch  of  this  ioquiiy  has 
become  indispensable,  before  the  work  in  the  South  Bay  can  be  carried 
much  farther ;  and  the  other  subject  is  necessarily  connected  with  this, 
because  the  contract  cannot  be  fully  executed,  until  the  mode  of  com- 
pleting the  improvement  shall  be  detennined. 

The  contract  referred  to  is  of  a  somewhat  peculiar  character.  Its  ob- 
ject was  to  convert  into  solid  land,  snltable  for  streets  and  bnilding  loU, 
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a  tract  eqnal  to  a  tenth  port  of  tho  yibcAe  origiiutl  upland  of  the  Oit; 
proper,  oonsistiDg  of  flats  and  mant  lands,  periodioallj  oovered  fa;  the 
tide,  inelnding  the  part  of  the  South  Ba;  lying  between  Harriaon  Ave- 
nne  and  a  sea-wall,  which  had  been  for  the  moat  part  pierionsly  bmlt, 
along  the  Commlsaionen'  line  of  the  haibor, — the  whole  tract  contain- 
ing nearly  three  milliona  of  aqoare  feet.  This  work  was  to  be  done  by 
tnmqKnting  gravel  over  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  and  orer  a  branch 
road  to  be  constmoted  for  the  purpose  across  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
Bay.  This  Mr.  Evans  oontraoted  to  do,  including  the  building,  at  bis 
own  cost,  of  tbe  branob  railroad,  with  two  draws  for  the  passage  of  ves- 
sels, including  also  the  boildlng  of  the  readue  of  the  sea-waU  of  869 
feet,  the  furnishing  of  the  gravel,  and  transporting  it  to  its  plaoe  of  de- 
posit, under  a  contract  with  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  tbe  furnishing  of 
all  other  luaterials  and  labor,  and  bendes  guaranteeing  tbe  Oily  against 
all  oluniB  for  damages  arinng  either  from  coUioons  and  Mradents  on  the 
highways,  or  other  oanses.  Tbe  only  con^deration  be  was  to  receive  ibr 
all  these  servioes  and  liabilities  was,  by  the  tonus  of  the  contract,  to  con^ 
sat  of  a  compensation  of  twenty^ight  cents  per  cubic  yaid  for  the  gravel 
mud  earth  which  should  be  transported  by  him  for  the  filling ;  the  part  of 
the  sea-wall  which  he  was  to  build  being  embraced  in  the  measurement, 
at  tbe  same  rate  per  cubic  yard.  This  mode  of  remuneraliau  made  the 
amount  of  filling  required  an  essential  element  in  the  contract,  as  on  it 
depended  the  snffidenoy  of  the  compensation  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  pre- 
paratory wo^  and  the  necessary  outfit,  on  which  no  separate  price  was 
fixed. 

The  original  oontiaot  with  Evans  provided  for  the  taking  of  the  gravel 
from  tbe  City's  land  bordeiing  on  the  Boston  and  Fiovidenoe  Railroad  in 
Bedham ;  but,  in  consequence  of  being  unable  to  make  a  satisfactoiy 
contract  for  tbe  transport  of  gravel  over  that  railroad,  he  applied  fbr  such 
a  change  of  the  contract  as  would  enable  him  to  bring  tbe  gravel  over  the 
Old  Cokny  Railroad ;  in  oonuderation  of  which  be  agreed  to  famish  the 
gravel  at  his  own  coat,  and  to  build  a  much  more  expenrive  bridge  over 
the  South  Bay.  While  the  negotiation  for  this  change  was  pending,  the 
City  govemmeut  dedded  on  an  important  change  in  tbe  manner  of  filling 
np  a  part  of  the  flats,  by  providing  for  the  conatmodou  of  six  docks  in 
place  of  the  northerly  part  of  the  sea-wallj-by  which  the  extent  of  flats 
to  be  filled  up,  in  the  deepest  part,  was  essentially  curtailed,  and  the 
qnantjty  of  gravel  required  diminiBhed.     On  this  ground  Evans  made  a 
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luge  olum  upon  the  Ci^  for  itjnagea,  in  being  depnTod  of  ft  poHaoa  (rf 
thftt  part  of  hia  oonlnot  on  vMoh  hie  oompensEtum  depended,  wUtfe 
elaim,  with  aome  othen  of  minor  impoitwtoe,  wu  sobmiUed  to  a  aM^ 
ment  hj  arbitration.  On  thia  ckhn  the  deciaon  of  the  utitntm  «m 
ftdverse  to  him,  on  the  ground  that  the  change  resolved  on  waa  known  to 
bim  before  the  new  contnurt  was  conchtded,  and  that  bj  ezecnting  tba 
•CHilnot  he  impliedly  assented  to  it,  if  he  did  not  expnsdy  >pw  to  it. 

He  Communioners  on  a  carefiil  consideratioa  of  tlie  most  adTattl» 
geooB  mode  of  oompleting  this  improTement,  in  reference  both  to  Om  nle- 
able  value  of  the  land,  and  to  the  permanent  valne  of  |voper^  in  tint 
Tioinit^,  from  the  facilities  for  the  tnuiaaotion  of  variona  branohee  c^  bMS- 
iiesa,  having  taken  the  advice  of  persona  oonvenant  with  the  vahw  '«f 
wharf  pnpertf  in  that  part  of  the  City,  were  of  opinion  that  the  ehai^ 
made  in  Ae  original  pUn  of  thia  impiOTement,  providing  for  the  eon- 
stmotioa  of  six  docks,  was  a  very  judicious  one ;  and  that  the  praperif 
wonid  be  still  further  improved  by  extending  tin  line  of  dooks  tiaag 
the  whole  Iraigth  of  the  channel  to  the  Soxhnry  line,  making  six  addi- 
tional  docks.  For  the  purpose  of  still  fMher  inereasing  tbe  valne  of 
the  proper^,  they  agreed  to  recommend,  that  in  plaoe  of  a  waQ  finrnting 
immediately  npon  the  channel,  a  snbetantjal  wharf  on  oak  plea,  and  eo^ 
ered  with  a  strong  oap^nng  and  gravel,  thirty  feet  in  width,  abaold  be 
built  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  channel,  it  being  deemed  eesontial  te 
Bnst«n  the  wall  of  the  wharf  in  rear  of  it ;  and  also  that  the  dmninl 
should  be  deepened  along  the  whole  extent,  at  least  fear  fiMt  below  its 
present  depth,  for  a  width  of  a  hundred  feet  —  the  mod  taken  from  the 
excavation  being  used  in  the  filling  of  the  wharves.  They  leeMnmend 
also  that  the  present  sevwall  shall  be  entirely  removed,  and  the  maters 
als  need  in  the  constmction  of  a  more  substantial  wall  on  a  broadw  base, 
strongly  ballasted  to  secure  its  stability  and  permanency,  both  in  the  rear 
of  the  pile  wharf  and  on  the  ndes  of  all  the  docks.  Tbeee  oxtoinve 
Knee  of  heavy  wall  and  pile  wharf,  with  the  exoavatioa  of  tba  ehann^ 
will  of  course  add  easentially  to  the  cost  of  the  work ;  bat  it  ia  thonghl 
that  the  improved  value  of  the  property  will  be  more  than  eqoiv^ent  to 
the  additional  cost.  The  removal  and  rebuilding  of  the  preaent  set-wall, 
frith  the  exception  of  the  part  of  it  built  under  Evans's  oontraet,  would 
at  any  rate  be  necessary,  as  it  is  manifest  that  it  would  not  stand  against 
the  pressure  of  gnvel  and  mud  filling  apon  dm  inner  nde  of  it,  aod  Hat 
it  would  be  overthrown  to  the  great  injury  oT  the  navigation. 
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For  this  mom  h  ma  kmg  anoe  pereerrad  thti  the  oontnot  of  Mr. 
Braiu  ooold  not  be  etnnplated,  until  provinon  shoold  be  made  tlierefcff, 
hf  nbnilding  die  v>ll  on  a  mTioh  broader  bise,  or  wme  other  <diaiigBB  of 
pUn  adopted ;  u  the  damage,  aiiatng  from  tbe  OTertarmng  of  the  mil, 
woold  be  more  thatt  eqninlent  to  Ae  benefit  of  the  filling.  There  are 
abo  otiher  questions  whioh  will  naturally  aiise  on  the  proper  and  eqnitable 
oonBtnictitm  of  the  oontraet,  in  teliBion  to  the  filling  of  the  vharreB  between 
the  dooks,  and  in  lelatimi  to  the  termination  of  the  eontraot,  wMob  it  ia 
deairable  to  adjust  bj  Tcdontaiy  agreement  between  tbe  parties,  iDetead 
of  a  farther  artiitnittoD ;  eepeoiallj  as  by  siioh  adjostment  any  delay  in 
the  pro0eoiiti<Hi  of  the  work  may  be  obmted.  These  qoeationa  having 
been  stated  by  the  CommisDOnerB  in  their  Beport  somewhat  more  fblly, 
fi>r  the  iofocnutaran  of  the  Gconmittee,  it  was  apprehended  that  a  pnbl^ 
oation  of  the  Beport  befine  their  ndjoBtment  might  pindbly  compromise 
the  rights  of  the  parties,  in  ease  of  the  feilnie  of  an  amicable  settlement, 
and  it  was  therefore  suggested  that  it  might  be  desirable  to  refer  the  anb- 
jeot  to  the  Committee  for  their  decision  without  printing  the  Beport. 

The  GommisBimeis  have  explained  In  th^  Beport,  somewhat  in  detail, 
the  [dan  whioh  they  recommend  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  with  the 
manner  of  exeonting  it,  as  we  hare  endeavored  hriefiy  to  state  it.  lHoM 
plan  was  snbmitted  by  them  to  Mr.  Evans  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  at 
whiidi  he  wonld  contract  to  complete  it,  in  the  oourse  of  the  two  ensning 
seasons.  In  reply  they  received  a  proposition,  which  on  comparison  with 
theb  own  estimate  of  the  cost,  finmded  on  the  best  information  whielt 
they  conid  obtain,  together  with  a  &ir  allowance  for  contingeneies,  with 
the  risks  taken  and  a  reasonable  profit,  was  submitted  to  the  Committee, 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  a  reasonable  one,  but  one  which 
they  always  believed  the  Committee  wonld  feel  bonnd  to  reviae  thonmghly 
before  adopting  it. 

It  was  not  their  intention  to  recommend  to  the  Oommittee  to  close  a 
oontraet  with  Hr.  Evans  on  more  favorable  terms  than  the  beat  which 
coold  be  obtained  irom  any  other  responnble  party,  wbo  would  execute 
it  within  the  same  apaee  of  time ;  nw  do  they  sappoae  that  the  Commit- 
tee wonld  think  of  swarding  it  to  him  on  any  more  favonble  terms. 
Bat  within  those  limits  the  Gommisuoners  were  of  opinion  that  it  wonld 
be  obnously  to  tbe  advantage  of  tiie  City,  to  make  a  new  contract  with 
him,  as  by  so  doing  they  would  oompromise  all  qnesdons  whioh  may  oth- 
erwise arise  nnder  the  old  contract,  and  would  obtun  the  advantage  of 
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haTiDg  the  work  preesed  forward  immediately,  by  a  oontnchn:  ponMsd 
of  all  the  meuiB  for  its  immediate  piooeontioD,  wiUi  a  degree  c^  expoi. 
enoe  in  the  proaeootioii  of  sach  an  enterpiiae  wbioh  few  cxmtnctwR  pM- 
aesH,  Bad  with  an  energy  and  pmdenoe  in  guarding  agunst  atmdoiti,  d 
which  he  has  given  satisfactoiy  proof.  It  may  be  deemed,  also,  an  ad£- 
tional  reasou  for  oontddering  the  terms  on  which  he  is  drilling  to  exeeota 
die  oontzaot,  before  coring  it  to  other  oratnotras,  tliat  it  is  obrioiu  Ikm 
hie  being  in  possesion  of  the  gravel  ouh  and  other  means  for  the  {rae- 
cation  of  the  work,  on  which  he  most  sostun  a  heavy  loes  usleflB  the;  nt 
thna  employed,  that  it  will  be  for  his  interest  te  elose  a  cmtiact  <n  mon 
favorable  terms  than  would  indnoe  any  other  party  to  ondertcke  it ;  and 
that  he  would  be  likely  to  execute  any  oontraot  which  be  would  now 
make,  with  less  risk  of  fiulora,  and  in  a  shorter  period  of  time,  thin  uj 
person  not  already  experienced  in  this  description  of  work.

In  Common  Council,  June  16, 1853. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  in  pursuance  of  an 
order  adopted  in  City  Connail,  the  9th  ultimo,  inBtmcdng  said  Committee 
to  report  in  print  a  detailed  ettimate  of  the  probable  coat  of  filling  the 
territoi;  owned  by  the  City  in  the  South  Bay,  to  a  suitable  olevafion 
above  tide  water,  including  the  cost  of  docks  and  pieis,  conformably  to  a 
plan  vhioh  they  have  lately  submitted  to  the  Ci^  Council;  also,  to 
report,  in  delait,  the  probable  cost  of  filling  that  portion  of  sud  tenitoi; 
lying  north  of  Brookline  street  extended  to  the  CommiBsioner's  line,  and 
completing  the  docks  and  piers  in  the  same  ;  and  what  portion  of  this 
work,  or  of  that  upon  the  whole  territory,  it  is  expedient  to  complete  at 
diis  time,  and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  bare  given  the  subject  due  atten- 
tion, and  respectfall;  submit  Ute  following  Ileport : 

That,  immediatel;  on  the  subject  being  committed  to  them,  they  re- 
ferred the  whole  matter  to  a  Sub-Committee,  connsting'  of  Messrs. 
Adams,  Beal,  and  ^Iton,  who  caused  a  sarre;  to  be  made  of  the  whole 
territtny  owned  by  the  City  in  the  South  Bay,  in  order  lo  ascertain 
thereby  how  much  of  said  temtoiy  has  been  filled  up  agreeably  to  the 
plan  contemplated  in  the  Evans  contract,  and  how  much  of  the  same 
remains  to  be  done. 

It  appean  tliat  2,275,000  sq^nare  feet  have  been  filled  to  an  average 
elevation  of  fourteen  feet  above  tide  water,  and  that  the  actual  cost  of  the 
same  amounts  to  227,837^/^  dollars,  which  sum  the  Supennteodent  of 
Public  Lands  informs  the  Committee  has  been  disbursed  as  follows : — >

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Tbe  foregoing  statemeiit  and  estimates  ahow  Aftt  the  oonsdnaUo  san 
ci  9227,000  baa  already  been  expended,  and  to  eompiels  the  propoaed 
imjHOTementa  npon  the  whole  tenitoiy,  conforiBablj  to  a  plan  latelj 
leoommended  to  the  Counoil,  it  will  coat  the  additional  sum  of  aaj  $242,- 
000  ;  or  sfaonld  the  proposed  pile  whaif  and  the  proposed  eleTation  of  the 
grade  of  the  whole  traot  be  dispensed  with,  the  additional  oost  would  be 
rednced  to  the  snm  of  about  $177,000. 

'  That  portion  lying  north  of  Brookline  street,  ean-  be  jsompleted  for 
$112,000,  or  if  completed  so  &r  as  to  construot  at  present  bat  three  <^ 
the  «z  dooka,  the  cost  will  be  reduced  to  less  than  $60,000. 

The  inTestment  of  so  large  a  sum  as  $227,000,  makes  it  of  preemi- 
nent importance  that  the  premises  should  be,  ts  soon  oa  posnble,  ren- 
dered aTiulable,  and  oontribnting  to  the  financial  a&aits  of  the  Gitj. 

The  Citf  has  ta^en  the  position  that  the  contract  with  Mi.  Erans 
expired  by  limitation  on  the  first  day  of  Febmaiy  last,  consequently  all 
work  is  now  suspended,  and  the  territory  remains  in  ao  unfinished  con- 
dition. 

As  to  what  portion  of  this  work  it  is  expedient  to  cwnplete  at  this 
time,  the  Committee  unanimooaly  recommend  that  a  contract  be  con- 
cluded for  oompleting  such  portions  as  will  render  the  section  lying  nrath 
of  Brookline  street  avulable  for  immediate  occupancy.  They  would 
have  such  docks  and  pieis  couBtmoted,  and  the  premises  put  iu  Euch  ccit- 
dition,  aa  will  invite  the  attention  of  parties  seeking  localities  &vorably 
adapted  for  die  transaction  of  Tarious  meohanieal  brauohes  of  boainess. 

When  tbis  sootion  shall  have  been  otmipleted,  it  will  appear  wbellnr  it 
is  expedient  to  proceed  to  complete  the  remaining  porliou  of  the  teiiitory, 
and  whether  any  and  what  changes  from  the  oiiguial  plan  shall  be 
adopted  in  such  eompletiou. 

In  conclnsion,  the  Committee  do  farther  recommend  that  the  whde 
subject  matter,  with  the  estimates  herewith  submitted,  be  referred  to  the 
FubUo  Land  Commissioners,  wkh  antiiority  to  decide,  after  they  shall 
have  carefoUy  investigated  the  subject,  upon  the  best  plan  for  oompleting 
the  improremeuts  on  that  portion  lying  north  of  Brookline  atreet,  and 
then  proceed  to  conclude  a  contract  with  such  person  or  persons  as  they 
may  select,  who  will  cuter  into  coreuant  with  snScient  Beonrity  to  bith- 
fully  perform  the  work  and  warrant  the  same  for  a  reasonable  lime. 
All  of  which  is  respeotfnlly  submitted.

TBI  CITE  OT  BOSTON  : 

The  Boont  of  PabUo  Land  GoiiimiaBionen  reBpeotfulI;  ask  leavs  to 
Report: 

In  Ecooid&QOe  with  tbe  order  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Ooven- 
ment,  pissed  Jnne  1st,  1864,  viz:  — "  Tb&t  the  Bosrd  of  Public  Lud 
CommiswoDers  be  and  they  ire  hereby  authoiiied  and  oapowered  to 
adjust  and  settle  all  claims  and  demands,  matters  in  controversy,  soiti 
and  references,  between  tbe  City  of  Boston  and  WiUiam  Evans,  and  to 
make  a  new  ocxitract  with  the  said  Evans ;  or,  if  it  can  be  done  with 
equal  safety,  and  on  terms  more  satja&ctory  and  advantageoos  fbr  tbe 
inteiest  of  the  Oity,  to  make  saoh  ooatnot  with  any  otbra  pai^  for  lbs 
oompletion  of  the  sea-wall,  and  fillmg  and  preparing  for  sale  tbe  Sootb 
Bay  lands,  so  called,  and  for  gravel  and  earth  fillbg,  to  be  delivered  at 
oertain  points,  tn  be  apeoified  in  sacb  contract." 

Af1«r  a  laborious  and  protracted  investigation  of  the  sobject  refened 
to  them,  the  Commisdonera  have  deemed  it  best  for  the  interest  of  tbe 
City  to  await  tbe  final  award  of  the  arbitrators,  (Messrs.  Bartlett,  Hib 
and  Crane,)  to  whom  the  whole  subject  in  dispute  hss  been  previoiui; 
referred. 

A.  very  conmderable  difierenco  of  opinion  existed  among  the  memben 
of  the  Board,  respecting  the  ezt«nt  lo  which  they  should  proceed,  in  en- 
deavoring to  effect  the  desired  settlement,  hat  in  view  of  the  exorbitut 
snm  demanded  by  Mr.  Evans  in  liquidation  of  his  claims,  togetber  with 
the  grave  donht  entertained  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  reapwtii^ 
their  power  to  take  any  action  in  the  premiaes,  so  long  as  the  awtid  of 
the  arbitntois  renuuned  in  oboyauoe,  tbe  Commissioners  decided  to  tik« 
no  further  steps  in  the  premises. 

The  Gommisnoners,  however,  have  made  personal  ezamiDation  i^  the 
South  Bay  loads,  and  the  plans  which  have  been  proposed  for  impnmag 
the  same,  and  ooosideriDg  tbe  relative  poutioa  of  this  tenittny  to  tbe 
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ImanesB  and  wante  of  tbe  City,  u  well  as  its  relatum  to  the  neighboring 
Gitj  of  Boxlmry,  the  Bo&rd  of  Gomminioners  have  detonniued  upon 
the  expediency  of  making  oertun  geographical  ohangee  in  the  original 
plan  of  improTement,  —  chiefly  in  nlatioa  to  the  position  and  directum 
of  the  atreeta, — bnt  abo  aa  to  the  disporilitai  of  the  proposed  wharrea. 

The  ekaogea  in  the  laying  out  of  the  Sonth  Bay  lands,  proposed  by 
the  Commiataonera,  oonsist,  — 

Firit — In  looating  Albany  atreet  pai&llel  to  Harrison  Avenne,  and 
about  aix  hundred  feet  therefrom. 

Second — In  locating  all  the  cross  streets  at  right  angles  irith  the 
ahore  mentioned  streets. 

This  disposition  of  the  streets  makea  the  lota,  on  l^t  mde  of  Harrison 
Avenne,  geneiaUy  reotangnlar;  vhereas,  by  the  former  laying  ont,  more 
than  half  of  these  lots  vonld  be  inegidaT. 

Albany  street,  in  this  new  pontion,  will  lead  directly  into  Davis  street 
in  Boxbnry,  one  of  the  leading  streets  of  that  city,  extending  in  the 
same  direction ;  and,  when  completed  thronghoat,  will  become  a  beantifhl 
and  important  avenna,  leading  &om  one  of  the  great  thonmgh&rea  of 
Boxhnry  and  its  Ticinity,  to  that  important  bnainess  section,  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  mty  proper. 

This,  when  finished,  will  materially  Telieve  the  Other  avennea  leading 
in  the  same  direetion,  which  are,  at  present,  bo  greatly  thronged.  Agun, 
this  charaot«r  of  Albany  street  will  react  npon  the  valne  of  the  eetates 
in  it»  Ticinity,  and  will  donbly  pay  the  City  and  others,  owners  of  the 
oontignona  estates,  for  the  reqnhed  expenditure  in  establishing  so  im- 
pOTtant,  and  at  the  same  time,  so  ornamental  a  public  way. 

Having  decided  upon  the  geographical  features  of  the  proposed  im- 
provement, and  having  comndered  the  imperfect  character  of  the  present 
wharf  walla,  resulting  mainly  from  the  inaofficiency  of  the  foundations, 
the  Gommianoners  snbmitted  their  views  to  the  Ci^  Engineer,  wUh  the 
request  that  he  would  have  the  neoesBary  examination  of  the  premises 
made,  and  would  fiimish  Bpecifications,  in  detml,  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  wharves,  retuning  walls,  pile  work,  &c.,  should  he  constmoted,  so 
as  to  secure  a  permanent  stability  in  the  aeveral  structures,  and  prevent 
their  encroachment  npon  the  docks,  or  upon  the  public  waters  beyond 
the  harbor  Une. 

Pnrsnant  to  these  requests,  the  Gity  Engineer  had  the  premises  exam- 
ined, and  the  parts  im  which  it  was  proposed  to  erect  retuning  walls

properly  aoanded,  to  aaoertftin  the  Jeptli  Kod  oWMter  at  the  mnd ;  ind 
having  satisfied  himself  ae  to  the  probable  reqniritea  for  a  eoiuble  finmd*- 
tkm  for  the  propoeed  BtruotoreB,  fomiabed  the  proper  Bpedficattou  fcff 
the  work. 

These  apeoificatioDS,  together  with  the  woiting  plana  (also  Amii^ed 
by  the  City  Eo^aeer,)  were  sabmitted  to  Hr.  ETaoa,  with  th»  reqneit 
that  be  would  tander  to  the  City  tbrongb  this  Board,  propoMb  <^  pieei 
for  drang  the  work  according  to  these  spe<»ieat»«B;  said  prapoo^  if 
accepted  by  the  City,  to  include  a  cancelling  of  bis  fenner  ocutrMt.  Thn 
GommiaaiaDeTs  also  Teqneeted  Mr.  Evana,  at  the  same  time,  to  piopoee 
oonditione  tat  canoelling  his  original  contract,  on  the  eappodtion  that  the 
City  shonld  not  be  able  to  agree  with  him  aa  to  the  teima  of  a  new  ooih 
tract  for  finishing  this  improrement. 

The  Commissiouera  also  submitted  copies  of  the  apecificaUooa,  and 
exhibited  the  plans  to  other  gentlemen  converaant  with  operations  of  this 
kind,  reqoesting  tbem  also  to  make  proposals  for  the  work.  In  re[dy  to 
these  eommnnications,  the  CommiBaioaers  recdved  propoealB  fiwn  Hr. 
Evans  and  two  other  gentlemen. 

The  answer  of  JSx.  Evans  to  the  first  proportion  was  a  pK^ioea]  to 
complete  the  ;nork  according  to  the  plana  and  ^teeifioationa  exhibited, 
for  the  snm  of  ($525,524,)  Five  hundred  and  twenly-five  thonsand,  five 
hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  —  while  an  equally  responsikle  pai^ 
ofiered  to  do  the  same  work  for  ($402,288,)  making  a  difiraence  in 
amount  offoitut  Mr.  Evans  of  ($123,23S,)  One  hnndred  and  twentj- 
three  thousand,  two  hundred  and  tbir^-six  dollars. 

The  answer  of  Mr.  Evans  to  the  second  propoution  was  a  proposal  to 
exIingniBh  all  his  alleged  claims  agunst  the  City  for  the  sniu  c(  One 
hundred  and  three  thousand  fooi  hnndred  and  thirty-nine  dcdiais, 
($103,439) — a  sum  so  extravagant,  in  the  estimation  of  the  Board, 
BB  to  Tender  them  disinclined  to  attempt  any  farther  settlement  with 
Mr.  Evans,  particularly  as  the  CommiesionoM  were  not  suffidently  cob- 
vinced  of  the  liability  of  the  City  to  Mr.  Evans- 

It  will  thus  he  seen  that  the  first  proposition  of  Mr.  Evans,  although 
including  a  partial  settlement  of  hta  claim  under  the  former  contnel 
with  the  City,  was  very  much  higher  than  the  proposals  of  the  other 
gentlemen,  tmd  far  too  high,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ComnuaioBers,  to 
justify  an  acceptance  of  his  offer,  even  with  the  additional  conndentioD 
of  am  Adjustment  of  the  claims  in  oontroversy  between  hhn  and  the  City. 
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AH  tho  aitinites  i»  higher  tfaui  the  ComminioneTS  hftve  ever  knomi 
to  be  demanded,  previonalj,  for  similar  'work. 

Posably  the  lowest  of  the  estimates  may  bs  nearlj  justified  bj  the 
prrnent  high  price  of  labor  and  materials ;  and  this  consideration  sng- 
geets  tlie  pnprie^  of  pa■^K)mng,  for  the  present,  a  large  part  of  the 
ezpenas  of  the  proposed  improTement  of  this  part  of  the  City  tetritory. 

The  Oomminoaert  are  of  the  opinioii  that  it  is  not  for  the  interest  of 
tte  City,  to  incur,  at  once,  the  expense  of  preparing  the  vhole  of  the 
South  Bay  lands,  fbr  sale  and  oocnponoy. 

The  nnsold  lands  at  the  South  £nd  of  the  City  amount  to  4,600,000 
aqnare  feet-— (more  th&n  100  seres,)  ezcAmva  of  streets ;  about  (me 
half  (tf  this  amount  ties  westerly  of  Harrison  Aveane,  and  is  oonsidered 
in  a  salable  oondidon.  The  other  half  cMuists  of  the  South  Bay  lands ; 
of  this,  the  streete  can  be  graded,  including  Albany  street  and  all  the 
cross  streets  between  it  and  Harrison  Avenije,  and  all  the  lots  situated 
between  these  two  areanes,  amounting  to  abont  three-fifths  of  the  whole 
quantity,  pnt  in  an  eligible  condition  for  sale,  for  a  oompnratirely  small 
expense,  say  one-tenth  part  of  the  cost  of  finishing  the  whole. 

This  will  add  1,300,000  feet  to  the  present  amount  of  salable  lots  in 
that  part  of  the  Oity ;  we  should  then  have,  without  any  material  iu- 
onaae  of  the  City  debt,  8,500,000  feet,  (say  80  acres,)  of  building  lots 
nady  in  the  market. 

This  amonnt  of  lots  will  aflbid  ample  soeommodationB  fbr  the  erection 
of  fnmi  aixtecu  hnndied  to  two  thonaand  oi  more  houses,  of  a  good  claee, 
whioh  mil  famish  oomfbrtable  homes  for  from  ten  thousand  to  fifteen 
thousand  inbalntsniB,  of  a  dearable  character. 

It  will  require  several  years  to  make  an  eli^ble  disposition  of  so  large 
an  amount  of  building  lots  in  this  tatj ;  in  the  mean  time  the  City  can 
embrace  favorable  opportunities  for  extending  these  improTementa,  aud 
will  be  able  not  only  to  complete  this  work  at  a  less  outlay,  bot  with  a 
nrnoh  stronger  probability  of  sucuring  a  stable  and  permanent  character 
fbr  whatever  structures  the  City  or  others  may  conclude  to  erect  thereon. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  plan  here  proposed  saves  the  City  froni  incur- 
ring an  additional  debt  of  between  $400,000  and  $500,000,  the  interest 
t^MW  which,  accoidiog  to  these  eetimates,  must  amount  to  a  very  large 
ram  before  the  3,500,000  feet  which  tho  City  will  have,  with  but  a  tenth 
part  of  the  expenditure,  will  find  desirable  purahaaers. 

There  is  still  another  consideration  ;  there  is  by  no  means  a  nqanim- 
ity  of  opinion  among  business  men  and  well  informed  citizens,  as  to  the 
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rslatin  viloe,  in  thkt  put  of  the  City,  of  Tharru  mi  dooka,  ocopKed 
with  lots  for  ebopa  sod  dwelliDgs. 

The  GommissioDeM  hftve  great  donbts  c^  tlie  ezpedienoj  of  oompletiiig 
these  improvemeDtB  nt  otice,  with  the  amount  of  whures,  which  htn 
been  proposed,— even  if  the  Citj  ooold  bonow  the  mone;  wiUiaiit 
intereet  for  eight  or  ten  jeus ;  nor  an  the;  quite  aura  that  then  will 
not  be  a  full  denunfl  fbr  the  whole  of  them,  as  bochl  as  thej  durald  be 
built.  The  pl&n  which  the  CommiBKOnerE  would  propoae  for  adoption 
is,  —  to  locate  Albtn;  street  aa  stated  above,  and  in  oonformity  with  Iha 
aocompanying  plan ;  to  grade  it,  aud  the  croas  atreeta  between  that  and 
Harrison  ATenne ;  and  to  gnda  the  lots  embraced  between  these  two 
aTenoea,  and  theu  o%t  theae  lots  for  sale. 

Id  the  mean  time  the  Commis^onen  would  propose  tlie  oommeme- 
ment  of  a  nngle  wharf  or  two,  at  the  easterly  end  of  these  premise^ 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  City  Engineer  —  as  an  experiment, 

Fint  — To  ascertain  the  means  of  aecuiing  atability  for  this  kind  of 
struotnie  in  that  difficult  locality,  and 

Second — To  teat  the  demand  for  this  kind  of  property  in  that  part 
of  the  City. 

The  Commissionen  would  then  be  gOTemed  by  the  result  of  this  ex- 
periment, in  further  proceeding  with  these  improvamento.  For  the  par> 
pose  of  enabling  the  City  Oovemment  to  form  some  idea  of  the  expeost 
attendant  upon  tbe  oompletiaii  of  the  Sooth  Day  tarritcKy,  aooording  to 
the  plan  originally  proposed,  irith  a  ^ill  complement  of  docks  and 
wharves,  the  Commisuoners  subjoin  the  following  estimatea,  whi<^  han 
been  carefully  prepared.

ARTICLES  OF  AGKEEMENT, 

Entered  into  this  thirtieth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hm- 
dred  and  Jiflyfour,  by  and  beliceen  WiUiam  Hvatu,  Contrador,  of 
Hoxbury,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Citg  of  Botton,  of  die  vxcmi 
part,  vherehy  it  tt  covenanted  and  agreed  at  foBotot,  viz. : 

The  Bud  Evans,  of  the  first  part,  faereby  brnds  bimself,  bis  heiis  mi 
assigns,  to  tnaie  and  complete,  in  a  faithful  and  workmanlike  mBDoer,  lit 
proposed  improvements  on  the  aaid  Gity's  South  Bay  lands  and  flits, 

sooording  to  the  following 

SPECinCATIONS. 

The  poations,  dimenmotu,  and  fbrm  of  conatruclion  of  the  waBt  and 
uharf  work  are  to  be  snch  as  are  indicated  on  pUms  Noe.  1,  2,  3  md 
4  of  the  Bud  improvementa,  mgned  bj  tbe  Mayor  of  the  sud  City,  and 
dated  the  thirtjoth  of  Beceinber,  1854. 

7%e  existing  vfoBs,  ou  the  sides  and  ends  of  the  docks,  bo  6r  as  Utej 
conform  to  tbe  sud  plan,  may  remun  or  be  removed,  as  tbe  Snperinteiid- 
ent  to  be  appointed  by  said  City  in  charge  for  the  time  being  of  the  mA 
herein  described  shall  direct ;  and  wherever  the  existing  mills  do  sot 
conform  to  the  said  plan,  they  are  to  be  removed,  and  snch  of  the  mate- 
rials contained  in  them  as  the  Snperiatondent  may  select  eholl  be  need  ii 
the  oonBtmcdon  of  tbe  new  walls ;  and  the  remunder  depoated  wboe 
tbe  Superintendent  shall  direot,  on  the  premises.  The  walla  are  to  test 
on  spnioe  pies,  not  less  than  ten  inches  at  their  bnts,  placed  in  fbor 
rows  thirty  inches  apart,  lengthwise  and  crosstrise,  and  driven  with  nch 
batter  as  is  shown  on  plan  No.  2,  till  a  16  cwt.  hammer,  let  &II  25  teet, 
will  not  settle  them  more  than  foor  inches  at  a  stroke.  7Ze  pHet  an  ft 
be  tawed  off  smooth,  at  the  kvel  of  IS  fi.  below  the  eopii^  of  the  Ay 
dodt  in  Charlestown,  and  capped  with  6  x  12  in.  spmce  plank,  fastowd 
to  tbe  piles  by  2  in.  whito  oak  tree-nails.  The  exeaoation  that  may  be 
necessaiy  for  this  to  be  done  by  the  Contractor.  The  waits  are  to  be 
fourteen  and  a  half  feet  high,  eight  feet  thick  at  bottom  and  three  feet  at 
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top,  wi^  a  batter  of  one  in  eight,  on  the  front  ude.  The  ends  of  the 
walls  in  the  rear  of  the  platforms  to  be  perpendicnlar,  and  eacb  to  Tetnm 
or  extend  back  twentj  feet  from  the  top  of  the  face  fronting  on  the  dodt. 
The  top  of  the  retarn  to  be  tonr  feet  and  a  half  below  flie  coping  of  tbe 
dij  dock.  The  masonry  in  the  walls  to  bo  equal  in  quality  to  the  beat 
of  that  now  standing  on  the  premises. 

The  platforms  are  to  extend  from  dock  to  dock  in  length,  and  to  be 
fijltf  feel  wide,  and  are  to  rest  on  12  in.  Eprace  piles,  not  more  than 
B^en  feet  apart  from  centre  to  centre,  lengthwiee  and  croeswi^e,  driven 
as  firmly  as  those  nnder  \h.o  walls. 

The  top  of  each  pile  to  be  made  into  a  tenon  eight  inches  long,  panl- 
kl  with  the  sides  of  the  docks,  six  inches  high  and  two  inches  thick,  bo 
that  a  14  X  14  in.  spruce  cap  stringer,  which  is  to  be  fitted  with  corre- 
sponding mortices,  and  placed  on  them,  shall  make  a  good  Joint  on  each 
pile,  to  which  it  is  to  be  secured  by  a  1^  in.  white  oak  troe-uul.  The 
lop  of  this  cap^stringcr  is  to  be  three  feet  and  eight  inches  below  the 
coping  of  the  Charlestown  dry  dock.  On  the  backs  of  the  piles  next 
the  solid  filling,  six-inch  hemlock  planks,  with  close  joints,  are  to  be 
spiked,  to  hold  the  earth  filling,  as  far  as  the  Saporintcndent  may  direct. 

A  fiooring  of  eight-inch  hemlock  plank  is  to  be  kid  across  the  cap- 
stringers,  the  whole  length  and  breadth  of  the  platform,  and  secured  to 
the  cap-stringers  by  l)-inch  white  oak  tree-nails  On  the  outside  of  each 
platform,  next  the  docks  and  tbe  channel,  and  opposite  the  end  of  each 
row  and  cross  row  of  bearing  piles,  oak  fender  piles  not  less  than  14 
inches  at  the  but  are  to  be  driven,  till  a  25  cwt.  hammer,  let  fall  twenty- 
five  feet,  will  not  settle  them  more  than  four  inches.  Each  fender  pile  is 
to  be  secured  to  its  corresponding  bearing  pile  by  a  one  and  a  quarter 
inch  wrought  iron  screw  bolt  and  nut.  The  fender  piles  are  to  be  capped 
with  fourteen  by  fourteen  inch  white  pine  timbers,  morticed  and  tenoned 
on,  as  already  specified  for  other  cap-stringera.  The  space  between  the 
cap-stringers  of  the  fender  piles  and  the  flooring  around  the  platform  is 
to  be  filled  with  six-inch  white  pine  plank,  laid  against  the  fender  piles, 
io  retain  the  salt  mod,  which  is  to  be  spread  two  feet  thick  over  the  plat- 
ftirm.  Over  the  salt  mud  there  is  to  be  a  layer  of  twelve  inches  of 
gravel,  dressed  off  to  a  smooth  and  uniform  sur&ce,  on  a  level  witii  tbe 
coping  of  the  Charlestown  dry  dock. 

Five  feet  below  each  cap-stringer,  and  on  each  side  of  the  plea,  a  six 
by  ten  inch  spruce  girder  is  to  be  &stened  with  two-inch  whlt«  oak  tree- 
nails, ono  at  each  pile,  passing  through  it  and  both  timbers. 
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Soutb  of  tho  dock,  between  the  lines  of  Brookline  and  Sbanm  streeU 
extended,  and  *'«  tfu  directum  of  the  Jronta  of  the  phtfomu  next  tht 
ekannel,  there  is  to  be  a  row  of  sprnce  piles,  driven  foar  f^t  apart  from 
oentre  to  oentre,  capped  with  a  fourteen  by  fonrteen  indi  wbite  |«no  tun- 
ber,  oHnticed  and  tenoned  on,  u  already  apecified  for  other  cai^^triiig^TS, 
seoored  with  one  and  a  half  inch  white  oak  tiee-nails,  and  planked  ap  iroB 
low-water  raarit  with  foor-incb  epnioe.  Each  pile  to  he  hraetd  on  tht 
ouUide,  or  next  the  channel,  by  a  spnr-shore,  driven  and  secorvd  like 
those  below  described  for  the  tie  piles.  Opposite  and  fifteeo  feet  back  of 
every  third  pile,  a  spmce  tie  pile,  nmilar  to  the  others,  shall  be  drirHi 
and  braced  by  a  apur«hore,  driven  with  a  batter  of  one  in  fonr  towards 
the  other  piles-  The  tops  of  the  tie  piles  to  be  cat  off  on  a  level  of  fonr 
feet  below  the  coping  of  the  dry  dock,  or  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the 
cap-atringers  of  the  other  piles.  The  spnr  shores  to  be  let  into  tbe  tie 
piles  two  inches,  with  a  square  Bhonlder  on  top,  and  secured  by  a  one 
and  a  qnarter  mch  wrongbt  iron  screw  bolt  and  not.  The  tie  piles  are  to 
be  ooonectod  to  their  corresponding  opposite  piles  in  the  &ODt  line  liy 
spmce  Biz  by  twelve  inch  timbers  placed  horizontally  on  eaoh  ado  of  tbe 
tie  and  other  piles,  with  gains  both  in  the  piles  and  in  tbe  timbers,  as 
shown  on  the  plan,  and  secured  by  one  and  a  qnarter  inch  wrongbt  irca 
screw  bolts  and  nnts.  Tim  tjfttem  of  pile  work  and  tie  timbera  is  to  be 
ooDtinned  in  the  line  before  mentioned,  that  is,  for  tbe  ontdde  row  <^ 
piles  a  line  parallel  with  and  nine  hundred  and  niae^  feet  from  tbe 
sontheasteily  aide  of  Harrison  Avenne,  till  it  reaehet  a  point  (m  fiit 
from  the  Harbor  Commigtioners'  lint ;  thence  it  is  to  continae  parallel 
with  the  Harbor  Commiasioners'  line,  ae  the  same  now  is  or  maybeieaAer 
be  established,  to  the  northwesterly  aide  of  the  propoeed  extension  of  Al- 
bany street 

Tbe  whole  area  inoladed  witbin  the  centre  line  of  Maiden  ttreet  ex> 
tended,  on  the  north,  the  platformt,  doett  and  pile  toonl,  and  Chetter 
ttrtet,  on  the  southeast,  south,  and  sonthwest;  and  HarriBm  Avenue  «] 
the  northwest,  so  &r  as  the  same  may  belong  to  the  City  of  Boston,  is  to 
be  filled  up  witb  salt  mad  and  earth  to  a  level  not  less  than  fonrteen  &ct 
above  mean  low  water,  or  one  &>ot  below  the  coping  of  the  said  diy  dock, 
in  such  a  manner  that  there  shall  be  nowhere  less  tiian  two  feet  of  eleu 
gravel  on  the  snr&ce  of  said  filing,  except  on  the  platferms,  when  the 
gravel  is  to  be  but  one  foot-  Wherever  said  City  may  require  it,  in  the 
lines  of  sUeets  or  elsewhere  within  said  area,  the  filling  shall  be  raised  to 
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&  heigfat  of  arteea  feet  above  low-water  mark.  The  eutti  filling  bebmd 
and  near  the  waUt  and  piU  work  to  be  deposited  in  mch  a  manner  ta 
shall  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Superintendent  far  the  time  being, 
endanger  their  ttabiUti/ ;  and  in  ease  it  should  be  required  bj  aaid  Gily, 
ffravel  $haU  bt  depoiiied  <m  the  ouUide  of  taid  vxJh,  in  tuch  placet,  at 
sncli  times,  and  in  Bach  manner,  as  the  said  Superintendent  shall  direct. 
All  the  docks  are  to  be  dredged  ont,  so  that  on  the  completioii  of  the 
work  herein  epecified,  their  bottomt  thail  be  nowhere  hst  than  eighteen 
feet  behw  the  coping  of  the  said  dry  dock. 

A  channel  perfectly  free  from  obstmctions,  not  lesa  than  one  handred 
feet  wide  and  six  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  is  to  be  dredged  out,  bo 
that  die  width  and  thie  depth  shall,  on  the  completion  of  the  work  here- 
in described,  be  fonnd  everywhere  between  the  Old  South  Boston  Bridge 
and  the  Boxbury  wharves,  having  mch  a  centre  line  a*  the  taid  Oitg 
ahali  catite  to  be  designated. 

AUearth,  mud,and  pilei,  aswellat  waUt,  outside  of  the  line  of  plal>- 
forms  herein  specified,  and  inside  of  the  channc],  so  far  as  the  same  may 
in  any  wise  obttruet  or  interfere  wilA  the  acceu  of  loaded  vetsele  to  taid 
plat/ormt  and  pile  front,  are  to  be  remotied.  All  maierialt  mhatever, 
(except  so  mnch  stone  for  the  walls  as  may  be  found  on  the  premises,) 
all  bridges,  draws,  machinery,  tools,  and  whatever  else  may  be  needed  in 
and  for  the  eonttrvetion  and  completion  of  the  whole  of  the  work  herein 
tpecified,  thtdl  be  fartnthed  by  the  ConlrcLctor. 

The  said  City  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  alteralioTU  in  the  loca- 
tion or  mode  of  contlrueting  any  portion  of  the  work  herein  detcribed, 
as  farther  experience  may  show  to  be  important,  and  the  value  of  ineh 
aiterationt  to  be  added  to  or  deducted  from  the  amount  the  Contractor 
sliall  receive,  according  to  the  prieet  agreed  upon  for  ike  kind  of  work 
thai  may  be  inereated  or  diminithed  ;  provided  that  the  main  and  evident 
object  of  the  agreement  with  him  ehaU  not  be  departed  from. 

The  earth  filling  to  be  meatwed,  if  of  gravel,  in  the  pit ;  and  if  of 
mad,  in  the  scow.  All  wood  work  to  be  meaaured  ofler  being  completed, 
and  no  allowauoe  to  be  made  for  waste.  In  order  that  the  gravel  Inay  be 
acenratelj  measured  in  the  pit,  the  contnclor  shall  give  to  the  Superin- 
tundent  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice  of  his.  intention  to  take  gravel  from 
any  locality,  and  AtM  point  out  as  Boon  thereafter  as  he  may  be  required 
by  said  Superintendent,  the  extent  of  surface  to  l>e  removed  in  getting 
this  gravel, 
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Tbe  said  Oit^,  of  the.  second  part,  hereby  a^^rees  to  p&y  or  euae  to  be 
pMd  to  the  said  Evans,  of  the  first  part,  for  the  feithfnl  completion  irf  tbe 
Btrncturea  and  other  kCndt  of  work  hereinbefore  specified,  at  the  (Wlow- 
iag  istea,  tiz.  :  — 

For  all  materials  and  labor,  including  excavation,  and  driving  md 
capping  of  the  piles,  tn  the  JbttndcUioiu  of  the  waUt,  five  dollars  ud 
fifty  cents  per  pile. 

For  tbe  vrallt,  including  all  labor  and  materialB,  two  dollars  and  fillj 
cents  per  cubic  yard. 

For  the  platforms,  including  all  labor  and  mateiials  in  and  for  tbe 
aanie,  fifly  cents  per  square  foot. 

For  the  pile  fronts,  (or  bulk  heads  next  the  channel  south  (d  tlie 
docks,)  including  all  labor  and  materials  in  and  for  tbe  same,  five  dollan 
per  lineal  fiwt. 

For  drawing  piles,  at  the  estimate  of  the  Superintendent. 

And  for  earth  filling,  including  all  labor  and  cost  of  procuring, 
transporting,  and  depositing  gravel  and  salt  mud,  or  other  kinds  of  eirtb, 
forty4vio  cenU  per  eubic  yard;  it  beiog  understood  that  all  maieiuls 
obtained  by  dredging  the  said  channel  and  docks,  or  other  necessary  ip- 
proBches  to  said  wharves,  are  to  be  deponted  in  tbe  said  filling,  and  are 
to  be  measured  and  paid  for  only  as  part  of  said  filling. 

Tbe  said  City  also  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  Evans  the  snm  cf  ^ 
thousand  dollars  for  the  railroad  bridge  already  built  by  said  Enw 
BcroBs  South  Bay,  the  same  to  belong  to  said  City.  The  said  Evansniy 
repair  and  use  said  bridge  in  the  execution  of  this  agreement,  hut  for  do 
other  purpose. 

The  said  City  further  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  Evans  the  full  anKMut 
of  the  ten  per  cent,  reserved  from  payments  due  said  Evans  on  aceoont 
of  work  done  under  a  former  Bgreemont,  dated  the  seventeenth  Atj  of 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty^eigbt,  with  interest  on  said  five  tbM- 
sand  dollars  for  said  bridge  and  on  said  ten  per  cent,  from  the  i»j  »" 
which  said  Evans  stopped  work  nnder  eaiA  agreement,  after  dedndniS 
from  said  ten  per  cent,  tbe  amounts  paid  by  sakl  City  to  the  Old  O0I0117 
Bailroad  Corporation,  or  any  other  parties  claiming  under  said  Evani- 

The  said  Evans,  in  condderation  of  the  foregoing  premiraa,  hereby  di»- 
charges  and  releases  said  City  and  all  oEBcers  and  agents  thereof,  hereto- 
fore or  now  acting,  from  all  claims  and  demands  whatever,  gnwmg"^ 
of,  or  in  any  way  connected  with,  said  agreement  between  said  City  >ad 
the  sud  Evans,  dated  tho  seventeenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hvnini 
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and  forty-Dight,  except  fbr  the  said  bridge  and  the  said 'ten  per  cent,  aa 
hereinbefore  specified  and  agreed  upon.  The  said  Evans  thaU  hegin  and 
proteeute  the  work  to  be  done  under  tkii  contract  at  ttich  timti  and  t'n 
such  places  at  the  Superintendenl  »haU  direct,  and  shall  proceed  at  each 
a  rate  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  l^e  Superintendent,  be  sufficient  to  com- 
plete all  the  work  to  be  done  under  this  contract  by  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
"^'■y.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

In  case  the  said  Evans  shall  nse  the  said  bridge,  he  shall  faithfully 
comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  "  Act  to  authorize  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  conatnict  a  t«mporary  Bailroad,"  passed  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-eight ;  and  said  Evans  shall  assume  and  discharge  aU 
the  liahilitiea  imposed  apon  said  City  by  said  act,  or  by  the  act  contained 
in  Chapter  342  of  the  Acta  and  Resolves  of  the  Legislature  of  1853. 

The  said  Evans  shall  assume  and  discharge  all  liabilities  whatever  that 
may  grow  out  of  claims  against  said  Oity,  by  persons  or  estates  within  or 
without  the  sidd  City,,  which  persons  or  estates  may  be  damaged  by  the 
Bud  Evans,  or  hy  persona  or  things  employed  or  used  by  him  in  the  per- 
formanoe  of  this  contract.

first  day  of'  each  month,  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  amount  that  shall  be  due 
according  to  the  latest  estimates  of  said,  engineer ;  and  said  City  shall 
pay  to  the  sud  Evans  tho  ten  per  cent,  reserved,  whenever  the  whole  of 
the  work  to  be  done  nader  this  contract  shall  have  been  futhfully  com- 
pleted.

Memorandam  of  an  Agreement  made  thit  ninth  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1856,  hy  WiUiam  Emm,  of  Roxhury,  and  the  City  of  Botton,  in 
amendmeTU  and  in  change  of  a  certain  indenture,  made  between  Ik 
tame  parties,  in  relation  to  South  Bay  lands,  dated  DeeojAtr  34, 
1854. 

The  Joint  Special  ComtDinittoe  of  the  Ci^  OonncU  of  the  Cit;  of 
Boston,  appointed  Januaiy  7,  1866,  b&ying  folly  ezsmioed  the  plus 
and  existing  contracts,  and  progreaa  of  the  work  on  the  Sendi  S^ 
lands,  and  being  aatisfied  that  changes  may  be  made  adTantageonslj  U 
the  City,  have,  with  the  oonaent  of  aaid  Enns,  and  by  aatbwit;  i^ 
paragraph  first,  page  six,  of  said  contract,  agreed  to  make  the  foUonif 
altorationi  in  said  contout. 

DOCKS  AND  WALLS. 

All  _  the  docks  which  were  intended  to  be  built  of  stone,  as  ahown  to 
the  plans  referred  to  in  said  contract,  are  hereby  abuidoned ;  and  > 
gtiught  stone  wall,  as  shown  on  plana  made  by  James  Sladc,  Cit;  En- 
gineer, dated  June  9tb,  1856,  is  hereby  substituted  for  said  stone  docb; 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  walls,  as  given  on  page  two  of  said  cootraelSi 
are  to  be  also  abaudoued ;  and  instead  thereof,  the  dimcn^ons  of  ibe 
atone  walls  are  to  be  four  feet  wide  on  the  top,  and  thirteen  feet  wide  it 
the  bottom,  to  have  a  batter  of  one  in  eight  on  the  front  side,  and  to  ^ 
aeventeen  and  one  half  feet  high.  The  top  of  the  walla,  at  the  bnd) 
of  the  docks,  te  be  one  foot  above  the  coping  of  the  dry  dock,  Charier 
town,  aa  ahown  on  the  plans.  The  top  of  the  walls  back  of  the  pl»t- 
forms  to  be  three  feet  below  said  coping,  to  allow  of  the  corermg  of  mad 
and  gravel  as  required  by  said  contract  and  plana.  The  first  cooRe  if 
stones  liud  on  the  piles,  to  be  each  thirteen  feet  in  length,  and  not  laa 
than  twenty  inches  thick,  to  be  all  laid  as  headers,  so  that  each  stoM 
will  extend  through  from  front  to  back  of  the  walls. 

For  this  course  of  stone,  Mr.  Evans  is  to  receive  eight  dolhn  F*' 
cubic  yard,  in  cose  the  stone  can  be  bought  for,  and  delivered  on  the

OlHTLRXEK  OF  THS  BOABD  OF  AlDBRMIH. 

For  this  added  mark  of  yonr  respect  and  esteem,  I  tender 
to  each  and  all  of  yon  my  heartfelt  thanks..  It  is  not  neces- 
sary nor  vonld  it  be  proper  here  to  indulge  in  those  expres- 
sions of  regard  which  I  feel ;  that  has  already  been  done  in 
the  more  private  interchange  of  reciprocal  obligationa  and 
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r^ords  each  for  tiie  other,  vhile  eqjojing  the  ek^ast,  gener- 
onB  and  snbstantial  hospitality  of  one  of  onr  number;  and 
any  attempt  here  to  add  one  charm  voald  only  mar  its  beaut;. 
Let  that  picture  be  hnng  np  in  the  gallery  of  onr  minda,  and 
enshrined  with  oar  best  affections ;  I  voold  not  attempt  to 
add  one  tint  to  its  beanty,  or  give  added  or  diminished  shade 
to  its  back  gromtd ;  bat  there  let  it  hang  forever.  I  vonld 
rather  ask  your  indulgence  for  a  few  moments  to  a  cursory 
reriev  of  onr  labor  for  the  last  two  years,  and  show  some  of 
its  resnltfl.  I  have  been  induced  to  attempt  this,  not  becanso 
it  is  necessary  to  Ihe  vindication  of  the  administration  of  onr 
City  a&ini  generally  dnrisg  that  time,  for  that  was  done 
unmistakably  by  the  citizen  voters  of  Boston,  at  the  polls, 
on  the  2d  Monday  of  December  last,  but  rather  to  vindicate 
specially  this  Board  and  its  Committees. 

It  was  sud  in  one  of  the  journals,  previous  to  the  election, 
and  for  the  reason  that  the  editor  had  been  for  a  few  years  a 
member  of  the  City  Council  it  seemed  to  be  taken  as  a  key- 
note by  others,  "that  the  City  were  particularly  unfortunate 
in  the  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  particularly 
in  its  Committee  on  Streets,  and  no  party  had  the  temerity  to 
nominate  for  reelection  the  worthy  Chairman  of  that  Com- 
mittee J  that  this  Committee  especially  had  no  far-seeing  and 
comprehensive  policy  to  guide  their  actions." 

Now  there  is  not  in  the  whole  rai^  of  municipal  legisla- 
tion, so  perplexing  and  yet  so  plain  a  duty  to  be  performed 
aa  this  same  Ua/ing  ota  and  laidming  itreeU,  the  latter  portion 
of  which  is  Ihe  most  called  into  nse ;  ptr^Unng  from  tho  dis- 
satisfaction of  parties  interested,  both  those  who  want  the 
work  accomplished,  and  those  who  are  disturbed  thereby ;  and 
yet  ^mn,  because  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  it  is  in  furtherance 
of  a  policy  already  inaugurated,  and  the  application  of  rules 
as  old  as  the  system  of  municipal  government 

When  the  government  of  1856  was  inducted  into  office, 
they  fbund  amongst  the  first  duties  imposed  upon  them  the 
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settlement  of  the  claima  arising  from  the  ezten^on  of  Fbieitd 
Street.  To  add  to  the  difficulty  of  this  settlement  there 
existed  an  avard  by  referees  to  the  Capen  heirs,  for  a  little 
more  than  tyro  thoosand  feet  of  land  on  Hanorer  street,  and 
damage  by  delay  and  disarrangement  of  plans  of  a  building 
desigAed  to  be  erected  thereon,  amoimting  to  about  fifty 
thoosand  dollars.  There  vere  thirty-five  claims  before  the 
Board,  all  of  which  were  settled  dnring  the  first  year  of  this 
administration,  withont  a  lawsuit  or  reference.  It  shonld  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  thirty-five  claimants  were  not  only  the 
owners  of  the  fee  of  the  land,  which  measured  more  thui 
seven  tbonsand  feet,  and  that  portion  upon  Union  street  with- 
pnt  buildings  was  worth  more  than  double  that  of  the  Capen 
estate,  but  nearly  all  the  land  taken  had  not  only  buildings 
thereon,  bnt  tenants  therein,  and  these  also  were  to  be  settled 
with ;  and  hence  the  number  of  claimants ;  and  yet,  as  before 
stated,  they  were  settled  with,  and  for  less  than  $135,000. 
These  were  not  the  only  claims  of  long  standing,  adjusted 
by  this  Committee,  for  several  of  which  suits  had  already  been 
commenced.  Of  this  class  were  the  claims  of  Nathaniel 
Whiting,  for  land  taken  in  Green  st,  comer  of  Pitts  st. ;  of 
Samuel  Sanford's  estate,  in  Cmgrett  St.,  two  cases ;  of  John  M. 
Barnard,  and  of  Bowman  &  Trull,  in  Havikm$  and  Iven  streets. 
The  last  two  cmos  were  very  complicated,  involving  not  only 
the  fee  of  land,  bnt  the  occupancy.  These  cases  were  thus 
instituted,  in  the  year  1853;  and  near  the  close  Hawkiiu  st. 
was  widened,  at  the  junction  of  Jveri  street,  by  takii^  Bai^ 
nard's  land,  upon  which  he  had  commenced  a  building.  Before 
taking  the  land,  however,  there  had  been  a  good  deal  of  diaf- 
fering  and  delay ;  and  at  the  same  time  Iven  st.  was  widened, 
by  taking  land  of  Barnard,  and  also  of  Bowman  £  Tmll. 
They  were  notified  to  remove  obstructions  on  or  before  the 
first  of  April,  the  next  year ;  but  they  did  not  do  so.  The 
government  of  1 854  took  no  action  in  the  premises,  and  the 
SQCceeding  one,  of  1855,  discontinued  die  part  taken,  both  in 
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Bavkins  and  Ivere  streeta,  bnt  did  not  ac^oBt  the  dama^ 
irhich  accrued  at  ibe  time  of  taking,  and  suits  were  com. 
menced  within  the  statute  time  b;  the  parties. 

Of  the  long  outatanding  and  onadjaated  claims,  were  thoae 
of  the  Gapen  heirs,  in  Union  st-j  heirs  of  John  Hazru^ 
Ox/ord  Bt ;  John  Hancock,  BlackUone  at. ;  Nathan  Haskins, 
Beverly  St. ;  Solomon  Piper,  Federal  at ;  and  of  the  cases 
irtiich  had  been  only  a  year  or  tvo  in  abeyance,  there  were 
those  of  0.  and  F.  Parkman,  in  Qreen  st ;  Moses  Wood,  Fed- 
eral Bt ;  William  Amory,  Shaumvt  avenue  and  Camden  st. ; 
Jesse  Shaw,  West  Cedar  st ;  William  K  Hann,  WtuhingUm 
st ;  heirs  of  George  Parkman,  on  North  Grooe  at,  three 
cases ;  also  one  in  Church  at,  togeUier  with  the  claim  of  a  ten- 
ant in  possession  under  lease,  in  the  last  case ;  Iieopold  Her- 
man and  Charles  BoUins,  on  Washington  st,  at  the  Soath  End ; 
John  Collamore,  Jr.,  Samuel  Whitwell  and  John  O.  Tomj, 
each,  in  Federal  at,  and  John  M.  Bobbins,  in  Congreu  st 

Whether  this  evinces  "  adminiatrative  talent  "  in  the  Com- 
mittee or  not,  whether  it  exhibits  a  "  comprehensive  "  policy  or 
not,  it  shows,  in  &ct  a  pacific  policy,  and  one  that  I  think  the 
citizens  generally  will  approve. 

In  regard  to  our  own  measures  and  the  settlement  for  such 
action  which  has  been  coDsammated,  we  will  mention,  first, 
the  case  of  the  heirs  of  Edward  Tnckennan,  at  the  comer  of 
Dock  Square  and  Washington  street  Who  will  dispute  the 
propriety  of  that  widening,  althon^  it  cost  more  than  yonr 
Committee  thought  was  just  7  Half  of  the  taking  was  ad- 
justed amicably,  and  the  other  has  been  settled  by  the  Court; 
Then  there  are  the  four  estates  cut  off  opposite  the  Old  South 
Oburcb,  and  all  claims  adjusted :  in  two  tenements  there  were 
several  tenants.  Then  also  the  "  Redman  Estate,"  and  that 
also  known  as  Redman  Hall.  The  first  taking  was  in  conse- 
quence of  a  notice  of  intention  to  build  on  the  estate  south 
of  Redman  Hall.  Already  had  a  prospective  widening  been 
commenced  at  the  comer  of  Common  at,  and  Hr.  Hann's 
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building  vslb  set  baok  on  the  oev  line.  Here  -ma  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  eierciae  of  a  "  comprelienBiTe  and  fer-seeing " 
policy;  bnt  our  predecessorB  did  not  exercise  it,  and  we  faad 
to  remedy  tlult  defect  as  best  we  might.  The  projected  build- 
ing vas  placed  on  the  proBpective  line,  and  Kedman  Hall  only 
remained  between  that  and  Mr.  Mann's  new  bnilding,  and  his 
claim  was  unat^osted.  Onr  duty  waa  plain;  Redman  Hall 
most  be  cat  off  or  moved  back.  The  latter  waB  done ;  and 
althoi^h  it  cost  twice  what  it  would  have  cost  before  Mann's 
store  was  built,  iai  the  damages  to  tenants  were  twice  what 
they  would  have  been  at  that  time,  because  less  time  would 
hare  been  required  to  move  the  bnilding  back,  and  there  would 
have  been  no  disturbance  of  the  end  wall — ^yet  it  was  better 
for  t»  to  move  the  building  back  and  leave  the  line  straight 
and  thns  save  a  lai^  sum  in  the  adjustment  of  damages  widi 
Ur.  Mann.  It  nay  also  be  remarked,  in  this  case,  that  there 
were  eight  or  ten  tenants  in  this  Redman  Hall  building,  and 
with  all  bat  one  your  Committee  have  settled.  We  also  have 
improved  Watkington  street  near  Hayward  Place,  and  all 
these  claims  have  been  adjnsted.  We  have  also  improved 
Union  st.,  by  placing  on  the  new  line  a  new  building  of  Moses 
Grant,  three  buildings  of  N.  Alley's  heirs,  and  two  of  James 
Davis,  and  one  of  Hary  Homer's  heirs.  la  Hanover  street, 
we  have  cut  off  the  estates  of  William  Ropes,  and  of  Mary 
Homer's  heirs,  on  the  comer  of  Union  st.  Fearl  street  has 
been  widened  the  whole  let^th  between  High  and  Purchase 
streets;  and  Qridtey  St.,  nearly  the  whole  length  between 
the  same  streets. 

We  have  also  widened  FwrchoM  street,  at  the  comer  of 
Pearl  and  Gridley  streets.    In  Congrai  street,  we  have  cut 

off  the  estates  of  E.  B.  Dyer,  of Guild,  of  W.B.Spooner; 

in  Channing  and  Sitter  streets,  tiie  estate  of  William  B. 
Spooner;  in  Federal  street,  estates  of  Wesicott,  Cutler,  and 
Hie  South  Oove  Corporation,  next  the  North  Free  Bridge  on 
one  side,  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Go.  on  the  other  side; 
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each  estate  havii^  tenants  to  be  settled  irith.  lo  Enex 
street,  ve  hare  cut  off  estates  of  Enter;  B.  Fay,  and  of  G. 
iSfiCixty.  In  Tremont  street^  corner  of  Boylaton  street, 
the  estates  of  John  H.  Dix  and  Bobert  G.  Aptborp.  Li 
Eliot  street,  the  estate  of  Samuel  A.  Way.  In  Water  street, 
the  estate  of  T.  H.  Carter.  And  we  have  purchased  the  estate 
of  J.  Jeffries,  Jan.,  trustee,  to  ensure  thejcomplete  improvement 
of  Water  street  at  an  early  day.  We  hare  extended  Charle* 
street,  onder  the  act  of  the  LegiBlatare,  a  part  of  which  was 
laid  oat  by  oar  immediate  predecessors,  in  1865,  bat  only  over 
the  flats  of  the  Attleboro'  Bank,  heirs  of  George  Farkmaa, 
and  the  Massachnsetts  General  Hospital.  The  present 
goTomment  have  extended  this  street  to  North  Charles  atreet, 
through  the  estates  of  the  heirs  of  Hannah  J.  Taylor  and 
Albert  Yinal :  the  three  first  named  claimants  hare  not  been 
settled  with.  The  present  administration  has  also  bailt  a 
brii%e  orer  the  flats ;  and,  in  a  few  weeks,  it  will  be  available 
to  the  public  We  hare  widened  Vint  street,  at  the  comer 
of  North  Bnssell  street;  Crreen  street,  at  estate  of  Dr.  Pres- 
cott;  Bawdoin  square,  in  front  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  on 
David  Folium's  estate,  thus  completing  an  improvement  long 
deferred.  But  the  most  notable  case  of  street  widenings  is  tlmt 
of  Chorion,  Iveri,  Savlnnt,  and  Adatiu  streets,  by  taking  the 
land  of  J.  W.  Edmands,  and  also  that  which  had  once  before 
been  taken,  in  1853,  of  John  M.  Barnard,  and  Bowman  A 
Troll.  Superadded  to  that  of  the  latter  is  a  small  parcel  at 
the  junction  in  Adama  street  with  Ivers  street.  Here  also 
in  four  dwelling  houses,  which  were  entirely  demolished,  were 
a  great  number  of  tenants ;  there  were  also  on  these  estates 
a  large  number  of  shops,  stables,  and  distilleries,  which  were 
cut  off.  We  widened  iSwRiiter  street,  at  the  estates  of  Trinitf 
Church,  Bobert  0.  Winthrop,  S.  Salisbury,  John  P.  Monks,  and 
J.  11.  Bobbins;  the  la^t  also  in  Chauncey  street.  In  Baoery 
street,  on  the  estate  of  J.  G.  Bnssell,  we  have  made  a  much 
needed  and  quite  extensive  improvement.      Li  Ferry  and 
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Fvlton  streets,  at  the  corner,  on  estate  of  Dr.  Gardner.  In 
North  street  in  three  places,  on  estates  of  Field  and  Converse, 
Thomas  Thompson,  and  Mary  Hadaway;  also  adjusting  the 
claim  of  Daniel  Bovker,  lessee  for  a  long  term.  In  Province 
street,  on  the  estate  of  J.  H.  Jenks.  la  Cheater  square,  by  im- 
proving  the  corners  thereof;  the  principal  part  of  the  claims 
settled,  there  being  only  one  comer  not  settled  for  that  is 
entitled  to  payment  In  Unioa  park,  on  one  side,  near  Tre- 
mont  street.  We  hnve  extended  Granite  street,from  First  to 
Second  streets.  Also  Porter  street,  to  Indiana  Place.  And 
all  these  improTcments  have  been  made  and  settled  for, 
without  recourse  to  law  or  referees,  by  the  Committee  oa 
Streets — a  lai^r  amount  of  business,  I  will  ventare  to  assert, 
than  any  previous  Committee  on  that  snbject  has  done  for 
twice  the  length  of  time.  Added  to  these  shoald  be  the 
extension  of  Clinton  street,  and  the  laying  out  of  a  new  itrets 
in  the  rear  of  the  Commercial  Block,  on  Commercial  street; 
and,  as  a  crowning  act,  the  widening  of  the  street  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Custom  House,  and  the  extension  of  the  sewer  to 
tiie  head  of  the  dock,  at  the  bottom  of  the  new  Custom  House, 
under  "  State  Street  Block,"  as  I  believe  it  is  called,  for  the 
Bom  of  fifteen  ihtmsand  ddlan  (the  tecwred  right  of  utoerage 
alone  being  worth  to  the  city  that  sum,)  and  the  conBtrnction 
of  which  cost  the  Long  and  Central  Wharf  corporations 
more  than  the  whole  amount  we  paid. 

Finally,  there  is  the  extension  of  DewntHre  ttreet,  which 
has  been  coDsnmmated  only  to  Franklin  street,  and  the  settle- 
ment for  which  embraces  only  the  claim  of  one  party,  who  is 
the  owner  of  four  houses,  and  one  tenant  of  another  party. 
Witii  regard  to  the  action  of  this  Committee  as  to  the  exten- 
sion beyond  Franklin  street,  there  was  finally  a  difTerence  of 
opinion  in  lA«  Board  ;  but,  in  regard  to  the  general  action  of 
the  Committee,  I  Uiink  there  is  but  one  mind,  which  is  that 
of  approbation  for  such  efBciency. 

And  I  would  hero  bear  testimony  to  the  particular  efficiency 
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of  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee.  If  I  know  anght  of  the 
dnty  of  an  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  especiallj  such 
ae  pertains  to  the  Chairman  of  ihc  Committee  <m  Streett,  I 
affirm  that  there  hat  not  ieen,  neither  do  I  believe  there  mli 
toon  be,  a  more  capable  and  efficient  one  at  tiie  head  of  that 
Committee  than  the  Board  bos  had  in  that  position  for  the 
laet  two  years.  The  settlement  of  so  many  outstanding  claims 
against  the  City  for  street  videnings,  and  of  nearly  all  tbo 
new  claims  for  the  last  two  years,  which  haye  been  years  of 
imnsual  activity  in  that  respect,  is  the  best  evidence  <^  this 
tmth. 

In  addition  I  wonld  Ray  that  the  cases  which  have  been 
particularly  referred  to  in  the  preceding  remarks,  are  bat  a 
small  part  of  those  brought  before  the  Committee  for  con- 
sideration. In  looking  over  ray  docket,  I  find  that  the  cases 
before  ns  have  averaged,  for  the  two  years,  more  than  one 
for  every  day  during  that  period. 

But  enongh  of  this  Committee.  The  other  Committees 
have  not  been  idle ;  each  has  done  its  work  with  promptneu 
and  fidelity.  Among  the  many  acts  which  will  mark  the 
administration  of  the  present  Exeontive  is  the  settlement  of 
the  Baei  Bay  question.  Whoever  may  prevail  finally  in  the 
claim  to  the  title  in  the  fiats  in  the  Back  Bay,  the  right  of 
drainage  to  Charles  River,  the  character  of  the  filling  in  of 
that  territory,  and  the  system  of  streets  and  sewers,  are  secur- 
ed to  Boston,  and  fixed  beyond  a  peradventure ;  becanae  the 
State  and  the  Water  Power  Co.,  who  control  ^e  flovage,  and 
Bnrround  the  disputed  territory,  have  so  covenanted-  Besides, 
the  acquisition  of  oonsiderable  territory  adjacent  to  the  Fob. 
lie  Garden  does  not  depend  at  all  upon  any  points  in  dispate. 
The  Cemet^  question  has  also  been  settled  —  whether 
well  or  otherwise,  it  is  at  least  in  an  infinitely  better  c<Hidition 
than  was  at  one  time  to  be  apprehended;  and,  at  any  rate,  it 
is  fortunate  that  this  question,  so  tempting  to  tiie  integrity  of 
members  of  the  City  Council,  no  longer  remains  open. 
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The  Sotak  Bm/  also  has  begtm  to  find  a  sontfaerly  barrier, 
that  BtajB  all  presamre  in  that  direction,  aad  for  tho  first  time 
gires  evidence  that  the  property  there  can  be  pat  to  me  at  od 
early  day. 

A  bnilduig  for  a  Fne  Htupital,  at  a  very  lov  cost  compared 
vtth  vhat  Tas  expended  in  its  erection,  haa  been  purchased, 
aad  is  ready  to  be  pnt  to  that  use  Thenever  the  City  Oooncil 
idkall  80  direct 

Under  the  sanction  of  a  Le^Utive  act,  the  four  nuttftatov 
for  the  rdi^  <f  the  poor  in  estate,  and  the  ikk  in  body  (wd 
wund,  and  the  unfortunate  victim  of  crtifie,  have  been  placed 
nnder  ww  Board  ^  Direeton,  instead  of  three  Boards,  as 
before,  thereby  Becnring  a  nni^  of  administration  in  these 
serveral  departments.  And  oader  the  vigorons  action  of  a 
nnited  head,  although  bat  a  short  time  in  the  possessioi)  of  the 
trust,  the  Directors  hare  already  plaoed  in  the  brick  building 
the  nafortimate  persous  for  whom  it  had  beea  built  so  man; 
years  siace,  aad  vbich  has  beea  empty  nearly  all  the  time 
since  its  erectioa.  They  have  also  obtained  the  power  to 
remove  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reformation  into  the 
same  building,  to  eaable  them  to  be  supported  at  a  much  less 
cost  than  before,  and  also  to  give  them  a  better  or  at  least  as 
good  an  opportunity  to  work.  But  I  have  dwelt  too  long 
already  on  the  tunny  side  of  this  administration,  and  magni- 
fied, perhaps  too  largely,  its  virtues,  if  they  are  virtues,  and 
covered  up  or  at  least  have  not  spoken  of  its  faults,  if  it  has 
&nlts  —  and  who  will  say  that  it  has  none  f  But  we  are  not 
obliged  to  criminate  ourselves,  and  we  need  not;  oar  faults 
will  find  na  out,  and  we  need  not  be  too  anziona  to  assist 
them. 

I  have  thus  shown  something  that  has  been  accomplished 
1^  this  government;  and  the  people  have  found  by  their 
taxes  that  they  cannot  get  municipal  improvements,  any  more 
than  personal  and  private  ones,  without  a  corresponding  ex- 
pense; and  the  question  may  well  be  asked,  why  is  it  that 
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ottr  taxes  go  on  increasing  from  year  to  year  almost  con- 
Btantiy  7  And  vben  is  iMs  to  stop  ?  I  must  confeBs  tliat  this 
problem  has  vexed  and  tried  me  more  than  any  other  in  all 
my  municipal  experience.  How  is  it  that  the  rate  of  taxation 
Bhonid  increase  with  aD  increase  of  valuation  greater  than  Uie 
increase  of  population  7  I  have  before  me  ihe  valuation  of 
ihe  Town  of  Boston,  for  1799,  and  every  fifth  year  until  1814, 
and  every  year  since  until  1857,  with  the  rate  of  taxation  for  the 
Same  time.  The  lowest  rate  during  that  time  being  $3 12  on  the 
thousand  dollars,  in  1804^  and  the  highest  $9  20,  in  1854 ;  beiiq; 
nearly  three  times  as  much  in  the  latter  as  in  ihe  former  pe- 
riod, while  the  population  at  the  first  period  was  29,362,  the 
valuation  $29,081,300,  or  9.904  cents  per  capita;  and  in  1855, 
the  popnlatioQ  was  161,429,  and  the  valuation  $241,932,200, 
or  149.86  cents  per  head,  at  the  latter  period.  This  disparity 
of  rate  of  taxation  is  one  that  should  arrest  the  attention  of 
the  municipal  authorities.  It  would  long  ago  have  engaged 
and  exercised  the  minds  of  the  people,  if  it  had  not  been  ibr 
their  unexampled  growth  in  material  wealth.  The  valuaticm 
for  the  past  year  being  $258,111,900;  being  $156  40  for  each 
man,  woman,  and  child,  including  paupers,  criminals,  and  tran- 
sient people,  who  may  have  been  included  in  our  population  by 
the  last  census,  giving  as  large  ao  increase  for  the  two  years 
since  that  was  taken  as  facts  would  seem  to  justify.  Esti- 
mating onr  present  population  at  $165,000,  it  is  donbtfol 
whether  there  can  be  found  on  tlie  globe  many  such  communi- 
ties tiiua  favored.  But  this  has  been  brought  to  a  stand  still, 
and  even  to  a  retrograde  movement,  the  last  six  months ;  and 
therefore  the  stronger  reason  for  an  examination  into  the 
cause  or  causes.  But  I  may  not  pursue  this  theme ;  it  belongs 
to  another  to  do  this.  I  may,  however,  hint  to  one  probable 
cause.  I  find  that,  in  the  yeat  1799,  the  rate  of  taxation  was 
$4  40  on  the  thousand ;  but  it  fell  to  $3  12  in  1 804,  and  did 
not  reach  so  high  a  figure  again  until  1814^  when  it  was  $4  50, 
(ten  cents  more ;)  and  thereafter  it  did  not  rise  ^un  until 
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1834,  7heD  it  readied  $4.70 ;  and  the  rate  has  never  been  bo 
lev  since  that  date,  bot  hae  continually  increased,  vith-  few 
exceptiona,  to  the  present  time. 

The  rate  of  taxation  in  1799  ia  accounted  for  by  tiie 
fitct  of  preparations  for  building  a  new  almthoutei  and  tiM 
oantion  vhich  vas  exercised  in  the  public  expenditures  is 
.  shown  by  a  transcript  from  the  record.  It  seems  that,  at 
the  annual  March  meeting,  after  cboosii^  a  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  such  other  oflScers  as  vere  osnally  chosen  at  that 
time,  a  Committee  vas  appointed  npon  the  subject  of  an  tdwu- 
hovM  and  morJchotae.  Their  Report  vaa  made  to  an  adjourned 
meeting,  on  the  27th  of  that  month,  and  was  very  elaborate. 
They  say  that  they  were  "  appointed  by  the  town  to  take  into 
cooaideratioD  the  representation  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Foor, 
to  confer  with  the  said  Overseers,  and  with  the  a^nts  of  the 
town  for  building  the  new  almshoaBe  and  workhouse;  to 
inquire  into  the  state  of  the  funds,  and  to  devise  ways  and 
means  for  procurii^  the  means  to  erect  the  necessary  build- 
ii^s,"  Ac  They  report,  first,  "  that  the  present  buildings 
are  iosufficient  and  improper ;  that  the  expense  of  erecting 
euoh  a  building  as  is  proper  on  the  liuid  already  purchased 
for  tiuA  purpose,  including  sea-wall,  and  other  arrangements 
of  the  groand,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  agents,  be  between 
forty  and  fifty  thonsand  dollars,  and  will  require  eighteen 
months  to  complete  it ;  that  the  agents  have  in  funded  stocks 
for  the  purpose,  in  value,  in  round  numbers,  $16,000,  in  lum- 
ber $7,000,  and  cash  in  the  treasury  $4,000;  making,  in  the 
whole,  $27,000.  That  there  is  due  the  town  $23,000  from 
the  sale  of  the  present  almshouse  estate,  bot  not  payable  until 
the  building  and  land  are  surrendered  to  the  purchaser,  which 
cannot  be  done  until  the  new  house  is  built.  To  provide  for 
the  deficiency,  they  have  considered,  first,  the  public  lands  in 
the  town.  They  cannot  advise  the  sale  of  them,  becanse  they 
would  not  bring  a  fair  price,  and  we  shonld  realize  but  little 
from  the  sale.    The  same  reasoning  applies  to  the  sale  of  a 
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tOTHBhlp  of  land  in  the  district  of  Maine.  Then  as  to  tan^ 
tion  specially  to  meet  this  want,"  they  Bay,  "  they  could  not 
advise  that,  consideriag  the  ma^itnde  of  existing  rates,  and 
the  length  of  time  required  to  bring  that  system  into  opera- 
tion. The  only  remaining  means  is  a  temporary  loaa,"  vhicli 
they  recommended;  and  it  iras  made  for  not  more  dun 
120,000. 

This  record  shows  the  care  onr  fathers  bestowed  upon  &e 
qaestioa  of  finance,  and  is  worthy  of  being  treasured  np  by 
their  sons,  and  pnt  into  practice  at  tiiis  time.  Another  &et 
is  worthy  of  consideration  at  this  time,  and  that  is  the  penu- 
nmce  of  odminiMratiott,  Prom  1799  to  1820,  there  had  been 
bnt  thirty-one  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  one 
had  held  office  daring  the  whole  of  that  time.  On  the  with- 
drawal of  Charles  BulSnch,  Esq.,  one  of  the  SelectneD  in 
1818,  the  town  voted  their  thanks  to  him  for  his  tweiKy-too 
ytan'  lenice,  nineteen  of  which  he  had  acted  as  the  Chairman 
of  that  Board.  If  we  look  at  the  list  of  onr  Board  of  Alder- 
men, whose  daties  correspond  to  and  indode  those  of  the 
former  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  Bhall  see  a  «ry  d^crent  ttaU 
of  thing*.  Whether  this  will  account  for  the  /act  which  we 
have  been  considering,  or  not,  does  not  become  me  to  say.  I 
only  ask  yon  to  ponder  npoa  it. 

In  oonclosion,  let  me  thank  yon  for  your  nniform  conrtesy 
to  me  and  to  one  another;  and  may  the  blessings  of  divine 
Providence  smile  on  yon  now  and  henceforth.  And  now,  aa 
Mdermen,  and  as  mch  only,  I  bid  yon  fareweli. 

Aldennan  Fbost  then  rose,  and  addreased  tlie  Chur 
as  follows : 

Mb.  Ohaibkak,  —  We  are  now  about  to  separate,  never 
f^in,  in  all  probability,  to  meet  in  an  official  capacity.  To 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  sir,  it  must  be  an  occasion  of  deep 
interest,  involving  a  careful  review  of  hia  administration,  aid 
of  the  important  measures  which  he  has  recommended  and 
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S4)prored  dnriog  the  period  of  hia  ezecative  fimctioBS.  To  hb 
&U  it  is  appropriate  that  we  should  take  a  retrospective  viev 
of  OUT  actions,  and  scrutinize  every  vote  we  have  given, 
approviDgly  or  otherwise,  ttpon  the  important  measures  pre- 
sented for  our  consideration. 

In  this  way,  we  may  treasure  np  wisdom  from  the  past  for 
jFuture  instructioa.  When  the  conflict  of  opinion  has  passed 
'  away  with  the  occasion  that  gave  it  vitality,  then  it  is  that  the 
mind,  restored  to  its  throne  of  reason  and  impartial  judgment, 
should  be  permitted  to  review  its  own  actidna,  and  approve, 
qualify,  or  condemn  ita  own  decisions. 

By  this  course,  I  donbt  not,  we  shall,  each  and  all  of  ns, 
£nd  ample  opportunity  for  improvement  We  have  each 
within  us  a  single  witness,  whose  testimony  must  determine 
each  case.  This  silent  court  will  nnerringly  acquit  or  con. 
demn  ns,  according  to  the  sincerity  of  our  actions,  whether 
they  have  been  dictated  fay  a  faithful  and  honest  desire  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  city  and  the  welfare  of  tiie  people, 
or  whether  our  jadgments  have  been  biassed  by  personal  or 
private  considerations.  It  la  not  my  province  to  pronounce 
tiiese  judgments,  except  in  an  individual  case.  In  that  case, 
sir,  experience  teaches  me  that,  while  I  learn  wisdom  from  the 
events  of  each  succeeding  year,  I  still  find  it  as  diSScidt  as 
ever  to  avoid  error,  and  still  as  necessary  as  ever  to  review 
the  past  for  correction  and  improvement. 

Mr.  Chairman,  His  Honor,  sir,  has  donbtleas,  by  this  time, 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  a 
large  city  is  no  sinecure;  that  the  successful  discharge  of  its 
duties,  cares,  and  responsibilities  requires  the  exercise  of 
sound,  discreet,  and  inflexible  judgment,  and  integrity  of  pur- 
pose. That  such  is  his  opinion  is  evinced  by  his  public  action 
and  his  independent  course  in  the  discharge  of  hia  public 
duties.  That  the  public  administration  of  any  executive  of  a 
'  lai^e  and  populous  city  should  be  acceptable  to  all  Is  not  to 
be  expected,  nor  perhaps  is  it  desirable.    Such  an  adminis- 
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tratioa  vould  at  once  be  an  anomalj,  and  be  liable  to  sospidoD 
and  distruut  There  ia  a  safety  to  the  public  in  having  a 
watchfal  and  vigilant  opposition  to  scrutinize  their  acts,  and 
place  before  the  people  the  outside  as  well  aa  the  inside  views 
of  every  measure. 

It  cannot  fail,  therefore,  to  be  an  enduring  source  of  proud 
satisfaction  and  consolation  to  himself,  that  the  people  have 
virtually  and  emphatically  placed  their  seal  of  approbation 
upon  his  administration  by  an  overwhelming  approval  of  the 
civic  oi^nization  which  brought  him  into  the  honorable  and 
honored  office  which  he  ia  now  about  to  surrender  to  other 
and  most  acceptable  hands,  emanating  from  the  same  soorce 
of  municipal  power  —  the  people,  without  regard  to  political 
organization  or  partizauship. 

Mr.  Chairman,  it  may  not  be  improper  for  me,  on  this  occa* 
sion,  to  express  my  sincere  feeliugs  of  cordial  and  social 
friendship  and  personal  esteem  for  each  member  of  the  Board, 
as  we  part.  Our  friendly  intercourse  will  ever  be  remembered 
and  cherished  during  the  remainder  of  my  life,  with  prayers 
for  their  individual  prosperity,  health,  and  happiness. 

And,  in  conclusion,  let  me  hope  that  yon  will  all  join  me  in 
giving  expression  to  onr  gratitude  to  divine  Providence  for 
bis  manifold  blessings  to  our  city,  and  for  his  protecting  care 
over  us  during  another  municipal  year. 

Xow,  air,  I  ask  leave  to  perform  the  simple  duty  for  which 
I  rose,  to  lay  upon  your  table  the  resolution  which  I  hold  in 
my  hand,  and  which,  I  doubt  not,  expresses  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Board : 

Resolved,  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  this  Board  are  due  to 
the  Hon.  Albzakdeb  H.  Bice,  for  the  eminent  ability  which 
he  has  brought  into  exercise  in  the  discharge  of  his  varied  and 
responsible  duties  aa  Chief  M^strate  of  the  city,  for  his  fidel- 
ity to  his  trust,  for  his  devotion  to  the  varied  interests  of  tie 
city,  and  especially  for  bis  very  able,  dignified,  and  impartial 
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discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Chair  during  the  past  year. 
.  And  now,  on  this  occasion  of  his  retiring  to  private  life,  we 
tender  to  him,  individually  and  unitedly,  our  fervent  desirea 
for  his  fntore  health,  happiness,  prosperity,  and  length  of 
days. 

The  passage  of  the  fbregoing  resolution  having  been 
advocated  in  some  brief  remarks  by  Alderman  'WIGE^ 
MAN,  it  was  tmanmous^  adopted  j  and,  having  been 
communicated  to  the  Mayor,  Hia  Honob  appeared,  and 
9poke  in  reply  as  follows : 

Oehtlehen  of  the  Boabd  of  Aldsbuen  : 

In  returning  to  yon  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  this  cordial  ex- 
pression of  your  respect  and  regard,  I  am  but  uttering  the 
emotions  which  have  long  dwelt  in  my  breast.  The  unvarying 
kindness  of  all  yonr  intercourse  with  me,  whether  in  ofScial 
relations  or  in  private  life,  long  since  prompted  my  gratitude 
and  secured  my  aSeciJonate  respect;  but  I  was  not  fully  con> 
scions  of  the  intensity  o£  these  emotions  until  the  reality  of 
these  parting  scenes-  broke  upon  me,  in  the  duties  of  the  ex- 
piring year. 

I  dare  not  trust  my  voice  to  unveil  my  own  feelings  at  this 
moment,  nor  will  I  attempt  to  arouse  yours  into  reciprocal 
emotions.  The  extremes  of  joy  and  sorrow  find  expression 
in  silence.  Our  valued  friend,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  has  kindly  intimated  that  he  would  brie&y  review 
the  measures  of  our  administration,  and,  therefore,  the  detail 
which  I  originally  contemplated  for  this  occasion  is  rendered 


When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Mayoralty,  two  years 

ago,  under  circumBtaDces  unusaal,  and,  so  &r  as  I  remember, 

at  that  time  unexampled,  I  came  suddenly  &om  the  walks  of 

business,  with  little  time  for  preptu-alioQ  for  these  important 
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tmstB.  Uj  expectations  vere  never  exalted,  bat  they  vere 
.  attended  by  the  determination  to  bring  to  the  office  a  jost 
conception  of  its  powers  and  its  dnties,  and  to  make  such  an 
Implication,  of  both  as  I  believed  Tonld  conduce  most  to  the 
permanent  welfare  of  tite  city.  That  administration  will  cer- 
tainly fail  in  its  nsefulness,  if  it  does  not  in  its  popidaritj, 
which  limits  its  attention  to  the  more  salient  and  apparent 
duties  of  the  pas  stag  hour. 

The  principles  of  good  government  are  well  established; 
they  are  fundamental  j  they  involve  the  laws  of  order  and  har- 
mony, and  these  are  based  upon  the  eternal  foundations  of  jus- 
tice and  truth.  It  is  the  duty  of  those  in  authority  to  administer 
the  laws  in  accordance  with  these  tests ;  to  restrain  majorities 
from  the  exercise  of  undue  license  in  their  ascendancy,  and  to 
secure  to  minorities  all  the  rights  to  which  they  are  entitled 
by  law,  but  which  they  have  not  the  power  to  maintain ;  to 
compel  every  citizen  to  yield  such  obedience  to  law  as  the 
welfare  of  society  demands,  and  yet  to  leave  every  citizen  the 
fullest  enjoyment  of  hia  social  privileges  which  is  consistent 
with  that  welfare ;  to  seek  the  ends  of  morality  and  virtue  as 
well  by  rectifying  the  soarccs  of  ^vil,  as  by  the  punishment 
of  offenders ;  to  assume  any  amount  of  responsibility  con- 
sistent with  the  broadest  interpretation  of  their  powers,  when 
danger  threatens,  but  to  hide  the  sceptre  in  ilte  reign  of 
peace. 

But  the  mere  administration  of  the  laws,  thoogh  by  no 
means  an  insignificant,  is  not  the  most  laborious  and  absorb- 
ing of  these  public  dnties.  There  are  others  which  may  be 
termed  administrative,  in  distinction  from  those  which  are  ex- 
ecutive, and  which  are  equally  important.  Their  proper  dis- 
charge requires  acquaintance  with  past  municipal  legislation, 
and  forecast  into  the  future.  Public  improvements  mnst  not 
be  fitful  nor  isolated ;  they  must  form  part  of  a  system  to 
be  completed ;  they  most  be  undertaken  at  the  time  when  they 
are  demanded,  or  when  they  can  be  most  economically  effected  ,- 
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ibej  mast  refer  to  public  convenience,  and  mnst  be  on  s  scale 
that  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  an  iocreased  population,  . 
or  thej  most  look  to  the'  development  of  new  interests  of 
public  value. 

The  fioaQcial  department  must  not  be  bnrthened  with  nse- ' 
less  expenditures,  nor  spared  from  meeting  those  which  are 
legitimately  demanded.  The  pt^blic  property  must  be  prop- 
erly cared  for  or  judiciously  disposed  of.  Public  credit  must 
be  sostaiced.  The  interests  of  education  must  be  fostered, 
and  the  accessories  of  prosperity  to  all  classes  carefully  cher- 
ished. Such  are  a  few  of  the  views  which  have  guided  my 
recommendations  to  you ;  and  I  acknowledge  with  the  deepest  ' 
gratitude  the  honesty  of  purpose  with  which  you  have  es- 
poused them,  and  the  diligence  and  ability  which  yon  have 
brought  to  their  performance. 

Other  measures  of  equal  value  to  those  which  I  have  recom- 
mended, have  or^inated  in  the  two  branches  of  the  City 
Council;  and  I  believe  they  conform  in  their  spirit  to  this 
general  policy. 

The  government  has  been  a  very  laborious  one.  Very 
,  mnch  has  been  done  for  good  or  for  eviL  The  merit  of  its 
service  must  be  left  to  impartial  criticism  and  'the  test  of  ex- 
perience. With  the  belief  that  there  is  little  that  is  very 
reprehensible,  I  look  with  less  composure  upon  the  great  field 
(^  the  public  service  which  I  have  longingly  surveyed  but 
which  has  been  comparatively  untouched.  In  addition  to  the 
'  immediate  labors  of  the  government,  much  has  been  attempted 
and  soDwthing  accomplished  in  the  way  of  obtaining  statute 
le^Iation,  by  which  new  powers  have  been  obtained  for  the 
city  government,  or  others  which  were  loose  have  been  more 
clearly  defined.  Other  measures  of  this  kind  which  have-  been 
hitherto  strongly  opposed,  have  commanded  public  favor,  and 
their  expediency  or  necessity  have  been  well  nigh  admitted. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  representatives  of  the 
city  and  county,  in  the  two  brandiee  of  the  legislataro  of  the 
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ConunoTiirealth  should  acquaint  themselTes  with  the  legisla- 
tion which  bears  upon  oar  local  interests,  and  that  tbe^  shonld 
feel  more  strongly  than  is  apt  to  be  the  case  when  responai- 
bility  is  divided  among  so  many  lepresentativeB,  the  wants 
and  interests  of  their  constituency.  The  general  interests  of 
Boston  are  the  interests  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  of  all 
New  EagUutd,  of  which  she  ^  the  metropolis. 

She  sustains  very  much  the  relation  to  Massachosetta  that 
tiie  head  does  to  the  body;  and  no  greater  error  in  legislatioii 
can  possibly  be  made  than  that  of  sopposiug  her  interests  to 
be  antagonistic  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  State,  about  one- 
third  of  whose  entire  expenses  she  pays ;  or  that  her  prosper-, 
ity  can  be  crippled  or  neglected  without  sending  the  iofiaenca 
of  that  paralysis  throu^out  the  i^ole  body,  of  which  she  is 
the  Capitol. 

I  am  induced  briefly  to  refer  to  this  subject  both  for  the 
purpose  of  acknowledging  the  services  of  some  of  ber  rep- 
resentatives in  the  last  legislature,  9id  of  commending  her 
concerns  to  the  special  regard  of  those  members  of  your 
Board  who  have  been  honored  by  your  fellow  citizens  with  a 
transfer  of  your  duties  &om  these  halls  to  those  of  th« 
Capitol. 

The  great  degree  of  public  favor  which  has  been  bestowed 
opon  our  administration,  deserves  and  receives  my  most 
grateful  and  profound  appreciation.  We  have  been  sus- 
tained by  s  most  generous  and  honorable  constituency;  and 
no  distmction  which  ever  has  been  or  ever  can  be  bestowed 
upon  myself,  can  surpass,  in  my  estimatiou,  the  honor  of  hav- 
ing held  the  confidence  of  soch  a  people.  With  you,  gentle- 
men, and  with  the  members  of  the  other  branch  of  tlie  Ci^ 
Council,  and  with  the  efficient  heads  of  the  various  depart- 
ments with  their  coadjutors,  and  with  our  able  and  faithful 
City  Clerk,  botii  coa^utor  and  friend,  I  cheerfully  and  liber- 
ally divide  the  merit  of  all  that  is  cMnmendable  in  onr  ad- 
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niniBtration,  aad  as  cheerfully  assame  that  measure  of  rea- 
pODsibilitj  for  ita  faults  irliich  may  jnstlj  beloDg  to  me. 

And  now,  gentlomeD,  associates,  friends,  accept  for  yonr- 
selves  individaallj  my  heart's  asanrance  of  all  the  sentimenta 
and  emotions  which  are  embraced  in  these  reapectfol  and  en- 
dearii^  appellations.  I  shall  cherish  through  life  the  remem- 
brance of  yoor  generosity  and  kindnesa. 

Thoimoment  of  separation  is  with  ns.  Our  record  is  ended. 
May  G-od,  our  common  Father,  blesa  yon  abondantly  for  erer- 
more — Farewell  I 

After  the  passage  of  an  order  to  print  the  foregoing 
proceedings^  the  Board  adjourned,  me  die.
